In  this  volume,  every  act  which  received  the  assent  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  legislature,  three-fifths  of  all 
the  members  elected  to  either  house  thereof  being  present,  pur- 
suant to  section  25  of  article  3  of  the  constitution  of  this  state, 
is  designated  under  its  title  by  the  words  "passed,  three-fifths 
being  present."  And  every  act  which  received  the  assent  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of  the  legis- 
lature, pursuant  to  section  15  of  article  3  of  the  constitution  of 
this  state,  is  designated  under  its  title  by  the  words  "  passed,  a 
majority  being  present"  And  every  act  which  received  the 
assent  of  two-tiirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of 
the  legislature,  pursuant  to  section  20  of  article  3  of  the  con- 
stitution of  this  state,  is  designated  under  its  title  by  the  words 
"  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote."  [See  legislative  law,  laws  of  1909, 
chapter  37,  section  44.] 
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PUBLICATION  OF  SESSION  LAWS. 


§  45.  PnblioatioiL  of  session  laws;  contents  of  published  volumes  of 
session  laws.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  annually  cause  the 
session  laws  to  be  published  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  legislature.    Such  volumes  shall  contain : 

1.  A  statement  of  the  names  and  residences  of  the  governor, 
lieutenant-governor,  senators  and  members  of  assembly,  the  pre- 
siding officers  and  clerks  of  both  houses  in  office  during  each 
session. 

2.  The  laws  and  concurrent  resolutions  passed  at  each  session. 
8.  Amendments  to  the  state  constitution  approved  and  ratified 

by  the  people  at  the  last  preceding  general  election. 

4.  Tables  showing  the  laws  and  parts  thereof  amended  or 
repealed  by  such  laws. 

5.  Indexes  of  the  laws  and  concurrent  resolutions  contained  in 
such  volumes. 

6.  Such  other  matters  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  published 
in  such  volumes. 

Such  laws,  concurrent  resolutions,  tables,  indexes  and  other 
matters  so  required  to  be  published  shall  be  prepared  for  publi- 
cation in  the  state  library  under  the  supervision  of  the  director 
thereof.  Side  notes  or  section  headings  shall  be  inserted  indi- 
cating the  subject-matter  of  the  several  sections  of  the  laws  and 
concurrent  resolutions.  Suitable  references  to  existing  general 
or  consolidated  laws,  codes,  or  special  or  local  laws  may  be  made 
in  foot  notes  or  otherwise.  The  said  director  may  submit  to  the 
state  printing  board  changes  in  the  style  of  execution  as  to  type 
and  paper,  which,  when  approved  by  such  board,  shall  be  the 
style  of  execution  to  be  thereafter  followed  in  the  publication  of 
session  laws.  All  contracts  hereafter  entered  into  for  the  print- 
ing of  session  laws  shall  be  for  terms  of  two  years,  and  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  printing  thereof  in  the  style  as  so  approved,  and  with

the  notes  and  references  and  in  the  form,  and  containing  the 
matter,  herein  authorized  or  required.  Each  volume  printed  for 
the  state  shall  contain  the  certificate  of  the  secretary  of  state  that 
it  was  printed  under  his  direction.  (Legislative  law,  L.  1909, 
ch.  37,  §  45,  as  amended  by  L,  1911,  ch.  272.)

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Greater  New  York  charter,  in  relation  to 
authorizing  the  city  of  New  York  to  acquire  more  land  and 
property  than  is  needed  for  actual  construction  in  laying  out, 
widening,  extending  or  relocating  parks,  public  places,  high-, 
ways  or  streets. 

Became  a  law  May  11,  1915,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

Accepted  by  the  City. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  repreeented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.   The  Greater  New  York  charter,  re-enacted  by  chap-  jj  970, 
ter  four  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  15^^  ^^ 
and  one,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  two  new  sections  to  be  in-  \^  *JJJ;  „ 
sorted  in  title  four,  chapter  seventeen  thereof  after  section  nine  iy"*£|*'\Si. 
hundred  and  seventy,  to  be  known  as  sections  nine  hundred  and  *^-  *••• 
seventy-a  and  nine  hundred  and  seventy-b,  to  read  as  follows: 

definitions;  power  to  condemn  excess  lands. 

§  970-a.  When  used  in  this  section  or  section  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-b  of  the  Greater  New  York  charter,  unless  otherwise  ex- 
pressly stated,  or  unless  the  context  or  subject-matter  otherwise 
requires,  the  word  "improvement"  shall  be  construed  as  synony- 
mous with  the  phrase  "  laying  out,  widening,  extending  or  relocat- 
ing a  park,  public  place,  highway  or  street,"  or  with  the  phrase 
"  acquisition  of  title  to  real  property  required  for  laying  out, 
widening,  extending  or  relocating  a  park,  public  place,  highway 
or  street."  The  term  "  excess  lands,"  or  the  term  "  additional 
58  i«2- 
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lands," '  Qr  the  term  "  additional  real  property  "  shall  each  be 
construed  as  synonymous  with  the  phrase  "  real  property  in  addi- 
••  jipn-'(or  additional)  to  the  real  property  needed  (or  required)  for 
;*;/*-.feying  out,  widening,  extending  or  relocating  a  park,  public  place, 
\  '..  •  highway  or  street."  "  The  board  "  shall  be  construed  as  synony- 
>. '.  mous  with  the  "  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment."  The  city 
of  New  York  in  acquiring  real  property  for  any  improvement 
may  acquire  more  real  property  than  is  needed  for  the  actual  con- 
struction of  the  improvement.  The  board  of  estimate  and  appor- 
tionment may  authorize  the  city  of  New  York  to  acquire  additional 
real  property  in  connection  with  any  improvement,  and  direct  that 
the  same  be  acquired  with  the  real  property  to  be  acquired  for 
the  improvenaent ;  provided  that  such  additional  real  property  shall 
be  not  more  than  sufficient  to  form  suitable  building  sites  abutting 
on  the  improvement.  The  title  which  the  city  of  New  York  shall 
acquire  to  additional  real  property  shall  in  every  case  be  the  fee 
simple  absolute.  Additional  real  property  shall  be  acquired  by 
the  city  in  connection  with  a  street  improvement  only  when  the 
title  acquired  for  the  improvement  shall  be  in  fee.  The  acquisi- 
tion of  title  to  additional  real  property  in  connection  with  an  im- 
provement shall  be  authorized  by  the  board  in  the  same  manner 
and  at  the  same  time  as  the  acquisition  of  title  to  the  real  property 
required  for  the  improvement  is  authorized.  When  the  board  shall 
have  authorized  the  acquisition  of  title  to  additional  real  property 
in  connection  with  an  improvement,  title  to  such  additional  real 
property  shall  be  acquired  by  the  city  in  the  manner  and  according 
to  the  procedure  (except  in  such  respects  as  herein  set  forth)  pro- 
vided for  the  acquisition  of  title  to  the  real  property  required  for 
the  improvement  and  in  the  same  proceeding  in  which  title  to  the 
real  property  required  for  the  improvement  shall  be  acquired. 
When  the  board  shall  authorize  the  acquisition  of  additional  real 
property  in  connection  with  any  improvement,  it  shall  cause  to 
be  prepared  and  shall  adopt  a  map  showing  the  real  property  to  be 
acquired  for  the  improvement  and  such  additional  real  property 
in  connection  with  the  real  property  to  be  acquired  for  the  im- 
provement, and  such  map,  when  approved  by  the  mayor,  shall  be 
certified  by  the  secretary  of  the  board  and  filed,  prior  to  the  ap- 
plication to  condemn  the  same,  as  follows:  One  copy  thereof  in 
the  office  in  which  conveyances  of  real  property  are  required  by 
law  to  be  recorded  in  each  county  in  which  the  real  property  or 
any  part  thereof  shown  on  such  map  is  situated ;  one  copy  thereof 
in  the  office  of  the  corporation  counsel;  one  copy  thereof  in  the 
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office  of  the  president  of  each  borough  in  which  the  real  property 
or  any  part  thereof  shown  on  such  map  is  situated,  and  one  copy 
thereof  in  the  office  of  the  board.  When  the  board  shall  have  au- 
thorized the  acquisition  of  additional  real  property  in  connection 
with  any  improvement,  such  additional  real  property  shall  be  sepa- 
rately described  in  the  notice  of  application  to  condenm  by  the 
supreme  court  without  a  jury  or  in  the  notice  of  application  for 
the  appointment  of  commissioners  of  estimate,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  in  the  petition  presented  on  any  such  application,  and  sepa- 
rately shown  on  the  rule  map  attached  to  the  petition  and  on  the 
damage  map  in  the  proceeding,  and  said  notice  and  petition  shall 
state  what  part  of  the  real  property  to  be  condenmed  is  required 
for  the  improvement,  and  what  part  thereof  is  to  be  acquired  as 
additional  real  property.  The  acquisition  of  such  additional  real 
property,  when  authorized  by  the  board,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  for 
a  public  purpose.  In  a  proceeding  in  which  additional  real  prop- 
erty shall  be  acquired,  the  board,  by  a  three-fourths  vote,  may 
direct  that  on  the  date  of  the  entry  of  the  order  granting  the  ap- 
plication to  condemn  by  the  supreme  court  without  a  jury,  or  on 
the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  oaths  of  the  conmiissioners  appointed 
by  the  court,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  on  a  date  after  either,  speci- 
fied in  the  resolution  of  the  board,  the  title  to  the  whole  but  not 
less  than  the  whole  of  such  additional  real  property  to  be  acquired 
in  the  proceeding  shall  vest  in  the  city  of  New  York,  provided  that 
such  resolution  shall  also  direct  the  vesting  in  said  city  simultane- 
ously of  the  title  to  all  of  the  real  property  being  acquired  in  the 
proceeding  for  the  improvement;  except  that  in  a  proceeding  in- 
volving the  acquisition  of  title  to  additional  real  property  in  con- 
nection with  the  acquisition  of  title  to  real  property  required  for 
a  street,  highway  or  public  place,  the  board  shall  not  be  required 
to  vest,  at  one  time,  the  title  to  all  the  additional  real  property 
to  be  acquired,  provided,  however,  that  in  vesting  title  to  parts  of 
said  additional  real  property  every  such  part  shall  be  of  at  least 
a  block  length  along  the  improvement,  and  that  no  fractional  por- 
tion of  a  block  shall  be  contained  in  any  such  part,  and  provided 
that  said  board  shall  also  direct  that  all  the  real  property  required 
for  the  street,  highway  or  public  place  in  such  block  or  blocks 
shall  vest  in  the  city  simultaneously.  Upon  the  date  of  the  entry 
of  such  order  granting  the  application  to  condenm  or  upon  the 
date  of  the  filing  of  such  oaths,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  on  such  date 
after  either,  as  may  be  specified  by  said  board,  the  city  of  New 
York  shall  be  and  become  seized  in  fee  simple  absolute  to  sucl 
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additional  real  property.  In  all  other  cases,  except  as  herein  other- 
wise provided,  title  in  fee  simple  absolute  to  such  additional  real 
property  as  may  be  acquired  in  any  such  proceeding  shall  vest  in 
the  city  of  New  York  upon  the  filing  of  the  final  decree  of  the 
court,  or  upon  the  entry  of  the  order  of  the  court  confirming  the 
report  of  the  commissioners  of  estimate,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  to 
such  additional  real  property;  and  the  reversal  on  appeal  of  the 
final  decree  or  of  the  order  confirming  the  report,  as  the  case  may 
be,  or  of  any  part  of  either,  shall  not  operate  to  divest  the  city  of 
title  to  any  of  the  real  property  so  acquired.  In  a  proceeding  in 
which  excess  lands  shall  be  acquired,  the  board  shall  not  have 
power  to  direct  the  vesting  of  title  in  the  city  to  the  real  property 
required  for  the  improvement  without  also  directing  the  vesting 
of  title  in  the  city  simultaneously  to  the  excess  lands  being  ac- 
quired in  the  proceeding  in  connection  with  the  improvement,  ex- 
cept that  the  board  may,  in  the  manner  in  this  section  provided, 
direct  that  title  to  the  real  property  required  for  a  street,  high- 
way or  public  place  shall  vest  in  tie  city  of  New  York  in  any 
block  of  such  street,  highway  or  public  place  abutting  which  no 
excess  lands  are  taken.  In  any  proceeding  in  which  excess  lands 
shall  be  acquired,  when  title  to  any  part  less  than  the  whole  of 
the  real  property  required  for  the  street,  highway  or  public  place 
in  any  one  block  thereof,  between  legally  existing  public  streets, 
shall  vest  in  said  city  upon  and  by  virtue  of  the  entry  of  the  de- 
cree of  the  court  finally  determining  the  awards  for  damages 
therefor,  or  on  the  date  of  the  entry  of  the  order  confirming 
the  report  of  the  commissioners  of  estimate  in  relation  thereto,  as 
the  case  may  be,  title  to  the  remainder  of  the  real  property 
required  for  the  street,  highway  or  public  place  in  the  same  block 
and  title  to  the  additional  lands  to  be  acquired  in  the  proceeding 
abutting  on  the  street,  highway  or  public  place  in  the  same  block, 
shall  vest  in  said  city  simultaneously,  and  the  reversal  on  appeal 
of  the  final  decree  of  the  court  or  of  the  order  confirming  the  report 
of  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  of  any  part  of  either 
shall  not  operate  to  divest  the  city  of  title  to  any  of  the  real  prop- 
erty BO  acquired  for  the  street,  highway  or  public  place  in  the 
same  block  or  to  the  additional  lands  abutting  thereon.  Upon 
the  vesting  of  title  in  the  city  of  New  York,  as  in  this  section  pro- 
vided, to  any  such  additional  lands  and  to  lands  required  for  the 
improvement,  the  city  of  New  York,  or  any  person  acting  under 
its  authority,  may  inmiediately,  or  at  any  tune  thereafter,  take 
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possession  of  the  additional  lands  so  vested  and  of  the  real  prop- 
erty required  for  the  improvement  so  vested,  or  any  part  or  parts 
thereof,  without  any  suit  or  proceeding  at  law  for  that  purpose. 
In  a  proceeding  in  which  additional  lands  shall  have  been  author- 
ized to  be  acquired  in  connection  with  the  improvement,  an  owner 
may  not  convey  to  the  city  of  New  York  any  part  of  the  real 
property  to  be  acquired  for  the  improvement,  except  upon  the 
approval  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment.  After  the 
institution  of  a  proceeding  pursuant  to  this  title,  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment  may  amend  the  proceeding  by  author- 
izing the  acquisition  of  lands  additional  to  those  required  for  the 
improvement,  provided  that  title  shall  not  have  vested  in  the  city 
of  New  York  to  any  parcel  of  real  property  to  be  acquired  for  the 
improvement  within  the  block  between  legally  existing  public 
streets,  embracing  the  additional  lands  sought  to  be  acquired. 
The  said  board  may  also  amend  any  proceeding  so  as  to  exclude 
any  or  all  additional  lands  being  acquired  in  the  proceeding,  pro- 
vided title  to  such  additional  lands  shall  not  have  vested  in  the 
city.  The  amendment  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  provided  in 
this  title,  and  thereafter  the  proceeding  shall  be  conducted  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  the  additional  lands  included  or  excluded  by 
the  amendment  had  been  included  or  had  not  been  included  in 
the  proceeding  at  the  time  of  the  institution  thereof.  In  case 
title  to  the  real  property  required  for  the  improvement  and  to 
the  additional  lands  shall  vest  in  the  city  prior  to  the  entry  of  the 
final  decree  or  order  confirming  the  report  of  the  commissioners,  as 
the  case  may  be,  interest  on  the  entire  amount  due  to  the  owner  for 
the  real  property  acquired  for  the  improvement,  or  for  the  excess 
lands,  or  for  both,  from  the  date  of  the  vesting  of  title  thereto  to 
the  date  of  the  final  decree  or  to  the  date  of  the  report  of  the  com- 
missioners of  estimate,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  awarded  as  a 
part  of  such  owner's  compensation.  All  of  the  provisions  of  this 
title  relative  to  the  payment  by  the  comptroller  of  sums  awarded 
as  damages  and  interest  thereon,  and  to  the  advance  payment  on 
account  of  such  damages,  and  relative  to  the  assignment  or  pledge 
of  awards,  shall  apply  to  awards  of  damages  for  the  taking  of 
additional  lands.  After  title  to  the  real  property  required  for  the 
improvement  and  to  the  additional  lands  shall  have  vested  in  the 
city,  the  additional  lands  may  be  either  held  and  used  by  the  city, 
or  sold  or  leased  by  it  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Greater  New 
York  charter.     The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  may 
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provide  that  such  additional  lands  shall  be  sold  or  leased  subject 
to  such  restrictions,  covenants  or  conditions  as  to  location  of  build- 
ings with  reference  to  the  real  property  acquired  for  the  improve- 
ment, or  the  height  of  buildings  or  structures,  or  the  character  of 
construction  and  architecture  thereof,  or  such  other  covenants, 
conditions  or  restrictions  as  it  may  deem  proper;  and  such  addi- 
tional lands  shall  be  sold  or  leased  subject  to  such  restrictions, 
covenants  or  conditions,  if  any,  as  the  board  of  estimate  and  appor- 
tionment may  have  prescribed,  which  shall  be  set  forth  in  the 
instrument  of  conveyance  or  lease.

LANDS  MAY  BE  ACQUIBED. 

§  97(Kb.  In  every  proceeding  in  which  lands  additional  to  those 
required  for  the  improvement  shall  be  acquired,  the  board  may 
determine  whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  portion  of  the  damage 
due  to  the  acquisition  of  title  to  the  real  property  required  for  the 
improvement,  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  city  of  New  York; 
and  the  whole  or  the  remainder  of  such  damages  shall  be  assessed 
upon  the  real  property  deemed  to  be  benefited  by  the  improvement 
in  the  manner  and  according  to  the  procedure  for  levying  assess- 
ments for  benefit  in  proceedings  had  under  this  title.  The  board 
may  also  determine  whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  portion  of  the 
costs  and  expenses  of  the  proceeding,  including  the  expenses  of 
the  bureau  of  street  openings  in  the  law  department,  incurred 
by  reason  of  such  proceeding,  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  city 
of  New  York ;  and  the  whole  or  the  remainder  of  such  costs  and 
expenses,  including  the  expenses  of  the  bureau  of  street  openings, 
shall  be  assessed  upon  the  real  property  deemed  to  be  benefited  by 
the  improvement.  Where  part  of  a  parcel  of  real  property  shall 
be  acquired  for  an  improvement,  and  tlie  remainder  or  a  portion  of 
the  remainder  of  such  parcel  in  the  same  ownership  shall  be 
acquired  in  the  same  proceeding  as  excess  lands,  the  portion  of  the 
damages  due  to  the  acquisition  of  the  real  property  required  for 
the  improvement,  shall  be  determined  and  stated  separately  from 
the  entire  damage  due  to  each  such  owner.  In  determining  the 
damages  due  to  the  acquisition  of  that  portion  of  such  parcel, 
which  is  required  for  the  improvement  (which  shall  be  the  portion 
thereof  properly  assessable),  the  same  rule  shall  be  applied  as 
would  govern  the  determination  of  damages  for  the  taking  of  the 
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real  property  required  for  the  improvement,  in  case  no  excess 
lands  were  acquired.

or  to  the  levying  of  assessments  for  benefit  in  such  proceedings, 
except  as  the  provisions  of  the  other  sections  of  this  title  are  in 
section  nine  hundred  and  seventy-a  and  in  this  section  expressly 
so  limited  in  their  application.

Every  person  who  shall 
act  as  agent  as  aforesaid  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  February,  in 
each  year,  render  to  the  fire  commissioner  as  treasurer  of  the  fire 
department  a  just  and  true  report,  verified  by  his  oath,  of  all  such 
premiums  which,  during  the  year  ending  on  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December  preceding,  shall  have  been  received  by  him,  or 
by  any  person  for  him,  or  which  shall  have  been  agreed  to  be 
paid  for  any  such  insurance  effected,  or  agreed  to  be  effected,  or 
promised  by  him.  The  reports  to  be  made  under  this  section  in 
nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen  shall  also  include  all  biisiness  done 
by  such  agent  from  the  first  day  of  September*  nineteen  hundred

§  803.  Vndertaking;  penalty  for  not  ezeoutini^.  Every  person 
who  shall  effect,  agree  to  effect,  promise  or  procure  any  insurance 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  sections  of  this  title,  without  having 
executed  and  delivered  the  undertaking  hereinbefore  required, 
shall,  for  each  offense,  forfeit  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  use  of 
the  said  fire  department;  and  every  person  who  shall  have  been 
required  by  the  fire  commissioner  to  renew  his  undertaking,  pur- 
suant to  the  last  preceding  section,  who  shall  effect,  agree  to  effect, 
promise  or  procure  any  such  insurnnco,  without  having  executed 
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and  delivered  the  renewed  undertaking,  shall  for  each  offense 
forfeit  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  said  fire 
department 

804.  Demand  for  reports.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  fire  com- 
missioner on  or  after  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year,  by 
written  or  printed  notice,  to  require  from  every  person  who  shall 
act  as  agent,  as  aforesaid,  the  report  provided  for  in  this  title,  and 
payment  of  the  tax  provided  for;  such  notice  may  be  delivered 
personally  to  such  agent,  or  at  his  office  or  place  of  business  to 
any  person  having  charge  thereof,  and  any  person  upon  whom  such 
notice  is  served  as  herein  provided,  who  shall  neglect  to  render  the 
report  or  to  pay  the  tax  demanded,  or  either  of  them,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  February  or  within  ten  days  after  the  service  of

§  805.  Place  of  bnsineu  to  be  reported.  Every  person  who 
shall  act  as  agent,  as  aforesaid,  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  February 
in  each  year,  and  as  often  in  each  year  as  he  shall  change  his  place 
of  business  report  in  writing,  under  his  proper  signature,  to  the 
fire  commissioner  as  treasurer  of  the  said  fire  departmen|,  the 
street  and  the  number  thereof  in  the  said  city,  or  elsewhere,  of 
his  place  of  business  as  such  agent,  designating  in  such  report 
the  individual  or  individuals  and  association  or  associations  for 
which  he  shall  be  such  agent.  And  in  case  of  default  in  any  of 
these  particulars,  such  person  shall  forfeit  for  every  offense  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  said  fire  department. 
Every  insurance  company  referred  to  in  this  title  shall,  on  demand 
of  the  fire  commissioner,  furnish  to  him  the  names  and  addresses 
of  all  persons  authorized  by  it  to  write  insurance  against  loss  or 
injury  by  fire  on  property  situate  in  such  city. 

§  806.  Suits  for  violation*.  The  tax  provided  to  be  paid  by 
this  title,  the  damages  for  any  breach  of  the  undertakings,  or 
either  of  them,  provided  for  therein,  and  the  pecuniary  penal- 
ties imposed  therein,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  may  be  sued  for 
and  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  court  of  record  within 
this  state,  by  the  fire  commissioner,  for  the  use  of  said  depart- 
ment 
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§  807.  Arrest  of  defendant.  The  defendant  in  any  action  to 
be  brought  for  the  recovery  of  any  penalty  incurred,  or  any 
tax  or  sum  of  money  payable  under  this  title,  may  be  arrested, 
if  he  is  not  a  resident  of  this  state,  or  is  about  to  remove 
therefrom.  An  order  for  the  arrest  of  the  defendant  must  be  ob- 
tained from  a  judge  of  the  court  in  which  the  action  is  brought, 
or  from  a  coimty  judge.  The  order  shall  be  made  when  it  shall 
appear  to  the  judge,  by  affidavit,  that  a  sufficient  cause  of  action 
exists  under  this  title,  and  that  Ihe  defendant  is  not  a  resident  of 
this  state,  or  is  about  to  remove  therefrom.

Every 
such  volunteer  fireman,  his  widow  and  children,  shall  be  entitled  to 
equal  benefits  of  said  fund  without  regard  to  whether  or  not  he  is 
a  member  of  any  of  the  associations  electing  said  trustees^  or 
whether  his  service  as  such  volunteer  fireman  was  before  or  after 
this  title  takes  effect 

§  813.^  Fire  commiasioiLer  to  report.  The  fire  conomissioner  shall 
quarterly  in  each  year  render  to  the  Firemen's  Association 
of  the  State  of  New  York  and  each  of  the  benevolent  funds 
enumerated  in  this  title,  a  duly  verified  statement  of  the  amount 
collected  and  received  by  him  under  this  title  during  such  quarter 
and  the  amount  due  to  them. 

§  814.^  Trustees  of  benevolent  fund  to  report.  The  trustees  of 
each  of  the  benevolent  funds  enumerated  in  this  title  shall  in  the 
month  of  January  of  each  year,  make  and  file  with  the  fire  com* 
missioner  an  annual  report,  duly  verified  by  the  president  or  vice- 
president  and  the  treasurer,  of  the  amount  of  money  received  and 
from  whom  and  what  source  and  to  whom  and  for  what  purpose 
paid,  the  residence  and  as  near  as  possible  the  age  of  each  recip- 
ient of  any  of  said  funds,  and  the  amount  thereof,  and  of  the 
amount  of  money  on  hand  and  how  invested.

(c)  No  trustee,  officer  or  agent  of  any  of  such  benevolent  funds 
shall  grant  or  give  to  any  beneficiary  or  other  person  any  greater 
«um  than  shall  have  been  determined  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
said  trustees  after  due  investigations  of  the  circumstances  of  each 
case,  and  all  payments  of  pensions  or  donations  shall  be  made  by 
the  treasurer  upon  such  order  of  the  trustees,  and  for  all  such  pay- 
ments the  treasurer  shall  take  receipts  from  the  beneficiaries  re- 
ceiving the  same,  which  receipts  shall  be  filed  with  his  report  to 
said  trustees. 

(d)  All  funds  in  possession  of  any  of  said  benevolent  funds  not 
needed  for  immediate  disbursement,  shall  be  invested  only  in  such 
securities  as  savings  banks  in  the  state  of  New  York  are  author- 
ized to  invest  their  funds. 

(e)  Any  use  of  any  of  said  funds  by  either  of  said  benevolent 
funds  or  the  trustees  thereof,  for  purposes  other  than  herein  ex- 
pressly authorized,  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  and  punishable  as  such.

owners  or  lessees  of  land  and  buildings  fronting  upon  streets 
approaching  said  Manhattan  bridge. 

Becmme  a  law  May  11,  1915,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

Accepted  by  the  City. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  seven  hundred  and  thirty-  u  itn, 
seven  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  entitled  "An  \i.  u' 
act  to  authorize  the  board  of  assessors  of  the  city  of  New  York  by  *l.  i»u. 
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to  estimate  and  allow  the  damages  sustained  by  owners  of  real 
property  fronting  upon  streets  approaching  the  Manhattan  bridge 
over  the  East  river  in  said  city,"  as  amended  by  chapter  five  hun- 
dred and  seventy-seven  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirteen,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  1.  In  any  case  where  the  grade  of  any  street  or  avenue  in 
the  city  of  New  York  has  been  changed  to  conform  to  the  loca- 
tion and  construction  of  the  Manhattan  bridge  over  the  East  river, 
between  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan*  and  Brooklyn,  in  said  city, 
and  in  any  case  where  the  grade  of  the  streets  known  as  Canal 
street,   Chrystie  street^  and  Forsyth  street  in  the  borough  of 
Manhattan  in  said  city  and  Flatbush  avenue  extension,  Bridge 
street,   Concord  street,   Chapel  street,   Duffield   street,   Johnson 
street^  Gold  street  and  Prince  street  in  the  borough  of  Brooklyn 
in  said  city,  has  been  changed  to  conform  to  the  said  location  and 
construction  of  the  said  Manhattan  bridge  or  the  grade  of  the 
approaches,  or  the  grade  of  said-  Canal  street  or  Flatbush  avenue 
extension  in  said  city,*  the  board  of  assessors  of  the  city  of  New 
York   is  hereby   authorized  and   empowered,   in  its  discretion, 
to    estimate    and    allow    the    damage    which    each    owner    or 
lessee*  of  land  and  buildings*  fronting  on  such  streets  or  avenues 
has  sustained  or  will  sustain  by  reason  of  said  change  of  grade, 
and  to  make  a  just  and  equitable  award  of  such  damage  to  the 
owner  or  owners  or  lessees^  of  said  lands  and  buildings*  fronting 
on  said  street  and  avenue  and  opposite  thereto  and  affected  by  said 
change  of  grade;  provided,  however,  that  no  award  shall  be  made 
unless  buildings  or  improvements  have  been  erected  upon  said 
land  or  lands,  prior  to  such  change  of  grade  and  in  substantial 
conformity  with  the  grade  established  at  the  time  of  such  erection, 
and  the  damages  allowed,  if  any,  shall  be  limited  to  damages, 
without  interest,  to  such  buildings  or  improvements.    •The  word 
-?MHifi."'  'Messeee"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  include  only  such  parties  or 
persons  as  have  erected  upon  the  land,  prior  to  the  said  change  of 
grade,  at  their  own  cost  and  expense,  the  building  which  is  claimed

§  1432.  Whenever  the  city  of  New  York  or  any  of  the  de-

real  property  are  required  to  be  recorded  in  the  county  in  which 
such  real  property  is  situated,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  duly 
authorized  agents  of  the  said  department,  board  or  officer  and  all 
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persons  acting  under  his  or  its  authority  and  by  his  or  its  direc- 
tion, to  enter  in  the  daytime  into  and  upon  any  such  real  prop-

to  make  application,  or  to  cause  application  to  be  made,  to  the 
said  court,  in  the  first  judicial  district,  when  the  real  property  to 
be  taken  is  situated  in  the  county  of  New  York  or  the  Bronx, 
and  in  the  second  judicial  district,  when  the  real  property  to  be 
taken  is  situated  in  the  county  of  Kings,  or  Queens,  or  Richmond, 
to  have  the  compensation  which  should  justly  be  made  to  the  re- 
spective owners  of  the  real  property  proposed  to  be  taken,  ascer- 
tained and  determined  by  the  said  court  without  a  jury.  In  pro- 
ceedings in  which  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall 
determine  that  the  compensation  which  should  justly  be  made  to 
the  owners  of  the  real  property  proposed  to  be  taken,  shall  be  as- 
certained by  three  commissioners  of  estimate  and  appraisal  to  be 
appointed  by  the  said  court,  the  city  of  New  York  is  authorized  to 
make  application,  or  to  cause  application  to  be  made,  to  the  said 
txrart,  in  the  first  judicial  district,  when  the  real  property  to  be 
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taken  is  situated  in  the  county  of  New  York  or  the  Bronx,  and  in 
the  second  judicial  district,  when  the  real  property  to  be  taken  is 
situated  in  the  county  of  Kings,  or  Queens,  or  Richmond,  for  the 
appointment  of  three  commissioners  of  estimate  and  appraisal  to 
ascertain  and  determine  the  compensation  or  recompense  to  be 
made  to  the  owners  of  the  real  property  proposed  to  be  taken.  On 
and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven- 
teen, thd  compensation  to  which  the  owners  of  real  property  to  be 
acquired  shall  be  entitled,  shall  be  ascertained  and  determined  by 
the  supreme  court,  without  a  jury,  in  the  manner  and  according 
to  the  procedure  prescribed  by  this  chapter  of  the  Greater  New 
York  charter,  and  on  and  after  said  date,  the  city  of  New  York 
is  authorized  to  make  application  to  the  court,  or  to  cause  appli- 
cation to  be  made  as  provided  in  this  section,  to  have  the  compen- 
sation which  should  justly  be  made  to  the  respective  owners  of  the 
real  property  proposed  to  be  taken,  ascertained  and  determined 
by  the  said  court,  without  a  jury.  Upon  any  such  authorization, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corporation  counsel  to  file  in  the 
oflSce  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  where  said  real  property  or 
any  part  thereof  is  situated,  a  notice  of  the  pendency  of  pro- 
ceedings for  the  acquisition  of  said  real  property.  The  said 
notice  shall  briefly  state  the  object  of  the  proceedings  and 
shall  contain  a  description  by  metes  and  bounds  of  the  real  prop- 
erty affected  thereby.  It  shall  also  state  the  names  of  such  of  the 
owners  of  said  real  property  as  may  be  known  to  the  corporation 
counsel,  and  in  case  any  of  the  owners  are  unknown,  a  statement 
to  that  effect  shall  be  made  in  such  notice.

Said  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  have 
power  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  agree  as  to  the  purchase  price 
of  any  real  property  selected  as  aforesaid  or  any  part  thereof  and 
to  purchase  the  same  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  city  of  New  York. 
In  any  proceeding  heretofore  or  hereafter  instituted  pursuant  to 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  statute,  to  wit,  the  Greater  New  York 
charter,  or  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  any  other  statute  pro- 
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viding  for  the  acquisition  of  title  to  real  property  by  the  city  of 
New  York,  in  which  title  thereto  shall  have  become  vested  in  the 
said  city  of  New  York  prior  to  the  entry  of  the  final  decree  of  the 
court  or  the  entry  of  the  order  confirming  the  report  of  the  com- 
missioners as  the  case  may  be  in  the  proceeding,  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment  shall  have  power  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  purchase  or  to  approve  the  purchase  on  behalf  of  said 
city  of  New  York  from  the  individuals  or  corporations  who  were 
the  owners  of  said  real  property  at  the  date  of  the  vesting  of  title 
thereto  in  said  city,  or  their  successors  in  interest  or  legal  repre- 
sentatives, their  right  and  title  to  the  award  or  awards,  or  any  part 
thereof,  to  be  made  in  said  proceeding  and  to  take  an  assignment 
thereof  to  said  city  of  New  York.  If  such  owner  or  owners  or 
their  successors  in  interest  or  legal  representatives  shall  have 
transferred  or  assigned  such  daim,  such  transfer  or  assignment 
made  by  the  said  owner  or  owners  or  by  their  successors  in  in- 
terest or  legal  representatives,  shall  not  become  binding  upon  the 
city  of  New  York  unless  the  instrument  or  instruments  evidenc- 
ing such  transfer  or  assignment  shall  have  been  executed  and  filed 
in  the  ofiice  of  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York,  as  in 
this  chapter  provided,  prior  to  the  completion  of  such  purchase  by 
said  city  of  New  York. 

TTTLE    MAY  BE  VESTED  BY  KESOLITTION  OF  BOAKD  OF  ESTIMATE  AUTD 

APPOBTIONMENT. 

§  1435.  Should  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  by  a 
resolution  adopted  by  a  three-fourths  vote  deem  it  for  the  public 
interest  that  the  title  to  the  real  property  or  any  part  thereof  re- 
quired for  any  public  improvement  or  for  any  public  purpose  and 
acquired  hereunder,  should  be  acquired  by  the  city  of  New  York 
at  a  fijced  or  specified  time,  the  said  board  of  estimate  and  appor- 
tionment may  direct  that  upon  the  date  of  the  entry  of  the  order 
granting  the  application  to  condemn  or  upon  the  date  of  the  filing 
of  the  oaths  of  the  commissioners  of  estimate  and  appraisal,  as 
the  case  may  be,  as  provided  for  in  this  chapter  of  the  Greater 
New  York  charter,  or  upon  a  specified  date  after  either,  the  title 
to  any  piece  or  parcel  of  real  property  to  be  acquired  for  any  such 
improvement  shall  vest  in  the  city  of  New  York.  Upon  the  date  of 
the  filing  of  such  oaths  or  upon  the  date  of  the  entry  of  the  order 
granting  the  application  to  condemn,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  upon 
such  subsequent  date  as  may  be  specified  by  said  board,  the  city 
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of  New  York  shall  become  and  be  seized  in  fee  of  or  of  an  ease- 
ment in,  over,  upon  or  under  the  said  real  property  described  in 
the  said  resolution,  as  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment 
may  determine,  the  same  to  be  held,  appropriated,  converted  find 
used  to  and  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  said  proceeding  is  in- 
stituted. In  such  cases  interest  at  the  legal  rate  upon  the  sum  or 
sums  to  which  the  owners  of  said  real  property  are  justly  entitled 
upon  the  date  of  the  vesting  of  title  in  the  city  of  New  York  as 
aforesaid,  from  said  date  to  the  date  of  the  payment  of  the  award 
made  to  such  owners,  shall  be  paid  as  hereinafter  set  forth.  In 
all  other  cases,  title  as  aforesaid,  shall  vest  in  the  city  of  New 
York  upon  the  filing  of  the  final  decree  of  the  court  or  upon  the 
entry  of  the  order  confirming  the  report  of  the  commissioners  of 
estimate  and  appraisal,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  reversal  on 
appeal  of  the  final  decree  of  the  court  or  of  the  order  of  confirma- 
tion, as  the  case  may  be,  shall  not  divest  the  city  of  title  to  the  real 
property  affected  by  the  appeal.  And  upon  the  vesting  of  said 
title  the  said  city,  acting  by  and  through  the  said  department, 
board,  body  or  officer,  which  upon  the  acquisition  of  the  title  to 
said  real  property  will  have  jurisdiction  thereof,  shall  immediately 
take  possession  of  said  real  property  without  suit  or  other  judicial 
proceedings. 

OOBPOBATION  COUNSEL  TO  REPRESENT  INTERESTS  OF  CITY  BEFORE 
THE  COURT  OR  COMMISSIONERS;  COMPTROLLER  TO  FURNISH 
CLERKS  AND  OFFICERS. 

§  1436.  The  corporation  counsel  shall,  either  in  person  or  by 
such  counsel  as  he  shall  designate  for  the  purpose,  appear  for  and 
protect  the  interests  of  the  city  in  all  such  proceedings  in  court 
and  before  the  commissioners  of  estimate  and  appraisal.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York  to  fur- 
nish the  court  or  the  commissioners  of  estimate  and  appraisal,  as 
the  case  may  be,  such  necessary  clerks  and  other  employees,  and 
to  provide  such  suitable  offices  as  they  may  require  to  enable  them 
to  fully  and  satisfactorily  discharge  the  duties  imposed  upon  them. 

contracts   of  landlord  and   tenant   and  other  oontraotinq 
parties;  how  affected. 

§  1437.  In  all  cases  where  the  whole  of  any  lot  or  parcel  of  real 
property  under  lease  or  other  contract  shall  be  taken  by  virtue  of 
any  proceeding  under  this  chapter  of  the  Greater  New  York  char- 
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ter,  all  the  covenante,  contracts  and  engagements  between  landlord 
and  tenant  or  any  other  contracting  parties  touching  the  same,  or 
any  part  thereof,  shall  upon  the  vesting  of  the  title  in  the  city  of 
New  York  cease  and  determine  and  be  absolutely  discharged ;  and 
in  all  cases  where  part  only  of  any  lot  or  parcel  of  real  property  . 
80  under  lease  or  other  contract  shall  be  so  taken,  all  contracts  and 
engagements  respecting  the  same  shall,  upon  such  vesting  of  title 
cease,  determine  and  be  absolutely  discharged  as  to  the  part 
thereof  so  taken,  but  shall  remain  valid  and  obligatory  as  to  the 
residue  thereof.  All  tenants  in  possession  of  said  premises  at  the 
time  of  vesting  of  title  thereto  in  the  city  shall  become  tenants 
at  will  of  said  city  unless  within  ten  days  after  the  vesting  of  title 
they  shall  elect  to  vacate  and  give  up  their  respective  holdings. 

PAYMENT  OF  AWABDB  AND  EXPENSES;  INSTRUMENTS  ASSIGNINO 
OB  PLEDGING  AWARDS  TO  BE  FILED  IN  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE 
COMPTROLLER. 

§  1438.  The  awards  made  in  a  proceeding  brought  under  this 
chaptOT  of  the  Greater  New  York  charter  and  the  fees  of  commis- 
sioners^ the  compensation  of  clerks,  assistants  and  counsel  em- 
ployed by  the  corporation  counsel  in  the  proceeding,  and  all  other 
reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  said  corporation  counsel  in  the 
conduct  of  said  proceeding,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  author- 
ized by  the  act,  ordinance  or  resolution  authorizing  the  acquisi- 
tion of  the  real  property.  The  city  of  New  York  shall,  within 
two  calendar  months  after  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  final  decree 
of  the  court  or  the  entry  of  the  order  confirming  the  report  of  the 
commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  pay  to  the  parties  entitled 
thereto,  the  respective  sum  or  sums  so  determined  in  their  favor 
respectively  with  lawful  interest  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  said 
final  decree  or  the  entry  of  the  order  confirming  the  report  of  the 
commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  if  title  to  said  real  property 
shall  have  vested  in  the  city  pursuant  to  a  resolution  adopted  by 
the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  from  the  date  of  said 
vesting;  and  in  default  thereof,  said  persons  or  parties  respectively 
may  at  any  time  or  times  after  application  first  made  by  him  or 
th^n  to  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York,  for  payment 
thereof,  sue  for  and  recover  the  same,  with  lawful  interest,  as 
aforesaid,  and  the  costs  of  suit  Upon  any  application  to  said 
comptroller  the  applicant  may  state  that  any  outstanding  taxes, 
assessments  or  other  liens  may  be  deducted  from  the  amount  other- 
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wise  payable  to  him  or  them,  and  in  that  event,  the  fact  that  there 
are  outstanding  taxes,  assessments  or  other  liens  shall  not  impair 
or  invalidate  such  application  nor  operate  as  a  bar  to  the  collection 
of  interest  upon  the  amount  awarded  less  the  amount  of  such 
outstanding  taxes,  assessments  or  other  liens.  Such  fees  and  ex- 
penses shall  not  be  paid  until  they  shall  have  been  taxed  by  the 
court  upon  five  days'  notice  to  the  corporation  counsel  and  upon 
proof  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  services  rendered  and  dis- 
bursements charged.  No  unnecessary  costs  or  charges  shall  be 
allowed.  All  costs,  fees,  expenses  or  disbursements  to  be  taxed 
shall  be  stated  in  detail  in  the  bill  of  costs  and  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  such  proof  of  the  reasonableness  and  necessity  thereof 
as  is  now  required  by  law  and  the  practice  of  the  court  upon  taxa- 
tion of  costs  and  disbursements  'n  other  special  proceedings  or 
actions  in  said  court  Proof  by  affidavit  shall  also  be  given  of 
the  dates  of  rendering  services,  .nd  ii.  the  case  of  commissioners 
and  clerks  receiving  a  per  diem  allowance,  the  number  of  hours 
ajid  parts  of  an  hour  necessarily  occupied  upon  each  date.  No 
such  claim  for  compensation  shall  be  taxed,  allowed  or  paid  unless 
it  be  accompanied  bv  a  certificate  of  the  comptroller  of  the  city 
of  New  York  setting  forth  that  the  same  has  been  audited  and 
examined,  and  further  certifying  the  result  of  such  audit  and 
examination.  Property  owners  appearing  in  proceedings  insti- 
tuted under  this  act  shall  not  be  entitled  to  recover  counsel  fees, 
costs,  disbursements  or  allowances.  In  any  proceeding  heretofore 
or  hereafter  instituted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
of  the  Greater  New  York  charter  for  the  acquisition  of  title  to 
real  property  by  the  city  of  New  York  in  which  title  thereto  shall 
have  become  vested  in  said  city  by  virtue  of  a  resolution  of  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  the  said  board  may  author- 
ize the  comptroller  of  said  city  to  pay  to  the  person  entitled  to 
an  award  for  real  property  acquired  in  a  proceeding,  in  advance 
of  the  final  determination  of  his  damages,  a  sum  to  be  determined 
by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  not  exceeding  sixty 
per  centum  of  the  amount  estimated  as  damages  by  the  expert  or 
experts  employed  by  the  corporation  counsel  in  said  proceeding, 
which  amount  shall  be  certified  to  the  comptroller  by  the  cor- 
poration counsel.  Before  any  such  advance  payment  shall  be 
made  the  comptroller  shall  procure  the  certificate  of  the  corpora- 
tion counsel  showing  that  the  person,  to  whom  payment  is  to  be 
made,  is  the  person  legally  entitled  to  receive  the  same. 
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If  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  authorize  a 
partial  payment  in  advance  to  any  person  entitled  to  an  award, 
interest  on  the  sum  so  authorized  to  be  paid  in  advance  shall  cease 
to  run  on  and  after  a  date  of  five  days  after  such  person  shall  have 
been  notified  by  mail  or  otherwise  that  the  comptroller  is  ready  to 
pay  the  same.  In  case  the  person  entitled  to  an  award  at  the  date 
of  the  vesting  of  title  to  the  real  property  in  the  city  shall  have 
transferred  or  assigned  his  claim,  such  transfer  or  assignment 
made  by  him,  or  by  his  successor  in  interest  or  l^al  representa- 
tive, shall  not  become  binding  upon  the  city  of  New  York  unless 
the  instrument  or  instruments  evidencing  such  transfer  or  assign- 
ment shall  have  been  executed  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  comp- 
troller of  the  city  of  New  York  prior  to  any  such  advance  payment. 
When  any  such  advance  payment  shall  have  been  made  the 
comptroller  shall,  on  paying  the  awards  made  for  the  real  prop- 
erty acquired,  deduct  from  the  total  amount  allowed  as  compensa- 
tion the  sum  advanced  plus  interest  thereon  from  the  date  of  the 
payment  of  such  advance  to  the  date  of  the  final  decree  or  the  date 
of  the  report  of  the  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the 
balance  shall  be  paid  as  herein  provided.  In  case  an  advance  pay- 
ment shall  have  been  authorized  and  the  person  entitled  thereto 
shall  have  been  notified  by  mail  or  otherwise  that  the  comptroller 
is  ready  to  make  such  advance  payment,  interest  on  the  amount  so 
authorized  to  be  paid  in  advance  from  a  date  five  days  after  notifi- 
cation by  the  comptroller  that  he  is  ready  to  make  such  advance 
payment  to  the  time  the  person  entitled  thereto  shall  accept  such 
advance  payment  shall  be  deducted  by  the  comptroller  on  paying 
the  awards  therefor  from  the  total  amount  allowed  as  compensa- 
tion to  such  person. 

In  tase  of  the  pledge,  sale,  transfer  or  assignment  of  an  award 
by  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  same  by  virtue  of  the  report 
of  the  conmiissioners  or  the  final  decree  of  the  court,  as  the  case 
may  be,  or  by  other  order  of  the  court,  the  instrument  evidencing 
sndi  pledge,  sale,  transfer  or  assignment,  acknowledged  or  proved 
as  instruments  are  required  to  be  acknowledged  or  proved  for  the 
reeording  of  transfers  of  real  property,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  comptroller,  who  shall  endorse  on  the  said  instrument  its 
number  and  the  hour,  day,  month  and  year  of  its  receipt.  If  an 
assignment  of  an  award  be  contained  in  an  instrument  recorded  in 
an  office  in  which  instruments  affecting  real  property  are  by  law 
required  to  be  recorded,  a  certified  copy  thereof  may  be  filed  im 
09 
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the  office  of  the  comptroller  in  place  of  the  original.  An  index 
shall  be  kept  in  alphabetical  order  under  the  name  of  the  pledgor 
or  assignor  and  also  the  pledgee  or  assignee,  stating  the  title  of  the 
proceeding,  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  instrument,  the  file  num- 
ber thereof,  and  what  part  of  the  award  is  assigned  thereby.  A 
memorandum  of  the  file  number  of  the  instrument  shall  be  made 
by  the  comptroller  on  the  duplicate  decree  of  the  court  or  the  dupli- 
cate report  of  the  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  opposite  the 
place  where  the  amount  of  the  award  so  assigned  is  set  forth. 
Every  such  instrument  not  so  filed  shall  be  void  as  against  any 
subsequent  pledgee  or  assignee  in  good  faith  and  for  a  valuable 
consideration  from  the  same  pledgor  or  assignor,  his  heirs,  ad- 
ministrators or  assigns,  of  the  same  award  or  any  portion  thereof, 
the  assignment  of  which  is  first  duly  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
comptroller.  Payment  to  the  assignee  or  pledgee  shown  to  be 
entitled  to  the  award  by  such  record  in  the  office  of  the  comp- 
troller shall  protect  the  city  from  liability  to  any  other  person 
or  persons. 

MONEYS     OF     PSBSOK8     UNDEB  .  DISABILITY,      HOW     DISPOSED     OF ; 
MONEYS  PAID  TO  WRONG  PERSONS. 

§  1439.  When  an  owner  in  whose  favor  an  award  shall  have 
been  made  in  a  final  decree  or  in  a  report  of  commissioners  of -esti- 
mate and  appraisal  which  has  been  confirmed  by  the  court,  as  the 
case  may  be,  is  under  legal  disability  or  absent  from  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  when  the  name  of  the  owner  shall  not  be  set 
forth  or  mentioned  in  the  final  decree  or  in  the  report  of  the  com- 
missioners of  estimate  and  appraisal,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  when 
the  owner  although  named  in  said  decree  or  report  cannot,  upon 
diligent  inquiry,  be  found,  or  where  there  are  adverse 
or  conflicting  claims  to  the  money  awarded  as  compensation, 
the  city  shall  pay  such  award  into  court,  to  be  secured,  dis- 
posed of,  invested  and  paid  out  as  the  appellate  division  of  the 
supreme  court  in  the  judicial  department  in  which  the  real  prop- 
erty for  which  the  award  was  made  is  situated,  shall  direct,  and 
such  payment  shall  be  as  valid  and  effectual  in  all  respects  as  if 
made  to  the  owner.  And  in  default  of  such  payment  into  court, 
the  city  of  New  York  shall  be  and  remain  liable  for  such  award, 
with  lawful  interest  thereon  from  the  day  upon  which  title  to  the 
real  property  for  which  said  award  is  made  vested  in  said  city. 
Where  an  award  shall  be  paid  to  a  person  not  entitled  thereto,  the 
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person  to  whom  it  ought  to  have  been  paid  niay  sue  for  and 
recover  the  same,  with  lawful  interest  and  costs  of  suit,  as  so 
much  money  had  and  received  to  his  use  by  the  person  to  whom 
the  same  shall  have  been  so  paid.  Payment  of  an  award  to  a 
person  named  in  the  final  decree  or  the  report,  as  the  case  may  bo, 
as  the  owner  thereof,  if  not  under  legal  disability,  shall  in  the 
absence  of  notice  in  writing  to  the  comptroller  of  adverse  claims 
thereto,  protect  the  city. 

AMENDMENTS  OP  DEFECTS,   ET   CETBBA. 

§  1440.  The  court  may  at  any  time  amend  any  defect  or  in- 
formality in  any  notice,  petition,  pleading,  order,  report  or  decree 
in  a  proceeding  instituted  pursuant  to  this  chapter  of  the  Greater 
New  York  charter,  or  cause  real  property  affected  by  such  defect, 
informality  or  lack  of  jurisdiction  to  be  excluded  therefrom,  or 
other  real  property  affected  by  such  defect,  informality  or  lack 
of  jurisdiction  to  be  included  therein,  by  amendment,  upon  ten 
days'  notice,  published  as  provided  in  this  chapter  of  the  Greater 
New  York  charter  for  the  institution  of  a  proceeding,  and  may 
direct  such  further  notices  to  be  given  to  any  party  in  interest 
as  it  shall  deem  proper. 

APPEAL  TO  THE  APPELLATE  DtVISIOIT. 

§  1441.  The  city  of  New  York  or  any  party  or  person  affected 
by  the  said  proceeding  and  aggrieved  by  the  final  decree  of  the 
court  therein  or  by  the  order  of  the  court  entered  on  the  motion 
to  confirm  the  report  of  the  commissioners  of  estimate  and  ap- 
praisal, may  appeal  to  the  appellate  division  of  the  said  court 
Such  appeal  shall  be  taken  and  heard  in  the  manner  provided 
by  the  code  of  civil  procedure  and  the  rules  and  practice  of  the 
said  court  in  relation  to  appeals  from  orders  in  special  proceed- 
ings, and  such  appeal  shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  such  ap- 
pellate division  upon  the  merits  both  as  to  matters  of  law  and 
fact.  The  determination  of  the  appellate  division  shall  be  in  the 
form  of  an  order.  But  the  taking  of  an  appeal  by  any  person 
or  persons  shall  not  operate  to  stay  the  proceedings  under  this 
act  except  as  to  the  particular  parcel  of  real  property  with  which 
the  appeal  is  concerned;  and  the  final  decree  or  the  order  con- 
firming the  said  report  or  reports,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  parties  and  persons 
nffccted  thereby  wlin  have  not  appealed.     Such  appeal  shall  be 
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heard  upon  the  evidence  taken  before  the  court,  or  such  part  or 
portion  thereof  as  the  court  may  certify,  or  upon  the  evidence 
taken  before  the  commissioners,  or  such  part  or  portion  thereof 
as  the  court  may  certify  or  the  parties  to  said  appeal  may  agree 
upon  as  sufficient  to  present  the  merits  of  the  questions  in  re- 
spect to  which  such  appeal  shall  be  had.  An  appeal  taken  but 
not  prosecuted  within  six  months  after  the  filing  of  the  notice  of 
appeal,  unless  the  time  within  which  to  prosecute  the  same  shall 
have  been  extended  by  the  court,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
abandoned,  and  no  agreement  between  the  parties  extending  the 
time  within  which  the  said  appeal  may  be  prosecuted  shall  vary 
the  provisions  hereof. 

APPEAL  TO  COURT  OF  APPEALS  AUTHORIZED. 

§  144:2.  An  appeal  to  the  court  of  appeals  may  be  taken  by 
the  city  or  any  person  or  party  interested  in  the  said  proceeding 
and  aggrieved  by  the  order  of  the  appellate  division.  Such  ap- 
peal shall  be  taken  and  heard  in  the  manner  provided  by  the 
code  of  civil  procedure  and  the  rules  and  practice  of  the  court  of 
appeals  in  relation  to  appeals  from  orders  in  special  proceedings. 
An  appeal  taken  but  not  prosecuted  within  six  months  after  the 
filing  of  the  notice  of  appeal,  unless  the  time  within  which  to 
prosecute  the  same  shall  have  been  extended  by  the  court,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  abandoned,  and  no  agreement  between  the- 
parties  to  the  appeal  extending  the  time  to  prosecute  the  same 
shall  vary  the  provisions  hereof.  The  court  of  appeals  may 
affirm  or  reverse  the  order  appealed  from  and  may  make  such 
order  or  direction  as  shall  be  appropriate  to  the  case. 

DISCONTINUANCE    OF    PROCEEDINGS. 

§  1443.  The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  may  dis- 
continue any  legal  proceeding  instituted  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter  of  the  Greater  New  York  charter  as  to 
the  whole  or  part  of  the  real  property  to  be  acquired  in  such 
proceeding  at  any  time  before  title  to  the  real  property  to  be 
thereby  acquired  shall  have  vested  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  may  cause  new  proceedings  to  be  taken  for  the  condemnation 
of  such  real  property.  The  resolution  of  the  board  declaring 
any  such  proceeding  discontinued  shall  effect  the  discontinuance 
of  such  proceeding.  But  in  case  of  such  discontinuance,  the 
reasonable  actual  cash  disbursements  necessarily  incurred  and 
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made  in  good  faith  by  any  party  interested,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
city  of  New  YorV,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  taxed  by  a 
justice  of  the  supreme  court  or  by  a  referee  under  his  special 
order,  upon  ten  days'  notice  of  such  taxation  being  previously 
given  to  llie  corporation  counsel,  provided  the  application  to  have 
such  disbursements  taxed  shall  be  made  and  presented  to  the 
court  within  one  year  after  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  of  the 
board  discontinuing  the  proceeding.

APPLICATION  to  THE  COURT  TO  CONDEMN. 

§  1444.  After  the  said  surveys,  maps  or  plans  shall  have  been 
filed  and  the  acquisition  of  the  real  property  authorized  by  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
and  said  board  has,  in  proceedings  authorized  prior  to  the  first 
day   of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  determined 
that  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  respective  owners  of  the 
real  property  shall  be  ascertained  by  the  court  without  a  jury, 
and   in  proceedings  authorized  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  the  corporation  coun- 
sel, for  and  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  New  York,  shall  cause  notice 
to  be  published  in  the  "  City  Record  "  of  his  intention  to  make 
application  to  the  supreme  court,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  stated 
in  said  notice,  to  have  the  compensation  which  should  justly  be 
made  to  the  respective  owners  of  the  real  property  proposed  to  be 
taken,  ascertained  and  determined  by  the  said  court  without  a 
jury.    Said  notice  shall  briefly  state  the  object  of  the  application 
and  shall  describe  generally  the  real  property  intended  to  be 
taken.    Said  notice  shall  be  published  in  ten  successive  issues  of 
said  "  City  Record,^'  and  thereafter  upon  the  completion  of  the 
publication  of  said  notice,  the  corporation  counsel  shall  present 
to  the  court  a  petition  signed  and  verified  by  the  mayor  of  said 
city  setting  forth  the  action  taken  by  the  department,  board  or 
officer  with  reference  thereto,  the  authorization  of  the  proceedings 
by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment,  the  filing  of  said  survey,  map  or  plan,  and  of 
a  notice  of  the  pendency  of  the  proceeding.

§  1445.  At  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  said  notice,  unless 
the  court  shall  adjourn  the  said  application  to  a  subsequent  day, 
and  in  that  event  at  the  time  and  place  to  which  the  same  may  be 
adjourned,  the  court,  upon  due  proof  to  its  satisfaction  of  the 
publication  of  such  notice  and  upon  filing  the  said  petition,  shall 
enter  an  order  granting  the  application,  which  order  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  real  property 
to  be  acquired  is  situated.  The  corporation  counsel  shall  cause  to 
be  published  in  ten  successive  issues  of  the  "  City  Kecord  "  a 
notice  containing  a  general  description  of  the  real  property  to  be 
acquired,  and  requiring  that  all  owners  thereof  shall  on  or  before

§  1446.  The  court  after  hearing  such  testimony  and  consid- 
ering such  proofs  as  may  be  offered,  shall  ascertain  and  estimate 
the  compensation  which  ought  justly  to  be  made  by  the  city  of 
New  York  to  the  respective  owners  of  the  real  property  so  ac- 
quired for  the  improvement,  and  shall  instruct  the  corporation 
counsel  to  prepare  a  transcript  of  its  estimate  of  damage.

FINAL  decree;   PREPARATION  THEREOF;   WHAT  TO  CONTAIN. 

§  1447.  After  considering  the  objections,  if  any,  and  making 
any  corrections  or  alterations  in  the  tentative  decree  which  the 
court  shall  consider  just  and  proper,  it  shall  give  instructions  to 
the  corporation  counsel  as  to  the  preparation  of  the  final  decree, 
which  shall  consist  of  the  tentative  decree  altered  and  corrected  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  court,  together  with  a  state-

APPIilCATION  FOB  THE  APPOINTMENT  OF  COMMISSIONERS. 

§  1448.  After  the  said  surveys,  maps  or  plans  shall  have  been 
filed  and  the  acquisition  of  the  real  property  authorized  by  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
and  said  board  has,  in  proceedings  authorized  prior  to  the  first 
day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  determined  that 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  respective  owners  of  the  real 
property  shall  be  ascertained  by  three  commissioners  of  estimate 
and  appraisal,  the  corporation  counsel  for  and  on  behalf  of  the 
city  of  New  York  shall  cause  notice  to  be  published  in  the  "  City 
Record  "  of  his  intention  to  make  application  to  the  supreme  court 
for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  of  estimate  and  appraisal, 
which  notice  shall  specify  the  time  and  place  of  such  application 
and  shall  briefly  state  the  object  of  the  application  and  shall  de- 
scribe generally  the  real  property  intended  to  be  taken.  Said 
notice  shall  be  published  in  ten  successive  issues  of  said  "  City 
Record  "  and  thereafter,  upon  the  completion  of  such  publication, 
said  corporation  counsel  shall  present  to  the  court  a  petition  signed 
and  verified  by  the  mayor  of  said  city,  setting  forth  the  action 
taken  by  the  department,  board  or  officer  with  reference  thereto, 
the  authorization  of  the  proceeding  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the 
members  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  the  filing 
of  said  survey,  map  or  plan  and  of  the  notice  of  the  pendency  of 
the  proceeding,  and  praying  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners 
of  estimate  and  appraisal.  At  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in 
said  notice,  unless  the  said  court  shall  adjourn  the  said  application 
to  a  subsequent  day,  and  in  that  event  at  the  time  and  place  to 
which  the  same  may  be  adjourned,  the  court,  upon  due  proof  to 
its  satisfaction  of  the  publication  of  such  notice  and  upon  filing 
the  said  petition,  shall  name  three  discreet  and  disinterested  per- 
sons, being  citizens  of  the  United  States,  all  of  whom  shall  be  resi- 
dents in  the  borough  where  the  real  property  to  be  taken  is  located, 
as  commissioners  of  estimate  and  appraisal,  for  the  purpose  of 
performing  the  duties  hereinafter  mentioned.     Notice  of  the  ap- 
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pointment  of  the  conuuissioners  of  estimate  and  appraisal  shall  be 
published  in  ten  successive  issues  of  the  '*  City  Record  "  and  the 
corporation  counsel  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such  notice  to  be  served 
by  mail  or  otherwise,  any  time  before  the  return  day.  specified 
therein,  upon  such  parties  or  their  attorneys  as  have  filed  a  notice 
of  claim  or  of  appearance  in  the  proceeding.  Said  notice  shall 
specify  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  parties  may  be  heard 
at  a  special  term  of  the  supreme  court  as  to  the  qualifications  of 
the  persons  named  as  commissioners  of  estimate  and  appraisal. 
The  persons  named  as  commissioners  shall  attend  at  the  time  and 
place  appointed  and  may  be  examined  under  oath  as  to  their 
qualifications  to  act.  They  shall  be  subject  to  the  right  of  chal- 
lenge by  any  person  having  an  interest  in  said  proceeding  upon  any 
ground  which  would  disqualify  a  judge  or  a  juror,  and  such  chal- 
lenge must  be  tried  and  determined  by  the  court,  and  the  deter- 
mination of  the  court  may  be  excepted  to  and  reviewed  in  the 
manner  now  prescribed  by  law  in  respect  to  the  challenge  of  jurors. 
Should  the  court  sustain  tiie  challenge  to  any  commissioner,  another 
person  must  be  named  or  appointed  in  his  stead  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided  for  filling  vacancies.  The  person  or  persons 
thus  substituted  shall  be  subject  to  challenge  in  the  same  way  as 
above  provided  for,  to  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  court  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  court  may  direct. 

Vacancies    among    commissioneks ;    how    filled;    two    commis- 
sioners MAY  ACT. 

§  1449.  In  case  the  court  shall  sustain  a  challenge  to  the 
qualification  of  a  commissioner,  or  in  case  of  the  failure  to  qualify, 
or  in  case  of  death,  resignation,  insanity,  disqualification,  refusal 
or  neglect  to  act,  or  removal  of  any  such  commissioner  of  estimate 
and  appraisal  appointed  as  provided  for  in  this  chapter  of  the 
Greater  New  York  charter,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
court  on  application  of  the  city,  on  notice  only  to  any  person  in- 
terested, who  may  have  appeared  on  the  prior  application,  to 
appoint  a  discreet  and  disinterested  person,  being  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States  and  a  resident  of  the  borough  where  the  real 
property  to  be  taken  is  situated,  a  commissioner  in  the  place  and 
stead  of  such  commissioner  so  disqualified,  dying,  resigning,  be- 
coming insane,  refusing  or  neglecting  to  act,  or  removed,  and  the 
surviving  or  acting  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have 
power  to  proceed  in  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  their  appoint- 
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ment  until  a  successor  of  the  commissioner  so  disqualified,  dying, 
becoming  insane,  resigning,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  act,  or  re- 
moved, shall  be  appointed.  Such  successor  appointed  as  afore- 
said shall  possess  the  same  qualifications  and  be  subject  to  chal- 
lenge upon  the  same  grounds  and  in  the  same  general  manner  as 
hereinbefore  provided  for,  and  the  time  and  place  for  the  qualifi- 
cation of  such  successor  shall  be  specified  in  the  order  appointing 
him.  In  every  case  of  the  appointment  of  commissioners  of  estimate 
and  appraisal  by  the  court  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
two  of  such  commissioners  so  appointed  and  qualified  to  proceed 
and  to  execute  and  perform  the  trust  and  duties  of  their  said 
appointment  and  their  acts  shall  be  as  valid  and  effectual  as  the  • 
acts  of  all  the  commissioners  so  appointed  if  they  had  acted 
therein,  would  have  been.  In  all  cases  the  acts,  decisions  and 
proceedings  of  the  major  part  of  such  of  the  commissioners  of 
estimate  and  appraisal  as  shall  be  acting  in  the  premises  shall 
always  be  as  binding,  valid  and  effectual  as  if  the  said  commis- 
sioners named  and  appointed  had  all  concurred  and  joined  therein. 

COMMISSIONERS    TO    TAKE   OATH,    VIEW   THE    PREMISES,    AND    GIVE 
NOTICE  OF  THEIR  APPOINTMENT. 

§  1450.  The  persons  finally  appointed  commissioners  of  estimate 
and  appraisal  after  the  trial  and  determination  of  any  challenge 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  severally  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  or  aflSbrmation  as  prescribed  by  the  thirteenth  article  of  the 
constitution  of  this  state.  Such  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  order  appoint- 
ing the  said  commissioners  has  been  entered.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  all  of  the  commissioners  of  estimate  and  appraisal  when  ap- 
pointed and  qualified  in  a  proceeding,  to  view  the  real  property 
to  be  thereby  acquired.  The  commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  pub- 
lished in  the  "  City  Record  "  a  notice  of  their  appointment,  con- 
taining a  brief  statement  of  the  purposes  for  which  they  have 
been  appointed,  and  requiring  all  parties  and  persons  interested 
in  the  real  property  to  be  acquired  for  the  public  purposes  author- 
ized and  having  any  claim  or  demand  on  account  thereof,  to  pre- 
sent the  same  to  them,  in  writing,  duly  verified,  in  the  manner  re- 
quired by  law  for  the  verification  of  pleadings  in  an  action,  setting 
forth  the  real  property  owned  by  the  claimant  and  the  post  office 
address  of  the  claimant,  with  such  affidavit  or  other  proof  as  the 
owners  or  claimants  may  desire,  within  ten  days  after  the  date 
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of  such  notice,  and  stating  the  time  and  place  after  the  expiration 
of  said  ten  days  when  the  said  parties  and  persons  shall  be  heard 
in  relation  thereto  by  the  said  commissioners.  At  the  time  and 
place  specified  in  said  notice,  or  at  any  such  further  or  other 
times  and  places  as  the  said  commissioners  may  appoint,  the  said 
commissioners  shall  hear  such  owners  and  examine  the  proof  of 
such  claimant  or  claimants  and  such  additional  proof  and  allega- 
tions as  may  then  be  offefred  by  such  owners,  or  on  behalf  of  the 
city  of  New  York. 

POWERS      OP      commissioners'      TRANSCRIPT      OF      ESTIMATE;      OBJEC- 
TIONS THERETO  ;  REPORT  ;  PRESENTATION  THEREOF  TO  COURT. 

§  1451.  The  commissioners  of  estimate  and  appraisal  ap- 
pointed in  any  proceedings  may  issue  subpoenas  and  administer 
oaths  to  witnesses.  The  said  commissioners  of  estimate  and  ap- 
praisal shall  make  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  supreme 
court  with  the  minutes  of  the  testimony  taken  by  them  and  with 
the  minutes  of  the  proceedings,  if  any,  relating  to  the  challenge 
of  any  commissioner,  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the 
filing  of  their  oath,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  under  penalty  of 
forfeiting  all  fees  to  which  they  would  be  entitled,  unless  an 
extension  of  time  be  given  to  them  by  the  supreme  court,  which 
extension  shall  only  be  granted  in  the  discretion  of  the  court, 
upon  a  written  petition  containing  a  full  statement  by  such  com- 
missioners of  the  reasons  necessary  for  such  an  extension,  and 
upon  five  days'  notice  to  the  corporation  counsel  and  to  the  parties 
or  their  attorneys,  who  have  appeared  in  said  proceeding.  Upon 
such  application,  the  court  shall  have  power  to  make  such  order 
in  the  premises  in  respect  to  the  time  and  manner  of  completing 
the  report  of  such  commissioners,  and  in  respect  to  the  taking 
and  submission  of  the  proofs  of  the  parties  interested,  and  the 
number  and  length  of  the  hearings  to  be  held  in  each  week  as 
will  enable  or  require  the  commissioners  to  complete  said  pro- 
ceeding on  their  part  with  reasonable  despatch,  and  if  it  shall 
appear  that  the  said  proceeding  has  been  delayed  by  reason  of  the 
inattention,  neglect  or  refusal  of  said  commissioners,  or  any  of 
them,  to  act  or  attend,  the  court  may  remove  the  commissioner 
or  commissioners  so  neglecting  or  refusing,  and  appoint  a  suit- 
able person  or  persons  in  his  or  their  place.  The  said  commis- 
sioners of  estimate  and  appraisal,  before  they  present  their  report, 
to  the  supreme  court,  shall  deposit  a  transcript  of  their  estimate 
of  compensation  in  the  office  of  the  department,  board,  body  or 
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officer  which,  upon  acquisition  of  the  title  to  the  real  property 
being  acquired,  will  have  jurisdiction  thereof,  for  the  inspection 
of  whomsoeyer  it  may  concern,  and  shall  cause  to  be  published 
in  ten  successive  issues  of  the  **  City  Record  "  after  depositing 
such  transcript  of  estimate,  a  notice  of  the  said  deposit  thereof 
in  said  office,  and  any  person  or  persons  whose  rights  may  be 
affected  thereby  and  who  may  object  to  the  same,  or  any  part 
tJiereof,  may,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  first  publication  of 
such  notice,  set  forth  their  objections  to  the  same  in  writing,  duly 
verified  in  the  manner  required  by  law  for  the  verification  of 
pleadings  in  an  action,  setting  forth  the  real  property  owned  by 
the  objector  and  his  post  office  address  to  the  said  commissioners, 
who  shall,  after  hearing  the  parties  so  objecting,  thereupon  re- 
consider their  said  estimate,  or  the  part  or  parts  thereof  so  ob- 
jected to,  and  in  case  the  same  shall  appear  to  them  to  require 
correction,  but  not  otherwise,  they  shall  and  may  correct  the 
same  accordingly.     Every  party  so  objecting,  or  his  attorney, 
shall,  within  the  same  time,  serve  on  the  corporation  counsel  a 
copy  of  such  verified  objections.

But  in  all  cases 
where  the  owners  are  unknown  or  not  fully  known  to  the  com- 
missioners, it  shall  be  sufficient  to  set  forth  and  state  in  general 
terms  the  respective  sums  to  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  owners, 
without  specifying  the  names  of,  or  the  estates  or  interests  of  such 
owners.    Said  report,  signed  by  said  commissioners  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  department,  board,  body 
or  officer  which,  upon  acquisition  of  the  title  to  the  real  property

§  822.   Acquisition  of  wharf  property  by  the  city  of  New  York;  *"•"''•*• 
proceedings  to  acquire.     The  commissioner  of  docks,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  is  authorized  to 
acquire  in  the  name  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  of  New  York 
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tny  and  all  wharf  property  or  any  rights,  terms,  easements  and 
privil^s  pertaining  to  any  wharf  property  in  said  city  that  is  not 
owned  by  the  city  or  to  which  it  has  no  right  or  title ;  and  the  said 
commissioner  may  acquire  the  same  either  by  purchase  or  by 
process  of  law,  as  herein  provided.

If  disposal  is 
made  on  the  basis  of  money  allowance  for  waste  paper,  it  shall  be 
to  the  highest  bidder  who  guarantees  to  destroy  said  useless  and 
discarded  books  and  who  shall  name  a  price  per  pound  and  shall 
deliver  new  books  to  the  aggregate  value  of  said  discarded  and 
useless  books,  upon  the  order  of  the  board  of  education.

thereof,  to  be  held  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  said  county 
is  situated,  to  have  the  compensation  which  should  justly  be  made 
to  the  respective  owners  of  or  persons  interested  in  the  property 
proposed  to  be  taken  or  extinguished  by  said  proceedings  ascer- 
tained and  determined  by  the  said  court  without  a  jury.  Upon 
each  such  application  he  shall  present  to  the  court  a  petition, 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said  commission  and 
verified  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law  for  the  verification  of 
pleadings,  according  to  the  practice  of  said  court,  setting  forth  the 
action  or  determination  theretofore  taken  or  had  by  said  commis- 
sion, with  respect  to  the  property  to  be  acquired,  and  the  filing  of 
said  maps  or  plans  and  memoranda,  and  praying  that  the  com- 
pensation which  should  justly  be  made  to  the  respective  owners 
of  or  persons  interested  in  the  property  proposed  to  be  taken  or 
extinguished  by  said  proceeding  be  ascertained  and  determined  by 
said  court  without  a  jury.  Such  petition  shall  contain  a  general 
description  of  all  the  property  to,  or  in  or  over  or  appurtenant  to 
which  any  title,  interest,  right,  franchise,  easement,  term  or  privi- 
lege is  sought  to  be  acquired,  or  extinguished,  and  of  every  right, 
franchise,  easement  or  privilege  sought  to  be  acquired  by  the  said 
city  for  public  purposes,  each  lot  or  parcel  being  more  particularly 
described  by  a  reference  to  the  number  of  said  lot  or  parcel  as 
given  on  said  maps,  and  the  title,  interest,  right,  easement,  term 
or  privilege  sought  to  be  acquired,  or  extinguished,  to  or  in  or  over 
or  appurtenant  to  each  of  said  lots  or  parcels,  shall  be  stated  in  said 
petition. 

§  44.  Hotice  of  intention  to  make  application.  The  said  coun- 
sel to  the  corporation,  or  other  principal  legal  adviser,  shall  givp 
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or  cause  to  be  given  notice  by  publication  in  two  public  newspapers 
published  in  the  said  city,  of  his  intention  to  make  application  to 
the  said  court  that  the  compensation  which  should  justly  be  made 
to  the  respective  owners  of  or  persons  interested  in  the  property 
proposed  to  be  taken  or  extinguished  by  said  proceeding  be  ascer- 
tained and  determined  by  the  said  court  without  a  jury;  such 
notice  shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  such  application,  shall 
briefly  state  the  object  of  the  application,  and  shall  briefly  de- 
scribe the  property  sought  to  be  acquired  or  affected,  and  refer  to 
a  fuller  statement  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  public  service  com- 
mission, in  which  shall  be  set  forth  the  location  and  boundaries 
of  the  several  lots  or  parcels  of  property,  and  rights,  franchises, 
easements  or  privileges  sought  to  be  taken  or  affected,  and  a  brief 
statement  as  to  each  of  said  lots  or  parcels,  of  the  title,  interest, 
rights,  easements,  terms  or  privileges  therein  or  appurtenant 
thereto  sought  to  be  acquired  or  extinguished,  with  a  reference  to 
the  dates  and  places  of  filing  the  said  maps  or  plans  and  memo- 
randa, shall  be  a  sufficient  description  of  the  property  sought  to  be 
so  taken  or  affected.

At  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  said  notice,  unless  the 
said  court  shall  adjourn  said  application  to  a  subsequent  date, 
and  in  that  event  at  the  time  to  which  the  same  may  be 
adjourned,  the  court,  upon  due  proof  to  its  satisfaction  of  the 
publication  aforesaid  and  upon  filing  the  said  petition,  shall  enter 
an  order  granting  the  application,  which  order  shall  be  filed  in 
the  o^ce  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  to  be  ac- 
quired is  situated.  The  counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  prin- 
cipal legal  adviser  of  said  city  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  two 
public  newspapers  published  in  said  city  twice  a  week  for  two  weeks 
a  notice  containing  a  general  description  of  the  property  to  be 
acquired  or  affected  and  requiring  every  owner  of  or  person  in 
any  way  interested  in,  any  property  taken  or  extinguished  in 
said  proceeding  to  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the  county 
in  which  such  property  is  situated,  on  or  before  a  date  specified 
in  said  notice  a  written  claim  or  demand  duly  verified  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law  for  the  verification  of  pleadings  in  an 
action,  setting  forth  the  property  owned  by  the  claimant  and  his 
poet  office  address.  The  claimant  or  his  attorney  shall  at  the 
same  time  serve  on  said  counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  princi- 
pal legal  adviser  of  said  city  a  copy  of  such  verified  claim.  The 
proof  of  title  to  the  property  to  be  acquired  or  extinguished  in  all 
cases  where  the  same  is  undisputed,  together  with  proof  of  liens 
or  encumbrances  thereon,  shall  be  submitted  by  the  claimant  to 
the  said  counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal  adviser 
or  to  such  assistant  as  he  shall  designate.  Said  counsel  to  the 
corporation  or  other  principal  l^al  adviser  shall  serve  on  all 
parties  or  their  attorneys  who  have  served  on  him  verified  claims 
a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  he  will  receive  such 
proof  of  title.  In  all  cases  where  the  title  of  the  claimant  is 
disputed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  determine  the  owner- 
ship of  such  property  upon  the  proof  submitted  to  the  court  dur- 
ing the  trial  of  the  proceeding.  The  court  shall  also  have  power 
to  determine  all  questions  of  title  incident  to  the  trial  of  the 
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proceeding.     After  all  parties  who  have  filed  verified  claims  as 
herein  provided  have  proved  their  title  or  have  failed  to  do  so 
after  being  notified  by  said  counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other 
principal  legal  adviser  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where 
such  proof  of  title  would  be  received  by  him,  said  counsel  to  the 
corporation  or  other  principal  legal  adviser  shall  serve  upon  all 
parties  or  their  attorneys  who  have  appeared  in  the  proceeding 
a  notice  of  trial  thereof  and  file  a  notice  of  issue  with  the  clerk 
of  the  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  trial  is  to  be  had.     The 
trial  shall  be  had  in  such  county  within  the  judicial  district  in 
which  the  property  affected  by  the  proceeding  is  situated  as  said 
counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal  adviser  in  the 
notice  of  trial  shall  designate.    The  notice  of  trial  shall  be  served 
at  least  ten  days  before,  and  the  note  of  issue  shall  be  filed  at 
least  eight  days  before  the  date  for  which  the  same  is  noticed 
for  trial.     The  note  of  issue  shall  briefly  state  the  title  of  the 
proceeding,  the  date  and  place  of  the  entry  of  the  order  granting 
the  application  to  condemn,  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  parties 
who  have  filed  claims,  the  names  and  addresses  of  their  respective 
attorneys,  and  a  brief  statement  as  to  the  extent  of  the  property 
to  be  acquired.     The  clerk  of  the  court  must  thereupon  enter 
the  proceeding  upon  the  proper  calendar  according  to  the  date  of 
the  entry  of  the  order  granting  the  application  to  condemn.    When 
notice  of  trial,  has  been  served  and  note  of  issue  filed,'  the  proceed- 
ing must  remain  on  the  calendar  until  finally  disposed  of.     It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice  trying  any  such  proceeding  to  view 
the  property  to  be  thereby  acquired  or  extinguished,  and  if  he 
shall  deem  a  view  of  the  property  in  the  vicinity  of  the  property 
to  be  acquired  or  extinguished  necessary  or  useful,  he  shall  make 
such  view. 

§  47.  Time  when  city  becomes  seized.  Upon  the  date  of  the 
entry  of  said  order  granting  the  application  to  condemn,  the  said 
city  shall  be  and  become  seized  and  possessed  in  fee  or  absolute 
ownership  of  all  those  parcels  or*  property,  rights,  terms,  fran- 
chises, easements  and  privileges  which  are  in  the  maps  or  plans 
and  memoranda  referred  to  in  section  forty  of  this  act,  described 
as  parcels  of  property,  rights,  franchises,  easements  or  privileges 
which  are  to  be  acquired,  and  also  shall  become  seized  and  pos- 
sessed of  all  the  rights,  terms,  franchises,  easements  or  privileges 
appurtenant  to  any  lots  or  parcels  or*  property  indicated  on  said 
maps  or  plans  as  parcels  in  regard  to  which  it  is  deemed  neces-

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sary  to  acquire  such  rights,  terms,  franchises,  easements  or  privi- 
leges, or  tlie  said  rights,  terms,  franchises,  easements  or  privi- 
leges shall  be  extinguished,  as  the  case  may  be;  and  the  public 
service  commission  for  the  said  city  may  immediately  or  at  any 
time  or  times  thereafter  take  possession  or  enter  into  the  enjoy 
mcnt  of  the  said  property,  rights,  terms,  franchises,  easements 
and  privileges,  or  of  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  without  any  suit 
or  proceeding  at  law  for  that  purpose,  and  the  commission  for 
the  said  city,  or  any  person  or  persons  acting  under  their  or  its 
authority,  may  enter  upon  and  use,  occupy  and  enjoy  all  the 
parcels  of  property  and  all  the  rights,  terms,  franchises,  easements 
or  privileges  appurtenant  to  any  of  the  parcels  of  property  and 
all  rights,  franchises,  easements  and  privileges  described 
on  said  maps  or  plans  or  in  said  memoranda,  for  any  of 
the  purposes  authorized  and  provided  for  by  this  act.  But 
on  the  entry  of  said  order  granting  the  application  to  con- 
demn, the  said  city  shall  be  and  become  forthwith  liable  to  the 
respective  owners  or  persons  interested  in  the  several  parcels  of 
property  and  the  several  rights,  terms,  franchises,  easements  and 
privileges  appei-taining  thereto,  and  of  the  said  rights,  franchises, 
easements  and  privileges  acquired  as  aforesaid,  for  the  true  and 
respective  values  thereof,  together  with  interest  thereon  from  the 
lime  of  the  entry  of  said  order,  provided,  however,  that  no  such 
interest  shall  be  payable  to  any  owner  or  person  interested  in  any 
snch  property,  right,  term,  franchise,  easement  or  privilege  dur- 
ing any  period  during  which  the  said  city  or  the  commission  may 
by  any  resistance,  whether  by  legal  proceeding  or  otherwise,  of 
such  person  or  with  his  authority,  be  prevented  from  taking  pos- 
session thereof  or  enjoying  the  same. 

§  48.  Tentative  decree;  notice  of  filing  tbereof  and  that  objec- 
tions  may  be  filed  thereto.  The  court,  after  hearing  such  testi- 
mony and  considering  such  proofs  as  may  be  offered,  shall  ascer- 
tain and  estimate  the  compensation  which  oiight  justly  to  be  made 
by  the  said  city  to  the  respective  owners  of  or  persons  interested  in 
the  property  so  acquired  or  extinguished  by  said  proceeding  for 
the  improvement  and  shall  instruct  the  counsel  to  the  corporation 
or  other  principal  legal  adviser  of  said  city  to  prepare  a  transcript 
of  its  estimate  of  damage.  Such  transcript  of  estimate  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  third  set  of  maps  or  plans  and  memoranda 
referred  to  in  section  forty-two  of  this  act  and  therein  denominated 
tho  third  set,  or  a  copy  thereof,  and  shall  refer  to  the  numbers 
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thereon  and  shall  state  the  several  sums  respectively  estimated  for 
each  of  said  parcels  with  the  names  of  the  owners  or  persons  in- 
terested therein  as  far  as  ascertained,  together  with  all  of  the 
affidavits  and  proofs  upon  which  the  same  are  based.  Such  tran- 
script shall  be  signed  by  the  justice  trying  the  proceeding  and  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  aflFected  by  the 
proceeding  is  situated  and  when  so  filed  shall  constitute  the  tenta- 
tive decree  of  the  court.  Upon  the  filing  of  the  tentative  decree, 
said  coujisel  to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal  adviser 
shall  give  notice  by  publication  twice  a  week  for  two  weeks  m  two 
public  newspapers  published  in  said  city  of  the  filing  of  such 
tentative  decree  and  that  said  city  and  any  person  or  persons 
whose  rights  may  be  affected  thereby  and  who  may  object  to  the 
same,  or  any  part  thereof,  may,  on  or  before  a  day  to  be  specified 
in  said  notice  subsequent  to  the  last  publication  thereof,  set  forth 
their  objections  to  the  same  in  writing,  duly  verified  in  the  manner 
required  by  law  for  the  verification  of  pleadings  in  an  action,  set- 
ting forth  the  property  owned  by  the  objector  and  his  postroflSce 
address,  and  file  the  same  with  said  clerk.  Said  notice  shall  also 
state  that  said  counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal 
adviser  on  the  date  specified  therein  will  apply  to  the  justice  who 
made  the  tentative  decree  to  fix  a  time  when  he  will  hear  the 
parties  so  objecting.  Every  party  so  objecting,  or  his  attorney, 
shall,  within  the  same  time,  serve  on  said  counsel  to  the  corpora- 
tion or  other  principal  legal  adviser  a  copy  of  such  verified  objec- 
tions. Upon  such  application  the  justice  shall  fix  the  time  when 
he  will  hear  the  parties  so  objecting  and  desiring  to  be  heard.  At 
the  time  so  fixed  the  justice  shall  hear  the  person  or  persons  who 
have  objected  to  the  tentative  decree  and  who  may  then  and  there 
appear  and  shall  have  the  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time 
until  all  persons  who  have  filed  objections  and  desire  to  be  heard 
shall  be  fully  heard. 

§  49.  Final  decree;  preparation  thereof;  what  to  oontain.  After 
considering  the  objections,  if  any,  and  making  any  corrections  or 
alterations  in  the  tentative  decree  which  the  court  shall  consider 
just  and  proper,  it  shall  give  instructions  to  the  counsel  to  the 
corporation  or  other  principal  legal  adviser  as  to  the  preparation 
of  the  final  decree,  which  shall  consist  of  the  tentative  decree 
altered  and  corrected  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
court,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  facts  conferring  on  the 
court  jurisdiction  of  the  proceedings  and  that  the  amounts  set 
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opposite  each  parcel  in  the  column  headed  "  final  awards  "  con- 
stitute the  compensation  to  which  the  respective  owners  of  or  per- 
sona in  any  way  interested  in  the  property  taken  or  extinguished 
in  said  proceeding  are  justly  entitled  to  receive  from  said  city 
and  a  statement  of  the  respective  owners  and  interested  parties; 
but  in  all  cases  where  the  owners  or  persons  interested  are  un- 
known, or  not  fully  known  to  the  court,  it  shall  be  suflScient  to 
set  forth  and  state  in  general  terms  the  respective  sums  to  be 
allowed  and  paid  to  the  respective  owners  and  interested  parties 
without  specifying  their  names  or  their  estates  or  interests.  The 
final  decree  shall  be  filed  in  the  oflSce  of  the  clerk  of  the  county 
where  the  property  affected  by  the  proceeding  is  situated. 

§  50.  Payment  of  awards  and  expenses.  The  said  city  shall, 
within  four  calendar  months  after  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  final 
decree  of  the  court,  pay  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto  the  respec- 
tive sums  of  money  determined  in  their  favor  as  set  forth  in  said 
final  decree,  with  legal  interest  thereon  from  the  date  of  the  entry 
of  the  order  granting  the  application  to  condemn,  and  in  case  of 
n^lect  or  default  in  the  payment  of  the  same  within  the  time 
aforesaid,  the  respective  persons  in  whose  favor  the  same  shall  be 
so  determined,  after  application  to  the  comptroller  or  other  chief 
financial  officer  of  said  city  for  payment  thereof,  may  sue  for  and 
recover  the  same,  with  lawful  interest  as  aforesaid  and  costs  of  suit. 
No  fees  or  expenses  incurred  by  said  city  or  said  counsel  to  the 
corporation  or  other  principal  legal  adviser  in  connection  with 
any  proceeding  instituted  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  until  they 
shall  have  been  taxed  by  the  court  upon  five  days'  notice  to  the 
counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal  adviser  and 
upon  proof  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  services  rendered  and 
disbursements  charged.  No  unnecessary  costs  or  charges  shall  be 
allowed.  All  costs,  fees,  expenses  or  disbursements  to  be  taxed 
shall  be  stated  in  detail  in  the  bill  of  costs  and  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  such  proof  of  the  reasonableness  and  necessity  thereof 
as  is  now  required  by  law  and  the  practice  of  the  court  upon  taxa- 
tion of  costs  and  disbursements  in  other  special  proceedings  or 
actions. 

§  51.  Moneys  of  persons  nnder  disability;  how  disposed  of; 
moneys  paid  to  wrong  persons.  Whenever  the  owner  or  owners, 
person  or  persons  interested  in  any  property  taken  or  affected  in 
such  proceedings  or  in  whose  favor  any  such  sum  or  sums  or  com- 
pensation shall  be  determined  by  the  final  decree  of  the  court  is 
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under  legal  disability  or  absent  from  said  city,  and  when  the  name 
of  the  owner  or  person  interested  in  said  property  shall  not  be  set 
forth  or  mentioned  in  said  final  decree,  or  when  the  owner  or 
person  interested,  although  named  in  said  decree,  cannot  upon 
diligent  inquiry  be  found,  or  where  there  are  adverse  or  conflict- 
ing claims  to  the  money  awarded  as  compensation,  said  city  shall 
pay  such  award  into  court  to  be  secured,  disposed  of,  invested 
and  paid  out  as  the  said  court  shall  direct,  and  such  payment 
shall  be  as  valid  and  effectual  in  all  respects  as  if  made  to  the 
person  entitled  thereto.  And  in  default  of  such  payment  into 
court,  said  city  shall  be  and  remain  liable  for  such  award  with 
lawful  interest  thereon  from  the  date  of  the  entry  of  the  order 
granting  the  application  to  condemn.  Where  an  award  shall  be 
paid  to  a  person  not  entitled  thereto,  the  person  to  whom  it  ought 
to  have  been  paid  may  sue  for  and  recover  the  same,  with  lawful 
interest  and  costs  of  suit,  as  so  much  money  had  and  received  to 
his  use  by  the  person  to  whom  the  same  shall  have  been  so  paid. 
Payment  of  an  award  to  the  person  named  in  the  final  decree  of 
the  court  as  the  owner  thereof  or  person  entitled  thereto,  if  not 
under  legal  disability,  shall  in  the  absence  of  notice  in  writing  to 
the  comptroller  or  other  chief  financial  officer  of  said  city  of  ad- 
verse claims  thereto,  protect  said  city. 

§  52.  Cost  of  acquiring  property  payable  from  proceeds  of 
bonds.  The  moneys  necessary  and  sufficient  to  be  paid  for  any 
property,  acquired  in  any  manner  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  together  with  all  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  surveying, 
locating  and  acquiring  title  to  such  property,  and  for  preparing 
the  necessary  maps  and  plans  in  connection  therewith,  shall  be 
raised  and  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  bonds  issued  and  sold  as 
provided  by  section  thirty-seven  of  this  act,  and  all  such  expenses 
so  incurred  in  surveying,  locating  and  acquiring  title,  and  for 
preparing  necessary  maps  and  plans,  and  also  those  incurred  as 
provided  in  the  next  section,  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  and  in- 
cluded in  the  cost  of  constructing  the  road  or  roads,  the  con- 
struction of  which  rendered  it  necessary  to  acquire  the  property, 
in  the  course  of  the  acquisition  of  which  such  expenses  may  be 
incurred. 

§  53.  Counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal  ad- 
viser to  represent  interests  of  city  before  the  court;  provide  clerks 
and  employees;  expenses.  The  counsel  to  the  corporation  or 
other  principal  legal  adviser  of  said  city  shall,  either  in  person 
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or  by  such  counsel  as  he  shall  designate  for  the  purpose,  affpear 
for  and  protect  the  interests  of  the  city  in  all  such  proceedings. 
He  shall  furnish  the  court  with  such  necessary  clerks  and  other 
employees  as  it  may  require.  All  necessary  expenses  incurred 
by  the  counsel  to  the  corporation  or  other  principal  legal  adviser 
of  said  city  in  and  about  the  proceedings  provided  for  by  this 
act  for  the  proper  presentation  and  defense  of  the  interests  of 
said  city,  shall  be  paid  by  the  comptroller  or  other  chief  financial 
officer  of  said  city  out  of  the  funds  referred  to  in  the  last  pre- 
ceding section  of  this  act.  Property  owners  appearing  in  pro- 
ceedings under  this  act  shall  not  be  entitled  to  recover  counsel 
fees,  costs,  disbursements  or  allowances. 

§  54.  Amendments  of  defects.  The  special  term  of  the  supreme 
court,  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  property  affected  by 
the  proceeding  is  situated,  may  at  any  time  amend  any  defect 
or  informality  in  any  notice,  petition,  pleading,  order  or  decree 
in  a  proceeding  instituted  under  this  act  or  cause  property  af- 
fected by  such  defect,  informality  or  lack  of  jurisdiction  to  be 
excluded  therefrom  or  other  property  affected  by  such  defect^ 
informality  or  lack  of  jurisdiction  to  be  included  therein,  by 
amendment,  upon  notice  published  twice  a  week  for  two  weeks 
in  two  public  newspapers,  published  in  said  city,  and  may  direct 
such  further  notices  to  be  given  to  any  party  in  interest  as  it 
shall  deem  proper. 

§  55.  Appeal  to  the  appellate  division.  Said  city,  or  any  party 
or  person  affected  by  the  said  proceeding  and  aggrieved  by  the 
final  decree  of  the  court  therein,  may  appeal  to  the  appellate 
division  of  the  said  court.  Such  appeal  shall  be  taken  and  heard 
in  the  manner  provided  by  the  code  of  civil  procedure  and  the 
rules  and  practice  of  the  said  court  in  relation  to  appeals  from 
orders  in  special  proceedings,  and  such  appeal  shall  be  heard 
and  determined  by  such  appellate  division  upon  the  merits  both 
as  to  matters  of  law  and  fact.  The  determination  of  the  appel- 
late division  shall  be  in  the  form  of  an  order.  But  the  taking 
of  an  appeal  by  any  person  or  persons  shall  not  operate  to  stay  the 
proceedings  under  this  act,  except  as  to  the  particular  parcel  of 
property  with  which  the  appeal  is  concerned ;  and  the  final  decree 
of  the  court  shall  be  deemed  to  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all 
parties  and  persons  affected  thereby  who  have  not  appealed.  Such 
appeal  shall  be  heard  upon  the  evidence  taken  by  the  court,  or 
such  part  or  portion  thereof  as  the  court  may  certify  or  the  par- 
ties to  said  appeal  may  agree  upon  as  sufficient  to  present  the 
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merits  of  the  questions  in  respect  to  which  such  appeal  shall  be 
had.  An  appeal  taken  but  not  prosecuted  within  six  months 
after  the  filing  of  the  notice  of  appeal,  unless  the  time  within 
which  to  prosecute  the  same  shall  have  been  extended  by  the 
court,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  abandoned,  and  no  agreement 
between  the  parties  extending  the  time  within  which  the  said 
appeal  may  be  prosecuted  shall  vary  the  provisions  hereof. 

§  56.  Appeal  to  court  of  appeals  authorized.    An  appeal  to  the 
court  of  appeals  may  be  taken  by  said  city  or  any  person  or 
party  interested  in  the. said  proceeding  and  aggrieved  by  the  order 
of  the  appellate  division.     Such  appeal  shall  be  taken  and  heard 
in  the  manner  provided  by  the  code  of  civil  procedure  and  the 
rules  and  practice  of  the  court  of  appeals  in  relation  to  appeals 
from  orders  in  special  proceedings.     An  appeal  taken  but  not 
prosecuted  within  six  months  after  the  filing  of  the  notice  of 
appeal,  unless  the  time  within  which  to  prosecute  the  same  shall 
have  been  extended  by  the  court,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  abandoned 
and  no  agreement  between  the  parties  to  the  appeal  extending  the 
time  to  prosecute  the  same  shall  vary  the  provisions  hereof.

York,  the  city  of  New  York  is  hereby  authorized  to  acquire  title 
to  two  strips  or  parcels  of  land  owned  by  the  people  of  the  state 
of  New  York,  situated  respectively  on  the  easterly  and  westerly 
sides  of  Center  street  in  said  borough  and  forming  parts  of  the 
state  lands  now  occupied  by  the  Mariners'  Family  Asylum.

6.  The  word  "  improvement "  shall  be  construed  as  synony- 
mous with  the  phrase  "  acquisition  of  title  to  real  property  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  title." 

THE  CITY  MAY  ACQUIBE  REAL  PBOPERTY  FOB  STREETS,  PARKS,  ETC. 

§  970.  The  city  of  New  York  may  acquire  title  either  in  fee 
or  to  an  easement,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment,  for  the  use  of  the  public,  to  all  or  any  of  the 
real  property  required  for  streets,  parks,  parkways,  playgrounds, 
approaches  to  bridges  and  tunnels  and  sites  or  lands  above  or 
under  water  for  bridges  and  tunnels,  and  sites  or  lands  above  or 
under  water,  for  all  improvements  of  the  navigation  of  waters 
within  or  separating  portions  of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  for 
the  improvement  of  the  water  fronts  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
or  part  or  parts  thereof,  heretofore  duly  laid  out  upon  the  map 
or  plan  of  the  city  of  New  York,  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  or 
Long  Island  City,  or  of  any  of  the  territory  consolidated  with 
the  corporation  heretofore  known  as  the  mayor,  aldermen  and 
conunonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  hereafter  duly  laid  out 
upon  the  map  or  plan  of  the  city  of  New  York,  as  herein  con- 
stituted, and  cause  the  same  to  be  opened,  or  acquire  title  as 
above  stated  to  such  interests  in  real  property  as  will  promote 
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public  utility,  comfort,  health,  enjoyment,  or  adornment,  the 
acquisition  of  which  is  not  elsewhere  provided  for.  The  board 
of  estimate  and  apportionment  may  specify  what  use  is  required 
of  the  real  property  which  it  may  determine  shall  be  acquired  for 
public  use,  and  the  extent  of  such  use,  and  may  direct  the  same 
to  be  acquired  whenever  and  as  often  as  it  shall  deem  it  for  the 
public  interest  so  to  do.  The  real  property  required  for  such  pur- 
poses may  be  taken  therefor,  and  compensation  and  recompense 
shall  be  made  to  the  owners  thereof.  The  real  property  benefited 
by  the  improvement  may  be  assessed  for  the  benefit  and  advantage 
derived  therefrouL  In  all  proceedings  authorized  by  the  board 
of  estimate  and  apportionment  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  the  said  board  shall  determine 
whether  the  compensation  to  be  made  to  the  owners  of  the  real 
property  to  be  acquired  shall  be  ascertained  by  the  supreme  court 
without  a  jury,  or  by  three  commissioners  of  estimate  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  said  court  In  proceedings  in  which  the  board 
of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  determine  that  the  compen- 
sation to  be  made  to  the  owners  of  the  real  property  to  be  acquired 
shall  be  ascertained  by  the  supreme  court  without  a  jury,  the  city 
of  New  York  shall  make  application,  or  cause  application  to  be 
made  to  the  said  court,  in  a  county  within  the  city  of  New  York 
and  within  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  real  property  to  be 
acquired  is  situated,  to  have  the  compensation,  which  should 
justly  be  made  to  the  respective  owners  of  the  real  property  pro- 
posed to  be  taken,  ascertained  and  determined  by  the  said  court 
without  a  jury,  and  to  have  the  cost  of  the  improvement,  or  such 
portion  thereof  as  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall 
direct,  assessed  by  the  court  upon  such  real  property  as  the  board 
of  estimate  and  apportionment  may  deem  to  be  benefited  thereby. 
In  proceedings  in  which  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment shall  determine  that  the  compensation,  which  should  justly 
be  made  to  the  owners  of  the  real  property  proposed  to  be  taken, 
shall  be  ascertained  by  three  commissioners  of  estimate  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  said  court,  the  city  of  New  York  shall  make  ap- 
plication, or  cause  application  to  be  made  to  the  said  court  in  a 
county  within  the  city  of  New  York  and  within  the  judicial  dis- 
trict in  which  the  real  property  to  be  acquired  is  situated,  for  the 
appointment  of  three  commissioners  of  estimate  to  ascer- 
tain and  determine  the  compensation  to  be  made  to 
the     owners     of     the     real     property     proposed     to     be     ac- 
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quired,  and  in  a  proper  case,  for  the  appointment  ol  one  of 
the  commissioners  of  estimate  as  a  commissioner  of  assess- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  levying  the  assessment  of  the  cost 
of  the  improvement,  or  such  portion  thereof  as  the  hoard  of 
estimate  and  apportionment  may  direct  to  be  assessed  upon  such 
real  property  as  may  be  deemed  by  the  said  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment  to  be  benefited  thereby.  The  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment  may  authorize  two  or  more  streets  to  be  in- 
cluded in  one  proceeding.  The  moneys  collected  upon  the  assess- 
ment for  benefit  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury.  The  damages 
awarded  as  compensation  shall  become  due  and  payable  inmie- 
diately  upon  the  entry  of  the  final  decree  of  the  court,  or  upon 
the  entry  of  the  order  confirming  the  report  of  the  commissioners 
of  estimate,  as  the  case  may  be.  In  proceedings  authorized  by 
the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  after  the  first  day  of 
January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  the  compensation  to 
which  the  owners  of  real  property  to  be  acquired  for  the  use  of 
the  public  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  section,  shall  be 
ascertained  and  determined  by  the  supreme  court  without  a  jury 
in  the  manner  and  according  to  the  procedure  prescribed  by  this 
title,  and  on  and  after  said  date  the  city  of  New  York  shall 
make  application  to  the  court,  or  cause  application  to  be  made 
to  the  supreme  court  in  a  county  within  the  city  of  New  York 
and  within  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  real  property  to  be 
acquired  is  situated,  to  have  the  compensation,  which  should 
justly  be  made  to  the  respective  owners  of  the  real  property  pro- 
posed to  be  acquired,  ascertained  and  determined  by  the  said 
court  without  a  jury,  and  to  have  the  cost  of  the  improvement, 
or  such  portion  thereof  as  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment shall  direct,  assessed  by  the  court  upon  the  real  property 
deemed  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  to  be  bene- 
fited thereby. 

REAL  PROPERTY  MAY  BE  CONVEYED  OR  CEDED  TO  THE  CITY  ON  SUCH 
TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS  AS  THE  BOARD  OF  ESTIMATE  AND  APPOR- 
TIONMENT  MAY   PRESCRIBE. 

§  971.  An  owner  of  real  property  which  the  city  is  authorized 
by  this  act  to  acquire  may  convey  or  cede  the  same  to  the  city 
provided  such  real  property  be  free  from  encumbrances  inconsis- 
tent with  the  title  to  be  acquired  by  the  city,  on  such  terms  and 
conditions,  including  exemptions  from  assessments,  as  the  board 
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of  estimate  and  apportionment  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe, 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  sink- 
ing fund.  When  a  conveyance  of  such  real  property  shall 
be  accepted  the  city  of  New  York  shall  become  vested  with  the 
title  to  the  real  property  so  conveyed  to  the  same  extent  and 
effect  as  if  it  had  been  acquired  for  the  improvement  by  a  pro- 
ceeding had  for  that  purpose. 

BOARD  OF  ESTIMATE  AND  APPORTIONMENT  TO  DETERMINE  THE 
PORTION  OF  COST  OF  PROCEEDINGS  TO  BE  BORNE  BY  THE  CITY 
AND  BY  THE  REAL  PROPERTY  BENEFITED. 

§  972.  The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  in  every 
case  determine  whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  portion  of  the  cost 
and  expense  of  any  proceeding  authorized  by  this  title  shall  be 
borne  and  paid  by  the  city  of  New  York  and  the  whole  of  the 
remainder  of  such  cost  and  expense,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be 
assessed  upon  the  real  property  deemed  by  the  said  board  to  be 
benefited  by  the  improvement,  and  said  boajd  may  also  determine 
in  any  proceeding  or  class  of  proceedings,  or  generally,  that  the 
expense  of  the  bureau  of  street  openings  incurred  by  reason  of  the 
provisions  of  this  title,  and  the  cost  and  expense  incurred  by  the 
respective  borough  presidents  of  the  boroughs  in  which  the  real 
property  to  be  acquired  is  situated,  in  the  preparation  of  rule, 
damage  and  benefit  and  tax  maps,  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by  the 
city  of  New  York,  and  the  whole  or  remainder  of  such  cost  and 
expense,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  real  prop- 
erty deemed  by  the  said  board  to  be  benefited  thereby.  The  de- 
termination of  said  board  in  any  proceeding  as  to  the  portion  of 
cost  and  expense  thereof  to  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  city  of  New 
York,  and  as  to  the  portion  thereof  to  be  assessed  upon  the  real 
property  benefited  by  the  improvement  shall,  after  it  shall  have 
been  made  and  announced,  be  final,  and  such  determination  shall 
not  be  reconsidered  by  said  board ;  except  that  in  any  proceeding 
heretofore  or  hereafter  to  be  instituted  in  which  the  area  of 
assessment  for  benefit  adopted  by  the  said  board,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  shall  include  any  real  property  of  a 
corporation,  the  real  property  of  which  is  exempt  by  law  from 
assessments  levied  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  title,  the  said 
board  may,  at  any  time  before  the  entry  of  the  final  decree  of  the 
court  as  to  assessments  or  before  the  final  confirmation  of  the 
report  of  the  commissioner  of  assessment  appointed  in  the  pro- 
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ceeding,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  which  such  area  has  been  adopted^ 
reopen  and  reconsider  and  change  its  determination  or  decision 
as  to  the  portion  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  proceeding  to  be 
borne  and  paid  by  the  city  of  New  York  and  as  to  the  portion 
to  be  borne  by  the  property  benefited. 

BOABD     OF     ESTIMATE     Ain>     APPOBTIOlOfENT     TO     ADOPT     ABEA     OF 

ABSBSSliBNT. 

§  973.  Whenever  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment 
shall  have  directed  that  any  real  property  shall  be  acquired  for 
the  purposes  provided  for  in  this  title,  and  shall  have  determined 
that  a  portion  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  acquisition  thereof 
shall  be  borne  by  the  real  property  benefited  thereby,  it  shall,  in 
the  resolution  directing  the  institution  of  the  proceeding,  fix  and 
determine  upon  an  area  or  areas  of  assessment  for  benefit,  and  it 
may  review  and  alter  such  area  of  assessment  at  any  time  before 
the  entry  of  the  final  decree  of  the  court  as  to  assessments  or  the 
entry  of  the  order  of  the  court  confirming  the  report  of  the  com- 
missioner of  assessment,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  it  may  also  divide 
the  area  or  areas  of  assessment  or  partial  or  separate  areas  of 
assessment  determined  upon  by  it,  into  zones  or  sub-areas  of 
benefit,  and  may  direct  what  proportion,  in  percentage,  of  the 
cost  and  expense  of  the  proceedings  shall  be  made  a  charge  apon 
and  shall  be  distributed  by  the  court  or  the  commissioner  of  assess- 
ment, as  the  case  may  be,  over  and  upon  such  zones  or  sub-areas 
of  benefit  in  proportion  to  the  benefit  received.     Said  board  shall 
give  notice  in  the  "  City  Record  "  and  corporation  newspapers 
when  it  is  considering  the  advisability  of  instituting,  proceedings 
to  acquire  title,  of  the  proposed  area  of  assessment  for  each  street 
or  a  number  of  streets,  or  of  a  3ub-area  of  assessment  for  each 
street  in  case  two  or  more  streets  are  joined  in  one  proceeding,  and 
of  the  proposed  zones  or  sub-areas  of  benefit  contained  within  the 
entire  area  of  assessment  and  of  the  proposed  proportion  in  per- 
centage, of  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  proceeding  which  it  may 
direct  to  be  distributed  within  such  zones  or  sub-areas  and  of 
a  hearing  thereon.     The  notice  may  set  forth  and  describe  tho 
proposed  area  of  assessment  and  the  zones  and  sub-areas  thereof, 
and  the  respective  percentages  of  the  cost  and  expense  to  be  borne 
by  such  zones  and  sub-areas  by  means  of  a  diagram  which  shall 
show  the  same  with  reference  to  the  map  or  plan  of  the  city. 
Similar  notice  shall  be  eiven  of  a  proposed  revision  or  alteratiim 
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of  the  area  or  sub-area  of  assessment  theretofore  fixed  by  it,  or 
of  the  partial  or  separate  areas  or  zones  or  sub-areas  theretofore 
fixed  by  it,  or  of  the  percentages  which  it  may  direct  to  be  dis- 
tributed, levied  and  raised  upon  such  areas.  Whenever  the  board 
of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  in  a  case  where  the  compen- 
sation is  to  be  ascertained  by  commissioners  of  estimate  direct 
that  any  portion  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  a  proceeding  shall 
be  assessed  upon  the  real  property  within  one  or  more  entire 
boroughs,  it  shall  fix  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  conmoiift- 
sioner  of  assessment  for  making  such  distribution. 

BOBOUOH  PBE8IDENT8  TO  FURNISH  MAPS,  ET  CETERA. 

§  974.  The  president  or  presidents  of  the  borough  or  borou^ifl 
in  which  the  real  property  to  be  acquired  or  to  be  assessed  for 
benefit  in  any  proceeding  is  situated  shall  furnish  to  the  court, 
or  to  the  commissioners  of  estimate  and  the  commissioner  of  aa^ 
sessment,  as  the  case  may  be,  such  maps,  surveys  or  diagrams  as 
the  court,  or  the  commissioners  of  estimate  or  the  commissioner 
of  assessment,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  require,  to  enable  the 
court,  or  the  commissioners  of  estimate  or  the  commissioner  of 
assessment,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  hear  and  determine  the  claims 
of  the  owners  of  the  real  property  affected  by  the  proceeding. 
The  surveys  and  maps  furnished  as  aforesaid  shall  distinctly  in* 
dicate  by  separate  numbers  the  names  of  the  claimants  to  or  of 
the  owners  of  the  respective  parcels  of  real  property  to  be  taken 
or  to  be  assessed  for  benefit  by  such  proceedings  as  far  as  the  same 
are  known  and  shall  also  specify  in  figures  with  siufficient  ac- 
curacy the  dimensions  and  bounds  of  each  of  the  said  tracts  to 
be  taken  or  to  be  assessed.  In  all  cases  the  lots  on  the  benefit 
maps  shall  be  designated  on  such  maps  by  the  same  ward  or  block 
and  lot  numbers  or  other  designations  as  shall  be  used  to  desig- 
nate the  said  real  property  on  the  tax  books  and  the  tax  maps  of 
the  city  of  New  York;  provided  that  in  case  any  lot  designated 
on  such  tax  books  shall  not  be  assessed  as  a  whole,  but  either  as 
to  a  part  or  in  separate  parts  there  shall  be  added  to  the  desig- 
nation such  letters,  numbers  or  figures  or  other  description  as 
may  be  necessary  in  order  to  indicate  the  exact  parcel  or  parcels 
comprised  in  such  tax  lot  which  is  or  are  assessed.  In  case  of  an 
assessment  for  benefit  upon  the  real  property  in  one  or  more 
entire  boroughs,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  prepare  benefit  maps, 
but  only  to  refer  to  the  parcels  assessed  by  r^erence  to  the  block. 
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lot  and  ward  numbers  as  shown  on  the  tax  maps  of  the  city  of 
New  York  for  said  borough,  but  all  subdivisions  of  any  aiuch  lot 
or  parcel  shall  be  described  as  aforesaid.  The  court  or  commis- 
sioners may  require  any  board,  department  or  oflBcer  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  if  the  corporation  counsel  shall  approve,  to  furnish 
such  other  surveys  and  maps  and  other  information  as  shall  aid 
and  assist  the  court  or  commissioners  in  the  trial  or  determination 
of  the  proceeding.  The  board,  department  or  officer  i^umishing 
such  surveys,  maps  or  information  shall  certify  to  the  corporation 
counsel  the  cost  and  expense  incurred  in  making  such  surveys 
and  maps  and  furnishing  such  information,  and  the  whole  of  such 
<508t  and  expense  so  certified,  or  such  part  thereof  as  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment  shall  determine,  shall  be  included 
in  the  assessment  for  benefit,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  taxed 
by  the  court 

BOBOUGH  PRESIDENTS  TO  CERTIFY  TO  THE  CORPORATION  COUNSEI. 
COST  OF  MAPS,  ET  CETERA. 

§  975.    The  respective  borough  presidents  of  the  boroughs  in 
which,  any  real  property  is  directed  to  be  acquired  for  purposes 
authorized  hy  this  title,  shall,  in  the  preparation  of  maps  re- 
quired by  the  court  or  by  the  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be, 
make  a  monthly  written  return  to  the  corporation  counsel,  duly 
verified,  showing  the  names  of  persons  employed,  and  the  number 
of  hours  occupied  by  them  in  the  preparation  of  such  maps,  and 
the  date  of  the  days  of  each  month  so  occupied,  their  respective 
salaries,  and  the  amount  of  such  salary  apportioned  to  each  pro- 
ceeding according  to  the  time  employed  thereon.     Such  return 
shall  be  considered  presumptive  evidence  of  the  correctness  of 
the  expense  thereof,  which,  if  the  board  of  estimate  and  appor- 
tionment so  determine,  shall  be  included  in  whole  or  in  part  in 
the  assessment  for  benefit  in  any  proceeding  after  the  same  shall 
have  been  taxed  by  the  supreme  court  in  the  manner  provided 
for  taxation  of  bills  of  costs  and  expenses  in  such  proceeding. 
The  salaries  of  the  persons  so  employed  or  the  proportionate  share 
thereof  chargeable  to  the  preparation  of  rule,  damage,  and  benefit 
maps,  shall  be  paid  monthly  in  the  first  instance  out  of  the  fimd 
known  as  the  fund  for  street  and  park  openings  .upon  pay  rolls 
and  vouchers  duly  certified  by  the  respective  borough  presidents 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  employees  of  the  bureau  of  street 
openings  are  paid* 
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YM8TINQ   OF  TITLE  IN  THE  CITY  TO  REAL  PROPERTY  TAKEN  FOB 
STREETS  OR  PARKS  OR  OTHER  PURPOSES. 

§  976.  Should  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  at  any 
time  deem  it  for  the  public  interest  that  the  title  to  the  real 
property  required  for  any  improvement,  authorized  herein,  should 
be  acquired  by  the  city  of  New  York  at  a  fixed  or  specified  time, 
the  said  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  may  direct,  by  a 
three-fourths  vote,  that  upon  the  date  of  the  entry  of  the  order 
granting  the  application  to  condemn  or  upon  the  date  of  the  filing 
of  the  oaths  of  the  commissioners  of  estimate,  as  the  case  may  be, 
as  provided  for  in  this  title,  or  upon  a  specified  date  after  either, 
the  title  to  any  piece  or  parcel  of  real  property  lying  within  the 
lines  of  any  such  street  or  park,  or  of  any  improvement  herein 
authorized,  shall  be  vested  in  the  city  of  New  York.  Upon  the 
date  of  the  entry  of  the  order  granting  the  application  to  condemn, 
or  upon  the  date  of  the  filing  of  such  oaths,  as  the  case  may  be,  or 
upon  such  subsequent  date  as  may  be  specified  by  said  board,  the 
city  of  New  York  shall  become  and  be  seized  in  fee  of,  or  of  the 
easement,  in,  over,  upon  or  under,  the  said  real  property  described 
in  the  said  resolution,  as  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment 
may  determine,  the  same  to  be  held,  appropriated,. converted  and 
used  to  and  for  such  purpose  accordingly.  In  such  cases  interest 
at  the  legal  rate  upon  the  sum  or  sums  to  which  the  owners  are 
justly  entitled  upon  the  date  of  the  vesting  of  title  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  as  aforesaid,  from  said  date  to  the  date  of  the  final 
decree  of  the  court  or  to  the  date  of  the  report  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  estimate,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  awarded  by  the 
court  or  by  the  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  part  of  the 
compensation  to  which  such  owners  are  entitled.  In  all  other 
€ases,  title  as  aforesaid  shall  vest  in  the  city  of  New  York  upon 
the  filing  of  the  final  decree  of  the  court  or  upon  the  entry  of  the 
order  confirming  the  report  of  the  commissioners  of  estimate,  as 
the  case  may  be,  and  the  reversal  on  appeal  of  the  final  decree 
of  the  court  or  of  the  order  of  confirmation,  as  the  case  may  be, 
•shall  not  divest  the  city  of  title  to  the  real  property  affected  by 
the  appeal.  Upon  the  vesting  of  title  the  city  of  New  York,  or  any 
person  or  persons  acting  under  its  authority,  may  immediately, 
or  any  time  thereafter,  take  possession  of  the  real  property  so 
vested  in  the  city,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  without  any  suit 
or  proceeding  at  law  for  that  purpose.  The  title  acquired  by  the 
«ity  of  New  York  to  real  property  required  for  a  street  shiall  be 
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in  trusty  that  the  same  be  appropriated  and  kept  open  for,  or  as 
part  of  a  public  street,  forever,  in  like  manner  as  the  other  streets 
in  the  city  are  and  of  right  ought  to  be.  If  any  individual  or 
corporation  before  the  entry  of  the  order  granting  the  application 
to  condemn  or  before  the  appointment  of  the  commissioners  of 
estimate,  as  the  case  may  be,  has  acquired  by  private  grant,  pre- 
scription or  otherwise,  any  easement  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
or  maintaining  in  the  real  property  to  be  acquired  for  street  pur- 
poses as  herein  provided,  underground  pipes  or  conduits  for  the 
distribution  of  water,  gas,  steam  or  electricity,  or  for  pneumatic 
service,  such  easement  shall  not  be  extinguished,  but  the  title  to 
the  real  property  so  to  be  acquired  for  the  purposes  herein  pro- 
vided for  shall  be  taken  subject  to  such  easement;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
limit  the  power  of  the  city  of  New  York  to  acquire  by  purchase 
or  by  condemnation  proceedings  the  entire  plant  or  service  of  such 
individual  or  corporation,  or  to  acquire  such  easement  in  such 
street  in  any  other  appropriate  proceedings.  The  title  in  fee 
acquired  by  the  city  of  New  York  to  real  property  required  for 
all  purposes  provided  for  in  this  title,  except  street  purposes,  shall 
be  a  fee  simple  absolute. 

COKPORATION  COUNSEL  TO  REPRESENT  INTERESTS  OF  CITY  BEFORE 
THE  COURT  OR  COMMISSIONERS,.  AND  PROVIDE  CLERKS  AND 
offices;  EXPENSES. 

§  977.  The  corporation  counsel  shall  furnish  the  court  or  the 
commissioners  of  estimate  and  the  commissioner  of  assessment, 
who  may  be  appointed  in  any  proceeding  authorized  by  this  title, 
as  the  case  may  be,  such  necessary  clerks  and  other  employees  as 
may  be  required;  and  shall  provide  such  suitable  oflSces  for  the 
commissioners,  clerks  and  other  employees  as  may  be  required  to 
enable  the  court  or  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  fully 
and  satisfactorily  discharge  the  duties  imposed  by  law.  The  cor- 
poration counsel  shall,  either  in  person  or  by  such  assistant  or 
assistants  as  he  shall  designate  for  the  purpose,  appear  for  and 
protect  the  interest  of  the  city  in  all  proceedings  in  court  or  before 
the  commissioners.  All  salaries  of  the  assistants  and  other  em- 
ployees of  the  bureau  of  street  openings,  and  all  necessary  ex- 
penses and  disbursements  which  the  city  of  New  York  and  the 
corporation  counsel,  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  New  York,  shall 
incur  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  comp- 
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troUer  of  the  city  of  New  York  out  of  the  fund  for  street  and 
park  openings  provided  for  by  existing  laws,  and  if  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment  so  direct,  shall  be  borne  and  reim 
bursed  and  paid  to  the  city  of  New  York  by  the  parties  and 
persons  interested  and  entitled,  as  owners  or  otherwise,  unto  and 
in  the  real  property  deemed  to  be  benefited,  and  the  same  shall  be 
included  in  and  taxed  by  the  court,  upon  due  proof  of  the  services 
rendered,  and  disbursements  charged  as  part  of  the  necessary 
costs  and  expenses  of  the  said  proceedings ;  but  such  expenses  and 
disbursements  shall  not  be  included  in  the  assessments  for  benefit 
until  after  the  same  have  been  taxed  before  a  justice  of  the 
supreme  court  in  the  appropriate  department,  and  have  been 
directed  to  be  so  included  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment. An  amount  estimated  to  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  legally 
taxable  costs,  charges,  expenses  and  disbursements  of  the  bureau  of 
street  openings,  which  are  necessary  to  be  incurred  in  a  proceed- 
ing, between  the  date  to  which  the  final  bill  of  costs  shall  be  made 
up  and  the  date  of  the  entry  of  the  final  decree  of  the  court  or  the 
date  of  the  order  confirming  the  reports  of  the  commissioners,  a? 
the  case  may  be,  may  be  taxed  by  the  court  and  included  in  the 
assessments  for  benefit  in  the  proceeding. 

CITY    ENTITLED   TO    COMPENSATION    AND   LIABLE   TO    ASSESSMENT. 

§  978.  If  any  real  property  belonging  to  the  city  of  New 
York,  or  in  which  it  may  be  interested,  shall  be  acquired  for  or 
shall  be  benefited  by  any  such  improvement,  the  city  shall  be 
entitled  to  compensation  for  the  loss  and  damage  it  may  sustain, 
and  shall  be  liable  to  pay  for  the  benefit  and  advantage  it  may  be 
deemed  to  acquire  thereby,  in  like  manner  as  other  ownerr  The 
assessment  against  each  parcel  owned  by  the  city  shall  be  sepa- 
rately stated  in  the  tentative  and  final  decrees  of  the  court  o^  the 
abstract  and  report  of  the  commissioner  of  assessment,  as  tha 
case  may  be,  and  the  total  amount  of  all  such  assessments  upoD 
real  property  owned  by  the  city  shall  also  be  stated  in  a  gross 
sum  in  the  final  decree  of  the  court  or  in  the  report  of  the  com 
missioner  of  assessment,  as  the  case  may  be. 

contracts  op  landlord  and  tenant  or  other  contracting 
parties;  how  affected. 

§  979.  Where  the  whole  of  any  lot  or  parcel  of  real  property, 
under  lease  or  other  oontract,  shall  be  taken  for  any  of  the  pur^ 
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poses  afopesaid,  by  virtue  of  this  title,  all  the  covenants,  con- 
tracts and  engagements  between  landlord  and  tenant,  or  any  other 
contracting  parties^  respecting  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof, 
shall,  upon  the  vesting  of  the  title  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
cease  and  determine  and  be  absolutely  discharged;  and  where 
part  only  of  any  lot  or  parcel  of  real  property,  so  under  lease  or 
other  contract,  shall  be  so  taken,  all  contracts  and  engagements 
respecting  the  same  shall,  upon  such  vesting  of  title,  cease,  deter- 
mine and  be  absolutely  discharged,  as  to  the  part  thereof  so  taken, 
but  shall  remain  valid  and  obligatory  as  to  the  residue  thereof. 

COSTS  AND  CHABGES ;  TAXATION  THEREOF. 

§  980.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided  no  fees  of  com- 
missioners or  other  costs  or  charges  shall  be  paid  or  allowed  for 
any  service  performed  under  this  title,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
taxed  by  the  said  court  after  notice  given  as  herein  provided. 
Upon  such  taxation,  due  proof  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
service  rendered  and  disbursements  charged  shall  be  furnished 
and  no  unnecessary  costs  shall  be  allowed.    A  bill  of  said  costs, 
charges  and  expenses  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  county  in  which  the  order  granting  the  application  to  con- 
demn  or  the  order  appointing  the  said  commissioners,  as  the 
case  may  be,  has  been  entered,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  same 
shall  be  presented  for  taxation.    All  such  costs,  fees  and  expenses 
or  disbursements,  which  by  law  are  required  to  be  taxed,  shall 
be  stated  in  detail  in  the  bill  of  costs,  charges  and  expenses,  and 
shall  be  accompanied  by  such  proof  of  the  reasonableness  thereof 
and  of  the  necessity  therefor,  as  is  now  required  by  law  and  the 
practice  of  the  said  court  upon  taxation  of  costs  and  disburse- 
ments in  other  special  proceedings  or  actions  in  said  court.  There 
diall  be  annexed  a  statement  of  the  amounts,  if  any,  previously 
taxed,  to  whom  such  amounts  were  payable,  and  the  date  of  such 
taxation.     A  notice  by  advertisement  shall  be  published  for  ten 
days  in  the  "  City  Record ''  and  the  corporation  newspapers,  and 
a  copy  of  such  notice  served  upon  the  corporation  counsel,  of  the 
time  and  place  of  taxing  said  costs,  charges  and  expenses,  which 
diall  be  thereupon  taxed  by  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  or  a 
referee  under  his  special  order,  and  before  thp  final  decree  or 
final  decrees  of  the  court  or  the  report  or  reports  of  said  commis- 
sioners, as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  prepared.    On  the  taxation 
of  the  final  bill  of  costs  there  may  be  a  retaxation  of  any  bill 
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previously  taxed  in  the  same  proceeding,  if  sufficient  reason  there- 
for be  made  to  appear.  The  corporation  counsel  shall  present  to 
the  justice  or  referee  upon  such  taxation  his  certificate  in  writing 
that  the  items  of  costs,  charges  and  expenses  have  been  audited 
and  examined  by  him,  and  also  setting  forth  the  result  of  such 
audit  and  examination.  The  certificate  of  the  corporation  coun- 
sel shall  be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  correctness,  reasonable- 
ness and  necessity  of  such  costs,  charges  and  expenses.  Property 
owners  appearing  in  proceedings  instituted  pursuant  to  this  title 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  recover  counsel  fees,  costs,  disbursements 
or  allowances.. 


DAMAGES    FOR    REAL    PROPERTY    TAKEN;    WHEN    TO    BE    PAID. 

§  981.  All  damages  awarded  by  the  court  with  interest  thereon 
from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  final  decree,  or  awarded  by  the 
commissioners  of  estimate  with  interest  thereon  from  the  date  of 
such  commissioners'  report,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  all  costs  and 
expenses  which  may  be  taxed,  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  of  New 
York  to  the  respective  owners  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  said 
final  decree,  or  in  the  report  of  the  commissioners  of  estimate,  as 
the  case  may  be,  or  to  the  persons  and  parties  in  whose  favor  such 
costs  or  expenses  shall  be  taxed.  Interest  shall  cease  to  run  on 
the  sums  awarded  as  damages  six  months  after  the  date  of  the 
filing  of  the  final  decree  or  after  the  date  of  the  entry  of  the  order 
confirming  the  report  of  the  commissioners  of  estimate,  as  the  case 
may  be,  unless  within  that  time  demand  therefor,  in  writing,  be 
served  upon  the  comptroller.  Said  damages,  costs  and  expenses 
shall  be  paid  from  the  fund  for  street  and  park  openings  provided 
for  in  this  act,  and  by  existing  laws.  The  owners  to  whom  an 
award  shall  be  made  in  such  proceedings,  and  the  person  in  whose 
favor  costs  and  expenses  may  be  taxed,- shall  not  have  an  action  at 
law  against  the  city  of  New  York  for  such  awards,  costs  or  ex- 
penses, but  the  court  in  which  said  proceedings  have  been  had, 
upon  the  application  of  any  such  owner  or  person,  in  case  of 
the  failure  of  the  comptroller  of  said  city  to  pay  the  same  within 
thirty  days  after  demand  therefor,  shall  by  order  require  and 
direct  the  comptroller  to  pay  the  said  awards,  costs  and  expenses 
from  the  said  fund,  and  enforce  said  order  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  orders  of  said  court  are  enforced.  Provided,  however, 
that  whenever  the  amount  of  damages  awarded  in  any  final  decree 
or  report  of  commissioners  of  estimate  as  the  case  may  be,  together 
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with  the  oosts^  shall  exceed  the  balance  remaining  in  said  fund 
after  deducting  all  outstanding  claims  against  said  balance,  the 
comptroller  shall  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  raise,  by  the  issue 
and  sale  of  revenue  bonds,  such  amounts  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
pay  such  damages,  costs  and  expenses,  and  said  court,  upon  the 
application  of  any  owner  to  whom  an  award  shall  be  made  in  such 
proceeding,  and  the  person  in  whose  favor  costs  and  expenses  may 
be  taxed,  may  require  or  direct  the  comptroller  to  raise  the  money 
necessary  to  enable  him  to  pay  such  awards,  costs  and  expenses, 
and  from  such  fund  pay  the  same,  except  that  when  any  sum  or 
sums  shall  in  said  final  decree  or  in  the  report  of  the  commissioners 
of  estimate,  as  the  case  may  be,  be  made  to  unknown  owners,  the 
supreme  court  shall,  upon  the  application  of  said  city  of  New 
York,  or  of  any  person  entitled  to,  or  claiming  to  be  interested  in 
the  real  property  for  which  said  awards  have  been  made,  or  any 
part  thereof,  either  direct  the  same  to  be  retained  by  the  comp- 
troller, or  to  be  paid  into  the  supreme  court,  until  the  title  thereto, 
or  the  respective  estates  and  interests  of  all  parties  therein  shall 
be  determined  by  said  court,  and  upon  such  application,  the  said 
court  shall  take  the  proof  and  testimony  of  the  claimant  or  person 
interested  in  the  real  property  for  which  said  award  has  been 
made,  or  refer  the  matter  to  a  referee  for  such  purpose.  In  any 
proceeding  heretofore  or  hereafter  instituted  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  title,  for  the  acquisition  of  title  to  real  property  by 
the  city  of  New  York,  in  which  title  thereto  shall  have  become 
vested  in  said  city  by  virtue  of  a  resolution  of  the  board  of  esti- 
mate and  apportionment,  the  said  board  may  authorize  the  comp- 
troller of  said  city  to  pay  to  the  person  entitled  to  an  award  for 
real  property  acquired  in  a  proceeding,  in  advance  of  the  final  de- 
termination of  his  damages,  a  sum  to  be  determined  by  the  board 
of  estimate  and  apportionment,  not  exceeding  sixty  per  centum  of 
the  amount  estimated  as  damages  by  the  expert  or  experts  em- 
ployed by  the  corporation  counsel  in  said  proceeding,  which 
amount  shall  be  certified  to  the  comptroller  by  the  corporation 
counsel.  Before  any  such  advance  payment  shall  be  made  the 
comptroller  shall  procure  the  certificate  of  the  corporation  counsel 
showing  that  the  person,  to  whom  payment  is  to  be  made,  is  the 
person  legally  entitled  to  receive  the  same.  If  the  board  of  esti- 
mate and  apportionment  shall  authorize  a  partial  payment  in  ad- 
vance to  any  person  entitled  to  an  award,  interest  on  the  sum  so 
authorized  to  be  paid  in  advance  shall  cease  to  run  on  and  after  a 
date  five  days  after  such  person  shall  have  been  notified  by  mail 
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or  otherwise  that  the  comptroller  is  ready  to  pay  the  same.  In  case 
the  person  entitled  to  an  award  at  the  date  of  the  vesting  of  title 
to  the  real  property  in  the  city  shall  have  transferred  or  assigned 
his  claim,  such  transfer  or  assignment  made  by  him,  or  by  his 
successor  in  interest  or  legal  representative,  shall  not  become  bind- 
ing upon  the  city  of  New  York  unless  the  instrument  or  instru- 
ments evidencing  such  transfer  or  assignment  shall  have  been  exe- 
cuted and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New 
York  as  in  this  title  provided,  prior  to  any  such  advance  payment. 
When  any  such  advance  payment  shall  have  been  made,  the  comp- 
troller shall,  on  paying  the  awards  made  for  the  real  property 
acquired,  deduct  from  the  total  amoimt  allowed  as  compensation 
the  sum  advanced  plus  interest  thereon  from  the  date  of  the  pay- 
ment of  such  advance  to  the  date  of  the  final  decree  or  the  date  of 
the  report  of  the  commissioner,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  bal- 
ance shall  be  paid  as  herein  provided.  In  case  an  advance  pay- 
ment shall  have  been  authorized  and  the  person  entitled  thereto 
shall  have  been  notified  by  mail  or  otherwise  that  the  comptroller 
is  ready  to  make  such  advance  payment,  interest  on  the  amount 
so  authorized  to  be  paid  in  advance  from  a  date  five  days  after 
notification  by  the  comptroller  that  he  is  ready  to  make  such  ad- 
vance payment  to  the  time  the  person  entitled  thereto  shall  accept 
such  advance  payment,  shall  be  deducted  by  the  comptroller  on 
paying  the  awards  therefor  from  the  total  amount  allowed  as  com- 
pensation to  such  person.  Such  advance  payment  shall  be  made 
out  of  the  fund  for  street  and  park  openings. 

INSTRUMENTS  ASSIGNING  OR  PLEDGING  AWARDS  TO  BE  FILED  IN  THE 
OFFICE   OF  THE  COMPTROLLER. 

§  982.  In  case  of  the  pledge,  sale,  transfer  or  assignment  of  an 
award  by  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  same  by  virtue  of  the 
report  of  the  commissioners,  or  the  final  decree  of  the  court,  as 
the  case  may  be,  or  by  other  order  of  the  court,  the  instrument 
evidencing  such  pledge,  sale,  transfer  or  assignment,  acknowl- 
edged or  proved  as  instruments  are  required  to  be  acknowledged 
or  proved  for  the  recording  of  transfers  of  real  property,  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  comptroller,  who  shall  indorse  on  the 
said  instrument  its  number  and  the  hour,  day,  month  and  year 
of  its  receipt.  If  an  assignment  of  an  award  be  contained  in  an 
instrument  recorded  in  an  office  in  which  instruments  affecting 
real  property  are  by  law  required  to  be  recorded,  a  certified  copy 
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thereof  may  "be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  comptroller  in  place  of  the 
original.  An  index  shall  be  kept  in  alphabetical  order  under  the 
name  of  the  pledgor  or  assignor  and  also  the  pledgee  or  assignee, 
stating  the  title  of  the  proceeding,  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the 
instrument,  the  file  number  thereof,  and  what  part  of  the  award 
is  assigned  thereby.  A  memorandum  of  the  file  number  of  the 
instrument  shall  be  made  by  the  comptroller  on  the  duplicate  de- 
cree of  the  court  or  the  duplicate  report  of  the  commissioners,  as 
the  case  may  be,  opposite  the  place  where  the  amount  of  the  award 
so  assigned  is  set  forth.  Every  such  instrument  not  so  filed  shall 
be  void  as  against  any  subsequent  pledgee  or  assignee  in  good 
faith  and  for  a  valuable  consideration  from  the  same  pledgor  or 
assignor,  his  heirs,  administrators  or  assigns,  of  the  same  award 
or  any  portion  thereof,  the  assignment  of  which  is  first  duly  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  comptroller.  Payment  to  the  assignee  or  pledgee 
shown  to  be  entitled  to  the  award  by  such  record  in  the  office  of 
the  comptroller  shall  protect  the  city  from  liability  to  any  other 
person  or  persons. 

MONISYS      OP     PBBSONS     UNDER     DISABILITY,     HOW     DISPOSED     OF; 
MONEYS  PAID  TO  PERSONS  NOT  ENTITLED  THERETO. 

§  983.  When  an  owner  in  whose  favor  an  award  shall  have  been 
made  in  a  final  decree  or  in  a  report  of  commissioners  of  estimate 
which  has  been  confirmed  by  the  court,  as  the  case  may  be,  is 
under  legal  disability,  or  absent  from  the  city  of  New  York,  and 
when  the  name  of  the  owner  shall  not  be  set  forth  or  mentioned  in 
the  final  decree  or  in  the  report  of  the  commissioners  of  estimate, 
as  the  case  may  be,  or  when  the  owner,  although  named  in  said 
decree  or  report,  cannot  upon  diligent  inquiry  be  found,  or  where 
there  are  adverse  or  confiicting  claims  to  the  money  awarded  as 
compensation,  the  city  shall  pay  such  award  into  the  supreme 
court,  to  be  secured,  disposed  of,  invested  and  paid  out  as  the 
said  court  shall  direct  and  such  payment  shall  be  as  valid  and 
effectual  in  all  respects  as  if  made  to  the  person  entitled  thereto; 
and  in  default  of  such  payment  into  court  the  city  of  New  York 
shall  be  and  remain  liable  for  such  award  with  lawful  interest 
thereon  from  a  date  one  year  after  the  date  of  the  final  decree  or 
the  date  of  the  entry  of  the  order  confirming  the  report  of  the 
commissioners  of  estimate,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  person  or 
persons  who  may  thereafter  be  found  entitled  to  the  same.  Where 
an  award  shall  be  paid  to  a  person  not  entitled  thereto  the  person 
to  whom  it  ought  to  have  been  paid  may  sue  for  and  recover  the 
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same,  with  lawful  interest  and  costs  of  suit,  as  so  much  money 
had  and  received  to  his  use,  by  the  person  to  whom  the  same  shall 
have  been  so  paid.  Payment  of  an  award  to  a  person  named  in 
the  final  decree  of  the  court  or  the  report  of  the  conmiissioners 
as  the  case  may  be,  as  the  owner  thereof,  if  not  under  legal  dis- 
ability, shall,  in  the  absence  of  notice  in  writing  to  the  comptroller 
of  adverse  claims  thereto,  protect  the  city. 

SUMS  TO  BE  EQUALLY  AND  PROPORTIONATELY  ASSESSED. 

§  984.  All  moneys  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this  title  by  the 
city  of  New  York  for  the  real  property  acquired  for  the  improve- 
ment except  such  part  thereof  as  the  board  of  estimate  and  ap- 
portionment shall  direct  to  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  city  of  New 
York  shall  be  assessed  by  the  court  or  by  the  commissioner  of 
assessment  as  the  case  may  be,  equally  and  proportionately,  as  far 
as  the  same  may  be  practicable,  upon  the  real  property  which  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  deem  benefited  by  the 
improvement,  and  shall  be  a  lien  and  charge  thereon,  and  shall  be 
applied,  levied  and  collected  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
the  assessment,  levy  and  collection  of  similar  expenses  and  dis- 
bursements for  the  reimbursement  of  the  city  treasury. 

SUMS    ASSESSED    TO    BE    LIENS;    PROVISIONS    OF    TITLE    THREE    OF 
THIS  CHAPTER  NOT  APPLICABLE. 

§  985.  The  sums  assessed  by  the  court  or  by  the  commissioner 
of  assessment  as  the  case  may  be,  for  the  benefit  and  advantage 
of  the  improvement,  shall  be  a  lion  or  charge  on  the  real  property 
specified  in  the  final  decree  of  the  court  or  in  the  report  oi  the 
commissioner  of  assessment  as  the  case  may  be,  but  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  affect  any  agreement  between  landlord  and 
tenant  or  other  contracting  parties  respecting  the  payment  of 
such  assessment.  Nothing  contained  in  title  three  of  this  chapter 
relating  to  the  vacation  and  reduction  of  assessments  shall  apply 
to  assessments  made  and  levied  pursuant  to  this  title. 

COMPTROLLER  SHALL  PUBLISH  NOTICE  OF  FILING  THE  FINAL 
DECREE  OF  ASSESSMENTS  AND  NOTICE  OF  CONFIRMATION  OF 
REPORT   OF  COMMISSIONER  OF  ASSESSMENT. 

§  986.  The  corporation  counsel  shall  transmit  to  the  comp- 
troller, immediately  after  the  filing  of  the  final  decree  of  the  court 
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as  to  assessmentB  for  benefit  or  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of 
the  commissioner  of  assessment,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  any  im- 
provement provided  for  in  this  title,  a  duplicate  copy  of  the  final 
decree  of  the  court  or  a  duplicate  copy  of  the  report  of  the  com- 
missioner of  assessment,  together  with  a  certified  copy  of  the 
order  of  confirmation  as  the  case  may  be,  relating  thereto,  and  if 
such  assessment  affect  real  property  in  a  borough  other  than  the 
borough  of  Manhattan  a  triplicate  copy  of  the  final  decree  of  the 
court  as  to  the  assessments  for  benefit  or  a  triplicate  copy  of  the 
report  of  the  conmiissioner  of  assessment,  together  with  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  the  order  of  confirmation,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the 
comptroller  shall  give  public  notice  by  advertisement  for  at  least 
ten  days  in  the  "  City  Record,"  and  the  corporation  newspapers, 
as  soon  as  practicable  and  within  ten  days  after  receipt  thereof, 
that  the  final  decree  of  the  court  as  to  assessments  for  benefit  has 
been  filed  or  that  the  report  of  the  commissioner  of  assessment 
has  been  confirmed,  as  the  case  may  be,  specifying  the  title  of 
such  assessment,  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  final  decree  of  the 
court  as  to  assessments  for  benefit  or  the  date  of  the  entry  of  the 
order  confirming  the  report  of  the  commissioner  of  assessment,  • 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  also  the  date  of  entry  in  the  "  record  of 
assessments  confirmed  "  kept  in  the  bureau  for  the  collection  of 
assessments  and  arrears,  notifying  all  persons,  owners  of  the  real 
property  affected  by  any  such  assessment,  that,  unless  the  amount 
assessed  for  benefit  on  any  parcel  of  real  property  shall  be  paid 
within  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  said  entry  of  any  such  assess- 
ments, interest  shall  thereafter  be  collected  thereon  as  provided 
in  the  following  section ;  and  all  provisions  of  law  or  ordinance 
requiring  any  other  or  different  notice  of  assessments  and  in- 
terest thereon  are  hereby  repealed. 

INTEBEST  TO  BE  CHABOED  ON  ASSESSMENTS  IF  NOT  PAID  IN   SIXTY 

DAYS. 

§  987.  If  any  such  assessment  shall  remain  unpaid  for  the 
period  of  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  entry  thereof  in  the  said 
"  record  of  assessments  confirmed,"  the  oflScer  authorized  to  col- 
lect and  receive  the  amount  of  ^uch  assessment  shall  charge.,  col-

§  988.  If  an  owner  to  whom  an  award  shall  have  been  made 
in  the  final  decree  of  the  court  as  to  awards  or  in  the  report  of  the 
conmiissioners  of  estimate,  as  the  case  may  be,  also  own  real 
property  against  which  an  assessment  in  the  final  decree  of  the 
court  as  to  assessments  or  in  the  report  of  the  commissioner  of 
assessment,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  been  entered  for  col- 
lection in  the  same  proceeding,  he  may,  at  any  time  prior  to  receiv- 
ing payment  of  the  award,  apply  to  the  comptroller  and  collector 
of  assessments  and  arrears  to  have  the  award  set  off  against  the 
assessment,  and  thereupon  such  set-off  shall  be  made  as  of  the  date 
of  the  entry  of  the  assessment  for  collection.  If  the  award  exceed 
the  assessment,  the  city  shall  be  liable  for  interest  only  on  the 
amount  of  such  excess.  If  the  assessment  exceed  the  award,  the 
owner  assessed  shall  be  liable  for  interest  on  the  amount  of  such 
excess  as  if  no  set-off  had  been  made.  If  it  shall  appear  by  the 
final  decree  of  the  court  as  to  awards  or  by  the  report  of  the 
commissioners  of  estimate,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  otherwise,  that 
a  person  entitled  to  an  award  also  owns  property  against  which 
an  assessment  in  the  same  proceeding  shall  have  been  entered  for 
collection,  the  city  may,  without  the  assent  of  the  person  entitled 
to  the  award,  set  off  the  assessment  against  the  award.  Such  set- 
off shall  be  made  by  the  city  in  the  same  manner  and  have  the 
same  effect  as  if  made  on  the  application  of  the  person  entitled 
to  the  award. 

NOTICE  IN  PEOCEEDINGS  TO  OPEN  STREETS ;  HOW  POSTED. 

§  989.  Whenever  hand  bills  are  required  by  statute  to  be  posted 
in  any  proceeding  provided  for  in  this  title,  they  shall  be  posted  or 
affixed  with  paste  or  other  adhesive  substance  in  three  conspicuous 
places  upon  or  near  the  real  property  to  be  taken  in  such  pro- 
ceeding, and  proof  by  affidavit  that  such  notice  has  been  posted 
shall  be  sufficient  evidence  that  said  notice  remained  posted  during 
the  whole  of  the  period  required  by  law.

§  991.  If  the  real  property  to  be  acquired  in  any  proceeding 
be  situated  in  two  or  more  counties,  the  application  to  condemn 
such  real  property,  or  the  motion  to  appoint  commissioners,  as  the 
case  may  be,  may  be  made  to  the  supreme  court,  at  any  special 
term  thereof,'  held  in  any  judicial  district  in  which  any  one  of  the 
said  counties  is  situated.  If  the  real  property  to  be  acquired  in 
any  proceeding  be  situated  in  two  judicial  districts,  the  applica- 
tion to  condemn  the  same  or  the  motion  to  appoint  commissioners, 
as  the  case  may  be,  may  be  made  in  either  judicial  district.  The 
order  granting  the  application  to  condemn,  or  the  order  appoint- 
ing commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  any  such  proceeding, 
shall  be  entered,  and  the  final  decree  of  the  court,  or  the  final 
report  of  the  commissioners  therein,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  any  one  of  the  counties  in  which

§  992.  The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  may  discon- 
tinue any  legal  proceeding  taken  for  the  purpose  provided  for 
in  this  title,  as  to  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  lands  to  be  acquired 
in  such  proceeding,  at  any  time  before  title  to  the  real  property 
to  be  thereby  acquired  shall  have  vested  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  may  cause  new  proceedings  to  be  taken  for  the  condemnation 
of  such  real  property.  The  resolution  of  the  board  declaring  any 
such  proceeding  discontinued  shall  effect  the  discontinuance  of 
such  proceeding  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  discontinued. 
But  in  case  of  such  discontinuance  the  reasonable  actual  cash

vided the  real  property  being  acquired  be  not  required  for  a  pub- 
lic park,  parkway,  public  square  or  public  place,  shall  order  the 
proceedings  to  be  discontinued,  and  may,  in  its  discretion,  impose 
as  a  condition  that  the  persons  so  objecting  or  petitioning  for  such 
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diacontinuance  shall  present  to  the  court  a  certificate,  signed  by 
the  comptroller,  that  the  city  of  New  York  has  been  reimbursed 
for  the  expenses  incurred  by  it  on  account  of  such  proceeding. 

AMENDMENT  OF  DEFECTS,  ET  CETEHA. 

§  994.  The  court  may  at  any  time  amend  any  defect  or  in- 
formality in  any  notice,  petition,  pleading,  order,  report  or  de- 
cree in  a  proceeding  authorized  by  this  title,  or  cause  real  prop- 
erty affected  by  such  defect,  informality  or  lack  of  jurisdiction 
to  be  excluded  therefrom,  or  other  real  property  affected  by  such 
defect,  informality  or  lack  of  jurisdiction  to  be  included  therein 
by  amendment,  upon  ten  days'  notice,  published  and  posted  as 
provided  by  this  title  for  the  institution  of  a  proceeding,  and  may 
direct  such  further  notices  to  be  given  to  any  party  in  interest  as 
it  shall  deem  proper. 

APPEAL   TO   THE   APPELLATE   DIVISION". 

§  995.  The  city  of  New  York  or  any  party  or  person  affected 
by  the  proceeding  and  aggrieved  by  the  final  decree  of  the  court 
therein  as  to  awards  or  as  to  assessments,  or  either  of  them,  or 
by  the  order  of  the  court  entered  on  the  motion  to  confirm  the 
report  of  the  commissioners  of  estimate  or  of  the  commissioner 
of  assessment,  or  either  of  them,  may  appeal  to  the  appellate 
division  of  the  court.  Such  appeal  shall  be  taken  and  heard  in 
the  manner  provided  by  the  code  of  civil  procedure  and  the  rules 
and  practice  of  the  court  in  relation  to  appeals  from  orders  in 
special  proceedings,  and  such  appeal  shall  be  heard  and  deter- 
mined by  such  appellate  division  upon  the  merits  both  as  to  mat- 
ters of  law  and  fact.  The  determination  of  the  appellate  division 
shall  be  in  the  form  of  an  order.  But  the  taking  of  an  appeal 
by  any  person  or  persons  shall  not  operate  to  stay  the  proceedings 
under  this  act,  except  as  to  the  particular  parcel  of  real  prop- 
erty with  which  the  appeal  is  concerned ;  and  the  final  decree  of 
the  court  or  the  order  of  the  court  confirming  the  report  or  re- 
ports, as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  final  and  con- 
clusive upon  all  parties  and  persons  affected  thereby,  who  have 
not  appealed.  Such  appeal  shall  be  heard  upon  the  evidence 
taken  by  the  court  or  such  part  or  portion  thereof  as  the  justice 
who  made  the  decree  may  certify,  or  upon  the  evidence  taken 
before  the  commissioners  or  such  part  or  portion  of  such  evidence 
as  the  justice  who  made  the  order  confirming  the  report  of  the 
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commissioners  may  certify,  or  the  parties  to  said  appeal  may 
agree  upon  as  sufficient  to  present  the  merits  of  the  questions  in 
respect  to  which  such  appeal  shall  be  had.  An  appeal  taken  but 
not  prosecuted  within  six  months  after  the  filing  of  the  notice  of 
appeal,  unless  the  time  within  which  to  prosecute  the  same  shall 
have  been  extended  by  an  order  of  the  court,  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  abandoned  and  no  agreement  between  the  parties  ex- 
tending the  time  within  which  the  said  appeal  may  be  prose- 
cuted shall  vary  the  provisions  hereof.  When  a  final  decree  of 
the  court  or  a  report  or  reports  of  commissioners  shall  be  re- 
versed on  appeal,  the  court  or  the  commissioner  of  assessment, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  power  to  make  such  additional  as- 
sessments for  benefit  as  may  be  necessary. 

APPEAL  TO  COUBT  OF  APPEALS  AUTHOBIZED. 

§  996.  An  appeal  to  the  court  of  appeals  may  be  taken  by  the 
city  or  any  person  or  party  interested  in  the  said  proceeding 
and  aggrieved  by  the  order  of  the  appellate  division.  Such  ap- 
peal shall  be  taken  and  heard  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  code 
of  civil  procedure  and  the  rules  and  practice  of  the  court  of  ap- 
peals in  relation  to  appeals  from  orders  in  special  proceedings. 
An  appeal  taken  but  not  prosecuted  within  six  months  after  the 
filing  of  the  notice  of  appeal,  unless  the  time  within  which  tn 
prosecute  the  same  shall  have  been  extended  by  an  order  of  the 
court,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  abandoned,  and  no  agreement  be- 
tween the  parties  to  the  appeal  extending  the  time  to  prosecute 
the  same  shall  vary  the  provisions  thereof.  The  court  of  appeals 
may  affirm  or  reverse  the  order  appealed  from,  and  may  make 
such  order  or  direction  as  shall  be  appropriate  to  the  case.  If 
the  final  decree  or  decrees  of  the  court,  or  the  final  report  or  re- 
ports of  the  commissioners,  shall  be  reversed  by  the  court  of  ap- 
peals, the  court  or  the  commissioner  of  assessment,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  have  power  to  make  such  additional  assessments  for 
benefit  as  may  be  necessary. 

COLUMBIA  COLLEGE,  SAINT  JOHN's  COLLEGE  AND  UNIVBBSITY  OF 
THE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK  ;  STREETS  NOT  TO  BE  OPENED  THROUGH 
GROUNDS  OF. 

§  997.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  open  any  streets  through  the 
grounds  belonging  to  the  corporation  of  Saint  John's  College,  in  its 
actual  occupation  at  what  was  formerly  known  as  Fordham,  or 
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through  or  upon  any  part  of  the  land  and  premises  now  owned 
by  the  University  of  The  City  of  New  York,  extending  from 
Sedgwick  avenne  to  Aqueduct  avenue,  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  lying  immediately  south  of  and  adjacent  to  One  Hundred 
and  Eighty-first  street,  sometime  called  University  avenue,  so  long 
as  the  same  shall  be  owned  or  occupied  for  educational  purposes  by 
the  aaid  university;  provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion contained  shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with  the  opening 
of  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-first  street,  between  Andrews  ave- 
nue and  Aqueduct  avenue,  at  any  time  hereafter,  and  provided 
that  the  said  University  of  The  City  of  New  York  shall  dedicate 
without  claim  or  reward  for  damages  all  of  the  land  required  for 
East  One  Hundred  and  Eighty-first  street,  between  Andrews 
avenue  and  Aqueduct  avenue.  No  street  from  One  Himdred  and 
Sixteenth  street  to  One  Hundred  and  Twentieth  street,  or  from 
Amsterdam  avenue  to  the  Boulevard,  shall  at  any  time  be  opened 
through  the  grounds  of  Columbia  College,  so  long  as  such  grounds 
are  owned  or  occupied  for  educational  purposes. 

ARTICLE  11. 

Pbovisions  Relating  to  Procedure  for  Ascertainment  op 
Compensation  for  Damages  and  Assessment  for  Benefit 
BY  THE  Supreme  Court,  Without  a  Jury. 

APPLICATION  TO  THE  COURT  TO  CONDEMN. 

§  999.  Whenever,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen 
hundred  and  seventeen,  the  acquisition  of  title  to  real  property 
for  the  purposes  herein  specified  shall  have  been  duly  authorized 
as  provided  by  this  act,  and  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment shall  have  determined  that  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to 
the  respective  owners  of  the  real  property  shall  be  ascertained 
by  the  supreme  court  without  a  jury,  and  whenever  on  and  after 
the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  the 
acquisition  of  title  to  real  property  for  the  purposes  herein 
specified  shall  have  been  duly  authorized  as  provided  by  this  act, 
the  corporation  counsel  shall  immediately  institute  a  proceeding 
to  acquire  title  for  the  use  of  the  public  to  the  real  property  re- 
quired therefor  and  shall  give  notice  by  advertisement  published 
for  ten  days  in  the  "City  Record/'  and  the  corporation  news- 
papers, and  by  causing  copies  of  said  notice  in  the  form  of  hand- 
bills to  he  posted  for  the  same  space  of  time,  in  three  conspicuous 
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places,  upon  or  near  the  real  property  to  be  affected  by  the  in- 
tended improvement,  that  he  intends  to  make  application  to  the 
supreme  court,  at  a  time  and  place  specified  in  said  notice,  to 
have  the  compensation  which  should  justly  be  made  to  the  respec- 
tive owners  of  the  real  property  proposed  to  be  taken,  ascertained 
and  determined  by  the  supreme  court  without  a  jury,  and  in  a 
proper  case  to  have  the  cost  of  such  improvement  or  such  portion 
thereof,  as  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  direct, 
assessed  by  the  said  court  upon  such  real  property  as  may  be 
deemed  by  the  said  board  to  be  benefited  thereby,  indicating  in 
such  notice  the  real  property  to  be  taken  by  a  general  description 
by  metes  and  bounds  and  by  a  reference  to  the  maps  on  file  in 
his  office,  and  referring  to  the  area  of  assessment  as  fixed  by  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment.  The  area  of  assessment 
may  be  described  in  said  notice  by  means  of  a  map  or  diagram 
instead  of  by  metes  and  bounds.  Upon  such  application  the  cor- 
poration counsel  shall  present  to  the  court  a  petition  signed  and 
verified  by  him,  setting  forth  the  action  had  by  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment  with  reference  to  the  improvement 
and  indicating  the  real  property  to  be  acquired  by  a  general 
description  by  metes  and  bounds  and  by  reference  to  a  map 
which  shall  be  attached  to  the  said  petition  and  to  the  maps  on 
file  in  his  office,  and  praying  that  the  same  be  condemned  by  the 
said  court  without  a  jury,  and  in  a  proper  case  to  have  the  cost 
of  such  improvement  or  such  portion  thereof  as  the  board  of  esti- 
mate and  apportionment  shall  direct  assessed  by  the  said  court 
upon  such  real  property  as  may  be  deemed  by  said  board  to  be 
"  benefited  thereby  and  referring  to  the  area  of  assessment  as  fixed 
by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment 

OSDEB  GRANTING  APPLICATION  TO  CONDEMN;  PEOPERTY  OWNBB8 
TO  FILE  claims;  PROOF  OF  OWNERSHIP;  TRIAL  OF  PROCBEDINO ; 
COURT  TO  VIEW. 

§  1000.  At  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  said  notice,  unless 
the  court  shall  adjourn  the  said  application  to  a  subsequent  day, 
and  in  that  event,  at  the  time  and  place  to  which  the  same  may  be 
adjourned,  upon  due  proof  to  its  satisfaction  of  the  publication 
and  posting  of  such  notice  and  upon  filing  the  said  petition,  the 
court  shall  enter  an  order  granting  the  application,  which  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the  real 
property  affected  is  situated.     Thereupon  the  corporation  eoun- 
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sel  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the 
real  property  to  be  condemned  is  situated  a  survey  or  map  show- 
ing such  real  property  subdivided  into  parcels  corresponding  with 
the  separate  ownerships  thereof  as  nearly  as  the  same  has  been 
ascertained,  and  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  ten  consecutive 
issues  of  the  "  City  Record,"  a  notice  containing  a  general  de- 
scription of  the  real  property  to  be  acquired  and  a  statement  that 
the  map  or  survey  thereof  has  been  filed  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, and  requiring  that  all  owners  thereof  shall  on  or  before 
a  date  therein  specified  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the 
county  in  which  such  real  property  is  situated  a  written  claim 
or  demand,  duly  verified,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the 
verification  of  pleadings  in  an  action,  setting  forth  the  real  prop- 
erty owned  by  the  claimant  and  his  post-office  address.  The 
claimant  or  his  attorney  shall  within  the  same  time  serve  on  the 
corporation  counsel  a  copy  of  such  verified  claim.  The  proof  of 
title  to  the  real  property  to  be  acquired,  in  all  cases  where  the 
same  is  undisputed,  together  with  proof  of  liens  or  encumbrances 
thereon,  shall  be  submitted  by  the  claimant  to  the  corporation 
counsel  or  to  such  assistant  as  he  shall  designate.  The  corpora- 
tion counsel  shall  serve  upon  all  parties  or  their  attorneys,  who 
have  served  on  him  a  copy  of  their  verified  claims,  a  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  at  which  he  will  receive  such  proof  of  title. 
In  all  cases  where  the  title  of  the  claimant  is  disputed  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  determine  the  ownership  of  such  real 
property  upon  the  proof  submitted  to  the  court  during  the  trial 
of  the  proceeding.  The  court  shall  also  have  power  to  determine 
aU  questions  of  title  incident  to  the  trial  of  the  proceeding.  After 
all  parties  who  have  filed  verified  claims  as  herein  provided  have 
proved  their  title  or  have  failed  to  do  so  after  being  notified  by 
the  corporation  counsel  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where 
such  proof  of  title  would  be  received  by  him,  the  corporation 
counsel  shall  serve  upon  all  parties  or  their  attorneys  who  have 
appeared  in  the  proceeding  a  notice  of  trial  thereof,  and  shall 
file  a  note  of  issue  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  the  county  in 
which  the  trial  is  to  be  had.  The  trial  shall  be  had  in  such  county 
within  the  city  of  New  York  and  within  the  judicial  district  in 
which  the  real  property  affected  by  the  proceeding  is  situated  as 
the  corporation  counsel  in  the  notice  of  trial  shall  designate. 
The  notice  of  trial  shall  be  served  at  least  ten  days  before,  and 
the  note  of  issue  shall  be  filed  at  least  eight  days  before,  the  date 
for  which  the  same  is  noticed  for  trial.     The  note  of  issue  shall 
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briefly  state  the  title  of  the  proceeding,  the  date  and  place  of  the 
entry  of  the  order  granting  the  application  to  condenoji,  the  names 
b.rA  addresses  of  the  parties  who  have  filed  claims,  the  names  and 
addresses  of  their  respective  attorneys,  and  a  brief  statement  as 
to  the  extent  of  the  real  property  to  be  acquired.  The  clerk  of 
the  court  must  thereupon  enter  the  proceeding  upon  the  proper 
calendar  according  to  the  date  of  the  entry  of  the  order  granting 
the  application  to  condemn.  When  notice  of  trial  has  been  served 
and  note  of  issue  filed  the  proceeding  must  remain  on  the  calendar 
until  finally  disposed  of.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice  try- 
ing any  such  proceeding,  to  view  the  real  property  to  be  thereby 
acquired,  and  if  he  shall  deem  a  view  of  the  real  property  in  the 
area  of  assessment  necessary  or  useful  he  shall  also  make  such 
view. 

TENTATIVE   DECREE. 

§  1001.  The  court  after  hearing  such  testimony  and  consideiv 
ing  such  proofs  as  may  be  offered  shall  ascertain  and  estimate 
the  compensation  which  ought  justly  to  be  made  by  the  city  of 
New  York  to  the  respective  owners  of  the  real  property  to  be  ac- 
quired; and  shall  also  make  a  just  and  equitable  estimate  of  the 
assessment  of  the  value  of  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  such  im- 
provement to  the  respective  owners  of  the  real  property  within 
the  area  of  assessment  and  instruct  the  corporation  counsel  to 
prepare  separate  tabular  abstracts  of  its  estimate  of  damage  and 
of  its  estimate  of  assessments  for  benefit  The  tabular  abstract  of 
estimated  damage  and  the  tabular  abstract  of  the  estimated  assess- 
ments for  benefit,  respectively,  shall  set  forth  separately  the 
amount  of  loss  and  damage  and  of  benefit  and  advantage  to 
each  and  every  parcel  of  real  property  affected  by  the  proceed- 
ing, and  the  names  of  the  respective  owners  of  each  and  every 
parcel  of  real  property  affeoted  thereby  as  far  as  the  same 
shall  be  ascertained,  and  a  sufficient  designation  or  description 
of  the  respective  lots  or  parcels  of  real  property  acquired  and 
assessed,  by  reference  to  the  numbers  of  the  respective  parcels 
indicated  upon  the  maps,  diagrams  or  surveys  which  shall  be 
attached  to  such  tabular  abstracts.  The  court  shall  in  its  estimate 
of  assessments  assess  any  and  all  real  property  deemed  by  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  to  be  benefited,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  amount  of  the  benefit  received.  In  no  case  shall  any 
parcel  of  real  property  be  assessed  more  than  one-half  the  value 
thereof,  as  valued  by  the  court.    It  shall  be  lawful  if  the  court

shall  deem  it  just  and  equitable  under  the  circumstances  to  do 
80,  but  not  otherwise,  to  assess^  any  part  not  exceeding  one-third 
of  the  estimated  value  of  any  building  or  buildings  taken  in  the 
proceeding,  but  not  of  any  other  improvement,  upon  the  city  of 
New  York.  If  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall 
determine  that  real  property  in  one  or  more  entire  boroughs  is 
benefited  by  the  improvement  and  shall  determine  that  such  real 
property  in  one  or  more  entire  boroughs  shall  be  assessed,  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  attach  to  the  abstract  of  estimated  as- 
sessments for  benefit  nor  to  the  final  decree,  any  assessment 
maps;  but  in  such  case  the  court  shall  refer  in  the  tabular  ab- 
stract of  estimated  assessments  for  benefit  to  the  several  parcels 
of  real  property  assessed  for  benefit  by  their  respective  block, 
lot  and  ward  numbers  as  they  are  shown  and  delineated  on  the 
tax  maps  of  the  city  for  said  borough  or  boroughs  as  prepared 
and  kept  by  the  department  of  taxes  and  assessments  for  the 
current  year,  in  which  such  tabular  abstract  of  estimated  assess- 
ments has  been  prepared  and  filed.  The  respective  borough 
presidents  shall  furnish  to  the  bureau  of  street  openings  sets  of 
the  tax  maps  of  the  city  of  New  York  for  each  borough  in  dupli- 
cate for  filing  therein  and  for  convenience  of  reference  thereto 
in  the  tabular  abstract  of  estimated  assessments.  The  surveyor  of 
the  department  of  taxes  and  assessments  shall  make  and  furnish 
all  necessary  surveys  and  corrections  of  the  ward  maps,  necessary 
to  keep  the  maps  furnished  to  the  bureau  of  street  openings  for 
the  purposes  of  assessment  for  benefit  as  accurate  as  practicable. 
Such  tabular  abstracts  shall  be  signed  by  the  justice  trying  the 
proceeding  and  filed  witli  the  clerk  of  the  court  in  the  county  in 
which  the  real  property  aflFected  by  the  proceeding  is  situated  and 
when  so  filed  shall  constitute  the  tentative  decree  of  the  court  as 
to  awards  for  damages  and  as  to  assessments  for  benefit. 


NOTICE  OF  FILING  THE  TENTATIVE  DEOBEE ;  AND  THAT  OBJECTIONS 
MAY  BE  FILED  THERETO;  AWABDS  NOT  TO  BE  REDUCED  NOB 
ASSESSMENTS  INCREASED  WITHOUT  NOTICE. 

§  1002.  Upon  the  filing  of  the  tentative  decree  the  corporation 
counsel  shall  give  notice  by  advertisement  for  fifteen  days  in  the 
"  City  Record,"  and  in  the  corporation  newspapers,  and  when 
authorized  pursuant  to  this  act,  in  not  more  than  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  borough  in  which  the  real  property  is  situated,

of  the  filing  of  such  tentative  decree  and  that  the  city  of  New 
York  and  all  other  parties  inter^ted  in  such  proceedings,  or  in 
any  of  the  real  property  affected  thereby,  having  any  objection 
thereto,  shall  file  such  objections,  in  writing,  duly  verified  in  the 
manner  required  by  law  for  the  verification  of  pleadings  in  an 
action,  setting  forth  the  real  property  owned  by  the  objector  and 
his  post-office  address,  with  said  clerk  within  twenty  days  after 
the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  and  that  the  corporation  coun- 
sel on  a  date  specified  in  the  notice  will  apply  to  the  justice  who 
made  the  tentative  decree  to  fix  a  time  when  ho  will  hear  the 
parties  so  objecting.  Every  party  so  objecting  or  his  attorney  shall 
within  the  same  time  serve  on  the  corporation  counsel  a  copy  of 
such  verified  objections.  Upon  such  application  the  justice  shall 
fix  the  time  when  he  will  hear  the  parties  so  objecting  and  desiring 
to  be  heard.  Similar  notice  for  at  least  ten  days  shall  be  given  of 
the  filing  of  any  new,  supplemental  or  amended  tentative  decree, 
and  for  the  filing  of  objections  thereto.  At  the  time  fixed  the 
justice  shall  hear  the  person  or  persons  who  have  objected  to  the 
tentative  decree,  or  to  the  new,  supplemental  or  amended  tentative 
decree,  and  who  may  then  and  there  appear,  and  shall  have  the 
power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  all  parties  who  have 
filed  objections  and  who  desire  to  be  heard  shall  have  been  fully 
heard.  After  the  filing  of  the  tentative  decree  or  of  any  new,  or 
supplemental,  or  amended  tentative  decree,  no  award  for  damages 
shall  be  diminished  nor  any  assessment  for  benefit  increased  with- 
out notice  to  the  owner  of  the  real  property  affected  or  his  attorney 
appearing  in  the  proceeding  and  an  opportunity  given  for  a  hear- 
ing in  r^ard  thereto  before  signing  the  final  decree. 


CATE  AND  TRIPLICATE  DECREES. 

§  1003.  After  considering  the  objections,  if  any,  and  making 
any  corrections  or  alterations  in  the  tentative  decree  as  to  awards 
for  damage  or  assessments  for  benefit,  which  the  court  shall  con- 
sider just  and  proper,  the  justice  trying  the  proceeding  shall  give 
instructions  to  the  corporation  counsel  as  to  the  preparation  of 
the  final  decree,  which  shall  consist  of  the  tentative  decree  altered 
and  corrected  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  justice 
and  the  final  awards  as  determined  by  the  court  set  opposite  the 
respective  parcel  damage  numbers  in  a  column  headed  ''final 
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awards"  in  the  tabular  abstract  of  awards  for  damage  and  the 
final  assessments  as  determined  by  the  court  set  opposite  the  respec- 
tive parcel  benefit  numbers  in  a  column  headed  "  final  assess- 
ments ''  in  the  tabular  abstract  of  assessments  for  benefit,  together 
with  a  statement  of  the  facts  conferring  on  the  court  jurisdiction 
of  the  proceeding;  and  of  such  other  matters  as  the  court  shall 
require  to  be  set  forth;  also  a  statement  that  the  amounts  set 
opposite  the  respective  damage  parcel  numbers  in  the  colunm 
headed  "  final  awards  "  in  the  tabular  abstract  of  awards  for  dam- 
age constitute  and  are  the  just  compensation  which  the  respective 
owners  are  entitled  to  receive  from  the  city  of  New  York,  and 
that  the  amounts  set  opposite  the  respective  benefit  parcel  numbers 
in  the  colunm  headed  '^  final  assessments  "  in  the  tabular  abstract 
of  assessments  for  benefit  constitute  the  sums  of  money  to  be  paid 
to  the  city  of  New  York,  for  the  benefit  and  advantage  derived 
by  reason  of  said  improvement,  by  the  respective  owners  of  each 
parcel  so  assessed.  To  the  final  decree  shall  be  attached  the  maps, 
diagrams  or  surveys  hereinbefore  referred  to,  duly  corrected, 
when  necessary.  The  final  decree  shall  set  forth  the  several  parcels 
taken  or  assessed  by  reference  to  the  numbers  of  such  parcels  on 
the  reepective  maps,  diagrams  or  surveys  and  it  shall  not  be  neces- 
sary to  describe  any  parcels  either  acquired  or  assessed  by  a 
description  by  metes  and  bounds.  The  final  decree  shall  also  set 
forth  the  names  of  the  respective  owners  of  the  several  parcels 
acquired  and  assessed  for  benefit  as  far  as  the  same  shall  have 
been  ascertained,  but  in  all  cases  where  the  owners  are  unknown 
or  not  fully  known  to  the  court,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  set  forth 
and  state  in  general  terms  in  the  decree  the  respective  sums  to  be 
allowed  and  paid  to  or  by  the  owners  of  the  respective  parcels  for 
the  loss  and  damage  or  for  the  benefit  and  advantage,  as  the  case 
may  be,  without  specifying  their  names  or  their  estates  or  interests 
therein,  and  in  such  cases  the  owners  may  be  specified  as  un- 
known. In  case  the  board  of  estimate  aud  apportionment  shall 
direct  that  the  whole  or  a  portion  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  any 
proceeding  shall  be  assessed  by  the  court  upon  the  real  property  in 
one  or  more  entire  boroughs,  it  shall  be  sufficient  in  the  tabular 
abstract  of  final  assessments  to  refer  to  the  respective  lots  or 
parcels  of  real  property  deemed  to  be  benefited  by  the  improvement 
by  reference  to  the  block,  lot  and  ward  number  on  the  tax  maps 
of  the  city  of  New  York  for  said  boroughs  as  prepared  by  the  tax 
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conunissionerR  of  the  city  of  New  York  in  the  manner  heretofore 
provided.  Should  niiy  errors  exist  in  the  tentative  decree  or  in 
the  maps,  dingi'njiis  or  surveys  attached  thereto  or  should  there 
occur  between  the  date  of  the  tentative  decree  and  the  time  of  the 
signing  by  the  court  of  the  final  decree  any  changes  in  ownership 
resulting  in  changes  in  the  size  or  area,  by  subdivision  or  other- 
wise, of  any  of  the  parcels  of  real  property  to  be  acquired  or  to  be 
assessed,  the  court  may  alter  and  correct  the  respective  maps, 
diagrams  or  surveys  to  show  changes  and  may  make  an  appor- 
tionment of  any  proposed  assessment  rendered  necessary  by  any 
subdivision  or  other  change  in  the  size  or  area  of  any  parcel 
assessed  between  the  date  of  the  tentative  decree  and  the  time  of 
the  signing  by  the  court  of  the  final  decree  as  to  assessments  so  as 
to  show  such  changes  in  such  final  decree.  In  a  proceeding  em- 
bracing only  one  street,  the  court  may,  when  authorized  by  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  file  a  tentative  decree  as  to 
damages  embracing  either  the  entire  real  .property  to  be  acquired 
or  successive  sections  or  parcels  thereof,  and  ascertain  and  estimate 
the  compensation  to  be  made  therefor,  and  make  a  separate  final 
decree  with  reference  thereto.  Such  separate  or  partial  tentative 
and  final  decree  shall  be  in  the  same  form,  and  such  proceedings 
shall  be  had  in  respect  thereto,  as  in  respect  to  the  tentative  and 
final  decree  of  the  court  relative  to  the  entire  real  property  ac- 
quired in  the  proceeding  as  herein  provided  for.  In  case  more 
than  one  street  is  joined  in  one  proceeding  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment  may  authorize  the  court  to  file  a  tentative 
decree  of  its  estimate  of  damage  and  of  benefits,  and  a  final  decree 
in  relation  to  any  one  of  the  streets  included  in  the  proceeding. 
Where  partial  final  decrees  as  to  awards  for  damages  are  author- 
ized to  be  made  in  proceedings  for  the  opening  of  a  single  street, 
the  last  final  decree  as  to' awards,  and  the  last  final  decree  as  to 
assessments  for  benefit,  shall  be  filed  at  the  same  time.  The  final 
decree,  together  with  all  of  the  affidavits  and  proofs  upon  which 
the  same  is  based,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  where  the  real  property  affected  by  the  proceeding  is 
situated.  The  final  decree,  unless  set  aside  or  reversed  on  ap- 
peal, shall  be  final  and  conclusive  as  well  upon  the  city  of  New 
York  as  upon  the  owners  of  the  real  property  mentioned  therein, 
and  also  upon  all  other  persona  whomsoever.

Pkovisioits  Relating  to  Pbocedure  foe  Ascertainment  of 
Compensation  for  Damages  and  Assessments  for  Benefit, 
BY  Commissioners  to  be  Appointed  by  the  Court. 

NOTICB  OF  application  AND  PETITION    FOB  THE  APPOINTMENT  OF 
COMMISSIONERS ;  THEIR  APPOINTMENT  AND  QUALIFICATION. 

§  1004.  Whenever  the  acquisition  of  title  to  real  property  for 
any  of  the  purposes  herein  specified  shall  have  been  duly  au- 
thorized by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  the 
board  shall  have  determined  that  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to 
the  respective  owners  of  the  real  property  shall  be  ascertained  by 
three  commissioners  of  estimate  to  be  appointed  by  the  supremo 
court,  the  corporation  counsel  shall  immediately  institute  a  pro- 
ceeding to  acquire  title  for  the  use  of  the  public  to  the  real  prop- 
erty required  therefor,  and  shall  give  notice  by  advertisement  pub* 
lished  for  ten  days  in  the  "  City  Record ''  and  the  corporation 
newspapers  and  by  causing  copies  of  said  notice  in  the  form  of 
handbills  to  be  posted  for  the  same  space  of  time  in  three  conspicu- 
ous places  upon  or  near  the  real  property  to  be  affected  by  the 
intended  improvement,  that  he  intends  to  make  application  to  the 
supreme  court  at  a  time  and  place  specified  in  said  notice,  for  the 
appointment  of  commissioners  of  estimate  and  in  a  proper  case 
of  a  commissioner  of  assessment,  indicating  in  such  notice  the 
real  property  required  for  that  purpose,  by  a  general  description 
by  metes  and  bounds  and  by  reference  to  the  maps  on  file  in  his 
office,  and  referring  to  the  area  of  assessment  fixed  by  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment.  The  area  of  assessment  may  be  de- 
scribed in  said  notice  by  means  of  a  map  or  diagram  instead  of 
by  metes  and  boimds.  Upon  such  application  the  corporation 
counsel  shall  present  to  the  court  a  petition  signed  and  verified 
by  him,  setting  forth  the  action  had  by  the  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment,  with  reference  to  the  improvement  and  indicating 
the  real  property  to  be  acquired  by  a  general  description  by  metes 
and  bounds  and  by  reference  to  a  map  which  shall  be  attached 
to  the  said  petition  and  to  the  maps  on  file  in  his  office,  and  pray- 
ing for  the  appointment  of  three  commissioners  of  estimate  to 
ascertain  and  determine  the  compensation  to  be  made  to  the 
respective  owners  of  the  real  property  to  be  acquired,  and  in  a 
proper  case  for  the  appointment  of  a  commissioner  of  assessment 
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to  assess  the  cost  of  the  improvement,  or  such  portion  thereof  as 
the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  direct,  upon  such 
real  property  as  may  be  deemed  by  said  board  to  be  benefited 
thereby  and  referring  to  the  area  of  assessment  as  fixed  by  the 
board  of  estimate  and  apportionment.  At  the  time  and  place 
mentioned  in  said  notice,  unless  the  court  shall  adjourn  the  said 
application  to  a  subsequent  day,  and  in  that  event,  at  the  time  and 
place  to  which  the  same  may  be  adjourned,  upon  due  proof  to  its 
satisfaction,  of  the  publication  and  posting  of  such  notice  and 
upon  filing  the  said  petition,  the  court  shall  enter  an  order  ap- 
pointing three  discreet  and  disinterested  persons,  who  shall  be 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  all  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of 
the  borough  in  which  the  real  property  to  be  acquired  is  situated, 
commissioners  of  estimate  and  one  of  said  commissioners  of  esti- 
mate, commissioner  of  assessment  in  said  proceeding,  for  the 
performance  of  the  duties  in  this  title  prescribed.  If  a  single 
proceeding  embrace  real  property  in  more  than  one  borough,  the 
commissioners  may  be  residents  of  any  one  of  such  boroughs.  The 
person  appointed  commissioner  of  both  estimate  and  assessment 
shall  be  so  designated  in  the  order  appointing  the  commissioners. 
The  persons  so  appointed  commissioners  of  estimate  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  right  of  challenge  on  the  ground  of  interest,  incapacity 
or  disqualification,  to  be  exercised  by  the  corporation  counsel  or 
by  any  person  having  an  interest  in  the  said  proceedings;  and  if 
any  of  them  be  rejected  for  good  cause,  or  refuse  to  serve,  then 
another  shall  be  appointed  in  his  stead  by  the  court.  Notice  of 
the  appointment  of  the  commissioners  of  estimate  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  ten  consecutive  issues  of  the  "  City  Record,"  and  the 
corporation  counsel  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such  notice  to  be  served 
by  mail  or  otherwise  any  time  before  the  return  day  specified 
therein  upon  such  parties  or  their  attorneys  as  have  filed  a  notice 
of  claim  or  of  appearance  in  the  proceeding.  The  said  notice 
shall  specify  the  names  of  the  persons  appointed  as  commissioners 
and  fix  a  day  when  the  parties  may  be  heard  at  a  special  term  of 
the  supreme  court  as  to  the  qualifications  of  the  said  commission- 
ers. The  persons  named  as  commissioners  of  estimate  shall  attend 
at  the  time  and  place  fixed  and  may  be  examined  under  oath  as 
to  their  qualifications  to  act.  Any  ground  of  challenge  which 
would  disqualify  a  judge  or  juror  shall  be  applicable  to  them,  and 
any  challenge  must  be  tried  and  determined  by  the  court  in  the 
nianner  prescribed  by  law  in  respect  to  the  challenge  of  jurors,  and 
such  determination  may  be  excepted  to  and  reviewed  as  in  the 
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caae  of  jurors.  Where  a  challenge  is  sustained  and  a  new  commis- 
sioner is  appointed,  such  new  commissioner  shall  be  subject  to 
challenge  in  the  same  way,  to  be  heard  and  determined  by  the 
court  at  such  time  as  the  court  may  direct

§  1005.  In  case  the  court  shall  sustain  a  challenge  to  the  quali- 
fications of  a  commissioner,  or  in  case  of  the  failure  to  qualify,  or 
of  the  death,  or  resignation,  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  act,  or  of  r^  , 

moral  of  any  such  commissioner  of  estimate  appointed  under  and 
by  virtue  of  this  title,  the  court  shall,  on  the  application  of  the 
city,  on  notice  only  to  any  person  interested  who  may  have  ap- 
peared on  the  prior  application,  appoint  a  discreet  and  disinter- 
ested person,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  a  resi- 
dent of  the  borough  where  the  real  property  to  be  acquired  is  situ- 
atedy  a  commissioner  in  the  place  and  stead  of  such  commissioner 
so  disqualified  on  a  challenge  to  his  qualifications,  dying,  resigning, 
n^lecting  or  refusing  to  act,  or  failing  to  qualify,  or  removed,  and 
the  surviving  or  acting  commissioners,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
have  power  to  proceed  in  the  execution  of  their  duties,  until  a  suc- 
cessor shall  be  appointed.    Such  successor  appointed  as  aforesaid 
shall  possess  the  same  qualifications  and  be  subject  to  challenge 
upon  the  same  grounds  and  in  the  same  general  manner  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  and  the  time  and  place  for  the  qualification  of 
such  successor  shall  be  specified  in  the  order  appointing  him.    In 
every  case  of  a  vacancy  among  the  commissioners  of  estimate  ap- 
pointed by  the  court,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  two  of  such  oonunisr 
sioners  so  appointed  and  qualified  and  who  have  taken  and  filed 
their  oaths  of  ofiice  to  proceed  and  to  execute  and  perform  the 
trusts  and  duties  imposed  upon  them,  and  their  acts  shall  be  as 
valid  and  efPectual  as  the  acts  of  all  the  oonmaissioners  so  ap- 
pointed, if  they  had  acted  therein,  would  have  been.    In  all  cases, 
the  acts,  decisions  and  proceedings  of  two  of  such  conunissioners 
of  estimate  shall  be  as  binding,  valid  and  effectual  as  if  all  of  the 
said  oonmiissioners  named  and  appointed  had  concurred  and  joined 
therein.  i 

OATH  OF  COMMISSIONERS. 

§  1006.  Conunissioners  when  appointed  and  qualified,  and  be- 
fore entering  upon  the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon 
th^n,  shall  severally  take  and  subscribe  before  some  person  au-

thorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths,  the  following  oath  or  affirma- 
tion: "I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  support  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  constitution  of  the  state 
of  New  York,  and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
office  of  commissioner  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability/*  Such 
oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  the  order  appointing  the  said  commissioners  shall 
have  been  entered. 

COMMISSIONERS  TO  VIEW  AND  GIVE  NOTICE  OF  THEIR  APPOINTMENT. 

§  1007.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  of  the  commissioners  of  esti- 
mate, when  appointed  and  qualified  in  a  proceeding,  to  view  the 
real  property  to  be  thereby  acquired.  The  commissioner  of  as- 
sessment may  view  the  real  property  within  the  area  of  assessment 
as  fixed  and  determined  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment, if  he  shall  deem  such  view  necessary  or  useful.  The  com- 
missioners shall  cause  to  be  published  in  the  "  City  Record  "  a 
notice  of  their  appointment,  containing  a  brief  statement  of  the 
purposes  for  which  they  have  been  appointed,  and  requiring  all 
parties  and  persons  interested  in  the  real  property  to  be  acquired 
and  having  any  claim  or  demand  on  account  thereof,  to  present  the 
same  to  them  in  writing  duly  verified,  in  the  manner  required  by 
law  for  the  verification  of  pleadings  in  an  action  setting  forth  the 
real  property  owned  by  the  claimant  and  the  post-office  address  of 
the  claimant,  with  such  affidavit  or  other  proof  as  the  owners  or 
claimants  may  desire,  within  ten  days  after  the  date  of  such  notice 
and  such  notice  shall  specify  a  time  and  place  after  the  expiration 
of  said  ten  days  when  and  where  the  said  parties  and  persons  will 
be  heard  in  relation  thereto  by  the  said  commissioners.  At  the 
time  and  place  specified  in  said  notice,  or  at  such  further  or  other 
times  and  places  as  the  said  commissioners  may  appoint,  the  said 
commissioners  shall  hear  such  owners  and  examine  the  proof  of 
such  claimant  or  claimants,  and  such  additional  proof  and  allega- 
tions as  may  then  be  oifcred  by  such  owners,  or  on  behalf  of  the 
city  of  New  York.  Said  commissioners  shall  refer  the  taking  of 
proof  of  title  to  the  real  property  taken  in  all  cases  where  the  same 
is  undisputed,  and  also  proof  as  to  any  lien  or  encumbrance  thereon, 
to  the  clerk  of  said  commissioners  or  to  the  assistant  corporation 
counsel  in  charge  of  the  proceeding.  The  corporation  counsel  may 
obtain  from  any  of  the  title  companies  certificates  of  title  to  the 
real  property  affected  and  of  the  liens  and  encumbranoas  thereon, 
whenever,  in  his  judgment,  necessary. 
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commisaionzbs   to   administeb   oaths ;    imposb    conditions    fob 

OPENING  default;    COMPEL   WITNESSES   TO   TESTIFY. 

§  1008.  The  commissioners  of  estimate  and  the  commissioner 
of  assessment  duly  appointed  in  proceedings  authorized  by  this 
title  may  issue  subpoenas  and  administer  oaths  to  witnesses.  The 
said  commissioners  may^  as  a  condition  for  the  opening  of  a  default, 
require  the  party  applying  therefor  to  pay  the  fees  of  the  commis- 
sioners, and  the  clerical  expenses  of  the  commissioners,  for  the  ad- 
ditional meeting  or  meetings  of  the  commissioners  made  necessary 
by  the  default  of  such  parties.  The  commissioners  shall  reduce 
any  testimony  taken  before  them  to  writing.  Upon  the  application 
of  any  person  or  persons  whose  rights  may  be  aflFected  by  the  said 
estimate  or  assessment,  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  such 
applicant  or  his  agent,  that  any  witness,  residing  or  being  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  whose  testimony  is  material  or  necessary  to 
such  party,  refuses  to  appear  before  any  officer  authorized  to  take 
such  affidavit  to  testify  or  affirm  to  such  material  or  necessary 
matter  as  he  may  know,  any  one  of  the  said  commissioners  of  esti- 
mate or  the  commissioner  of  assessment  in  the  proceeding  may 
issue  a  subpoena  under  his  hand,  requiring  such  witness  to  appear 
and  testify  to  such  matters  as  he  may  know  concerning  the  said 
estimate  or  assessment,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  said  commis- 
sioner may  designate  in  such  subpoena.  A  person  served  with  such 
subpoena,  who  shall,  without  reasonable  cause,  refuse  or  neglect 
to  appear,  or  appearing,  shall  refuse  to  answer,  under  oath  or  af- 
firmation, concerning  the  matters  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  to  the 
party  injured  one  hundred  dollars ;  and  may  also  be  committed  to 
prison  by  any  justice  of  the  supreme  court  upon  application  duly 
made  on  behalf  of  the  commissioner  who  issued  such  subpoena, 
there  to  remain,  without  bail  and  without  the  liberties  of  the  jail, 
until  he  shall  submit  to  answer,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  as  afore* 
said.  The  testimony  of  such  witness  when  given  shall  be  reduced 
to  writing  in  the  presence  of  and  be  sworn  or  affirmed  to  before 
such  commissioner. 

FEES   OF   COMMISSIONERS. 

§  1009.  Each  of  the  commissioners  of  estimate  shall  receive 
ten  dollars  for  each  day  upon  which  he  attends  a  meeting  of  said 
commissioners  and  is  actually  and  necessarily  employed  in  the 
performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  commissioners  by 
this  act,  at  the  offices  provided  for  said  commissioners  by  the 
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bureau  of  street  openings  in  the  law  department,  or  at  a  meeting 
of  the  commissioners  to  view  the  premises  provided  the  time  neces- 
sarily required  and  actually  spent  at  such  meeting  exceeds  one 
hour;  and  for  each  of  all  other  meetings  attended  by  the  said 
commissioners  in  which  they  are  actually  and  necessarily  em- 
ployed in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  they  shall  each  receive 
five  dollars.  But  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed  under  this 
section  to  the  commissioners  of  estimate  for  any  meeting  or  time 
occupied  by  them  after  one  month  has  elapsed  from  the  closing 
of  the  public  hearings  in  the  proceeding.  And  provided  further 
that  the  compensation  of  the  commissioner  of  assessment  over 
and  above  his  compensation  as  commissioner  of  estimate  shall  not 
exceed  a  sum  equivalent  to  fifty  cents  for  each  twenty-five  hun- 
dred square  feet  of  lands  embraced  in  the  area  of  assessment  and 
assessed  by  him. 

COMMISSIONEBS  TO  ASCERTAIN  DAMAGE  AND  BENEFIT  AND  PREPARE 
TABULAR  ABSTRACTS   THEREOF. 

§  1010.  After  hearing  such  testimony  and  considering  such 
proofs  as  may  be  offered,  the  commissioners  of  estimate  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  all  having  considered  the  same,  or  having  had  an 
opportunity  to  present,  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay, 
ascertain  and  estimate  the  compensation  which  ought  justly  to  be 
made  by  the  city  of  New  York  to  the  respective  owners  of  the 
real  property  acquired ;  and  the  commissioner  of  assessment  shall 
make  a  just  and  equitable  assessment,  of  the  value  of  the  benefit 
and  advantage  of  the  improvement  to  the  owners  of  the  real  prop- 
erty not  required  for  the  improvement  and  all  of  said  commis- 
sioners of  estimate  and  the  commissioner  of  assessment  shall 
prepare  separate  tabular  abstracts  of  their  estimate  of  damage 
and  of  assessments  for  benefit  The  commissioner  of  assessment 
shall,  in  his  tabular  abstract  of  estimated  assessments,  assess  any 
and  all  real  property  within  the  area  or  areas  of  assessment  fixed 
and  prescribed  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment,  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  benefit  received  by  each  parcel  of  real 
property  so  assessed.  The  said  commissioner  of  assessment  shall 
in  no  case  assess  any  parcel  of  real  property  more  than  one-half 
the  value  thereof  as  valued  by  him.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  commissioner  if  he  shall  deem  it  just  and  equitable  under 
the  circumstances  to  do  so,  but  not  otherwise,  to  assess  any  part 
not  exceeding  one-third  of  the  estimated  value  of  any  building 
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or  buildings  taken  in  the  proceeding,  but  not  of  any  other  improve- 
ment, upon  the  city  of  New  York. 

ABSTRACTS     OF    ESTIMATE     OF     DAMAGE     AND     OF     ASSESSMENTS     FOR 
BENEFIT  TO  BE  DEPOSITED. 

§  1011.  The  commissioners  of  estimate  and  the  commissioner 
of  assessment  shall  deposit  at  the  same  time  in  the  bureau  of 
street  openings  in  the  law  department  their  respective  tabular 
abstracts  of  their  estimate  of  damage  or  of  estimate  of  assessments 
for  benefit  at  least  twenty  days  before  their  respective  reports 
shall  be  presented  to  the  court  for  confirmation,  which  tabular 
abstracts  shall  be  accompanied  by  copies  of  the  maps,  diagrams 
or  surveys  used  by  them  and  shall  refer  to  the  numbers  of  the 
several  parcels  of  real  property  as  thereby  indicated,  and  state 
the  several  suras  respectively  estimated  as  damages  for  or  assessed 
for  benefit  upon  eacli  of  said  parcels  with  the  names  of  the  re- 
spective owners,  so  far  as  ascertained  by  said  commissioners. 
Whenever  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  direct 
that  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  proceeding 
shall  be  levied  on  one  or  more  entire  boroughs,  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  to  attach  to  the  tabular  abstract  of  estimated  assess- 
ments for  benefit  made  by  the  commissioner  of  assessment,  nor  to 
his  report,  any  assessment  maps;  but  he  shall  designate  in  the 
tabular  abstract  of  estimated  assessments  made  by  him  the  several 
parcels  of  real  property  assessed  for  benefit  by  reference  to  their 
respective  block,  lot  and  ward  numbers  as  shown  and  delineated  on 
the  tax  maps  of  the  city  of  New  York  for  said  borough  or  bor- 
oughs, as  prepared  and  kept  by  the  department  of  taxes  and  assess- 
ments for  the  levying  and  payment  of  taxes  for  the  current  year 
in  which  such  tabular  abstract  of  estimated  assessment  shall  have 
been  prepared.  The  respective  borough  presidents  shall  furnish 
to  the  bureau  of  street  openings  sets  of  the  tax  maps  of  the  city 
of  New  York  for  such  borough  in  duplicate  for  filing  therein 
and  for  convenience  of  reference  thereto  in  the  abstracts  and 
reports  of  the  respective  commissioners  of  assessment  The 
surveyor  of  the  department  of  taxes  and  assessments  shall  make 
and  furnish  all  necessary  surveys  and  corrections  of  the  maps  as 
may  be  necessary  to  keep  the  maps  furnished  to  the  bureau  of 
street  openings,  for  the  purpose  of  assessment  for  benefit,  as 
accurate  as  practicable.  The  commissioners  shall  also  deposit  all 
the  affidavits  and  proofs  used  by  them  in  making  their  abstracts. 
The  commissioner  shall  also  publish  a  notice  for  fifteen  days  in 
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the  "  City  Record  "  and  in  the  corporation  newspapers  and  when 
authorized  pursuant  to  this  act,  in  not  more  than  one  newspaper 
published  in  the  borough  in  which  the  real  property  is  situated, 
stating  their   intention   to   present   their   reports   for   confirma- 
tion to  the  said  court  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified  in  said 
notice,  provided  there  be  no  objection  to  either  of  said  abstracts, 
and  stating  also  that  all  persons  interested  in  such  proceedings, 
or  in  any  of  the  real  property  affected  thereby,  having  any  ob- 
jection thereto,  shall  file  the  same,  in  writing,  duly  verified,  in 
the  manner  required  by  law  for  the  verification  of  pleadings  in  an 
action  setting  forth  the  real  property  owned  by  the  objector  and 
his  post-office  address,  with  said  commissioners  within  twenty  days 
after  the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  and  stating  also  that  the 
said  commissioners  will  hear  parties  so  objecting  at  a  place  and 
at  a  time  after  the  expiration  of  said  twenty  days,  to  be  specified 
in  said  notice.     Similar  notice  for  at  least  ten  days  shall  be  given 
of  any  new,  supplemental  or  amended   abstracts,  but  said  ab- 
stracts shall  be  refiled  for  ten  days  only  for  objections  thereto. 
At  the  time  and  place  named  in  said  notice  the  said  commissioners 
shall  hear  the  persons  who  have  objected  to  the  said  abstracts, 
and  who  may  then  and  there  appear,  and  shall  have  the  power  to 
adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  all  such  persons  shall  be  fully 
heard.     In  case  objections  are  filed  to  these  abstracts  or  to  any 
one  of  them,  the  motion  to  confirm  the  reports  as  to  awards  and 
as  to  assessments  shall  stand  adjourned  until  a  date  to  be  specified 
in  the  notice  hereinafter  provided  for  in  relation  to  the  filing  of 
the  reports.     Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  the  report  as 
to  awards  and  the  report  as  to  assessments  must  be  noticed  for 
and  brought  on  for  confirmation  at  the  same  time  and  place. 

AWARDS  NOT  TO  BE  REDUCED  NOR  ASSESSMENTS  INCREASED  WITH- 
OUT NOTICE  AND  AN  OPPORTUNITY  TO  BE  HEARD. 

§  1012.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners  of  estimate 
or  the  commissioner  of  assessment  to  alter  or  amend  any  abstract 
or  report,  or  supplemental  or  amended  abstract  or  report,  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  deposited  for  inspection  as  required  by  law, 
by  increasing  the  amount  of  any  assessment  for  benefit,  or  di- 
minishing any  award  for  damage,  unless  the  persons,  or  parties, 
affected  by  such  increase  or  diminution  shall  have  had  notice 
thereof  and  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  by  said  commissioners 
before  their  report  shall  be  presented  to  the  court  for  oonfirmation. 
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commi88ionbb8  to  pbe8ent  bepobts  to  coubt. 
§  1013.  The  reports,  signed  by  the  commissioners  of  estimate 
or  a  majority  of  them,  and  by  the  conmiissioner  of  assessment,  re- 
spectively, shall,  in  the  event  that  no  objections  have  been  filed  to 
the  tabular  abstract  of  estimated  damages  or  to  the  tabular  abstract 
of  estimated  assessments  for  benefit,  be  filed  at  the  same  time  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  where  the  real  property  af- 
fected by  the  proceeding  is  situated  at  least  five  days  before  the 
time  mentioned  in  said  preliminary  notice,  for  the  presentation  of 
said  reports  to  the  court  for  confirmation,  or  five  days  before  the 
date  to  which  the  same  shall  have  been  duly  adjourned.  In  case 
objections  have  been  filed,  the  said  conmiissioners,  after  consider- 
ing the  said  objections  and  making  any  corrections  or  alterations 
of  their  tabular  abstract  of  estimated  damages  or  tabular  abstract 
of  estimated  assessments  for  benefit,  which  said  conmiissioners  of 
estimate  or  any  two  of  them,  or  which  the  said  conmiissioner  of 
assessment  shall  find  to  be  just  and  proper,  shall  file  the  said  re- 
ports, signed  by  the  conmiissioners  of  estimate  or  a  majority  of 
them,  and  by  the  commissioner  of  assessment,  respectively,  at  the 
same  time,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  wherein  the  real 
property  affected  by  the  proceeding  is  situated,  at  least  five  days 
before  the  motion  to  confirm  the  same,  and  a  new  notice  of  motion 
to  confirm  shall  be  given  upon  the  filing  of  the  final  reports  to  the 
persons  who  have  appeared  in  the  proceeding  as  well  as  by  publica- 
tion in  the  "  City  Record  "  for  five  days.  The  said  conmiissioners, 
or  any  person  interested  in  said  proceeding,  shall  notify  the  cor- 
poration counsel  and  all  persons  who  have  filed  objections  as  afore- 
said, or  who  have  theretofore  appeared,  that  said  report  or  reports 
have  been  filed.  The  corporation  counsel  may  present  the  same  for 
confirmation,  or  in  case  of  his  neglect  or  refusal,  any  person  inter- 
ested in  the  real  property  taken  or  required  for  said  improvement 
may  present  the  same,  upon  notice  to  the  corporation  coimseL 

BEPOBTS ;   WHAT  TO   CONTAIN. 

§  1014.  The  reports  of  the  conmiissioners  shall  consist  of  the 
maps,  diagrams  or  surveys  hereinbefore  referred  to,  duly  corrected, 
when  necessary,  except  in. the  case  of  an  assessment  to  b^  levied 
upon  any  entire  borough  or  boroughs,  with  a  tabular  abstract  of 
estimated  damages  and  a  tabular  abstract  of  the  estimated  assess- 
ments for  benefit  respectively,  with  any  corrections  or  alterations 
thereof  by  said  oommissioners,  showing  fully  and  separately  to 
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the  said  court  the  amount  of  loss  and  damage,  and  of  benefit  and 
advantage  to  each  and  every  owner  of  real  property  affected  by  the 
proceeding  as  finally  determined  by  said  commissioners.  It  shall 
not  be  necessary  in  said  reports  to  describe  any  of  said  parcels  of 
real  property  taken  or  assessed  by  metes  and  bounds,  but  only  by 
reference  to  the  respective  numbers  thereof  on  the  maps,  diagrams 
or  surveys  attached  to  said  reports.  In  said  reports  the  commis- 
sioners shall  set  forth  the  names  of  the  respective  owners  of  the 
several  parcels  of  real  property  taken  or  assessed  as  far  as  the  same 
shall  have  been  ascertained  by  them  but  in  all  cases  where  the 
owners  are  unknown,  or  not  fully  known  to  the  commissioners,  it 
shall  be  sufficient  to  set  forth  and  state  in  general  terms  the  re- 
spective sums  to  be  allowed  and  paid  to  or  by  the  owners  for  the 
loss  and  damage  or  for  the  benefit  and  advantage,  as  the  case  may 
be,  without  specifying  the  names  of  or  the  estates  or  interests  of 
such  owners  and  in  such  cases  the  commissioners  may  specify  the 
owners  of  such  parcels  as  unknown.  In  case  the  title  to  any  par- 
cel of  real  property  to  be  acquired  is  disputed  or  there  are  adverse 
claims  thereto  the  commissioners  of  estimate  shall  make  the  award 
therefor  to  unknown  owners.  In  case  the  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment  shall  direct  that  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  cost  and 
expense  of  any  proceeding  shall  be  imposed  by  the  commissioner 
of  assessment  upon  any  entire  borough  or  boroughs  it  shall  be  suffi- 
cient in  his  tabular  abstract  of  final  assessment  attached  to  his  re- 
port to  designate  the  respective  parcels  of  real  property  deemed 
to  be  benefited  by  the  improvement  by  reference  to  their  respective 
block,  lot  and  ward  numbers  on  the  tax  maps  of  the  city  of  New 
York  for  said  boroughs,  as  prepared  by  the  tax  commissioners  of 
said  city  for  the  current  year  in  which  such  report  shall  have  been 
prepared.  Should  any  errors  exist  in  the  tabular  abstract  of  esti- 
mated damages  or  of  estimated  assessments  for  benefit  or  in  the 
maps,  diagrams  or  surveys  attached  thereto,  or  should  there  occur 
between  the  date  of  such  tabular  abstracts  and  the  time  of  the 
preparation  and  signing  of  the  reports  as  to  damages  and  as  to  as- 
sessments for  benefit,  any  changes  in  ownership,  resulting  in 
changes  in  the  size  or  area,  by  subdivision  or  otherwise,  of  any  of 
the  parcels  of  real  property  to  be  acquired  or  to  be  assessed,  the 
commissioners  of  estimate  or  the  commissioner  of  assessment,  as 
the  case  may  be,  may  alter  and  correct  the  respective  maps,  dia- 
grams or  surveys  and  the  commissioner  of  assessment  may  make 
an  apportionment  of  any  proposed  assessment  rendered  necessary 
by  any  subdivision  or  otiier  change  in  the  size  or  area  of  any  par- 
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oel  afiseased  between  the  date  of  the  tabular  abstract  as  to 
ments  and  the  time  of  the  signing  by  the  commissioner  of 
ment  of  his  report  as  to  assessments  for  benefit  The  conmiissioners 
of  estimate  in  a  proceeding,  embracing  only  one  street,  may,  when 
authorized  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  board  of 
estimate  and  apportionment,  make  up  and  file  a  preliminary  ab- 
stract of  their  estimate  of  damages  embracing  either  the  entire 
real  property  to  be  acquired  or  successive  sections  or  parcels 
thereof,  and  ascertain  and  estimate  the  compensation  to  be  made 
thereon,  and  make  a  separate  report  with  reference  thereto.  Such 
separate  or  partial  report  shall  be  made  in  the  same  form  and 
manner,  and  such  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  respect  thereto,  as 
in  respect  to  the  report  of  the  commissioners  relative  to  the  entire 
real  property  taken  as  herein  provided  for.  In  case  more  than  one 
street  is  included  in  a  proceeding  the  board  of  estimate  and  ap* 
portionment  may  direct  the  conmiissioners  to  make  up  and  file  a 
tabular  abstract  of  estimated  damages  and  of  estimated  assessments 
for  benefit,  and  a  final  report  in  relation  to  any  one  of  the  streets 
included  in  the  proceeding  but  the  conunissioner  of  assessment 
must  notice  the  report  as  to  assessments  and  bring  the  same  on  for 
confirmation  at  the  time  that  any  separate  report  as  to  awards  for 
damages  for  such  street  is  authorized  to  be  brought  on  for  con- 
firmation. Where  partial  reports  as  to  awards  for  damages  are 
authorized  to  be  made  in  proceedings  for  the  opening  of  a  single 
street,  the  final  partial  abstract  and  report  as  to  awards  when  there 
is  more  than  one,  and  the  final  abstract  and  report  as  to  assess- 
ments for  benefit,  shall  be  made  up  and  filed  and  brought  on  for 
confirmation  at  the  same  time  and  place. 

PBOOEEDINGS    UPON    PRESENTATION    OF    REPORTS    FOR    CONFIRMATION. 

§  1015.  The  application  for  the  confirmation  of  the  reports 
of  the  commissioners  of  estimate  and  of  the  commissioner  of  as- 
sessment shall  be  made  to  the  supreme  court,  at  the  same  time» 
at  a  term  thereof  held  within  the  city  of  New  York,  and  within 
the  judicial  district  in  which  the  real  property  affected  by  the 
proceeding  is  situated.  The  said  court  shall  by  rule  or  ordeTi 
after  hearing  any  matter  which  may  be  alleged  against  the  same, 
either  confirm  the  said  report  or  reports  in  whole,  or  in  part, 
or  refer  the  same,  or  a  part  thereof,  to  the  said  commissioners 
for  revisal  and  correction  or  to  new  commissioners  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  said  court  to  reconsider  the  subject-matter  ihereof» 
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and  the  said  commissioners  to  whom  the  said  report  or  reports 
or  part  thereof  shall  be  so  referred  shall  return  the  same  report 
or  reports,  or  such  part  thereof,  corrected  and  revised,  or  a  new 
report  to  be  made  by  them  or  him  in  the  premises,  to  the  said 
court  without  unnecessary  delay;  and  the  same  on  being  ao  re- 
turned shall  be  confirmed  or  again  referred  by  the  said  court 
in  manner  aforesaid,  as  right  and  justice  shall  require,  and  so 
from  time  to  time  until  a  report  or  reports  shall  be  made  or  re- 
turned in  the  premises  which  the  said  court  shall  wholly  confirm, 
and  such  report  or  reports,  when  so  confirmed  by  the  said  court, 
shall,  unless  set  aside  or  reversed  on  appeal,  be  final  and  con- 
clusive, as  well  upon  the  city  of  New  York  as  upon  the  owners 
of  the  real  property  mentioned  in  the  said  report ;  and  also  upon 
all  other  persons  whomsoever.  The  original  report  of  the  com- 
missioners of  estimate  and  of  the  commissioner  of  assessment 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  where  the 
order  confirming  the  same  is  entered. 

WITHIN     WHAT    TIME     PB0CEEDING8    TO    BE     COMPLETED;     REMOVAL 
OP  COMMISSIONERS. 

§  1016.  The  commissioners  appointed  in  pursuance  of  this 
title  shall  complete  said  proceedings  on  their  part  within  six 
months  from  the  receipt  by  the  bureau  of  street  openings  of  the 
.final  damage  and  benefit  maps,  under  penalty  of  forfeiting  all  fees 
to  which  they  would  be  entitled,  unless  an  extension  of  time  be 
given  to  them  by  the  supreme  court,  which  extension  shall  only 
be  granted  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  upon  a  written  petition 
containing  a  full  statement  by  such  commissioners,  of  the  reasons 
for  such  an  extension,  and  upon  five  days'  notice  to  the  corpora- 
tion counsel,  and  to  all  persons  who  have  appeared  in  said  pro- 
ceeding, and  have  especially  requested  that  notice  of  any  such 
application  be  served  upon  them.  Upon  such  application  the 
court  may  make  such  order  in  the  premises  in  respect  to  the  time 
and  manner  of  completing  the  report  of  said  commissioners,  and 
in  respect  to  the  taking  and  submission  of  the  proofs  of  the  partis 
interested,  as  will  enable  or  require  the  commissioners  to  com- 

^  plete  said  proceedings  on  their  part  with  reasonable  despatch; 

i  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  said  proceeding  has  been  delayed 

by  reason  of  the  inattention,  n^lect  or  refusal  of  said  commis- 
sioners, or  any  of  them,  to  act  or  attend,  or  of  the  failure  of  a 
majority  of  them  to  agree  upon  a  report,  ths  court  may  remove 
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the  commissioner  or  commisaioners  so  neglecting  or  refusing,  or 
the  commissioners  failing  to  agree,  and  appoint  a  suitable  person 
or  persons  in  his  or  their  place.  And  the  said  court  may,  at  any 
time,  remove  any  of  said  commissioners  who,  in  its  judgment, 
shall  be  incapable  of  serving,  or  who  shall,  for  any  reason,  in  its 
judgment,  be  an  unfit  person  to  serve  as  such  commissioner.  .  The 
reason  for  such  removal  shall  be  specified  in  the  order  of  removal. 

§  3.  Proceedings  heretofore  instituted  pursuant  to  title  four  jJJJ^;^ 
of  chapter  seventeen  of  the  Greater  New  York  charter  shall  be  ^•'^'J^  *^ 
concluded  in  all  respects  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed,  and  as  ^^^^^' 
to  such  proceedings  the  provisions  of  said  title  of  said  chapter  as 
heretofore  existing,  shall  be  considered  as  remaining  in  force.

§  58.  The  board  of  aldeiTnen  is  hereby  authorized  and  is  em- 
powered to  appoint  commissioners  of  deeds  from  time  to  time,

appointment;  such  appointment  shall  not  require  the  approval 
of  the  mayor,  and  hereafter,  at  the  time  of  subscribing  or  filing 
the  oath  of  office  the  city  clerk  shall  collect  from  each  person  ap- 
pointed a  commissioner  of  deeds  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  and  he 
eliall  not  administer  or  file  said  oath  unless  said  fee  has  been  paid.

The  said  certificates 
shall  be  issued  under  the  hand  and  official  seal  of  the  city  clerk,

be  filed  in  the  offices  of  the  several  county  clerks  and  in  the  offices 
of  the  registers  in  said  city,  upon  payment  of  six  cents  in  each  office 
for  filing.

The  mayor  of  the  city 
of  New  York  may  remove  any  commissioner  of  deeds  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  for  cause  shown ;  but  no  such 
commissioner  shall  be  removed  until  charges  have  been  duly  made 
against  him  to  the  said  mayor  and  the  said  commissioner  shall 
have  had  an  opportunity  to  answer  the  same.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  lien  law,  in  relation  to  filing  statement 
of  chattel  mortgage,  in  the  borough  of  the  Bronx. 

Became  a  l&w  May  12,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

Accepted  by  the  City. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section   1.    Section  two  hundred   and  thirty-five  of  chapter  tu  iw. 
thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  jjjjj^^ 
"An  act  in  relation  to  liens,  constituting  chapter  thirty-three  of 
the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  235.  Mortgage,  invalid  after  one  year,  unless  statement  is 
Hied.  A  chattel  mortgage,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
article,  shall  be  invalid  as  against  creditors  of  the  mortgagor,  and 
against  subsequent  purchasers  or  mortgagees  in  good  faith,  after 
the  expiration  of  the  first  or  any  succeeding  term  of  one  year, 
reckoning  from  the  time  of  the  first  filing,  unless, 

1.  Within  thirty  days  next  preceding  the  expiration  of  each 
such  term,  a  statement  containing  a  description  of  such  mortgage, 
the  names  of  the  parties,  the  time  when  and  place  where  filed, 
the  interest  of  the  mortgagee  or  any  person  who  has  succeedctl 
to  hia  interest  in  the  property  claimed  by  virtue  thereof,  or 

2.  A  copy  of  such  mortgage  and  its  indorsements,  together  with 
a  statement  attached  thereto  or  indorsed  thereon,  showing  the 
interest  of  the  mortgagee  or  of  any  person  who  has  succeeded  to 
his  interest  in  the  mortgage,  is  filed  in  the  proper  office  in  the 
city  or  town  where  the  mortgagor  then  resided,  if  he  is  then  a 
resident  of  the  town  or  city  where  a  mortgage  or  a  copy  thereof 
or  such  statement  was  last  filed;  if  not  such  resident,  but  a  resi- 
dent of  the  state,  a  true  copy  of  such  mortgage,  together  with  such 
statement,  shall  be  filed  in  the  proper  office  of  the  town  or  city 
where  he  then  resides ;  and  if  not  a  resident  of  the  state,  then  in 
the  proper  office  of  the  city  or  town  where  the  property  so  mortr 
gaged  was  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  mortgage.  Where 
the  chattels  mortgaged  were  located  in  the  city  of  New  York  at 
the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  mortgage,  a  copy  of  such  mort- 
gage and  its  indorsements,  together  with  a  statement  attached 
thereto,  or  indorsed  thereon,  showing  the  interest  of  the  mortgagee

or  of  any  person  who  has  succeeded  to  his  interest  in  the  mortr 
gage,  must  he  filed  in  the  same  oflSce  or  offices*  where  the  original 
mortgage  or  a  copy  thereof  was  filed  at  the  time  of  the  execution 
of  the  same;  ^provided,  however,  that  where  the  mortgagor  was 
a  resident  of  the  borough  of  the  Bronx  in  the  city  of  New  York 
at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  such  mortgage,  then  a  copy  of  such 
mortgage  as  above  described  must  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  regis- 
ter of  the  county  of  Bronx  and  also  in  the  office  of  the  register  or 
of  the  county  clerk,  in  case  there  is  no  register,  of  such  county 
in  said  city  in  which  the  property  so  mortgaged  was  located  at 
the  time  of  the  execution  of  such  mortgage;  if  not  such  resident 
but  the  property  so  mortgaged  was  located  in  the  borough  of  the 
Bronx  in  said  city  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  such  mortgage, 
then  a  copy  of  such  mortgage  as  above  described  must  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  register  of  the  county  of  Bronx  and  also  in  the 
office  of  the  register  or  of  the  county  clerk,  in  case  there  is  no 
register,  of  such  county  in  said  city  in  which  the  mortgagor  re- 
sided when  such  mortgage  was  executed ;  provided,  further,  that 
where  the  mortgagor  was  a  resident  of  the  borough  of  the  Bronx 
in  the  city  of  New  York  at  the  time  of  the  execution  of  such  mort- 
gage and  the  property  so  mortgaged  was  located  in  the  borough  of 
the  Bronx  at  such  time,  then  a  copy  of  such  mortgage  as  above 
described  must  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  the  couuty  of 
the  Bronx  and  need  not  be  filed  in  any  other  office,  and  provided 
further  that  where  the  vendee  of  a  contract  for  the  conditional  sale 
of  goods  and  chattels  not  attached  to  a  building  was  a  resident  of 
the  borough  of  the  Bronx  in  said  city  of  New  York  at  the  time  of 
the  execution  of  such  contract,  then  a  copy  of  such  contract,  to- 
gether with  a  statement  as  required  herein  in  the  case  of  chattel 
mortgages,  must  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  the  county 
of  Bronx ;  if  not  such  resident  nor  a  resident  of  any  other  borough 
within  the  city  of  New  York  nor  of  this  state  at  the  time  of  the 
execution  of  such  contract  but  the  property  so  sold  was  in  the 
borough  of  the  Bronx  in  said  city  when  such  contract  was  exe- 
cuted, then  a  copy  of  such  contract  and  a  statement  as  aforesaid 
must  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  the  county  of  Bronx. 
Except  in  the  city  of  New  York,  the  officer  with  whom  such  a 
renewal  statement  or  copy  of  a  mortgage  is  filed,  shall  upon 
request  issue  to  the  person  filing  the  same  a  receipt  in  writing,

Chap.  609. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua, 

generally.* 

Became  a  law  May  12,  1915,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

Accepted  by  the  City. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Sections  nine,  twelve,  thirteen,  thirty,  thirty-six,  fifty  Jj/JJf; 
one,  fifty-six,  fifty-eight,  sixty-four,  sixty-five,  sixty-nine,  seventy-  }J  Vo/*le. 
three,  seventy-eight,  seventy-nine,  ninety,  ninety-six,  one  hundred  JJ;  JJ;  g; 
and  two,  one  hundred  and  sixteen,  one  hundred  and  thirty-five,  JJ;  ^*;  jJJ; 
one  hundred  and  thirty-six,  one  hundred  and  forty,  one  hundred  JJJ;  |JJ; 
and  forty-one  and  one  hundred  and  forty-three,  of  chapter  three  iJi;^]^'. 
hundred  and  seventy-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thir- 
teen, entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Canandaigua,*' 
are  hereby  amended  to  respectively  read  as  follows: 

§  9.  Title  and  number.  The  officers  of  the  city  shall  be  a 
mayor ;  city  judge ;  an  acting  city  judge ;  a  city  court  stenographer ; 
a  city  treasurer ;  a  city  clerk ;  a  deputy  city  clerk ;  a  city  attorney ; 
a  superintendent  of  public  works;. three  commissioners  of  public 
works;  three  commissioners  of  health  and  public  safety;  three 
commissioners  of  civil  service;  two  assessors;  a  conunissioner  of 
diarity;  a  city  health  officer;  a  chief  of  police;  an 
assistant  chief  of  police  and  such  number  of  policemen  and  special 
policemen  as  may  be  determined  as  provided  by  this  act;  a  chief 
engineer ;  a  first  assistant  and  second  assistant  engineer  of  the  fire 
department;  a  sealer  of  weights  and  measures;  a  cemetery  sex- 
ton; two  aldermen  from  each  ward;  two  supervisors,  one  to  be 
elected  by  the  electors  of  the  first  and  fourth  wards,  and  one  to  be 
elected  by  the  electors  of  the  second  and  third  wards  as  provided 
in  this  act. 


I  The  amendments  effected  by  this  act  are  so  numerous  and  extensive  that 
it  is  impracticable  to  indicate  the  changes  made. 
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§  12.  Appointiye  officers;  term  of  office.  The  appointive  ofBcera 
of  the  city  of  Oanandaigua  to  be  appointed  by  the  common  council 
shall  be  three  commissioners  of  health  and  public  safety,  three 
commissioners  of  public  works,  a  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
and  one  assessor.  The  appointive  officers  of  the  city  of  Oanan- 
daigua to  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety, 
with  the  approval  of  the  conunon  council,  shall  be  one  chief  of 
police,  one  assistant  chief  of  police  and  such  poUoemen  and  special 
policemen  as  may  be  determined  by  said  board  as  provided  by 
this  act;  one  city  health  officer.  The  appointive  offi- 
cers of  the  city  of  Oanandaigua  to  be  appointed  by  the  fire  com- 
panies as  provided  by  this  act  shall  be  one  chief  engineer,  one  first 
and  one  second  assistant  engineer  of  the  fire  department.  The 
appointive  officers  of  the  city  of  Oanandaigua  to  be  appointed  by 
the  board  of  public  works,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  common 
council,  shall  be  one  superintendent  of  public  works,  and  a  ceme- 
tery sexton.  The  appointive  officers  of  the  city  of  Oanandaigua 
to  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  shall  be  one  city  attorney,  one  city 
clerk,  one  assessor,  one  conmiissioner  of  charities,  an  acting  city 
judge,  and  three  civil  service  conmiissioners  who  shall  have  such 
powers  and  perform  such  duties  as  are  prescribed  by  the  civil 
service  law  of  this  state.  The  appointive  officer  of  the  city  of 
Oanandaigua  to  be  appointed  by  tiie  city  clerk  shall  be  a  deputy 
city  clerk.  The  appointive  officer  of  the  city  of  Oanandaigua  to 
be  appointed  by  the  city  judge  shall  be  a  court  stenographer  when 
required  as  herein  provided.  The  term  of  office  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  public  works  shall  be  one  year.  The  term  of  office 
of  the  city  clerk,  deputy  city  clerk,  city  attorney,  acting  city 
judge,  city  health  officer,  conmiissioner  of  public  charities,  ceme- 
tery sexton  and  assessors  shall  be  two  years  each.  The  term  of 
office  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  shall  be  four  years. 

§  13.  Salary  and  compensation  of  officers.  The  mayor,  alder- 
men, commissioners  of  health  and  public  safety,  commissioners  of 
public  works,  and  commissioners  of  civil  service  shall  not  receive 
any  compensation  for  their  services.  The  annual  salary  of  the 
city  judge  shall  be  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  of  the  city  treasurer, 
eight  hundred  dollars ;  of  the  city  clerk,  nine  hundred  dollars ;  of 
the  city  health  officer,  four  hundred  dollars,  notwithstand- 
ing the  provisions  of  any  special  or  general  act  to  the  con- 
trary ;  of  the  assessors,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  each ; 
of  the  city  attorney,  eight  hundred  dollars ;  of  the  superintendent 
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of  public  works,  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  of  the  city  court  stenog- 
rapher, four  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  actually  occupied  in 
reporting  trials;  of  the  city  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  two 
hundred  dollars;  of  the  cemetery  sexton,  three  hundred  dollars; 
of  the  deputy  city  clerk,  one  hundred  dollars ;  of  the  chief  of  police, 
the  assistant  chief  of  police  and  of  the  policemen  and  special 
policemen,  such  compensation  as  may  be  determined  by  the  pro- 
visions of  section  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  article  four  of 
title  seven  of  this  act  The  common  council  shall  have  the  power 
to  fix  and  change  the  salaries  of  all  officers  of  the  city,  including 
such  as  are  fixed  by  this  act,  except  such  as  are  otherwise  provided 
by  law,  and  except  as  provided  in  title  seven  of  this  act,  but  every 
such  salaiy,  except  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen, 
shall  be  fixed  by  resolution  at  least  four  months  before  the  bo- 
ginning  of  the  term  of  office  to  which  it  belongs,  and  shall  not  be 
increased  or  diminished  during  the  continuance  of  such  term  of 
office.  Every  resolution  fixing  or  changing  a  salary  shall  be  pub- 
lished, after  its  introduction  and  before  being  finally  acted  upon, 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  once  a  week  for  four  suc- 
cessive weeks.  The  common  council  shall  not  have  the  power  to 
provide  for  any  salary  or  compensation  whatsoever  for  any  oflicer 
who  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  is  required  to  serve  without  pay. 
The  commissioner  of  charities  shall  receive  no  compensation  for 
his  services  from  the  city,  but  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  relat- 
ing to  the  compensation  paid  to  overseers  of  the  poor  in  towns 
wherein  the  county  system  of  poor  is  established.  The  supervisors 
shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  their  services  as  super- 
visors of  the  towns  of  Ontario  county  are  entitled  to  receive  for 
like  services,  to  be  paid  in  like  manner.  The  acting  city  judge 
shall  be  paid  four  dollars  per  day  for  each  calendar  day  actually 
occupied  in  discharging  the  duties  of  city  judge,  claims  therefor 
to  be  presented  to  the  common  council  and  audited  as  provided  by 
this  act  Such  claims  shall,  however,  be  certified  in  writing  by 
the  city  judge  before  presentation  of  the  same  to  the  common 
council  for  audit.  No  other  appointive  officer  of  the  city  shall 
receive  from  the  city  any  compensation  for  his  services  unless 
provided  by  this  act  or  by  a  general  law. 

§  30.  General  powers  and  dnties  of  the  oity  treasurer.  The 
city  treasurer  shall  be  the  fiscal  officer  of  the  city  and  shall  per- 
form such  duties  incident  to  his  office  as  the  conmion  council  may 
require.     He  shall  keep  an  office  at  such  place  as  the  oommofn 
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council  shall  provide  and  designate,  which  shall  be  kept  open 
each  day  in  the  year,  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  from 
nine  thirty  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  three  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon. He  shall  keep  separate  accounts  of  the  different  funds  of 
the  city,  and  shall  not  pay  out  any  money  chargeable  to  any  fund 
in  excess  of  the  amount  standing  on  his  books  to  the  credit  of 
such  fund  and  shall  not  knowingly  pay  money  from  any  fund 
which  is  not  properly  chargeable  thereto.  The  city  treasurer 
shall,  before  the  first  meeting  of  the  common  council  in  each 
month,  file  with  the  city  clerk  a  report  showing  in  detail  the  total 
expenditures  and  receipts  of  city  moneys  during  the  next  pre- 
ceding calendar  month,  a  summary  statement  of  that  portion  of 
the  current  fiscal  year  expiring  with  the  last  day  of  such  preced- 
ing month,  and  the  balance  at  the  end  of  such  month  standing 
to  the  credit  of  each  of  the  city  funds.  Such  statement  shall  be 
in  such  form  as  shall  be  prescribed,  from  time  to  time,  by  the 
common  council.  An  abstract  of  such  report  shall  be  published 
at  least  once  semi-annually  in  the  newspapers  of  the  city  as 
designated  by  the  common  council.  Before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  the  city  treasurer  shall  execute  and  file  an 
official  bond  with  two  or  more  sureties,  or  of  some  solvent  surety 
company,  in  such  penal  sum  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  common 
council,  not  less,  however,  than  the  amount  of  money  estimated 
by  the  conunon  council  as  likely  to  be  received  and  held  by  him 
at  any  one  time  for  all  purposes  during  the  fiscal  year,  in  accord- 
ance with  section  fourteen  of  the  general  construction  law  and 
sections  eleven,  twelve  and  thirteen  of  the  public  officers  law;  and 
for  omission  so  to  do  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  and  lia- 
bilities prescribed  by  section  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty  of 
the  penal  law,  and  sections  thirteen,  fifteen  and  thirty  of  the 
public  officers  law.  Such  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  common 
council.  A  certificate  of  the  city  clerk  of  such  approval  shall 
be  endorsed  thereon  and  the  bond  so  endorsed  shall  be  filed  and 
recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  of  Ontario  in  the  same 
manner  as  tho  official  bond  of  town  collectors,  and  such  bond  shall 
be  a  lien  on  all  propertv  of  such  treasurer  and  of  each  of  such 
sureties  in  the  county  of  Ontario,  until  the  condition  of  such 
bond,  together  with  all  the  costs  and  charges  which  may  accrue 
upon  the  prosecution  thereof,  shall  be  fully  satisfied,  whereupon 
the  common  council  shall,  by  resolution,  declare  that  such  bond 
is  satisfied  and  a  copy  of  such  resolution  may  be  filed  and 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  said  county  clerk  and  shall  operate 
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to  discharge  the  same  and  the  lien  thereof  from  record.  A  true 
copy  of  such  bond  and  certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the  city  clerk's 
office.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  personally  to  receive 
all  state,  county,  city  and  local  taxes,  assessments  and  water  rents 
which  may  be  paid  at  such  office  and  to  retain  there  and  not  else- 
where, the  possession  of  the  warrants  and  assessment-rolls  which 
may  from  time  to  time  be  delivered  to  him  by  the  derk  of  the 
city.  He  shall  enter  daily  in  suitable  books  all  sums  of  money 
received  by  him  for  taxes  or  otherwise,  with  the  name  of  the  per^ 
son  or  corporation  on  whose  account  die  same  shall  be  paid,  and 
shall  at  the  expiration  of  eacK  month  exhibit  the  same  in  his 
office  to  the  mayor  and  finarce  committee  of  the  common  council 
for  inspection.  The  treasurer  shall  also  enter  in  a  column  in  the 
assessment-rolls  in  his  possession  opposite  the  names  of  the  per- 
sons who  shall  pay  their  taxes  or  assessments  the  fact  of  the  pay- 
ment, the  amount  thereof  and  the  date  when  paid.  He  shall  also 
keep  a  record  of  all  persons,  and  their  respective  addresses,  who 
may  pay  taxes  for  non-residents  of  said  city,  and  the  residences 
of  such  non-reeidents,  so  far  as  he  can  ascertain  the  same.  The 
treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  moneys,  securities,  obliga- 
tions and  other  evidences  of  debt  belonging  to  the  city.  He  shall 
annually,  during  the  month  of  December,  settle  with  the  common 
council,  and  as  much  oftener  as  it  may  require,  for  all  tax  rolls 
and  warrants  issued  to  him,  and  for  all  moneys  received  or  col- 
lected by  him  for  school  or  other  purposes  and  produce  the  proper 
vouchers  of  all  officers  for  all  moneys  paid  upon  the  warrants, 
drafts  or  orders  of  said  officers.  At  the  time  of  the  annual  settle- 
ment and  immediately  preceding  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
office,  or  within  such  time  after  the  annual  settlement  as  the 
common  council  may  fix,  he  shall  pay  to  his  successor  in  office 
all  such  moneys  remaining  in  his  hands,  and  deliver  to  such  suc- 
cessor in  office  all  assessment-rolls,  books,  papers,  securities  and 
property  belonging  to  said  city  or  pertaining  to  the  affairs  of 
the  city  in  connection  with  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  city 
treasurer  shall  make  such  arrangements  as  directed  by  the  com- 
mon council,  with  the  banks  or  trust  companies  in  which  the 
money  of  the  city  is  deposited  by  him,  for  the  payment  of  interest 
computed  as  provided  by  this  act. 

§  36.  Supervisors,  their  powers  and  duties.  The  supervisors 
of  the  city  of  Canandaigua  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  duties 
as  the  supervisors  of  the  towns  of  Ontario  county,  and  shall  be 
members  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Ontario. 
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They  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  and  fees  allowed  by  law 
in  the  same  manner  as  supervisors  of  towns.  The  supervisors 
elected,  appointed  or  qualified  under  this  act  shall  be  recognized 
by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Ontario  county  and  be  allowed  to 
take  their  seats  as  members  of  said  board  and  participate  in  all 
deliberations  and  proceedings  of  said  board  during  their  term 
of  office.  Other  than  as  provided  by  this  act,  their  term  of  office 
shall  begin  the  first  day  of  January  next  after  their  election. 
They  shall  also  discharge  all  other  duties  imposed  upon  them  by 
this  act.  Each  of  the  districts  of  the  city  from  which  a  super- 
visor is  elected  shall  be  regarded  as  a  town  of  Ontario  county 
for  the  purposes  specified  in  article  sixteen  of  the  judiciary 
law,  respecting  the  selection,  drawing  and  procuring  the  attend- 
ance of  trial  jurors.  The  supervisor  of  the  first  and  fourth  wards 
together,  and  the  supervisors  from  the  second  and  third  wards 
together,  each  supervisor  acting  only  for  the  wards  in  which  he 
was  elected,  and  the  city  clerk  and  assessors  of  said  city,  shall  per- 
form for  said  wards,  respectively,  the  duties  prescribed  in  said 
article.  A  duplicate  of  each  list  of  jurors  selected  by  them 
respectively  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  city, 
which  shall  be  deemed  a  town  clerk's  office  for  that  purpose.  The 
supervisors  and  the  clerk  and  assessors  of  said  city  shall  meet  in 
the  clerk's  office  at  the  time  provided  by  law,  and  proceed  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  said  article  and  by  this 
act ;  and  the  list  made  by  them  shall  constitute  the  list  of  persons 
to  serve  as  trial  jurors  for  the  ensuing  three  years.  The  super- 
visors elected  under  this  act  and  the  clerk  and  assessors  of  said  city 
shall  meet  every  third  year  thereafter  for  the  same  purpose  and 
make  and  file  lists  so  required  of  them.  The  clerk  shall  furnish 
to  the  city  judge  certified  copies  of  all  such  lists  and  from  the 
names  of  all  such  jurors  in  the  city  shall  be  drawn  the  trial  jurors 
in  actions  and  proceedings  in  the  city  court,  and  before  the  city 
judge. 

§  51.  Penalties  for  violation  of  ordinances.  In  any  and  all 
ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  ordained  or  adopted  by  the  com- 
mon council,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  said  council 
may  prescribe  and  impose  for  every  violation  thereof  a  penalty 
of  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  of  Ontario  county 
until  such  fine  be  paid,  not  exceeding  one  day  for  each  dollar  of 
the  fine  imposed,  or  may  declare  OKgry  violation  thereof  a  misde- 
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meanoT  punishable  according  to  law.  The  common  council  shall 
have  power  by  ordinance  or  resolution  whenever  it  shall  determine 
that  public  safety  and  protection  against  fire  so  requires,  to  com- 
pel the  removal  and  regulate  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  all 
telegraph,  telephone  or  electric  light  wires  or  cables,  or  other  ap- 
pliances for  conducting  electricity,  and  the  poles  connected  there- 
with in  any  place  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Can- 
andaigua.  For  violation  of  such  ordinance  or  resolution  made 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  conmaon  council  may 
prescribe  penalties  and  fines  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred 
fifty  dollars  and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  of  Ontario 
county  not  exceeding  one  hundred  days ;  and  that  such  penalties, 
fines  and  imprisonments  may  be  again  imposed  in  case  of  con- 
tinuing the  building  and  repairing  in  such  ordinance  or  resolution 
prohibited.  And  the  common  council  shall  also  have  the  power  to 
pass  such  ordinances  for  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  fire 
department  as  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety  may  request. 
The  common  council  shall  also  have  power  to  enforce  and  enact 
ordinances  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  prevention,  summary 
abatement,  or  removal  of  nuisances  therein,  or  for  the  establish- 
ment, or  preservation  of  good  government  and  order,  or  the  se- 
curity of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city,  or  for  the  suppression  of  vice. 

§  56.  Prohibitions.  No  member  or  committee  of  the  common 
council  shall  have  power  to  employ  any  person,  incur  any  expense, 
or  purchase  any  materials  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  city  or  any  of 
its  officers,  members  or  departments,  except  as  expressly  provided 
for  in  this  act.  The  council  shall  not  audit  or  allow  any  claim 
against  the  city  unless  the  same  is  presented  in  the  form  and 
manner  prescribed  by  this  act.  The  common  council  shall  not 
have  the  power  to  provide  for  any  salary  or  compensation  whatso- 
ever for  any  ofiicer,  who,  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  is  required  to 
serve  without  pay.  No  appropriation  of  money  shall  be  made  for 
any  purpose  except  by  an  ordinance  or  resolution  passed  by  two- 
thirds  affirmative  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  common  council 
specifying  by  items  the  amount  thereof  and  the  department  or  spe- 
cific purpose  for  which  the  appropriation  is  made. 

§  58.  Depositories  of  city  funds.  The  common  council  must 
ai  its  first  meeting  in  January  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  prac- 
ticable, designate  one  or  more  national  banks  or  trust  companies 
»vithin  this  state,  as  the  depository  or  depositories  of  all  moneys 
received  by  the  city  treasurer,  and  shall  agree  with  such  bank. 
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banks,  or  trust  companies,  upon  a  rate  of  interest  per  annum  to 
be  paid  on  moneys  so  deposited,  but  on  sinking  funds  provided 
for  the  retirement  of  bonds,  and  on  any  other  funds,  none  of 
which  are  to  be  expended  during  any  one  year,  the  rate  of  in- 
terest shall  not  be  less  than  two  per  centum.  Each  depository  bo 
designated  shall  for  the  benefit  and  security  of  the  city,  before 
receiving  any  such  deposits,  execute  to  the  city  a  good  and  suflB- 
cient  bond  or  undertaking  with  two  or  more  sureties,  or  a  surety 
company,  to  be  approved  by  the  common  council.  Such  bond 
or  undertaking  shall  be  conditioned  for  the  safe  keeping  and 
payment  on  the  lawful  order  of  the  city,  of  all  such  deposits  and 
the  agreed  interest  thereon,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city 
clerk  to  file  and  record  such  bond  or  undertaking  in  the  office  of 
the  county  clerk  of  Ontario  county.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
city  treasurer  to  deposit  all  funds  belonging  to  the  city  that  may 
come  into  his  hands  in  such  depository  or  depositories  pursuant 
to  the  direction  of  the  common  council,  and  his  failure  so  to  do 
shall  be  a  misdemeanor. 

§  64.  Presentation  of  claims  and  payment  by  vouoher  check. 
Excepting  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  upon  the  auditing  of 
claims  against  the  city  by  the  conmion  council,  a  warrant  for  the 
amount  tiiereof  shall  be  drawn  upon  the  treasurer,  to  be  signed  by 
the  mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  city  clerk,  and  shall  thereupon 
be  paid  by  the  treasurer.  There  shall  be  provided  on  such  war- 
rant a  proper  and  suitable  form  for  the  payment  thereof  by 
check  by  the  treasurer,  and  such  check  shall  in  no  case  be  de- 
tached from  such  warrant.  All  such  voucher-checks  shall  be 
filed  in  the  city  treasurer's  office  by  him  after  their  payment  and 
return  to  him  by  the  bank  against  which  they  were  drawn.  No 
account  or  claim  against  said  city  shall  be  paid  until  it  shall  have 
been  presented  to  the  common  council,  and  audited  and  allowed  by 
them;  and  when  any  such  account  or  claim  shall  be  so  audited, 
the  city  clerk  shall  endorse  thereon,  or  annex  thereto,  a  certificate 
subscribed  by  him,  of  said  auditing,  and  of  the  allowing  or  disal- 
lowing of  the  same,  in  which  the  sum  allowed,  if  any,  and  the 
charges  for  which  the  same  is  allowed,  shall  be  specified.  Such 
endorsement  or  certificate  shall  also  refer  to  the  resolution  of  the 
common  council  making  such  audit  and  shall  also  state  the  date 
of  the  meeting  at  which  such  resolution  was  passed. 

§  65.  Aeqnirements  for  presentation  of  claim.  Excepting  as 
hereinafter  provided,  no  such  account  or  claim  shall 
be  audited  or  allowed  by  the  common  council  unless  it  shall  be 
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made  out  in  items  and  shall  be  accompanied  with  an  affidavit  of 
the  person  claiming  to  have  performed  the  services,  or  made  the 
disbursements  therein  charged,  stating  tliat  the  several  items  of 
such  account  or  claim  are  correct;  that  the  services  therein 
charged  have  been  rendered;  that  the  disbursements  therein 
charged  have  been  made;  that  no  part  thereof  has  been  paid; 
and  that  such  claim  has  not  been  theretofore  presented  to  said 
common  council.  Such  affidavit  shall  be  endorsed  on,  or  an- 
nexed to  such  account  or  claim,  and  presented  and  preserved 
therewith.  Excepting,  however,  that  the. amounts  of  the  weekly 
pay-rolls  of  the  laborers  employed  by  the  city  may  be  paid  by 
the  city  treasurer  upon  the  presentation  to  him  of  a  voucher  with 
an  affidavit  of  the  superintendent  of  public  works,  or  other  official 
having  immediate  charge  of  such  laborers,  stating  in  each 
instance  the  name  of  each  laborer  to  whom  it  is  payable;  the 
amount  payable  to  each ;  the  total  amount  payable  to  all,  and  for 
what  purpose  and  from  what  fund  it  is  to  be  paid,  which  voucher 
shall  be  subject  to  correction  and  certification  by  the  board  of 
commissioners  having  charge  of  the  city  department  under  which 
such  labor  was  performed,  and  also  correction  and  audit  by  the 
common  council,  at  the  first  appropriate  meeting  of  each  respec- 
tive board  aforesaid  after  the  presentation  of  the  said  laborers' 
pay-rolls  to  the  treasurer.  In  case  either  or  both  of  said  boards 
shall  discover  any  error  in  the  voucher  so  presented  in  proof  of 
any  of  said  laborers'  pay-rolls,  such  error  shall  be  corrected  by 
the  addition  or  deduction  to  or  from  the  next  succeeding  laborers' 
pay-rolls,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  amount  necessary  to  correct 
such  error.  No  city  officer  receiving  a  fixed  salary  shall  be  re- 
quired to  present  a  claim  of  such  salary  accompanied  by  an 
affidavit  as  by  this  section  provided.  But,  the  common  council 
shall  audit  all  salary  accounts  upon  certification  lo  them  by  the 
secretary  of  the  civil  service  commission  of  the  city  that  such 
salaries  are  due  and  payable  to  the  persons  therein  named.  The 
mayor,  or  other  officer  then  presiding,  when  such  account  or  claim 
shall  be  presented  to  the  common  council,  may  administer  the 
oath  required  by  this  section;  and  the  common  council  may 
examine  the  claimant  on  oath  as  to  any  items  embraced  in  such 
account  or  claim. 

§  69.  Treasurer  not  to  pay  except  on  warrant,  et  cetera. 
Except  as  hereinbefore  otherwise  provided,  no  payment 
shall  be  made  by  the  city  treasurer  from  any  money  belonging  to 
said  city  except  upon  the  warrant  as  hereinbefore  provided,  en- 
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dorsed  on,  or  annexed  to,  the  account  or  the  claim  together  with 
attached  carbon  copy  as  provided  by  section  seventy,  of  this  act,  for 
which  it  shall  be  drawn,  and  specifying  the  fund  from  which  it  is 
payable;  and  when  such  warrant  shall  be  paid,  the  city  treasurer 
shall  file  and  keep  the  same  together  with  the  papers  presented  to 
him  therewith,  as  required  by  this  act. 

§  73.  City  departments  in  charge  of  the  board.  The  board  of 
of  public  works  shall  take  charge  and  subject  to  the  limitations 
herein  contained  and  the  approval  of  the  common  council,  have 
the  management  and  control  of  the  following  departments  of  the 
city  government,  and  of  the  property  belonging  thereto, 

1.  Streets,  alleys,  lanes  and  sidewalks. 

2.  Sewers  and  drains. 

3.  Creeks,  ditches  and  bridges. 

4.  Street  and  other  lighting. 

5.  Parks,  cemeteries. 

6.  Water  works,  reservoirs,  pipes  and  hydrants. 

7.  Public  buildings  and  property. 

8.  Such  other  departments  as  may  be  assigned  to  the  board 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  78.  Water  rates;  powers  and  duties  as  water  commiBsioners. 
All  the  powers  and  duties  now  vested  in  or  imposed  upon  the 
water  commissioners  of  the  village  of  Canandaigua,  under  and 
by  virtue  of  any  general  or  special  statute  of  the  state,  shall  vest 
in  and  devolve  upon  the  common  council,  and  the  common  council 
may  delegate  to  the  board  of  public  works  such  powers  and  duties 
as  they  shall  determine. 

All  moneys  that  might  otherwise  come  into  the  hands  of  said 
water  commissioners  by  virtue  of  the  statute  or  statutes  authoriz- 
ing or  directing  the  creation  of  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of 
the  principal  or  interest  on  the  water  bonds  of  the  village  of  Canan- 
daigua, shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Canan- 
daigua to  be  by  him  from  time  to  time  invested  in  interest  bearing 
securities  under  the  direction  of  the  common  council.  The  office 
of  water  commissioners  and  the  board  of  water  commissioners  is 
hereby  abolished  and  the  term  of  office  of  each  of  said  water  com- 
missioners shall  expire  on  the  date  when  this  act  takes  effect 
Within  ten  days  thereafter  they  shall  account  for  and  turn  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua  all  moneys,  evidences 
of  debt,  securities  and  other  property  in  their  hands. 

The  inoome  derived  from  payments  for  water  used  shall,  so  far 
M  neeeasaiy,  be  applied  to  the  oost  of  maintaining^  operating  and 
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extending  the  system  of  water  works  and  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  falling  due  on  the  water  bonds  now  outstanding 
or  hereafter  issued.  The  common  council  may  by  resolution  pro- 
vide for  a  sinking  fund  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  any  water  bonds 
issued  as  provided  by  section  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  this 
charter  and  in  such  case  shall  determine  what  amount  of  the  in- 
come from  the  water  works  shall  be  paid  annually  into  such  sink- 
ing fund.  Any  surplus  remaining  to  the  water  works  income  after 
the  payment  of  the  cost  of  maintenance,  operation  and  extension, 
and  the  payment  of  all  interest  and  sums  due  yearly  on  the  prin- 
cipal of  any  outstanding  bonds,  and  the  payment  of  the  required 
amount  into  the  sinking  fund,  if  one  shall  be  created  as  herein  pro- 
vided, may  be  applied  toward  the  payment  of  such  general  expenses 
of  the  city  as  the  council  may  determine,  and  for  such  purposes 
shall  thereupon  be  transferred  to  the  proper  fund  or  funds.  The 
city  treasurer  under  the  direction  of  the  common  council  may  make 
investments  in  behalf  of  any  sinking  fund  authorized  by  the  com- 
mon council  in  any  security  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  state  for 
the  investment  of  moneys  deposited  in  savings  banks  and  also  in 
the  bonds,  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  other  obligations  lawfully 
authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  city  of  Canandaigua,  which  last 
named  bonds,  certificates  and  obligations  the  common  council  may 
purchase  at  prices  not  exceeding  their  par  value,  but  if  any  of  the 
bonds  so  purchased  shall  be  water  bonds  of  said  city,  said  bonds 
may  be  purchased  above  par,  and  shall  be  immediately  cancelled. 

The  water  rates  paid  by  the  consumers  of  water  in  the  village  of 
Canandaigua  when  this  act  takes  effect  shall  be  the  schedule  of 
water  rates  until  changed  or  modified  as  provided  in  this  act.  The 
board  of  public  works  shall  as  soon  as  practicable  after  this  act 
takes  effect,  and  not  later  than  its  first  meeting  in  January,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  fourteen,  and  at  such  other  times  as  is  deemed 
advisable,  prepare  a  schedule  of  water  rates  to  be  paid  by  the  con- 
sumers of  water,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  common  council  for 
its  approval,  and  if  approved,  the  same  shall  be  the  water  rates  to 
be  paid  by  all  consumers  of  water. 

All  water  bills  shall  be  due  and  payable  quarterly  at  the  ofiice  of 
the  city  treasurer  and  the  board  of  public  works  shall  notify  all 
water  consumers  when  such  bills  are  payable  by  publishing  a  no- 
tice to  that  effect  in  the  official  newspapers,  and  by  such  further 
means  as  said  board  may  determine,  in  case  they  deem  the  publi- 
cation of  such  notice  insufficient.  At  the  time  of  publishing  such 
notice  said  board  shall  deliver  to  the  city  treasurer  a  statement  con- 
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taining  the  names  of  all  water  consumers  together  with  the  amount 
of  water  used  by  each  of  such  persons  as  shown  by  the  meter  read- 
ing, and  the  amount  of  water  rent  due  on  account  thereof.  If  any 
water  consumer  is  chargeable  with  water  rents  upon  more  than  one 
meter,  the  reading  of  each  meter  and  the  water  rent  due  thereon 
shall  be  separately  shown  on  such  statement  The  said  board  shall 
also  provide  rules,  regulations  and  penalties  for  the  collection 
thereof  by  the  city  treasurer  and  may  therein  provide  that  if  water 
bills  are  not  paid  within  a  certain  time,  therein  specified,  after 
such  bills  become  due,  the  water  supply  may  be  cut  off  from  all 
places  where  such  bills  have  arisen. 

§  79.  Water  meters.  Within  two  months  after  this  act  takes 
effect,  the  board  of  public  works  shall  cause  a  written  inventory  of 
all  machinery,  tools,  appliances,  materials  and  water  meters  used 
in  connection  with  the  water  works  system  of  the  city  of  Canan- 
daigua  to  be  made  in  duplicate,  one  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
city  treasurer  and  one  in  the .  office  of  the  city  clerk. 
The  said  board  shall  cause  a  receipt  to  be  signed  in 
duplicate  by  all  persons,  associations  and  corporations  now 
in  possession  of  a  meter  or  meters,  and  shall  require  a  receipt 
to  be  signed  in  duplicate  by  all  persons,  associations  and  corpora- 
tions who  or  which  shall  have  installed  by  said  board  a  meter  or 
meters  and  such  receipts  shall  be  filed  one  in  the  office  of  the  said 
city  treasurer  and  one  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk.  The  said 
board  shall  cause  at  the  time  of  making  such  inventory  all  water 
meters  to  be  read  and  the  readings  thereof  to  be  recorded  in  du- 
plicate and  filed,  one  in  the  office  of  the  city  treasurer  and  one  in 
the  office  of  the  city  clerk.  The  said  board  shall  oause  readings  of 
all  meters  in  use  to  be  made  and  such  readings  to  be  recorded  in  du- 
plicate quarterly,  one  of  said  duplicates  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  said  city  treasurer  and  one  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 

§  90.  Assessment  on  lands  benefited  by  certain  improvements. 
Excepting  as  hereinafter  provided  in  this  section,  when- 
ever any  improvement  or  any  portion  thereof  in  any  of  the 
departments  within  the  power  and  under  the  control  of  the  board, 
or  of  any  board  of  which  this  board  is  the  successor,  shall  have 
been  completed  or  partially  completed,  or  when  any  section  thereof 
deemed  sufficient  for  assessment  purposes  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted, and  it  shall  appear  to  the  board  that  real  property  in  the 
locality,  whether  immediately  adjacent  or  more  remote,  is  espe- 
cially benefited  thereby,  the  board  shall  thereupon  determine  what 
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portion,  if  any,  of  the  expense  of  such  improvements,  including 
the  damages,  award  or  costs  of  acquiring  lands  and  rights,  not 
exceeding  in  its  judgment  the  amount  of  the  benefit,  shall  be 
assessed  upon  the  property  benefited  thereby,  and  what  portion,  if 
any,  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  at  large;  determine  the  area,  dis- 
trict or  territory  benefited,  and  forthwith  assess  in  proportion 
aa  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  benefits,  the  expense  and  damage  that 
are  to  be  paid  by  local  assessment  upon  the  lots  and  parcels  of  lands 
to  be  benefited  thereby,  to  the  several  owners  or  occupants  thereof 
when  known,  and  when  unknown  to  the  "  unknown  owner  "  of  any 
such  lots  or  parcels  of  land  to  be  benefited  thereby,  describing  the 
same^  and  shall  make  a  written  statement  of  such  assessment  ajid 
file  with  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  give  public  notice  in  the  news- 
papers designated  for  that  purpose  by  the  common  council  that  the 
same  has  been  left  with  him,  and  that  the  common  council  will 
on  a  certain  day  therein  specified,  which  shall  be  at  least  ten  days 
after  the  first  day  of  the  publication  of  such  notice,  proceed  to  con- 
Grm  such  assessments.    Before  the  day  specified  said  notice  shall 
be  published  at  least  three  limes  in  said  newspapers.     At  the 
time  so  specified  any  person  interested  may  appear  before  the 
common  council  and  apply  to  have  any  such  assessment  altered  or 
corrected  as  justice  shall  require.    The  common  council  may  there- 
upon alter,  correct  or  confirm  such  assessments  without  further 
uotice,  and  when  so  altered,  corrected  or  confirmed  the  amount 
of  each  assessment  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  property  upon 
which  it  is  assessed.    The  conmion  council  may  prescribe  and  pro- 
portion deferred  payments,  make  such  regulations  therefor  as  may 
be  deemed  advisable  and  provide  for  adding  to  the  deferred  pay- 
ments the  same  percentages,  fees  and  expense  as  in  this  act  pro- 
vided in  the  assessment,  levy  and  collection  of  the  city  tax.    The 
provisions  of  this  section,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable, 
shall  apply  to  the  sprinkling  of  any  street  or  streets  of  the  city 
and  to  the  apportionment  of  the  cost  thereof,  the  assessment  and 
collection  of  the  same.     The  board  of  public  works  may,  upon  its 
own  motion,  order  the  sprinkling  of  any  street  or  section  thereof, 
excepting  that  if  a  protest  against  sprinkling,  in  writing,  signed 
by  the  owners  of  more  than  one-half  of  the  frontage  upon  any  street 
or  section  thereof  be  filed  with  the  board  of  public  works,  it  shall 
not  order  the  proposed  sprinkling  of  such  street  or  section  thereof, 
nor  continue  any  sprinkling  of  the  same,  nor  shall  said  board 
conaider  the  same  again  during  that  season,  but  the  owners  of  a 
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majority  of  the  frontage  of  a  smaller  section  of  the  same  street, 
not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length,  or  the  owners 
of  a  majority  of  the  frontage  of  any  street,  may  file  with  such 
hoard  a  written  request  that  such  section  or  street  be  sprinkled  at 
the  expense  of  the  owners  of  the  real  property  fronting  on  such 
section  or  street,  and  in  that  case  said  board  shall  order  the  sprink- 
ling as  therein  requested.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  im- 
provements in  the  water  works  system,  parks,  cemeteries,  or  public 
buildings.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  trunk  sewers  which 
shall  be  built  and  paid  for  as  provided  by  section  one  hundred  and 
two  of  this  charter. 

§  96.  Paving,  et  cetera.  If  the  board  of  public  works  shall  de- 
cide on  its  own  motion  that  any  street  or  section  thereof,  ought  to 
be  paved,  macadamized  or  graded,  or  if  the  owners  of  more  than 
one-half  of  the  lineal  feet  frontage  of  the  real  estate  abutting  on 
such  street,  or  such  section  thereof,  exclusive  of  any  portion  thereof 
owned  by  the  city,  shall  file  a  written  petition  with  such  board 
requesting  that  such  street,  or  section  thereof,  be  paved,  m:;- 
cadamized  or  graded,  such  petition  stating  after  the  name  of  each 
petitioner,  the  number  of  lineal  feet  frontage  of  real  estate  owned 
by  him  or  her  on  such  street,  or  section  thereof,  the  board  of 
public  works  shall  thereupon  submit  to  the  common  council  a 
written  statement,  describing  the  street  or  section  thereof  to  be 
paved,  macadamized  or  graded,  the  terms  and  conditions  under 
which  the  work  could  be  done  most  advantageously  to  the  city  and 
the  maximum  cost  thereof.  If  a  petition  has  been  filed  with  the 
board  of  public  works  as  herein  provided  such  petition  shall  be 
attached  to  such  statement  to  the  common  council  and  shall  also 
contain  the  names  of  all  the  owners  of  land  adjacent  or  contiguous 
to  the  street  or  section  thereof  proposed  to  be  paved  or  macadam- 
ized, or  graded,  or  both ;  the  name  of  every  railway  operated  on 
such  street  or  such  section  thereof,  and  the  number  of  lineal  feet 
front  of  real  estate  adjacent  and  contiguous  to  said  street  or  such 
section  thereof.  The  common  council  shall  thereupon,  at  its  next 
regular  meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose, 
have  a  public  hearing  thereon.  It  shall  cause  notice  of  such  public 
meeting  and  the  purpose  thereof  to  be  published  once  each  week  for 
two  successive  weeks  in  the  newspapers,  as  provided  in  section  sixty 
of  title  four  of  this  act,  prior  to  such  public  meeting.  At  such 
public  meeting  the  same  shall  be  discussed  and  considered.  If  be- 
fore such  a  meeting  a  written  protest  against  such  improvement  is 
signed  by  the  owners  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  lineal  feet  front- 
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age  of  real  estate  upon  such  street  or  section  thereof,  and  acknowl- 
edged as  dee4s  of  real  estate  are  required  to  be  acknowledged, 
and  is  filed  with  the  mayor  of  the  city,  the  common  council 
shall  not  order  the  proposed  improvement  nor  shall  it  again  con- 
sider the  same  within  a  year.  But,  in  that  case,  the  owners  of  a 
majority  of  the  lineal  feet  frontage  of  real  estate  on  a  smaller  sec- 
tion of  the  same  street,  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  feet,  may  file 
with  the  mayor  a  petition  therefor,  in  which  case  the  common 
council  may  order  the  improvement  as  therein  requested.  The 
proposition  in  order  to  be  carried,  must  receive  the  aflSrmative 
votes  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  common  council.  No 
such  work  shall  be  done  by  the  board  of  public?  works  without  such 
vote  in  favor  thereof.  This  section  shall  also  apply  to  all 
repaving,  remacadamizing  or  reading.  The  common  council 
may  upon  its  own  motion  determine  that  a  public  hearing  as  herein 
provided  shall  be  given  upon  the  question  of  paving,  macadamizing 
or  grading  any  street,  or  section  thereof,  and  the  action  thereafter 
taken  relative  to  such  proposition  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  section  applicable  thereto.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
are  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  board  of  public  works  and  the 
common  council  with  powers  additional  to  those  prescribed  in 
section  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  of  title  six  of  the  city  charter 
relative  to  paving.  And,  subject  to  the  limitations  named  in  sec- 
tion one  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  title  eight  of  said  charter,  the 
oommon  council  may  issue  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of 
the  city  without  submitting  the  question  to  a  vote  of  the  taxpayers 
at  a  special  election,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  that  portion  of  the 
cost  of  any  improvement  mentioned  in  this  section  which  is  a 
charge  upon  the  city  at  large  as  provided  by  section  ninety-one  of 
title  six  of  the  city  charter. 

§  102.  Sewers,  tnmk  and  lateral;  how  constructed,  extended  and 
paid  for.  Whenever  the  board  of  public  works,  or  common 
council,  shall  recommend  the  building  or  extension  of  any  trunk 
sewer  within  the  city,  the  board  of  public  works  shall  re- 
quire the  superintendent  of  public  works  to  cause  plans  of  the 
construction  and  estimates  of  the  cost  thereof  to  be  prepared, 
which  plans  and  estimates  shall  remain  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
board.  If  the  common  council  shall  approve  the  same,  it  shall 
then  publish  a  notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  the  city  once 
a  week  for  two  weeks  stating  the  time  when  it  will  hear  all  per- 
sons interested  in  the  construction  of  the  sewer,  and  such  notice 
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shall  contain  a  brief  description  of  the  character,  location  and 
extent  of  the  proposed  improvement.     After  such  hearing  the 
common  council  shall  determine  whether  the  contemplated  sewer 
shall  be  constructed ;  and  in  case  it  shall  determine  that  the  same 
shall  be  constructed,  it  shall  record  an  order  to  that  effect  in  its 
minutes  and  shall  immediately  thereafter  transmit  to  the  board 
of  public  works  copies  of  such  order.     The  board  of  public  works 
shall  cause  such  improvement  to  be  made  and  any  expenses  in- 
curred in  the  construction  or  extension  of  any  such  sewer  shall  be 
a  charge  upon  the  city.    The  amount  of  any  expense  so  incurred 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  sewer  fund,  and  if  there  shall  not  be  suf- 
ficient money  in  said  fund  for  that  purpose  and  to  meet  necessary 
sewer  expenses  until  taxes  for  the  next  year  are  paid  in,  the  board 
of  public  works  shall  report  the  deficiency  to  the  common  council. 
The  common  council  shall  thereupon  borrow  the  necessary  amount 
and  pay  it  into  the  sewer  fund  and  include  it  in  the  next  tax  levy, 
and  the  amount  so  borrowed  shall  be  repaid  within  one  year  from 
the  proceeds  of  such  tax.     But  the  common  council  may,  in  its 
discretion,  instead  of  including  the  amount  so  borrowed  in  the 
next  tax  levy,  issue  bonds  for  the  amounts  so  borrowed,  or  any 
part  thereof,  in  such  amounts  and  for  such  time  as  it  shall  deem 
advisable.    Any  bonds  however,  so  issued,  shall  not  be  sold  for  a 
sum  less  than  the  par  value  thereof  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum.     Said  bonds  shall 
be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  common  council  of  said  city 
and  the  same  procedure  shall  be  had  with  respect  to  such  sales, 
as  near  as  may  be,  as  on  the  sale  of  bonds  issued  on  account  of 
street  improvements  under  this  act.     All  moneys  realized  from 
the  sale  of  such  sewer  bonds  shall  be  paid  into  the  sewer  fund 
and  paid  out  only  for  the  purpose  for  which  the  expenditure  was 
authorized.     The  owners  of  two-thirds  of  the  entire  frontage  of 
the  portion  of  a  street  or  streets  in  which  a  lateral  sewer  is  desired 
may  present  to  the  board  of  public  works  a  petition  for  the  con- 
struction of  such  lateral  sewer,  stating  therein  the  lineal  feet  front- 
age of  real  estate  owned  by  each  petitioner  on  such  street,  or  sec- 
tion thereof.     The  board  shall  cause  a  notice  of  at  least  ten  days 
to  be  given  to  each  person  owning  land  fronting  on  such  portion  of 
such  street,  or  streets,  of  a  time  and  place  where  it  will  meet  and 
hear  persons  interested  in  the  construction  of  such  sewer. 

After  such  hearing  the  board  may  grant  or  reject  the  petition 
in  whole  or  in  part.     If  the  board  shall  grant  the  petition  in 
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whole  or  in  part^  it  shall,  upon  approval  by  the  common  oouncil^ 
construct  such  sewer  and  assess  the  entire  expense  thereof  upon 
the  property  benefited  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  ninety 
of  this  charter. 

§  116.  City  departments  in  chai^  of  the  board  of  health  and 
public  safety.  The  board  of  health  and  public  safety  shall  take 
charge  and  have  control,  subject  to  the  approval  and  direction  of 
the  common  council,  and  also  subject  to  any  limitations  herein 
contained,  of  the  following  departments  of  city  government: 

1.  The  health  department 

2.  The  fire  department 

8.  The  police  department 

§  135.  Control  of  fire  department.  The  chief  engineer  and 
his  assistant  engineers  shall  have  the  immediate  control  of  the 
fire  department  and  apparatus,  subject  to  the  regulations  and 
requirements  of  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  chief  engineer,  and  in  his  absence  or  inability,  of 
the  first  assistant  engineer,  and  in  his  absence  or  inability,  of  the 
second  assistant  engineer,  to  be  present  at  fires  within  said  city; 
to  take  comimand  of  the  fire  companies  and  have  general  control  of 
the  apparatus  for  extinguishing  and  preventing  fires ;  and  to  per- 
form such  other  duties  and  exercise  such  other  powers  as  the  com- 
mon council  or  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety  in  the  by-laws 
or  ordinances  may  require  or  confer. 

§  136.  Suspension  of  officers  or  members.  The  mayor  of  the 
city  or  any  member  of  the  board  of  health  and  public 
safety,  at  any  time,  upon  charges  being  preferred,  or 
upon  finding  any  oflScer  or  member  of  the  fire  department  guilty 
of  misconduct,  may  suspend  such  oflScer  or  member  from  service 
until  the  conmion  council  shall  convene  and  take  action  in  the 
matter;  but  no  such  officer  or  member  shall  remain  so  suspended 
for  a  period  longer  than  thirty  days  without  an  opportunity  of 
being  heard  in  his  defense.  After  such  hearing  the  common  coun- 
cil may,  by  a  majority  vote,  restore  or  remove  such  officer  or 
member. 

§  140.  Number  of  members  to  a  company;  fire  department  to 
be  body  corporate  and  politic  and  may  purchase  and  hold  real 
estate.  All  persons  who  now  are  or  who  hereafter  shall  become 
members  of  hose,  hook  and  ladder,  engine,  or  protective  police  com- 
panies, not  exceeding  fifty  members  to  each  hose  company,  and 
fifty  members  to  each  hook  and  ladder,  engine  or  protective  police 
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company  of  said  city,  after  being  duly  elected  by  their  respective 
companies,  approved  by  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety  and 
confirmed  by  the  common  council  of  said  city,  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  name  and  style  of  "  The  Fire 
Department  of  Canandaigua,"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their 
successors  shall  and  may  have  perpetual  succession  and  shall  be 
persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued  in  all  courts  and 
in  all  actions  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and 
that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal  and  may 
change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure,  and  also  that  they  and 
their  successors  by  the  name  of  **  The  Fire  Department  of  Canan- 
daigua,"  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  con- 
veying any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  said  corporation, 
provided  the  amount  of  real  and  personal  estate  so  held  shall  not 
exceed  at  any  time  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

§  141.  Companies  to  elect  delegates;  chief  engineer  and  assist- 
ants to  be  recommended.  The  several  hose,  hook  and  ladder,  engine 
and  protective  police  companies,  constituting  this  corporation  shall, 
at  their  regular  meeting  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April 
in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  three  delegates  from  each  of  their 
respective  companies  to  meet  in  convention  at  the  de- 
partment rooms  of  the  department  on  the  Thursday  following,  at 
eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  after  choosing  one  of  their  mem- 
bers as  chairman,  and  another  as  secretary,  shall  elect  separately, 
by  ballot,  suitable  persons,  electors  of  such  city,  for  chief  engineer, 
first  and  second  assistant  engineers  and  the  individuals  receiving 
the  majority  of  votes  for  those  offices  shall  be  recommended  to  the 
common  council  of  said  city  for  their  appointment. 

§  143.   Chief  engineer;  powers  and  duties.    The  chief  engineer, 

and  in  his  absence  his  assistants  in  their  order,  shall  issue  through 

the  secretary,  upon  application,  a  certificate  of  the  time  of  service 

of  any  member  of  the  department,  provided  such  time  shall  have 

been  certified  by  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety,  and  granted 

by  the  council ;  and  shall  have  and  perform  such  other  powers  and 

duties  as  are  prescribed  by  section  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  of 

this  charter.

§  145.  Constitution  and  by-Iawf  of  each  company.  Each  hose, 
hook  and  ladder,  engine,  and  protective  police  company  may 
adopt  a  constitution  and  by-laws,  for  the  government  and  regula- 
tion of  its  own  affairs,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of 
health  and  public  safety,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this 
state,  or  the  ordinances  of  the  city.  And  when  so  adopted 
and  approved,  such  constitution  and  by-laws  shall  be  valid  and 
enforceable  against  any  member  or  ofiicer  of  the  company  as  to 
all  discipline,  regulations,  fines,  penalties  or  forfeitures  therein 
provided. 

§  4.  Sections  one  hundred  and  fifty-six,  one  hundred  sixty-five  fjl 
and  one  hundred  eighty-five  of  such  charter  are  hereby  amended 
lo  read  as  follows : 

§  156.  Chief  of  police;  assistant  chief  of  police;  vacancies,  how 
filled.  One  of  such  policemen  shall  be  designated  by  the  board  of 
health  and  public  safety  as  "  chief  of  police,"  who  shall  wear  a  uni- 
form and  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  or 
by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  common  council  of 
the  city  and  of  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety.  And 
the  board  of  health  and  public  safety  shall  designate  another  of 
said  policemen,  assistant  chief  of  police  who  shall  perform  the  same 
duties  as  the  "  chief  of  police  "  as  herein  provided.  In  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  said  police  force  from  any  cause,  the  said  board  of 
health  and  public  safety  shall  appoint  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  they 
shall  remove  any  of  said  policemen  upon  being  convinced  of  their 
incompetency,  or  their  being  guilty  of  illegal,  corrupt  or  other  im- 
proper conduct,  after  the  preferring  of  charges  and  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  thereon  having  been  granted. 

§  165.  Amount  of  annual  tax  levy.  Subject  to  the  limita- 
tions contained  in  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  title 
eight  of  this  charter,  the  common  council  must  annually  cause  to 
be  levied  and  raised  by  general  tax  upon  all  taxable  property,  real, 
personal  and  franchise,  in  the  city,  except  in  case  of  taxation  by 
districts  less  in  area  than  the  city  for  lighting,  water  supply,  sewer- 
age and  other  purposes  as  provided  by  law,  and  then  upon  all  the 
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taxable  property,  real,  personal  and  franchise,  in  the  proper  dis- 
trict, according  to  the  valuation  upon  the  assessment  roll  for  the 
current  year,  corrected  as  aforesaid,  for  the  following  purposes: 

1.  The  amount  of  taxes  certified  to  the  common  council  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  apportioned  to  the  city  for  state  and  county 
taxes. 

2.  The  payment  of  expenses  of  a  police  department  including 
the  salary  of  the  city  judge  and  the  salary  of  the  o£Scers  of  the 
said  department,  to  be  designated  the  "  Police  Fund." 

3.  For  paying  the  expense  of  paving  streets  and  curbing  gutters 
pursuant  to  this  act  and  for  repairing  and  keeping  in  order  the 
streets,  highways,  alleys,  cross-walks,  parks,  play  grounds,  and 
other  public  places,  lands  and  squares  of  the  city ;  for  cleaning 
snow  and  ice  from  the  walks;  for  defraying  the  salary  and  ex- 
penses of  the  superintendent  of  public  works,  his  assistants  and 
employees,  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  bridges  and  culverts 
and  other  expenses  relating  to  the  streets  and  highways  to  be 
designated  the  "  Highway  Fund." 

4.  A  simi  necessary  to  defray  the  payment  of  the  general  and 
contingent  expenses  of  the  city  at  large,  the  expenses  of  elections 
and  for  the  payment  of  all  salaries  and  wages  of  officers  and  serv- 
ants of  the  city,  and  other  sums  not  otherwise  provided  for,  which 
with  all  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  city  treasurer,  not  belong- 
ing to  any  other  fund  specified  by  this  act,  shall  be  kept  as  a  sepa- 
rate fund,  to  be  designated  the  "  Contingent  Fund." 

5.  For  defraying  the  expenses  of  repairing  and  keeping  in  order 
the  sewers  and  defraying  the  city's  share  of  the  cost  of  construct- 
ing sewers  and  for  the  services  of  engineers  employed  therefor  by 
the  city,  to  be  designated  the  "  Sewer  Fund." 

6.  A  sum  necessary  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment to  be  designated  the  ''  Fire  Fund." 

7.  A  sum  necessary  for  lighting  the  streets  and  public  buildings 
and  places  of  the  city  and  the  expenses  of  maintaining  all  necessary 
apparatus  and  fixtures  connected  therewith,  to  be  designated  the 
«  Lighting  Fund." 

8.  A  sum  necessary  to  meet  the  principal  and  interest  falling 
due  during  the  fiscal  year,  for  which  the  tax  is  levied  upon  the 
bonds  or  other  permanent  debt  of  the  city,  to  be  designated  the 
"  Public  Debt  Fund." 

9.  A  sum  necessary  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  board  of 
health  and  public  safety,  and  the  expenses  of  enforcing  the  public 
health  law  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  of  said  board  and 
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other  matters  within  said  board's  jurisdiction  as  provided  by  this 
act  to  be  designated  the  "  Public  Health  Fund." 

10.  Such  other  sums  as  shall  have  been  voted  at  a  regular  city 
election  or  a  special  city  election,  called  for  that  purpose,  and  also 
such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  all  indebtedness  remaining 
unpaid  on  all  judgments  against  the  city,  and  also  for  such  other 
sums  as  the  common  council  is  authorized  to  spend  for  the  pur- 
poses specified  in  this  act,  to  be  designated  as  the  ^^  Special  Fund." 

§  185.  Taxes  limited  to  one  per  centum  of  assessed  value.  The 
amount  of  tax  raised  in  any  year  for  all  the  expenses  provided  for 
in  this  act,  including  the  annual  installments  of  principal  and  in- 
terest due  on  any  bonds  l^ally  issued  by  the  city,  unless  the  pay- 
ment of  such  principal  and  interest  is  provided  for  by  a  sinking 
fund,  shall  not  exceed  one  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  of  the 
real,  franchise  and  personal  property,  not  including  the  assessed 
value  of  banks,  within  the  city  as  die  same  shall  appear  on  the 
assessment  roll  for  the  last  preceding  year,  exclusive,  however,  of 
the  taxes  certified  to  the  common  cotmcil  by  the  board  of  supervis- 
ors as  provided  herein  for  the  payment  of  state  and  county  taxes 
to  be  paid  by  the  city,  and  exclusive  also  of  assessments  made  for 
street  improvements,  sewers,  street  sprinkling  and  such  other  im- 
provements as  under  this  act  may  be  made  a  lien  on  the  property 
benefited  and  not  on  the  city  at  large. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Fulton,  generally. 

Became  a  law  May  12,  1915,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

Accepted  by  the  City. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Semite 
and  Aseembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twelve  of  chapter  sixty-three  of  the  laws  of  ij  i9«.

The  mayor,  aldermen,*  city 
judge,  city  chamberlain,  city  clerk,  commissioner  of  charities, 
city  physician,  each  city  assessor,  the  city  attorney  and  every 
other  city  officer  or  employee  who  is  not  expressly  required  by 
this  act  to  serve  without  compensation,  and  every  clerk,  em- 
ployee or  subordinate  in  the  service  of  any  city  department, 
commission,  board  or  officer,  shall  severally  receive  such  salary 
or  compensation  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may,  from  time  to 
time,  fix  and  determine,  excepting  clerks,  employees  or  sub- 
ordinates, if  any,  whose  salaries  or  compensation  are  expressly 
authorized  by  this  act  to  be  fixed,  without  limitation,  by  another 
board,  commission,  department  or  officer.  The  superintendent  of 
public  works  and  the  city  engineer  shall  receive  such  compensa- 
tion for  their  services  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  board  of  public^ 
works,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  aldermen.  The 
chief  of  police,  patrolmen,  special  policemen  and  other  members 
of  the  police  or  fire  departments  shall  severally  receive  such  salary 
or  compensation  as  may  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  board  of 
fire  and  police  commissioners,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board 
of  aldermen.  No  officer  or  employee  of  the  city,  and  no  derk, 
employee  or  subordinate  in  the  service  of  any  city  depaiisnent, 
board,  officer  or  commission,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
city  any  compensation  for  his  services  other  than  that  fixed  pur^ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.

from  the  monthly  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  clerk.

The 
clerk  shall  also  have  the  power  to  make,  sign  and  certify  all  r^ 
turns  on  appeal  taken  from  said  city  court,  either  civil  or  crimi- 
nal ;  and  shall  also  have  the  power  to  appear  before  any  court  of 
civil  or  criminal  jurisdiction  to  give  evidence  in  relation  to  the 
records  or  proceedings  of  said  city  court ;  and  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  issue  and  sign  summons  and  precepts  in  all  cases  of 
which  the  city  court  has  jurisdiction;  but  he  shall  not  issiie  or 
sign  any  warrants  or  order  of  arrest  in  a  civil  action,  or  any  war- 
rant of  attachment,  or  any  requisition  in  replevin,  or  any  warrant 
of  arrest  in  a  criminal  proceeding  or  matter.  The  said  clerk 
shall  transcribe  the  testimony  taken  in  all  actions  and  proceedings 
in  said  court  when  directed  by  the  judge,  or  when  an  appeal  is 
taken  therefrom  and  a  new  trial  is  not  demanded  in  the  appel- 
late court,  in  which  case  it  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  return 
on  appeal ;  and  he  shall  furnish  to  a  party  or  his  attorney,  a  type- 
written copy  of  any  testimony  or  proceedings  of  which  he  shall 
have  taken  notes  as  aWve  provided,  when  same  is  requested,  and 
such  person  diall  pay  a  fee  of  three  cents  per  folio  for  each  copy 
thereof;  and  he  shall  also  keep  in  the  docket  of  such  court  a  com- 
plete and  accurate  record  of  all  process  issued  from  and  returned 
to  said  court,  and  of  all  proceedings  in  every  action  and  proceed- 
ing brought  therein,  and  shall  enter  therein  the  decisions  of  the 
court  or  judge;  but  the  record  of  civil  actions  and  proceedings 
shall  be  kept  distinct  and  separate  from  the  records  of  criminal 
proceedings  and  matters.  The  said  clerk  shall  also  keep  and 
file  all  bonds,  papers  and  documents  pertaining  to  said  court  and 
offica  Such  dockets  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as 
evidence  in  courts  of  this  state  as  dockets  of  justices  of  the  peace 
of  towns.  The  said  clerk  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  in 
connection  with  said  court  and  oflBce  as  the  city  judge  may  direct 
and  designate.  All  penalties  and  fines  in  criminal  cases,  and  all 
costs  and  fees  in  civil  cases  shall  be  paid  to  the  clerk,  who  shall 
keep  an  itemized  account  of  the  same;  and  said  clerk  shall  pay 
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into  the  city  treasary  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  each  month 
all  penalties,  fines,  costs  and  fees  received  by  him  during  the 
previous  month,  except  fees  paid  to  persons  deputized  as  provided 
by  section  sixty-three-a  hereof,  and  shall  cause  said  city  treasurer 
to  receipt  therefor  in  said  account  book  of  said  clerk,  and  also 
at  the  end  of  the  monthly  report  of  said  court;  and  on  or  before 
the  same  time  he  shall  make  a  verified  report  thereof  to  the  com- 
mon council  and  file  the  same  with  the  city  clerk,  t<^ther  with 
the  said  last  mentioned  receipt  of  the  city  treasurer,  and  which 
report  shall  contain  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  it  is  just  and 
true  in  all  respects,  and  that  it  contains  a  complete  and  true  state- 
ment of  all  penalties,  fines,  costs  and  fees  received  by  him  and 
not  previously  reported ;  and  which  report  shall  be  knovm  as  the 
"  Monthly  Rfeport  of  the  City  Court" 

§  58.  Booms  and  supplies.  The  common  council  of  the  city 
shall  provide  suitable  rooms  and  properly  furnish  the  same  for 
holding  court  therein,  and  provide  for  furnishing  the  necessary 
blanks,  books,  stationery,  and  all  other  necessary  articles  for  use 
of  said  court;  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  all  necessary  ex- 
penses of  said  court. 

§  59.  Jurisdiction  in  civil  actions  and  proceedings.  Except 
as  limited  by  the  next  succeeding  section,  the  city  court  shall  have 
jurisdiction  in  the  following  civil  actions  and  proceedings  whether 
commenced  by  summons,  attachment,  requisition  or  other  process, 
to  wit: 

1.  An  action  to  recover  damages  upon  or  for  a  breach  of  con- 
tract, express  or  implied,  other  than  a  promise  to  marry,  when 
the  sum  claimed  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars. 

2.  An  action  to  recover  damages  for  a  personal  injury,  or  an 
injury  to  property,  when  the  sum  claimed  does  not  exceed  five 
hundred  dollars. 

3.  An  action  for  a  fine  or  penalty  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars. 

4.  An  action  on  a  bond  or  undertaking  conditioned  for  the  pay- 
ment of  money,  where  the  sum  claimed  to  be  due  does  not  exceed 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  where  the  sum  secured  by  the  bond  is  to 
be  paid  in  installments,  an  action  may  be  brought  for  each  install- 
ment after  it  becomes  due. 

5.  An  action  on  a  surety  bond,  or  undertaking  taken  in  said 
court,  or  by  any  justice  of  the  peace. 

6.  An  action  on  a  judgment  rendered  in  said  oourt^  or  Ia  a 
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court  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  Ib  a  district  court  of  the  city  of 
New  York,  or  in  a  justictf  b  court  of  a  city  being  a  court  not  of 
record. 

7.  An  action  to  recover  one  or  more  chattels,  with  or  without 
damages  for  the  taking,  withholding  or  detention  thereof,  where 
the  value  of  the  chattel  or  of  all  the  chattels  as  stated  in  the  afl5- 
davit  made  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  does  not  exceed  five  hundred 
dollars. 

8.  To  render  judgment  on  the  confession  of  a  defendant  or  de- 
fendants, as  prescribed  in  title  six,  chapter  nineteen  of  the  code 
of  civil  procedure,  where  the  sum  confessed  does  not  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars. 

9.  In  an  action  for  damages  for  fraud  in  the  sale,  purchase 
or  exchange  of  personal  property  if  the  damages  claimed  do  not 
exceed  five  hundred  dollars. 

10.  In  an  action  commenced  by  attachment,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  article  four,  title  two,  of  chapter  nineteen  of  the 
code  of  civil  procedure,  if  the  debt  or  damages  claimed  do  not 
exceed  five  hundred  dollars. 

11.  In  summary  proceedings  under  title  two  of  chapter  seven- 
teen of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  to  recover  possession  of  land 
and  to  remove  tenants  and  others  therefrom. 

12.  In  actions  or  proceedings  under  any  statute  for  the  en- 
forcement of  liens  of  mechanics  or  others,  where  the  amount  of 
the  lien  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  the  same 
proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  by  law  provided  to  be  had  in 
justice's  court 

13.  In  proceedings  in  cases  of  bastardy,  brought  by  the  commis- 
sioners or  lK>ard  of  charities  of  the  city  of  Kingston;  but  said 
proceedings  shall  be  governed  in  all  matters  of  practice  including 
appeals,  knd  in  all  proceedings  therein  and  relating  tiiereto  by  the 
provisions  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure. 

14.  In  proceedings  to  recover  a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  any 
ordinance  of  the  city  of  Kingston,  or  rules  or  regulations  of  the 
common  council,  boards,  departments  or  commissions  of  said  city. 

16.  In  any  other  action  or  civil  proceeding  of  which  justices  of 
the  peace  of  towns  have  jurisdiction. 

§  69-a.  Not  to  take  cognizance  of  certain  actions.  The  city  court 
shall  not  take  cognizance  of  a  civil  action  in  either  of  the  following 
cases: 
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1.  Where  the  title  of  real  property  comes  in  question  as  pre- 
scribed in  title  three  of  chapter  nineteen  of  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure; but  when  such  question  arises  the  pleadings  and  practice 
shall  be  the  same  as  are  now  provided  by  law  for  justices'  courts 
in  regard  thereto. 

2.  When  the  action  is  to  recover  damages  for  false  imprison- 
ment, libel,  slander,  criminal  conversation,  seduction  or  malicious 
prosecution. 

3.  Where,  in  a  matter  of  account,  the  sum  total  of  all  the  ac- 
counts of  both  parties,  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  ex- 
ceeds one  thousand  dollars. 

4.  Where  the  action  is  brought  against  an  executor  or  an  ad- 
ministrator as  such,  except  where  the  amount  of  the  claim  does 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  the  claim  has  been 
duly  presented  to  the  executor  or  administrator  and  rejected  by 
him. 

§  59-b.  Processes,  practice,  ct  cetera.  Process  shall  be  made 
returnable  before  said  court  by  its  proper  title.  The  process, 
service  of  the  same,  appearances,  practice,  pleadings,  exhibiting 
account  or  demand,  amendments,  adjournments,  trial  by  court  or 
jury,  and  obtaining  the  same,  the  issuance  of  executions  and 
transcripts,  appeals,  judgments  by  confession,  offer  to  com- 
promise, fees,  costs  and  disbursements  and  the  jurisdiction  of 
said  court  of  persons  and  subject-matter,  shall  in  all  matters 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  be  governed  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  for  justices'  court.  The 
precept,  practice,  pleadings  and  appeal,  in  summary  proceedings, 
shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure 
relating  thereto,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.  In  actions 
commenced  by  attachment,  or  in  which  a  requisition  to  replevy 
has  issued,  all  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  civil  prppedure  in 
relation  to  such  action  in  justices'  courts  shall  govern  similar 
actions  commenced  in  this  court,  except  as  herein  provided.  In 
summary  proceedings  where  a  jury  trial  has  been  duly  demanded, 
if  a  sufficient  number  of  competent  and  qualified  jurors  do  not 
attend,  the  court  may  direct  that  a  sufficient  number  of  talesmen 
be  summoned  from  the  bystanders,  or  from  the  city  of  Kingston, 
qualified  to  serve  as  j\irors,  and  the  provisions  of  sections  twenty- 
nine  hundred  and  ninety-six  and  twenty-nine  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  shall  govern  for  the  comple- 
tion of  a  jury  in  such  a  proceeding.    The  court  shall  have  power 
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upon  application  to  allow  the  petition  or  answer  in  summary  pro- 
ceedings to  be  amended  upon  such  terms  as  shall  be  just  not  ex- 
ceeding the  costs  of  the  proceeding  to  the  time  of  such  amend- 
ment, at  any  time  before  or  during  the  trial.  The  pleadings  in 
said  court  may  be  in  writing  and  may  be  subscribed  by  the 
parties  or  their  attorney,  which  shall  be  filed  forthwith  or  within 
such  time  as  the  city  judge  shall  designate. 

The  complaint  may  be  verified  in  the  same  manner  provided 
by  the  code  of  civil  procedure  for  the  verification  in  courts  of 
record,  and  in  actions  commenced  by  summons  may,  at  the  option 
of  the  plaintiff  or  his  attorney,  be  served  therewith.  When  the 
complaint  is  so  verified  the  subsequent  pleadings,  excepting  a 
demurrer,  shall  be  likewise  verified  as  in  a  court  of  record,  in 
default  whereof  they  shall  be  disregarded.  Where  the  complaint 
is  so  verified  in  an  action  specified  in  section  four  hundred  and 
twenty  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  and  a  copy  of  the  com- 
plaint is  served  with  the  summons,  and  the  defendant  fails  to 
answer  said  complaint,  at  the  time  of  the  return  of  the  summons, 
he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  admitted  the  all^ations  of  the  com- 
plaint as  true,  and  the  court  shall  upon  filing  the  summons  and 
complaint  with  due  proof  of  service  thereof,  enter  judgment  for 
the  said  plaintiff  and  against  the  defendant  for  the  amount  de- 
manded in  the  complaint  with  costs  and  allowances  without 
further  proof.  Where  the  answer  contains  a  counterclaim,  the 
plaintiff,  if  he  does  not  demur,  must  reply  to  the  counterclaim. 
The  reply  must  contain  a  general  or  a  specific  denial  of  each 
material  allegation  of  the  counterclaim  controverted  by  the  plain- 
tiff, or  any  knowledge  or  information  thereof  sufficient  to  form 
a  belief;  and  it  may  set  forth  in  ordinary  and  concise  language, 
without  repetition,  new  matter  not  inconsistent  with  the  com- 
plaint, constituting  a  defense  to  the  counterclaim.  If  the  plain- 
tiff fails  to  reply  or  demur  to  the  counterclaim,  the  defendant 
may  apply  for  judgment  thereupon.  Sections  five  hundred  and 
five  and  five  hundred  and  six  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure 
shall  apply  to  counterclaims  in  actions  brought  by  or  against 
persons  in .  a  representative  capacity.  Where  a  verified  com- 
plaint is  served  on  the  defendant  with  the  summons,  issue  shall 
be  joined  on  the  return  day  of  the  summons.  In  all  other  'sases  ' 
issue  shall  be  joined  on  the  return  day  unless  the  court  orders 
otherwise.  Demurrers  shall  be  made  and  filed  on  the  return  day 
of  the  summons  in  case  the  complaint  is  filed,  and  unless  a  furthex 
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time  is  ordered  by  the  court  If  a  party  desires  a  jury  trial  the 
same  shall  be  demanded  at  the  joinder  of  issue.  The  court  shall 
have  power  to  direct  a  verdict  in  any  action  or  proceeding  in 
said  courty  tried  before  the  court  and  a  jury,  in  favor  of  the  plain- 
tiff or  in  favor  of  any  other  person  bringing  an  action  or  insti- 
tuting a  proceeding,  or  in  favor  of  the  defendant  or  any  other 
person  defending  an  action  or  proceeding,  or  where  the  damages 
are  liquidated  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  for  a  specified  sum,  or 
where  the  defendant  has  interposed  a  counterclaim  and  the  dam- 
ages are  liquidated  in  favor  of  the  defendant  for  a  specified  sum, 
or  where  the  plaintiff  has  proven  his  case  but  the  damages  are 
uncertain,  that  the  jury  render  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff 
and  determine  the  anK>unt,  or  where  the  defendant  has  interposed 
a  counterclaim,  and  proven  his  case  and  the  damages  are  uncer- 
tain, that  the  jury  find  a  verdict  for  the  defendant  and  determine 
the  amount  The  city  court  shall  also  have  power  to  grant  a  non- 
suit, and  to  set  aside  the  verdict  of  a  jury,  and  vacate,  amend  or 
modify  a  judgment  rendered  thereon,  or  to  vacate,  amend  or 
modify  any  judgment  rendered  upon  a  trial  by  the  court  without 
a  jury,  on  motion  made  upon  the  exceptions  taken  at  the  trial 
or  because  the  verdict  is  excessive  or  for  insufficient  damages  or 
otherwise  contrary  to  the  evidence  or  contrary  to  the  law,  pro- 
vided said  motion  is  made  at  the  close  of  the  trial  or  within  five 
days  from  the  time  the  judgment  was  rendered,  and  in  the  latter 
case  at  least  two  days'  notice  of  said  motion  is  given  to  the  op- 
posing attorney,  or  party  if  there  be  no  attorney  who  has  ap- 
peared therein.  The  court  shall  also  have  the  power  in  a  proper 
case  to  grant  or  deny  a  motion  for  a  new  trial  on  the  ground  of 
fraud  or  newly  discovered  evidence.  Such  motion  must  be  made 
within  twenty  days  from  the  time  of  rendering  the  judgment^  and 
at  least  five  days'  notice  of  such  motion  must  be  given  to  the  op- 
posing attorney,  or  party  if  no  attorney  has  appeared  therein. 
The  court  may  also  award  such  costs,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars, 
for  vacating,  amending,  modifying  or  setting  aside  any  judgment^ 
or  granting  a  new  trial,  against  any  party  to  the  action  or  pro- 
ceeding as  in  its. discretion  shall  be  just  and  proper.-  The  affi- 
davits and  other  papers  used  on  any  motion  herein  specified  shall 
be  served  with  the  notice  of  motion.  The  court  may  in  its  dis- 
cretion allow  additional  affidavits  to  be  served  and  filed  on  the 
return  day  of  any  motion.  The  motion  papers  shall  contain  a 
sufficient  affidavit  of  merits*  and  shall  also  contain  sufficient  and 
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legal  and  proper  grounds  for  the  relief  demanded*  Every  action 
and  proceeding  brought  in  said  court  shall  be  called  at  die  time 
specified  in  the  mandate,  process  or  notice  of  motion,  by  which  it 
is  commenced.  The  provisions  of  section  twenty-eight  hundred 
and  ninety-three  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  shall  not  apply  to 
any  action  or  proceeding  in  the  city  court  An  action  or  proceed- 
ing pending  in  said  court  may  be  discontinued  by  filing  with  the 
clerk  of  the  city  court  a  stipulation  to  that  effect  signed  by  the 
parties  or  their  attorneys.  Judgments  upon  the  trial  of  an  action 
upon  the  merits  before  the  city  court  without  a  jury  must  be 
rendered  within  ten  days  after  the  same  has  been  finally  sub- 
mitted unless  a  longer  time  is  agreed  upon.  The  city  judge  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  rules  not  inconsistent  with  any  law  of 
this  state  to  govern  the  practice  and  procedure  in  the  city  court. 
The  court  shall  also  have  power  where  the  plaintiff  is  a  foreign 
corporation  or  nonresident  of  the  state,  to  require  security  for 
costs  if  the  defendant  demands  the  same.  Such  security  for  costs 
may  be  made  either  by  a  cash  deposit  with  the  court  of  an  amount 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  or  by  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved 
by  the  city  judge.  In  the  solemnization  of  marriage,  and  in  all 
other  matters  not  herein  provided  for,  the  said  city  judge  shall 
have  the  same  power  as  justices  of  the  peace  in  towns. 

§  59-c.  Judgments.  The  judgments  of  said  court  shall  be  in 
all  respects  the  same  as  judgments  rendered  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace  of  towns,  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure in  relation  to  filing  transcripts  of  such  judgments  and 
docketing  the  same,  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk,  and  the 
effect  of  such  judgments  when  so  docketed,  shall  apply  thereto; 
but  such  judgments  when  so  docketed  shall  be  a  lien  upon  and 
remain  in  force  for  the  same  length  of  time  as  judgments 
originally  recovered  in  tlif  ronnty  court. 

§  60.  Adjournments.  The  city  court  may  in  its  discretion  and 
upon  its  motion  adjourn  any  cause,  not  more  than  eight  days  at 
any  one  adjournment.,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  parties  to  file 
pleadings  or  demurrers  or  to  join  issue;  but  such  adjournment  may 
be  for  a  longer  period  if  all  the  parties  to  any  such  cause  consent 
thereto.  At  the  joinder  of  issue,  the  court  must  on  the  application 
of  the  plaintiff  adjourn  the  trial  of  an  action  not  more  than  eight 
days  to  a  time  fixed  by  the  court,  but  such  an  adjournment  diall 
not  be  panted  unless  the  plaintiff  or  his  attorney,  if  required  by 
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the  defendant,  makes  oath  that  the  plaintiff  cannot,  for  want  of 
some  material  testimony  or  witness^  specified  by  him,  safely  pro- 
ceed to  trial.  The  court  on  the  application  of  the  plaintiff  must 
grant  a  second  or  subsequent  adjournment  of  the  trial  of  an  action 
or  proceeding  on  proof,  by  his  oath  or  otherwise,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  court  that  he  cannot  safely  proceed  for  want  of  some  ma- 
terial testimony  or  witness.  But  the  court  may,  as  a  condition  of 
granting  such  adjournment,  require  that  the  plaintiff  pay  to  the 
defendant  the  legal  fees  of  defendant's  witnesses  duly  subpoenaed 
for  that  day.  Sections  twenty-nine  hundred  and  sixty-one  to 
twenty-nine  hundred  and  sixty-eight  inclusive  of  the  code  of  civil 
procedure  shall  govern  adjournments  in  the  city  court,  in  addition 
to  the  above  provisions,  excepting  that  subdivision  two  of  section 
twenty-nine  hundred  and  sixty-one  and  section  twenty-nine  hun- 
dred and  sixty-two  in  relation  to  the  undertaking  to  be  given  on  the 
first  application  of  a  defendant  for  an  adjournment,  shall  not  gov- 
ern first  application  for  an  adjournment  on  the  part  of  a  defend- 
ant, but  shall  govern  second  or  subsequent  applications  for  ad- 
journment on  the  part  of  a  defendant. 

§  60-a.  Opening,  vacating  and  modifying  judgments,  et  cetera. 
The  court  may,  when  a  default  is  taken  in  an  action  or  proceed- 
ing, on  five  days'  notice  or  order  to  show  cause,  on  such  terms  as 
may  be  just,  not  exceeding  the  costs  entered  in  the  judgment,  or 
proceeding,  and  such  security  as  the  court  may  deem  just  and 
proper,  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  judgment,  open  such  de- 
fault, and  set  aside,  vacate  or  modify  any  judgment  or  final  order 
entered  thereon,  and  set  the  action  or  proceeding  down  for  a  day 
certain  for  pleading,  hearing  or  trial,  as  the  case  may  require,  and 
such  day  shall  be  considered  as  and  have  the  same  effect  as  the 
return  day  of  a  summons  issued  out  of  said  court.  This  motion 
may  be  made  within  the  time  limited  for  an  appeal  from  a  judg- 
ment, whether  a  transcript  has  been  filed  in  the  county  clerk's 
office  or  not ;  and  the  court  may  stay  proceedings,  or  any  execution, 
or  other  process  or  mandate  issued  on  such  default,  pending  the 
hearing  and  determination  of  such  motion,  on  such  terms  as  to  re- 
quiring security  as  may  be  just.  The  motion  papers  or  order  to 
show  cause  may  be  served  on  the  party  or  his  attorney,  and  on  the 
marshal,  the  sheriff  and  the  county  clerk,  in  order  to  perfect  a 
stay  of  proceedings  pending  the  motion,  and  the  court  may,  on  the 
determination  of  such  motion  opening  such  default,  direct  the 
judgment  to  be  cancelled  on  the  books  of  the  county  clerk. 
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§  60-b.  Costs  and  fees.  In  all  civil  actions  and  proceedings 
brought  in  this  conrt,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  the 
same  costs,  fees  and  l^al  disbursements  shall  be  paid,  taxed  and 
recovered,  as  in  actions  or  proceedings  before  justices  of  the  peace 
in  towns.  The  court  or  the  clerk  shall  demand  and  receive  pre- 
payment of  all  such  fees,  unless  the  party  shall  file  an  affidavit  in 
writing,  showing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  the  action  or 
proceeding  is  begun  in  good  faith  and  that  the  applicant  is  without 
means  to  pay  such  fees ;  in  which  case  the  judge  may,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, issue  the  proper  process  without  charging  for  court  fees, 
but  shall  in  all  cases  require  the  applicant  to  pay  in  advance  any 
expense  that  will  be  incurred  in  serving  the  process,  or  in  connec- 
tion with  a  jury  trial  before  a  venire  is  issued,  or  witness  fees 
before  issuing  a  subpoena,  or  any  other  expense  that  will  be  in- 
curred in  connection  with  the  issuance  or  service  of  any  process 
or  mandate.  All  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  clerk,  but  said  clerk 
shall  not  directly  or  indirectly  receive  to  his  own  use  any  fees  or 
moneys  other  than  his  salary.  The  court  may,  at  any  time, 
require  any  party  to  a  civil  action  or  proceeding  to  appear  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  an  action  in  a  court  of  record.  In  addition  to 
such  fees  and  disbursements  as  may  have  been  paid  or  incurred 
by  the  prevailing  party,  there  shall  be  allowed  as  costs  if  he  has 
appeared  by  any  attorney,  and  not  otherwise,  the  following  sums 
as  expenses: 

1.  If  a  judgment  is  rendered  for  plain tiflf  upon  default  or  by 
confession,  the  sum  of  three  dollars  to  the  plaintiff. 

2.  If  judgment  is  rendered  for  plaintiff  otherwise  than  upon 
default  or  by  confession,  to  the  plaintiff,  three  dollars  and  an 
additional  sum  equal  to  ten  per  centum  of  the  recovery  when  the 
action  is  brought  to  recover  a  sum  of  money,  or  ten  per  centum  of 
the  value  of  the  property  as  fixed  by  the  judgment  when  the 
action  is  brought  to  recover  a  chattel;  but  not  in  any  case  to 
exceed  twenty-five  dollars  in  all. 

3.  If  a  judgment  of  non-suit  or  dismissal  is  rendered  for  de- 
fendant without  trial,  to  the  defendant,  two  dollars. 

4.  If  a  judgment' is  rendered  for  defendant  after  trial,  except 
as  specified  in  the  next  subdivision,  to  tho  defendant,  five  dollars; 
and  if  the  amount  demanded  by  the  plaintiff  in  his  complaint  is 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  when  the  action  is  brought  to 
recover  a  sum  of  money,  or  if  the  value  of  a  chattel  in  controversy 
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is  alleged  in  the  complaint  to  be  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
the  court  in  its  discretion  may  allow  five  dollars  additional. 

5.  If  an  affirmative  judgment  is  rendered  for  the  defendant,  to 
the  defendant,  the  same  sum  as  if  he  had  been  a  plaintiff.  The 
following  fees  shall  be  paid  for  the  issuance  of  the  following  proc- 
ess, namely :  For  the  issuance  of  a  summons,  fifty  cents ;  for  the 
issuance  of  precept  in  summary  proceedings,  fifty  cents;  in  any 
action  or  proceeding  brought  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Kingston, 
or  of  any  department,  board  or  officer  thereof  in  his  official 
capacity,  no  costs  or  fees  shall  be  demanded  of,  or  be  paid  by,  the 
said  city  of  Kingston,  board  or  officer  thereof,  excepting  any 
necessary  expense  to  be  incurred  in  connection  therewith ;  and  in 
all  other  cases  the  same  fees  that  are  by  law  allowed  to  justices  of 
the  peace  of  towns  shall  be  charged  and  paid. 

A  subpoena  may  be  served  by  the  marshal  or  any  person  over 
the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  must  be  served  by  delivering  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  witness  personally,  and  by  paying  or  tendering  to 
him  his  lawful  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  one  day's  attendance  as 
witness.  Where  a  subpoena  is  served  by  any  person  other  than  a 
marshal,  proof  thereof  shall  be  made  by  affidavit 

A  party  to  any  civil  action  or  proceeding  may  make  application 
to  the  court  either  orally  or  in  writing  for  a  subpoena  directed  to 
a  witness  residing  or  being  within  the  county  of  Ulster,  but  out- 
side the  city  of  Kingston,  and  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  is- 
sue such  subpoena;  but  said  court  may  require  the  same  to  be 
served  by  a  person  other  than  the  marshal,  and  may  require  such 
party  to  pay  said  witness  the  same  fees  as  are  paid  to  witnesses  in 
the  supreme  court,  in  which  case  the  court,  in  its  discretion,  may 
indude  in  the  costs  the  fees  so  paid  if  such  party  should  prevail, 
and  he  may  also  include  therein  the  actual  necessary  expenses  of 
the  person  making  such  service,  not  to  exceed  five  cents  for  each 
mile  traveled  going  and  returning,  or  the  fees  of  the  marshal,  if 
he  should  make  the  service. 

§  61.  Clerk's  mimitcs,  et  cetera.  All  entries  of  the  clerk's 
minutes,  or  copiea  thereof  duly  certified  by  the  clerk  and  with  the 
seal  of  the  court  thereto  annexed,  shall  for  .any  purpose  be  evi- 
dence in  all  courts  of  the  state  of  the  facts  therein  stated. 

§  62.  Appeals.  Appeals  may  be  taken  from  judgments  of 
said  court  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  from  judg- 
ments of  courts  of  justices  of  the  peace,  as  provided  by  chapter 
nineteen,  title  eight  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  and  the  same 
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proceedings  shall  be  had  and  the  same  costs  allowed,  on  such 
appeals,  as  therein  prescribed.  The  determination  of  the  city 
jndge  or  city  court  on  any  motion  made  in  any  action  or  proceed- 
ing had  before  him  or  in  said  court  may  be  reviewed  by  the 
county  court  on  the  appeal,  if  any,  taken  from  the  judgment  or 
final  order  in  any  such  action  or  proceeding,  where  such  appeal 
is  taken  pursuant  to  chapter  nineteen,  title  eight,  articles  one  and 
two  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  and  provided  a  notice  to  that 
effect  is  included  in  the  notice  of  appeal.  Where  a  party  desires 
to  review  such  determination  only,  he  shall  so  state  in  the  notice 
of  appeal.  When  a  party  desires  to  review  such  a  determination 
as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  he  shall  have  thirty  days  in  which  to 
appeal  from  the  judgment  in  any  action  or  proceeding,  dating 
from  the  rendition  of  the  judgment.  On  the  decision  of  such  an 
appeal,  where  the  judgment  is  not  reviewed,  the  county  court  may 
award  costs  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  to  the  prevailing  party,  and 
may  affirm,  reverse  or  modify  the  determination  of  the  city  court 
or  city  judge  or  may  render  such  judgment  or  make  such  order 
in  the  case  as  justice  requires  or  order  a  new  trial  or  hearing  in 
the  city  courts  to  be  had  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  as  pre- 
scribed in  section  thirty  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  the  code  of  civil 
procedure.  Jurisdiction  of  the  appeaJs  and  the  review  of  the  de- 
termination herein  mentioned  is  hereby  conferred  upon  the 
county  court  of  Ulster  county. 

§  63.  Marshal  and  probation  officer.  The  said  judge  shall 
appoint  a  person  as  a  marshal  and  probation  officer,  who  shall 
hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  said  judge,  and  who  shall  give 
a  bond  to  the  city  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  whose 
salajy  shall  be  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  per 
annum,  payable  monthly  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salaries  of 
other  city  officials ;  and  said  person  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly 
receive  to  his  own  use  any  fee  or  moneys  other  than  his  salary. 
Such  appointment  shall  be  in  writing  and  entered  on  the  records 
of  the  court,  and  copies  of  the  order  of  appointment  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  person  so  appointed  and  filed  with  the  state  proba- 
tion conunission. 

§  63-a.  Duties  of  marshal  and  costs  for  services  of  papers,  et 
cetera.  The  person  so  appointed  shall,  as  such  marshal,  execute 
all  civil  processes  and  mandates  issued  by  said  court  or  judge  or 
clerk,  except  that  the  said  court  or  judge  may  deputize,  authorize 
or  empower  any  competent  person  over  the  age  of  eighteen  years 
to  serve  and  execute  the  civil  processes  and  mandates  issued  by 
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said  court  or  judge  when  said  marshal  is  unable  to  perform  such 
services  by  reason  of  illness,  or  otherwise,  or  when  the  party 
requesting  the  issuance  of  a  paper  demands  such  deputization  in 
reference  to  the  service  of  such  paper;  and  such  person  so  dep- 
utized, authorized  or  empowered  to  serve  and  execute  the  proc- 
esses and  mandates  issued  as  aforesaid  shall  receive  as  his  fees 
therefor,  from  the  clerk  after  payment  to  him  of  same,  the  same 
sums  as  are  herein  allowed  for  similar  services.  Proof  of  service 
or  execution  of  process  of  mandate  issued  out  of  said  court  shall 
be  made  by  affidavit  when  such  service  or  execution  is  made  other- 
wise than  by  the  marshal,  and  said  marshal  or  person  deputized 
shall  possess  the  same  powers  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties 
and  liabilities  as  are  imposed  by  law  on  sheriffs  in  all  civil  actions 
and  proceedings. 

The  following  fees  shall  be  charged  for  the  following  services, 
namely:  For  the  service  of  a  summons,  fifty  cents;  for  the  service 
of  each  copy  of  summons  more  than  one,  fifty  cents;  for  the  serv- 
ice of  summons  and  complaint,  one  dollar;  for  the  service  of 
each  copy  of  summons  and  complaint,  more  than  one,  one  dollar ; 
for  the  service  of  a  precept  in  summary  proceedings,  one  dollar; 
for  the  service  of  a  venire,  two  dollars;  for  taking  charge  of  a 
jury,  one  dollar;  for  executing  a  warrant  to  dispossess  in  sum- 
mary proceedings,  a  sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  court,  not  to  exceed 
ten  dollars  and  to  be  paid  by  the  petitioner  in  such  proceeding; 
all  necessary  carfare  or  expense  incurred  in  serving  or  executing 
processes  or  mandates;  for  levying  a  warrant  of  attachment 
against  the  property  of  the  defendant,  or  for  executing  a  requisi- 
tion to  replevy  one  or  more  chattels,  one  dollar,  and  also  such  ad- 
ditional compensation  in  taking  possession  of,  and  caring  for  and 
preserving  the  property,  as  the  city  judge  or  city  court  allows, 
and  an  order  may  be  made  by  said  judge  or  court  requiring  the 
party  suing  out  the  warrant  of  attachment  or  requisition  to  re- 
plevy, or  other  party  liable  therefor,  to  pay  the  same  to  the  clerk 
of  the  court;  and  for  all  other  services  for  which  a  fee  is  not 
herein  provided  for,  the  same  fee  shall  be  charged  as  is  by  law 
allowed  to  sheriffs  for  similar  services  rendered  in  actions  or  pro- 
ceedings in  the  county  court. 

§  63-b.  Duties  of  probation  officer.  The  person  so  appointed 
shall,  as  such  probation  officer,  perform  all  services  and  duties 
specified  in  and  required  by  section  eleven-a  of  the  code  of  crimi- 
nal procedure^  and  the  laws  of  the  state  of  New  York. 
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The  said  probation  officer  shall  aid  in  bringing  facts  before  the 
dij  judge  in  criminal  proceedings  about  to  be  brought  or  pending 
in  such  city  court,  whenever  the  city  judge  shall  require  him  to 
do  so,  and  he  shall  perform  such  other  duties  in  connection  with 
the  city  court  as  the  city  judge  may  direct  and  designate. 

§  64.  Jurisdiction  of  city  court  and  city  judge  in  criminal 
cases.  The  city  judge  shall  have  all  the  jurisdiction,  power  and 
authority  in  all  criminal  actions  and  proceedings  and  special  pro- 
ceedings of  a  criminal  nature  for  and  on  account  of  offenses  com- 
mitted or  charged  to  have  been  committed  within  the  city  of 
Kingston,  which  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  a  town  would  have  if 
such  offense  were  committed  or  charged  to  have  been  committed 
in  a  town,  and  all  other  jurisdiction,  power  and  authority  for 
and  on  account  of  offenses  and  crimes  not  committed  in  said  city 
which  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  a  town  would  have  if  such  offenses 
were  not  committed  in  a  town,  and  all  power  and  authority  that 
courts  of  special  sessions  now  have  or  that  may  hereafter  be  con- 
ferred upon  said  courts,  together  with  such  other  jurisdiction, 
authority,  powers  and  duties  as  are  conferred  upon  him  by  this 
act.  He  may  hold  a  court  of  special  sessions  and  shall  have  the 
power  and  jurisdiction  conferred  upon  courts  of  special  sessions 
by  section  fifty-six  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure.  He  shall 
have  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  hear,  try  and  determine  all  criminal 
cases  and  proceedings  under  the  charter,  by-laws  or  ordinances  of 
said  city  summarily  and  without  the  intervention  of  a  jury ;  and 
all  judgments  of  convictions  rendered  by  him  shall  be  enforced  in 
the  same  manner  as  in  courts  of  special  sessions  in  criminal  cases. 

§  64ra.  Execntion  of  warrants.  All  criminal  processes,  war- 
rants and  mandates  issued  by  the  city  judge  shall  be  executed 
by  the  city  policemen,  and  the  same  may  be  served  in  any  county 
of  this  state  without  being  indorsed  by  any  other  magistrate. 

§  66.  Disorderly  conduct.  A  person  who  shall,  within  the 
city  of  Kingston,  by  any  offensive  or  disorderly  act  or  language, 
annoy  or  interfere  with  any  person  or  persons  in  any  place,  or 
with  the  passengers  of  any  public  stage,  railroad  car,  ferry  boat 
or  other  public  conveyance,  or  who  shall  disturb  or  offend  the  occu- 
pants of  such  stage,  car,  boat  or  conveyance  by  any  disorderly  act, 
language  or  display,  although  such  act,  conduct  or  display  may  not 
amount  to  assault  and  battery;  or  any  person  who,  within  said 
city,  willfully  and  wrongfully  commits  any  act  which  seriously 
injures  the  persons  or  property  of  another,  or  which  seriously 
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disturbs  or  endangers  the  public  peace  or  health,  or  which  openly 
outrages  public  decency;  and  any  idle  person  within  said  city, 
who,  not  having  visible  means  to  maintain  himself,  lives  without 
employment;  or  any  person  who,  within  said  city,  wanders  about 
and  b^,  or  goes  from  door  to  door,  or  places  himself  in  the 
streets,  highways,  passages  or  public  places,  without  the  written 
permission  of  the  mayor  of  the  city,  to  beg  and  receive  alms ;  or 
any  person  who,  within  said  city,  has  no  visible  occupation,  pro- 
fession or  business  to  maintain  himself  by,  but  who,  for  the  most 
part,  supports  himself  by  gaming  or  crime,  or  by  the  avails  of 
prostitution;  or  any  person  who,  within  said  city,  is  a  common 
prostitute,  or  any  person  who  engages  in  quarreling  within  said 
city  in  any  public  park,  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  in  any  public 
place,  or  in  any  place  within  public  view  or  hearing ;  or  any  per- 
son who  shall,  within  said  city,  make  indecent  gestures  or  ex- 
hibitions of  himself  or  herself  in  public  view,  or  shall  in  any  pub- 
lic place,  or  in  any  place  within  public  view  or  hearing,  within 
said  city,  publicly  use  indecent,  foul  or  profane  words  or  oppro- 
brious or  provoking  language  or  outcries,  tending  to  a  breach  of  the 
peace;  or  utter  threats  of  unlawful  violence,  or  shall  make  any 
unusual  noise  or  disturbance  of  the  public  peace  or  quiet ;  or  shall 
within  said  city  recklessly  and  without  necessity  discharge  and 
fire  oflf  firearms  in  the  day  or  night  time;  or  knowingly  gives  a 
false  alarm  of  fire;  or  shall  within  said  city,  alone,  or  with  others, 
not  using  the  public  ways  of  said  city  to  pass  and  repass,  lounge,  or 
loiter  about,  stand  upon  or  occupy  the  sidewalks  of  any  public 
place  in  front  of  or  along  any  premises  or  buildings,  public  or 
private,  not  owned  or  occupied  by  such  person,  or  shall  be  without 
any  right,  in  or  about  the  approaches,  passages,  entrance,  hall  or 
stairway  of  any  building  used  for  public  assemblages  or  public 
resort  within  said  city,  to  the  annoyance  or  impediment  of  persons 
lawfully  passing  or  repassing,  or  of  the  property  owners,  and  shall 
refuse,  after  directions  by  any  officer  or  citizen,  to  pass  along  or 
disperse  from  said  place  or  places,  or  shall  disturb  or  interrupt  any 
public  meeting,  school,  theatre,  concert,  exhibition  or  assemblage, 
within  said  city,  without  lawful  authority;  or  shall  be  found  in 
the  night  time  lurking  suspiciously  about  any  place  within  said 
city  and  shall  refuse,  upon  demand  of  any  policeman  or  watchman, 
to  give  an  account  of  himself  or  herself;  or  shall  carry  in  any 
public  place  within  said  city  any  loaded  pistol,  revolver,  or  other 
firearm,  concealed;  or  any  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years. 
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who  skall  be  found  wandering  around  within  said  city,  late  at 
night,  unaccompanied  by  parents  or  guardian,  or  any  person  who, 
within  said  city,  shall  maliciously  and  imlawfully  open  any  bam, 
stable,  or  inclosure,  and  take  away  therefrom,  or  from  any  other 
place  within  said  city,  any  horse,  team,  harness,  carriage,  or  other 
vehicle  of  another,  under  circumstances  not  amounting  to  larceny 
or  a  felony ;  or  shall,  within  said  city,  being  a  licensed  hackman, 
cartman,  owner  or  driver  of  any  omnibus,  or  porter,  knowingly 
violate  any  lawful  regulation  of  the  common  council  of  said  city 
relating  to  such  persons  or  vehicles ;  or  shall  be  found  engaged  in 
any  public  place  aforesaid,  within  said  city,  in  throwing  stones 
or  other  missiles  and  thereby  endangering  persons  or  property ;  or 
shall  maliciously  injure  any  street  or  public  gas  or  electric*  lamp, 
lamp  post,  post,  pole,  wire,  gas  pipe,  main  or  fire  alarm  apparatus 
or  any  city  water  pipe,  main,  hydrant,  hose,  or  any  works  or 
apparatus  in  any  street  or  public  place,  within  said  city,  for  the 
transmission  of  heat,  light,  water,  power,  or  telegraph  or  telephone 
messages,  or  any  street  signs  put  up  by  the  authority  of  the  com- 
mon  council  of  said  city ;  or  shall  be  found  naked  or  with  persona 
improperly  exposed,  bathing  in  any  of  the  canals,  basins,  streams, 
races,  ponds,  creeks  or  waters  within  said  city  in  any  public  place, 
between  the  hours  of  four  o^clock  in  the  morning  and  nine  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  is  guilty  of  the  crime  of  disorderly  conduct,  which 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  misdemeanor  within  said  city  of 
Kingston,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  more  than  six  months,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

§  66.  Arrest  for  violation  of  city  ordinances.  Any  city  officer 
or  other  person  may,  and  the  chief  of  police  and  every  policeman 
and  every  police  officer  of  the  city  shall,  with  or  without  proc- 
ess, arrest,  detain  and  take  before  the  city  court  of  said  city  every 
person  committing  a  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  the  common 
council  when  the  offense  is  committed  in  his  presence. 

§  67.  Costs  when  complaint  is  withdrawn.  When  any  complaint 
shall  be  made  before  said  city  court  in  any  criminal  proceeding, 
and  such  proceeding  shall  be  withdrawn,  the  said  complainant 
shall,  if  the  court  so  directs,  pay  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  pro- 
ceeding, including  one  dollar  for  the  service  or  execution  of  the 
warrant,  and  all  necessary  expenses  of  the  policeman  executing  the 
same,  and  the  court  may  refuse  to  allow  the  complaint  to  be  with- 

*  So  in  original 
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drawn  until  the  costs  and  expenses  are  paid,  and  the  payment  of 
the  same  may  be  enforced  by  the  city  judge  in  the  same  manner 
AS  provided  by  statute  in  which  courts  of  justices  of  the  peace  can 
enforce  and  collect  the  same ;  all  of  which  costs  and  expenses  shall 
be  paid  to  the  chief  of  police  to  reimburse  the  policemen  or  police 
department  for  such  expenses  as  incurred,  the  balance,  if  any,  to 
become  a  part  of  the  police  pension  fund. 

§  68.  Oaths  and  acknowledgments  by  the  city  judge  and  clerk. 
The  city  judge  and  the  clerk  of  the  city  court  shall  have  the  power 
to  administer  oaths  and  take  acknowledgments  within  the  county 
of  Ulster. 

§  69.  Special  city  judge,  et  cetera.  On  the  first  day  of  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  the  mayor  shall  appoint  and  des- 
ignate in  writing,  to  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk,  an  attorney  and 
counsellor-at-law  residing  within  the  city  of  Kingston,  who  shall  be 
known  as  and  shall  be  the  special  city  judge  of  the  city  of  King- 
ston, and  who  shall  act  as  city  judge  at  and  during  any  and  all 
times  when  the  city  judge  is  absent  from  the  city,  or  ill,  or  related 
to  any  of  the  parties  within  the  prohibited  degree,  or  interested  in 
any  action,  proceeding  or  matters  as  a  party  or  witness  or  other- 
wise, or  in  which  he  has  been  the  attorney  or  counsel,  or  when  he 
is  the  attorney  or  counsel  for  any  of  the  parties  thereto.  The  term 
of  office  of  such  special  city  judge  shall  be  four  years.  The  com- 
pensation of  such  special  city  judge  shall  be  the  same  per  diem 
rate  as  is  paid  said  city  judge,  and  shall  be  audited,  allowed  and 
paid  by  common  council  upon  the  representation  by  such  special 
city  judge  of  a  verified  bill  of  items  for  such  service,  stating  the 
reason  of  disability  of  the  city  judge  in  such  case,  which  bill  shall 
bo  filed  monthly  with  the  city  clerk ;  and  the  amoimt  of  which  bill, 
when  so  audited,  except  where  the  cause  of  disability  of  the  city 
judge  is  illness  or  absence  on  his  annual  vacation,  allowed  herein, 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  monthly  payment  of  the  salary  of  the 
city  judge.  All  the  power  and  authority  conferred  upon  such  city 
judge  as  provided  by  this  act  is  conferred  upon  the  person  so  des- 
ignated as  such  special  city  judge,  including  jurisdiction  in  all 
cases  and  proceedings  then  pending  before  said  city  judge,  except 
where  actual  trial  has  commenced,  in  which  case  said  city  judge 
shall  have  all  of  said  power  and  authority  except  to  continue  the 
trial  thereof. 

§  70.  Appointment  in  case  of  death  or  removal  of  city  judge. 
In  the  event  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of  said  city 
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judge,  or  of  said  special  city  jtidge^  the  mayor  shall  appoint  a  snc- 
oessor  as  kerein  provided  for  the  unexpired  term. 

§  71.  Jury  lists,  exemption,  et  cetera.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  assessor  of  the  city  of  Kingston  in  January  in  each  and  every 
year  to  select  from  the  names  of  those  assessed  on  the  last  assess- 
ment-roll of  the  city  all  suitable  persons  to  serve  as  jurors  and 
otherwise  qualified  by  law  and  not  legally  exempt  Duplicate 
lists  of  the  persons  so  selected,  showing  the  place  of  residence,  and 
other  proper  additions,  of  each  of  them,  as  far  as  those  particulars 
can  be  conveniently  ascertained,  shall  be  made  out  and  signed  by 
said  assessor  and  one  of  said  lists  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk 
and  one  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  court. 
Within  ten  days  after  such  lists  shall  be  so  filed,  the  city  judge 
shall  give  notice  by  publication  in  the  official  city  newspapers,  that 
the  jury  lists  of  said  court  have  been  filed  and  that  on  a  certain  day 
or  days,  named  by  him  between  eight  and  ten  o'clock  post  meridian,

26.  To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  public  parks, 
and  public  buildings  and  places  within  the  city,  and  to  contract 
in  behalf  of  the  city  for  the  lighting  thereof  with  any  pctrson,  or 
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oorporation.  No  contract  made  other  than  at  public  letting  shall 
be  for  a  term  exceeding  three  years.  The  board  may,  however, 
contract  for  anch  lighting  for  and  during  a  specified  period  not 
exceeding  fifteen  years  as  shall  by  such  board  be  deemed  to  be  for

Upon 
the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  may  be  practicable,  every  such  corporation  shall  well  and  truly 
ascertain  the  surplus  earned  by  such  corporation  during  said 
year.  After  setting  aside  from  such  surplus  such  sums  as  may 
be  required  for  the  payment  of  authorized  dividends  upon  the 
capital  stock,  if  any,  and  such  sums  as  may  properly  be  held  for 
account  of  existing  deferred  dividend  policies  and  for  a  contin- 
gency reserve  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  prescribed  in  this 
article,  every  such  corporation  shall  apportion  the  remaining 
surplus  equitably  to  all  other  policies  entitled  to  share  therein. 
Except  in  the  case  of  a  term  or  an  industrial  policy,  the  share 
of  surplus  so  apportioned  in  the  case  of  a  policy  issued  on  or  after 
the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  shall,  at 
the  option  of  the  owner  of  the  policy,  be  payable  in  cash,  or  shall 
be  applicable  to  the  payment  of  any  premium  or  premiums  upon 
said  policy  or  to  the  purchase  of  a  paid-up  addition  thereto  or 
shall  be  permitted  to  accumulate  to  the  credit  of  the  policy  at 
such  rate  of  interest  as  shall  be  allowed  by  the  company,  and 
with  such  interest  shall  be  payable  upon  the  maturity  of  the  policy 
or  shall  be  withdrawable  in  cash  by  the  owner  of  the  policy  on 
any  anniversary  of  the  date  of  issue  thereof.  Such  corporation 
may  require  the  owner  of  the  policy  to  elect  the  manner  in  which 
said  dividends  shall  be  applied  as  above  provided  by  mailing  a 
written  notice  of  the  amount  of  the  said  dividends  and  the  options 
available  as  aforesaid  in  a  sealed  envelope  in  the  manner  required 
by  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  for  notice  of  premium  payments, 
and  in  case  the  owner  shall  fail  to  notify  the  company  in  writing 
of  his  election  within  three  months  after  the  date  of  the  mailing 
of  said  notice,  the  surplus  shall  be  applied  by  the  com- 
pany to  the  purchase  of  a  paid-up  addition  to  the  sum  insured. 
In  the  case  of  a  term  ^policy  issued  on  or  after  the  first  day 
of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  the  share  of  surplus 
so  apportioned  shall  be  payable  to  the  owner  of  the  policy  in  cash 
or  shall  be  applicable  to  the  payment  of  any  premium  or  pre- 
miums upon  said  policy,  or  if  so  provided  in  the  policy  shall  be 
permitted  to  accumulate  to  the  credit  of  the  policy  at  such  rate 
of  interest  as  shall  be  allowed  by  the  company  and  in  such  case 
shall  be  payable  upon  the  maturity  or  expiration  of  the  policy  or 
shall  be  withdrawable  in  cash  by  the  holder  of  the  policy  on  any

anniversary  of  the  date  of  issue  thereof.  ^In  case  of  industrial 
policies  the  share  of  surplus  so  apportioned  shall  be  payable 
annually  in  such  manner  as  may  be  determined  by  the  com- 
pany with  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  insurance.  The 
dividends  declared  as  aforesaid  in  the  case  of  a  policy  issued 
on  or  after  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven, 
shall  be  payable  respectively  either  upon  the  anniversary  of  the 
policy  next  after  said  thirty-first  day  of  December  or  upon  a  day

A  foreign 
life  insurance  corporation  which  shall  not  conduct  its  business 
within  the  limitations  and  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
imposed  by  this  section  upon  domestic  corporations  shall  not  be 
permitted  to  do  business  within  the  state.  *^Any  stock  corporation 
which  has  heretofore  issued  and  represented  itself  as  issuing  non- 
participating  policies  exclusively,  and  which  has  changed  and  be- 
come a  mutual  company,  or  become  a  company  issuing  and  repre- 
senting itself  as  issuing  participating  policies  exclusively,  or  any 
such  stock  corporation  which  may  hereafter  change  and  become  a 
mutual  company,  or  become  a  company  issuing  and  representing 
itself  as  issuing  participating  policies  exclusively,  may  incur  a 
total  expenditure  exceeding  the  limits  of  expenditure  herein  de- 
fined by  an  amount  not  greater  than  the  excess  of  twenty-five  per 
centum  of  the  net  premiums  actually  collected  on  business  issued 
prior  to  the  date  of  such  change  over  the  loadings  on  such  pre- 
miums.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  insanity  law,  in  relation  to  the  designa- 
tion of  certain  officers  in  state  hospitals. 

Became  a  law  May  18,  1915.  with  the  approval  of  the  Qovenior.    Passed, 

three-fifths  heing  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section   1.  Subdivision  two  of  section  forty-five  of  chapter  ^^  iw». 
thirty-two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  |^«'  ^  ^ 
act  in  relation  to  the  insane,  constituting  chapter  twenty-seven  of  J^iJfj?*  ^' 
the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  J^,i"^ 
twenty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

2.  Appoint  such  ^officers,  including  a  woman  physician,  and  such  ^mce™ 


employees  as  he  may  think  proper  and  necessary  for  the  economical  ipp'out!"*' 
and  efficient  performance  of  the  business  of  the  hospital,  and  pre-  ^~';^,^ 
scribe  their  duties  and,  for  cause  stated  in  writing,  after  an  oppor-  JJJJ'*~^ 
tunity  to  be  heard,  discharge  any  of  such  employees  in  his  discre- 
tion.   The  number  of  such  ^officers  and  employees  shall  be  deter- 
mined from  time  to  time  by  the  commission.    The  commission  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  governor,  abolish  the  office  of  any  such  ^of- 
ficers or  employees.   The  superintendent  may  remove  any  ^officer, 
for  cause  stated  in  writing,  after  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  and 
such  action  shall  be  final.    Upon  any  such  removal  he  shall  make 
a  record  thereof,  with  the  reasons  therefor,  under  the  appropriate 
head  in  one  of  the  books  of  the  hospital.    *The  commission  may 
authorize  the  superintendent  to  appoint  as  officers  a  dentist,  phar- 
macist, and  the  principal  of  the  training  schooL  ^The  pharmacists 
already  in  the  hospital  service  and  participating  in  the  benefits  of 
the  retirement  fund  for  employees  of  the  state  hospitals  as  created 
by  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  remain  employees  and  continue  to  p«irtici- 
pate  in  the  benefits  of  this  act  if  they  notify  the  retirement  board 
as  constituted  by  chapter  fifty-nine,  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
twelve,  within  thirty  days  of  the  passage  of  this  amendment  of 
iheir  desire  to  continue  as  participants  in  such  fund.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  conservation  law,  in  relation  to  the  issuing 
of  certificates  for  the  payment  of  indebtedness. 

Became  a  law  May  13,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Paased, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represerUed  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

JS  mV*  Section  1.  Section  four  hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  chapter  six 

InwM  li^iiidred  and  forty-seven  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  conservation  of  land,  forests, 
waters,  parks,  hydraulic  power,  fish  and  game,  and  constituting 
chapter  sixty-five  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows :

If  no  sum,  or  a  different  sum 
from  that  required  by  or  in  pursuance  of  law,  be  specified  in  the 
undertaking,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  undertaking  for  the 
amount  so  required.  If  no  sum  be  required  by  or  in  pursuance 
of  law  to  be  so  specified,  the  officer  or  board  authorized  to  ap- 
prove the  undertaking  shall  fix  the  sum  to  be  specified  therein. 
Every  official  undertaking  shall  be  executed  and  duly  acknowl- 
edged by  at  least  two  sureties,  each  of  whom  shall  add  thereto  his 
affidavit  that  he  is  a  freeholder  or  householder  within  the  state, 
stating  his  occupation  and  residence  and  the  street  number  of 
his  residence  and  place  of  business  if  in  a  city,  and  a  sum  which 
he  is  worth  over  and  above  his  just  debts  and  liabilities  and  prop- 
erty exempt  from  execution.  The  aggregate  of  the  sums  so  stated 
in  such  affidavits  must  be  at  least  double  the  amount  specified 
in  the  undertaking.  If  the  surety  on  an  official  undertaking  of 
a  state  or  local  officer,  clerk  or  employee  of  the  state  or  politi- 
cal subdivision  thereof  or  of  a  municipal  corporation  be  a  fidelity 
or  surety  corporation,  the  reasonable  expense  of  procuring  such 
surety,  not  exceeding  one  per  centum  per  annum  upon  the  sum 
for  which  such  undertaking  shall  be  required  by  or  in  pursuance 
of  law  to  be  given,  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  state  or  political 
subdivision  or  municipal  corporation  respectively  in  and  for 
which  he  is  elected  or  appointed,  ^except  that  the  expense  of  pro- 
curing such  surety  as  aforesaid,  on  an  official  undertaking  of 
any  officer,  clerk  or  employee  in  any  city  department  of  the  city 
of  New  York,  or  of  any  office,  board  or  body  of  said  city,  or  of 
a  borough  or  county  within  said  city,  including  officers,  clerks 
and  employees  of  every  court  within  said  city,  shall  not  be  a

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  in  relation  to  dis- 
position of  proceeds  of  sale  of  real  estate. 

Became  a  law  May  14,  1915,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Sencde 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-three  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  5  »« 
code  of  civil  procedure,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  2361.  Bisposition  of  proceeds;  accounting.  The  court  must, 
by  order,  direct  the  disposition  of  the  proceeds  of  such  a  sale, 
mortgage,  release  or  lease.  It  must  direct  the  investment  of  any 
portion  thereof  belonging  to  the  infant  or  incompetent  person, 
which  is  not  needed  for  the  payment  of  debts,  or  the  safe-keeping, 
or  the  immediate  maintenance  and  education,  of  himself  or  his 
family,  or  for  the  preservation  or  improvement  of  his  real  prop- 
erty or  his  interest  in  real  property.  It  must  require  a  report, 
under  oath,  of  the  disposition  and  investment  thereof,  to  be  made 
as  soon  as  practicable,  and  must  compel  periodical  accounts  to  be 
rendered  thereafter  by  each  person,  who  is  intrusted  with  the 
proceeds,  or  any  part  thereof.  Where  an  inchoate  right  of  dower 
is  released  as  prescribed  in  this  title  and  such  release  is  to  accom- 
pany a  sale  by  the  husband  of  the  property  to  which  the  inchoate 
right  of  dower  attaches,  the  court  shall  make  an  order  requiring 
one-ihird  of  the  amount  realized  on  the  sale  of  the  property  to 
which  the  inchoate  right  of  dower  attached  to  be  invested  by  the 
special  guardian,  or  paid  into  the  court  to  be  held  for  the  benefit 
of  the  husband  during  his  life  and  upon  his  death  for  the  benefit 
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of  the  wife  during  her  life,  or  the  court  may  direct  said  amounts 
to  be  paid  to  the  husband  upon  his  giving  a  bond  in  the  penalty  of 
at  least  double  the  amount  so  received  for  such  release,  with  at 
least  two  sureties,  who  shall  justify  in  double  the  amount  of  such 
penalty,  conditioned  for  the  repayment  as  the  court  shall  direct 
by  his  executors  or  administrators  of  such  amount  upon  the  death 
of  the  husband.  Where  an  inchoate  right  of  dower  is  released 
as  prescribed  in  this  title,  and,  at  the  time  of  the  application,  the 
property  to  which  the  inchoate  right  of  dower  attaches  has  already 
been  sold  by  the  husband,  and  the  wife  has  not  joined  in  the  con- 
veyance or  otherwise  released  her  inchoate  right  of  dower,  the 
court  shall  make  an  order  that,  as  the  consideration  for  the  re- 
lease, or  as  part  of^  the  consideration  therefor,  there  be  paid 
to  the  special  guardian  or  into  the  court  an  amount  to  be  fixed  by 
ihe  court  as  equal  to  one-third  of  the  fair  market  value  of  the 
property,  to  be  invested  by  the  special  guardian  or  held  by  the 
court  for  the  benefit  of  the  person  making  such  payment  during 
the  life  of  the  husband,  and  upon  his  death  for  the  benefit  of  the 
wife  during  her  life,  and  upon  her  death  to  be  returned  to  the 
person  making  such  payment  or  to  his  executors,  administrators 
or  assigns ;  or  in  lieu  of  such  payment  the  court  may  allow  a  bond 
to  be  given  in  the  penalty  of  at  least  double  the  amount  so  fixed 
as  equal  to  one-third  of  the  fair  market  value  of  the  property,  with 
at  least  two  sureties,  who  shall  justify  in  double  the  amount  of 
such  penalty,  conditioned  for  the  payment  as  the  court  shall  direct, 
upon  the  death  of  the  husband  leaving  the  wife  surviving,  of  the 
said  sum  so  fixed  as  equal  to  one-third  of  the  fair  value  of  the 
property,  to  be  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  wife  during  her  life  and 
upon  her  death  to  be  returned  to  the  person  giving  such  bond  or 
to  his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns.  In  case  by  any  con- 
tingency, infants  not  in  being  may  thereafter  become  possessed 
of  any  interest  in  said  premises  so  sold,  mortgaged  or  leased,  the 
court,  in  case  of  a  sale,  shall  cause  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  after 
paying  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  same,  to  be  placed  at  interest 
for  the  benefit  of  the  persons  who  are,  or  who  may  ultimately  be 
entitled  to  the  same,  and  shall  not  authorize  the  distribution  of 
the  same  in  advance  of  said  contingency,  except  upon  a  petition  of 
some  person  entitled  thereto,  and  upon  filing  a  bond  in  such 
penalty  as  the  court  shall  direct,  with  two  or  more  sureties  ap- 
proved by  the  court,  and  conditioned  that  in  case  of  any  contin-

§  2341.  Committee  of  property;  to  file  inventory  and  account. 
The  provisions  of  sections  twenty-six  hundred  and  sixty  and

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

s  Mw^  Section  1.  Section  thirty-three  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  code 

of  civil  procedure,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  8320.  Keceiver's  commissions;  cost  of  bonds;  trustees'  com- 
miflsions.  A  receiver,  except  as  otherwise  specially  prescribed 
by  statute,  is  entitled,  in  addition  to  his  necessary  expenses,  to 
such  commissions,  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  upon  the  sums 
received  and  disbursed  by  him,  as  the  court  by  which,  or  the 
judge  by  whom,  he  is  appointed  allows.    But  if  in  any  case  the 
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commissions  of  a  temporary  or  permanent  receiver,  so  computed, 
shall  not  amount  to  one  hundred  dollars,  said  court  or  judge  may, 
in  its  or  his  discretion,  allow  said  receiver  such  a  sum,  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars,  for  his  commissions  as  shall  be  commen- 
surate with  the  services  rendered  by  said  receiver.  Any  receiver, 
assignee,  guardian,  trustee,  committee,  executor,  administrator  or 
person  appointed  under  section  one  hundred  and  eleven  of  the  real 
property  law  or  under  section  twenty  of  the  personal  property 
law  required  by  law  to  give  a  bond  as  such  may  include  as  a  part 
of  his  necessary  expenses,  such  reasonable  sum,  not  exceeding 
one  per  centum  per  annum  upon  the  amount  of  such  bond  paid 
his  surety  thereon,  as  such  court  or  judge  allows.  Except  as

§  2344.  Idem;  disposition  in  case  of  death. 

Where  a  person,  of  whose  property  a  committee  has  been  ap- 
pointed, as  prescrilaed  in  this  title,  dies  during  his  incompetency, 
the  power  of  the  conmiittee  ceases ;  and  the  property  of  the  decedent 
must  be  administered  and  disposed  of,  as  if  a  conunittee  had  not 
been  appointed.  The  committee  may,  in  such  case,  render  to  the 
court  by  which  he  was  appointed,  a  final  account  of  his  proceed- 
ings, touching  the  property  of  the  incompetent.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seven  hundred  and  ninety-three  of  the  code  •  'w^  ^ 
Of  civil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  798.  Where  an  order  is  necessary.  Where  the  right  to  a 
preference  depends  upon  facts  which  do  not  appear  in  the  plead- 
ings or  other  papers  upon  which  the  cause  is  to  be  tried  or  heard, 
the  party  desiring  a  preference  must  procure  an  order  therefor 
from  the  court,  or  a  judge  thereof,  upon  notice  to  the  adverse 
party.  A  copy  of  the  order  must  be  served  with  or  before  the 
notice  of  trial  or  argument  Such  an  order  is  not  appealable,  but 
it  may  be  vacated  by  the  judge  or  judges  holding  the  term 
at  which  the  preferred  cause  is  noticed  for  trial  or  hearing, 
or  by  such  other  justice,  or  at  such  other  term  of  court,  or 
at  such  other  time  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  general  or 
special  rules  of  practice.

Money  paid  into  the  surrogate's  court,  as  herein  provided,  may 
be  paid  out  to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the  decedent,  as 
directed  by  an  order  of  the  surrogate's  court,  to  be  accounted  for 
by  him  upon  the  judicial  settlement  of  his  accounts;  or,  in  a 
special  proceeding  brought  for  that  purpose  in  the  surrogate's 
court,  an  order  may  be  entered  directing  distribution  to  the  per- 
sons entitled  thereto,  in  case  eighteen  months  have  elapsed  since 
letters  testamentary  or  of  administration  were  first  issued  upon 
the  estate  of  the  decedent,  or,  in  case  no  such  letters  have  been 
issued,  and  two  years  have  elapsed  since  the  death  of  the  decedent.

code  of  Civil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:

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§  2681.  Sejeoted  claim  to  be  tried  on  judicial  settlement.  Limi- 
tation of  action  by  creditor.  If  the  executor  or  administrator 
doubts  the  justice  or  validity  of  any  claim  presented  to  him,  he 
shall  serve  a  notice  in  writing  upon  the  claimant  that  he  rejects 
said  claim,  or  some  part  of  it,  which  he  specifies.  Unless  the 
claimant  shall  commence  an  action  for  the  recovery  thereof  against 
the  executor  or  administrator  within  three  months  after  the  rejec-

The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  of  the 
city  of  New  York  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  fire  commis- 
sioner is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  in  its  discretion  to 
retire  from  active  service  any  person  employed  in  the  bureau  of 
fire  prevention  in  the  fire  department  as  an  assistant  fire  marshal 
who  may  have  become  disabled  from  injuries  received  while  in 
^TTuuiw.  *^®  discharge  of  his  duties.  Any  person  so  retired  from  active 
service  shall  be  awarded  and  granted  by  the  said  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment  an  annual  sum  or  annuity  to  be  fixed  by  said 
board.  The  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York  shall  pay  the 
annuities  so  granted  in  monthly  installments  during  the  lifetime 
of  tlic  persons  so  retired.

Section  1.  City  court  continued.  The  city  court  of  Troy  as 
heretofore  created  and  established  and  now  existing,  is  hereby 
continued  and  made  a  court  of  record.  The  judges  of  the  city 
court  of  Troy  and  other  officers  thereof  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  expiration  of  the  terms  for  which  they  were  elected  or 
appointed,  respectively,  as  provided  by  law. 

§  2.  Jurisdiction.  Except  as  provided  in  the  next  section  the 
city  court  of  Troy  has  jurisdictioji  in  the  following  civil  actions 
and  proceedings  where  any  person  a  party  thereto  is  a  resident 
of  the  city  of  Troy  unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this 
section : 

1.  An  action  to  recover  damages  upon  or  for  breach  of  contract 
express  or  implied,  other  than  a  promise  to  marry,  where  the  sum 
claimed  does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest 
and  costs. 

2.  An  action  upon  a  bond  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  money 
or  upon  a  surety  or  other  bond  where  the  sum  claimed  to  be  due 
does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest  and 
costs,  the  judgment  to  be  rendered  for  the  sum  actually  due. 
Where  the  sum  secured  by  the  bond  is  to  be  paid  in  installments, 
an  action  may  be  brought  for  each  installment  as  it  becomes  due. 

3.  An  action  upon  a  surety  bond  or  undertaking  taken  in  any 
court  where  the  amount  claimed  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest  and  costs. 

4.  An  action  upon  the  bond  of  a  marshal  of  the  city  court  of 
Troy,  as  prescribed  in  this  act. 

5.  An  action  upon  a  judgment  rendered  in  the  city  court  of 
Troy  or  in  any  court  not  being  a  court  of  record. 

6.  An  action  for  a  fine  or  penalty  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars,  including  an  action  to  recover  a  penalty  given  by  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  Troy  or  any  by-law  or  ordinance  thereof  or 
by  any  statute  of  the  state. 

7.  An  action  to  recover  damages  for  an  escape  from  the  jail 
liberties  of  the  county  of  Konsselaer,  where  the  sum  claimed  does 
not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  and  oosta. 
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8.  An  action  to  recover  one  or  more  chattels  with  or  without 
damages  for  the  taking,  withholding  or  detention  thereof,  where 
the  value  of  the  chattel  or  of  all  chattels  as  stated  in  the  complaint 
made  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  does  not  exceed  one  thousand 
dollars. 

9.  An  action  to  foreclose  a  lien  upon  a  chattel  for  the  sum  of 
money,  in  any  case  where  such  a  lien  exists  at  the  commencement 
of  the  action  and  where  the  amount  of  the  lien  does  not  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest  and  costs. 

10.  An  action  to  enforce  a  mechanic's  lien  on  real  property 
which  or  a  portion  of  which  is  situated  within  the  city  of  Troy, 
irrespective  of  the  residence  of  the  parties  thereto,  where  the 
amount  of  the  lien  claimed  does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars 
exclusive  of  interest  and  costs,  in  which  action  the  court  shall 
proceed  in  the  manner  provided  by  article  three  of  the  lien  law  for 
the  enforcement  of  the  same  in  a  court  rcot  of  record. 

11.  A  summary  proceeding  under  title  two  of  chapter  seven- 
teen of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  to  recover  possession  of  real 
property  which,  o»'  a  portion  of  which,  is  situated  within  the  city 
of  Troy,  irrespective  of  the  residence  of  the  parties  thereto.  Such 
proceeding  may  be  tried  with  or  without  a  jury,  which  may  be 
demanded  by  any  party  thereto.  The  court  in  either  case  has 
power  upon  application,  to  allow  the  petition  or  answer  to  be 
amended,  at  any  time,  if  substantial  justice  will  be  promoted 
thereby  and  the  rights  of  the  parties  have  not  been  impaired  by 
reason  of  the  defective  pleading,  to  direct  or  set  aside  a  verdict, 
and  to  grant  or  deny  a  motion  for  a  new  trial,  and  an  appeal  may 
be  taken  therefrom. 

12.  An  action  for  damages  for  fraud  or  deceit  where  the  dam- 
ages claimed  do  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

13.  An  action  to  recover  damages  for  a  personal  injury,  or  for 
loss  of  services  or  for  medical  or  other  necessary  expenses  occa- 
sioned thereby,  or  an  injury  to  property,  where  the  sum  claimed 
does  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  and  costs,  excepting,  how- 
ever, actions  to  recover  damages  for  malicious  prosecution,  false 
imprisonment,  libel,  slander,  criminal  conversation,  seduction,  or 
loss  of  society  of  husband  or  wife. 

14.  To  issue  or  vacate  a  requisition  to  replevy,  a  warrant  of  at- 
tachment, or  an  order  of  arrest ;  or  grant  or  vacate  a  stay  of  ex- 
ecution, or  of  proceedings,  within  the  limitations  provided  in  this 
act.    But  such  stay  shall  not  exceed  five  days. 

15.  To  render  jndirment  in  nn  action  upon  confession  or  upon 
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the  consent  of  both  parties^  where  the  amount  inyolved  does  not 
exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest  and  costs,  or  to 
make  a  final  order  in  summary  proceedings  upon  confession  or 
upon  the  consent  of  both  parties. 

16.  Other  civil  actions  or  proceedings  of  which  justices  of  the 
peace  now  or  may  hereafter  have  jurisdiction,  except  such  as  shall 
be  expressly  excluded  by  this  act 

17.  The  jurisdiction  extends  to  actions  against  the  city  of  Troy, 
a  domestic  corporation,  a  foreign  corporation  or  an  administrator 
or  executor  as  such,  where  the  amount  claimed  does  not  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest  and  costs. 

18.  In  an  action  or  a  summary  proceeding,  to  direct  or  set 
aside  a  verdict,  vacate,  amend  or  modify  a  judgment  or  final  order, 
rendered,  or  made  on  consent,  confession,  inquest  or  trial,  grant  a 
new  trial,  open  a  default,  or  in  a  proper  case  grant  a  new  trial  on 
the  ground  of  fraud  or  newly  discovered  evidence. 

19.  An  action  by  a  judgment  creditor  under  section  thirteen 
hundred  and  ninety-one  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  against  any 
person  or  corporation,  municipal  or  otherwise,  to  whom  an  execu- 
tion against  the  wages,  debts,  earnings,  salary,  income  from  trust 
funds  or  profits  of  a  judgment  debtor  shall  be  presented  and  who 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  over  to  the  officer  presenting  such  execu- 
tion, the  percentage  of  indebtedness  due  or  to  become  due  to  such 
judgment  debtor. 

§  3.  No  jurisdiotion  in  certain  cases.  The  said  city  court 
cannot  take  cognizance  of  any  civil  actions  in  either  of  the  follow- 
ing cases: 

1.  Where  the  title  to  real  property  comes  in  question  as  pre- 
scribed in  title  four  of  this  act 

2.  Said  court  shall  not  have  any  equity  jurisdiction,  except, 
however,  that  this  subdivision  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  pre- 
vent a  person  to  or  against  whom  a  precept  is  issued  as  provided  in 
title  two  of  chapter  seventeen  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  from 
setting  up  an  equitable  defense  in  summary  proceed  iners. 

§  4.  Contempt  of  court;  oriminal.  The  said  court  has  power  to 
punish  for  a  criminal  contempt,  a  person  guilty  of  either  of  the 
following  acts  and  no  others: 

1.  Disorderly,  contemptuous  or  insolent  behavior,  committed 
during  its  sitting,  in  its  immediate  view  and  presence,  and  di- 
rectly tending  to  internipt  its  proceedings,  or  to  impair  the  respect 
due  to  its  authority. 
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2.  Breach  of  the  peace,  noise  or  other  disturbance  directly  tend- 
ing to  interrupt  its  proceedings. 

3.  Wilful  disobedience  to  its  lawful  mandates. 

4.  Kesistance  wilfully  offered  to  its  lawful  mandates. 

5.  Contumacious  and  unlawful  refusal  to  be  sworn  as  a  witness, 
or  after  being  sworn,  to  answer  any  legal  and  proper  interrogatory. 

6.  Publication  of  a  false  or  grossly  inaccurate  report  of  its  pro- 
ceedings. But  the  court  cannot  punish  as  a  contempt  the  publica- 
tion of  a  true,  full  and  fair  report  of  a  trial,  argument,  decision  or 
other  proceeding  therein. 

§  5.  Punishment.  Punishment  for  a  contempt,  specified  in 
the  last  section,  may  be  by  fine,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  in 
the  jail  of  the  county  where  the  court  is  sitting,  or  both,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court  Where  a  person  is  committed  to  jail,  for  the 
nonpayment  of  such  a  fine,  he  must  be  discharged  at  the  expiration 
of  thirty  days ;  but  where  he  is  also  committed  for  a  definite  time, 
the  thirty  days  must  be  computed  from  the  expiration  of  the 
definite  time. 

§  6.  In  Tiew  of  court;  how  punished.  Such  a  contempt,  com- 
.  mitted  in  the  immediate  view  and  presence  of  the  court,  may  be 
punished  summarily.  When  not  so  committed,  the  party  charged 
must  be  notified  of  the  accusation,  and  have  a  reasonable  time  to 
make  a  defense,  and  the  court  may  issue  a  warrant  directed  gen- 
erally to  any  marshal  requiring  him  to  bring  the  offender  before 
the  court.  Where  a  person  is  committed  for  such  a  contempt,  the 
particular  circumstance  of  his  offense  must  be  set  forth  in  the 
mandate  of  commitment. 

§  7.  Preceding  three  sections  limited.  Punishment  for  a  con- 
tempt, as  herein  prescribed,  does  not  bar  an  indictment  for  the 
same  offense;  but  where  a  person  who  has  been  so  punished  is 
convicted  on  such  an  indictment,  the  court,  in  sentencing  him, 
must  take  into  consideration  the  previous  punishment. 

§  8.  Contempts  punishable  civilly.  The  court  has  power  to 
punish,  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  or  either,  a  neglect  or  violation 
of  duty,  or  other  misconduct,  by  which  a  right  or  remedy  of  a 
party  to  a  civil  action  or  special  proceeding  pending  in  the  court 
may  be  defeated,  impaired,  impeded,  or  prejudiced,  in  either  of 
the  following  cases: 

1.  An  attorney,  counsellor,  clerk,  sheriff,  marshal,  coroner,  or 
other  person,  in  any  manner  duly  selected  or  appointed  to  perform 
a  judicial  or  ministerial  service,  for  a  misbehavior  in  his  office 
or  trust,  or  for  a  wilful  neglect  or  violation  of  duty  therein ;  or  for 
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disobedience  to  a  lawful  mandate  of  the  court,  or  of  a  judge 
thereof. 

2.  A  party  to  the  action  or  special  proceeding,  for  putting  in 
fictitious  bail  or  a  fictitious  surety,  or  for  any  deceit  or  abuse  of  a 
mandate  of  proceeding  of  the  court 

3.  A  party  to  the  action  or  special  proceeding,  an  attorney, 
counsellor,  or  other  person,  for  the  nonpayment  of  a  sum  of  money 
ordered  or  adjudged  by  the  court  to  be  paid,  in  a  case  where  by 
law  execution  cannot  be  awarded  for  the  collection  of  such  sum; 
or  for  any  other  disobedience  to  a  lawful  mandate  of  the  court. 

4.  A  person  for  assuming  to  be  an  attorney  or  counsellor,  or 
other  officer  of  the  court,  and  acting  as  such  without  authority; 
for  rescuing  any  property  or  person  in  the  custody  of  an  officer, 
by  virtue  of  a  mandate  of  the  court ;  for  unlawfully  detaining  or 
fraudulently  preventing,  or  disabling  from  attending  or  testify- 
ing, a  witness,  or  a  party  to  the  action  or  special  proceedings, 
while  going  to,  remaining  at,  or  returning  from,  the  sitting  where 
it  is  noticed  for  trial  or  hearing;  and  for  any  other  unlawful 
interference  with  the  proceedings  therein, 

5.  A  person  subpoenaed  as  a  witness,  for  refusing  or  neglecting 
to  obey  the  subpoena,  or  to  attend,  or  to  be  sworn  or  to  answer  as 
witness. 

6.  A  person  duly  notified  to  attend  as  a  juror  at  a  session  of 
the  court,  for  improperly  conversing  with  a  party  to  an  action  or 
special  proceeding,  to  be  tried  at  that  session,  or  with  any  other 
person  in  relation  to  the  merits  of  that  action  or  special  proceed- 
ing; or  for  receiving  a  communication  from  any  other  person,  in 
relation  to  the  merits  of  such  an  action  or  special  proceeding, 
without  immediately  disclosing  the  same  to  the  court 

7.  In  any  other  case  where  an  attachment  or  any  other  proceed- 
ing to  punish  for  a  contempt  has  been  usually  adopted  and  prac- 
ticed in  a  court  of  record,  to  enforce  a  civil  remedy  of  a  party  to 
an  action,  or  special  proceeding  in  that  court,  or  to  protect  the 
right  of  a  party. 

§  9.  Process;  where  service  may  be  made.  The  court  shall  have 
power  to  send  its  process  and  other  mandates  in  an  action  or 
special  proceeding  of  which  it  has  jurisdiction  to  any  part  o^ 
the  city  of  Troy  or  any  town  adjoining  thereto  for  service  or 
execution,  and  to  enforce  obedience  thereto,  except  that  a  sub- 
poena may  be  served  at  any  place  in  the  county  of  Rensselaer  or 
in  any  county  adjoining  thereto,  including  the  counties  of  Albany 
and  Saratoga  as  horeiiiafter  provided. 
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§  10.  Judge  to  administer  oaths,  et  cetera.  The  judges  of  said 
court  may,  in  the  city  of  Troy,  or  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  by 
virtue  of  their  office,  administer  oaths,  take  depositions  and  ac- 
knowledgments, and  certify  the  same  in  the  manner  and  with  like 
effect  as  justices  of  courts  of  record. 

§  11.  Rules  of  practice.  The  judges  of  said  court,  from  time 
to  time,  may  make  rules  of  practice  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  law.  Such  rules  shall  not  take  effect,  however,  until 
a  copy  thereof,  signed  by  the  judges  of  said  court,  shall  have  been 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  court  and  with  the  clerk  of 
the  county  of  Rensselaer.  The  said  county  clerk  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  printed  in  the  calendars  of  the  supreme  court  and 
coimty  court  for  the  trial  terms  thereof  in  the  county  of  Rens- 
selaer, and  the  expense  of  such  printing  of  such  rules  shall  be  a 
chai^  upon  the  city  of  Troy  and  shall  be  audited,  allowed  and 
paid  by  the  said  city  in  like  manner  as  other  contingent  charges. 

§  12.  Court,  when  and  how  held.  The  court  shall  be  open  for 
the  transaction  of  business  each  day  of  the  year,  Saturdays,  Sun- 
days and  l^al  holidays  excepted.  Whenever  the  necessities  of 
business  require,  the  said  court  may  be  held  in  two  parts  or  di- 
visions at  the  same  time.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  one  of  the 
judged  of  said  court  to  hear,  try  and  determine  any  cause  in  said 
court  and  render  final  judgment  therein;  and  any  one  of  said 
judges  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  exercise  all  the  jurisdiction 
in  all  matters,  suits  and  proceedings  at  law  which  are  herein  con- 
ferred upon  said  court  The  court  or  a  judge  thereof  shall  also 
have  the  same  power  as  the  supreme  court  or  a  justice  of  the 
supreme  court,  to  entertain  motions,  make  orders  and  grant  relief 
in  any  action  or  proceeding  of  which  it  has  or  has  had  jurisdiction. 

§  13.  Trial,  continuation  of;  special  proceeding  may  be  con- 
tinued before  another  judge.  The  trial  of  an  action  or  special 
proceeding  may  be  continued  from  day  to  day,  or  from  one  day 
to  any  other  day  or  days  until  the  same  is  finished.  A  special 
proceeding  commenced  before  one  judge  may  be  continued  before 
the  other  judge  the  same  as  though  it  had  been  originally  com- 
menced before  him.  A  transcript  of  any  proceedings  had  before 
either  of  said  judges,  or  of  any  paper  filed  with  the  clerk,  or  of 
the  minutes  of  any  testimony  taken  by  or  before  said  judge,  cer- 
tified by  the  clerk  or  said  judge  to  be  correct,  shall  be  presumptive 
evidence  of  the  facts  therein  contained. 

§  14.  Death  or  removal  of  judge  not  to  impair  proceedings,  et 
cetera.     No  process,  action,  judcrment,  execution  or  proceeding 
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shall  abate  or  be  discontinued  by  reason  of  the  death,  remoyal 
from  office,  or  vacancy  in  office  of  either  judge,  but  the  other  judge 
of  said  court  may  proceed  to  hear,  determine  and  give  judgment 
in  and  upon  the  same,  and  upon  all  matters  and  things  pending 
before  and  undecided  or  not  acted  upon  or  indorsed  by  such 
former  judge,  with  the  same  powers,  jurisdiction,  and  authori^ 
as  possessed  by  hinL 

§  15.  Seal  of  court.  The  court  shall  adopt  and  procure  an 
official  seal,  with  suitable  device  and  inscription.  The  expense 
of  procuring  such  seal  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  available 
to  such  court  for  supplies.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  use  the 
seal  of  the  said  court  in  any  civil  process  and  no  charge  shall  be 
allowed  for  the  use  of  such  seal  in  such  process. 

§  16.  Code;  rules  of  supreme  court  applicable;  when.  The 
provisions  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  and  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  supreme  court  as  they  may  be  from  time  to  tlme^ 
shall  apply  to  the  city  court  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  made  ap- 
plicable and  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
the  rules  of  practice  made  by  the  judges  of  said  court  pursuant 
to  section  eleven  of  this  act;  in  case  of  such  conflict  this  act  or 
such  rules  shall  govern.

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§  25.  Action;  how  conunenced.  An  action  brought  in  the  city 
court  of  Troy  must  be  commenced  by  the  service  of  a  summons, 
or  the  voluntary  appearance  of  and  joinder  of  issue  by  the  parties. 

§  26.  SnmmonB;  requisites.  The  summons  must  be  addressed 
to  the  defendant  by  name,  or  such  part  of  his  name  as  is  known 
and  if  his  name  or  any  part  thereof  be  unknown,  by  a  fictitious 
designation  of  such  name  or  any  part  thereof  as  is  unknown,  add- 
ing a  description  identifying  the  person  intended,  and  must  sum- 
mon him  to  appear  before  the  court,  at  the  courtroom  thereof,  and 
at  the  time  specified  therein,  to  answer  the  complaint  of  the  plain- 
tiff, and  must  state  that  the  plaintiff  will  take  judgment  by  default 
for  the  relief  demanded  in  the  complaint  together  with  the  costs 
of  the  action,  if  the  defendant  fail  to  appear  and  answer.  It 
must  be  issued  and  subscribed  by  the  clerk  of  the  court,  except 
that  it  may  be  issued  by  plaintiff's  attorney  if  he  be  an  attorney 
of  the  supreme  court,  who  must,  in  such  case,  in  addition  to  sub- 
scribing the  name  of  the  clerk,  subscribe  his  own  name  as  plain- 
tiff's attorney  together  with  his  ofiice  and  post-office  address.  A 
summons  so  issued  by  plaintiff's  attorney  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
have  been  properly  served  unless  the  marshal  or  other  person 
serving  the  same  shall  cause  proof  thereof  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  the  court  not  less  than  three  days  before  the  return  day  of  the 
summons. 

§  27.  I^onn  of  summons.  The  summons  must  be  substantially 
in  the  following  form,  the  blanks  being  properly  filled  out.

§  28.  Service;  alias.  An  action  shall  be  deemed  commenced 
at  the  time  the  summons  is  actually  delivered  for  service.  If  the 
marshal,  or  other  person  having  the  summons  to  serve,  cannot 
find  the  defendant  so  as  to  serve  him  therewith  as  required  by 
this  act,  he  must  so  return,  and  the  clerk  shall,  at  the  request 
of  the  plaintiff,  if  made  between  the  last  day  when  service  could 
be  had  and  the  return  day  mentioned  in  said  summons,  including 
such  return  day,  continue  from  time  to  time  to  issue  an  alias 
summons,  until  the  defendant  is  served.  Where  there  are  two 
or  more  defendants  and  the  marshal  or  other  person  having  the 
summons  to  serve  cannot  find  all  of  the  defendants  so  as  to  serve 
each  of  them  therewith  as  required  by  this  act,  he  may  so  return, 
and  the  clerk  shall,  if  requested  by  the  plaintiff,  continue  from 
time  to  time,  to  issue  an  alias  summons  until  all  the  defendants 
are  served ;  and,  in  such  case,!  if  any  alias  summons  be  issued  no

§  29.  Method  of  service.  The  summons  must  be  served  as  fol- 
lows: 1.  If  an  action  be  against  a  corporation,  joint  stock  com- 
pany or  Association,  by  delivery  of  a  copy  of  the  summons  to  the 
president,  vi<*e-presidtot,  or  otiier  head  of  the  corporation,  joint 
stock  company  or  association,  or  to  the  secretary,  cashier,  treas- 
urer, or  managing  agent  thereof,  but  when  no  such  officer  resides 
or  can  be  found  in  the  city  of  Troy,  or  in  any  town  adjoining 
thereto,  to  a  director  resident  therein,  or  who  may  be  found 
therein. 
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2.  Where  the  defendant  to  be  served  is  a  railroad  corpora- 
tion, steamboat  or  other  transportation  corporation  and  no  offi- 
cer thereof  resides  or  can  be  found  in  the  city  of  Troy  or  in  any 
town  adjoining  thereto,  to  whom  a  copy  of  the  summons  may  be 
delivered,  as  prescribed  in  subdivision  one  of  this  section,  it  may 
be  personally  served,  by  delivering  a  copy  thereof  to  a  local  super- 
intendent of  repairs,  freight  agent,  agent  to  sell  tickets,  or  sta- 
tion keeper  of  the  corporation,  within  the  city  of  Troy  or  in  any 
town  adjoining  thereto;  unless  at  least  thirty  days  before  it  was 
issued,  the  corporation  had  filed,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  of  Eensselaer,  a  written  instrument,  designating  a  per- 
son residing  in  the  city  of  Troy  or  in  any  town  adjoining  thereto, 
upon  whom  process  to  be  issued  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  the 
city  court  of  Troy  against  it  may  be  served;  in  which  case  the 
summons  may  be  personally  served  by  delivering  a  copy  to  the 
person  so  designated. 

3.  Where  the  defendant  to  be  served  is  a  corporation,  joint 
stock  company  or  association,  partnership  or  person,  doing  busi- 
ness in  the  state  as  an  express  company,  an  insurance  company, 
or  a  telegraph  company,  and  no  person  resides  or  can  be  found 
in  the  city  of  Troy  or  in  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  to  whom 
a  copy  of  the  summons  may  be  delivered  as  provided  in  any  of 
the  subdivisions  of  this  section,  it  may  be  personally  served  on  the 
express  company  by  delivering  a  copy  thereof  to  any  local  or 
general  agent  to  receive  freight  or  parcels,  route  agent,  or  mes- 
senger of  the  defendant  within  the  city  of  Troy  or  in  any  town 
adjoining  thereto,  and  on  any  insurance  company  by  delivering 
a  copy  thereof  to  any  local  or  general  agent  of  the  defendant 
within  the  city  of  Troy  or  in  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  and  on 
any  telegraph  company  by  delivering  a  copy  thereof  to  any  office 
manager  of  the  defendant,  within  the  city  of  Troy  or  in  any  town 
adjoining  thereto;  unless  at  least  thirty  days  before  it  was  issued, 
the  defendant  had  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  of 
Bensselaer,  a  written  instrument,  designating  a  person  residing 
in  the  city  of  Troy  or  in  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  upon  whom 
process  to  be  issued  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  the  city  court 
of  Troy,  against  the  defendant  may  be  served;  in  which  case 
the  summons  may  be  personally  served  by  delivering  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  person  so  designated. 

4.  Where  a  person  has  been  designated  as  prescribed  in  either 
of  the  last  two  subdivisions,  and  the  designation  has  been  re- 
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voked,  or  it  appears  by  affidavit,  or  the  return  of  the  marshal  to 
whom  a  smnmons  has  been  duly  delivered  for  service,  that  the 
person  designated  is  dead,  or  has  ceased  to  reside  in  the  city  of 
Troy  or  any  town  adjoining  thereto;  or  that  he  cannot,  after  due 
diligence,  be  foimd  within  the  city  of  Troy  or  in  any  town  ad- 
joining thereto,  so  as  to  deliver  a  copy  of  the  summons  to  him ;  the 
summons  may  be  served  as  if  the  designation  had  not  been  made. 
Such  a  designation  may  be  revoked  by  a  writing  executed  and 
filed  in  like  manner  as  required  for  the  purpose  of  making  the 
designation. 

5.  Where  the  summons  is  issued  against  a  foreign  insurance 
corporation,  service  may  be  made  by  a  delivery  of  a  copy  of  the 
summons  to  the  superintendent  of  insurance  of  the  state  of  New 
York;  and  the  certificate  of  such  superintendent  admitting  due 
service  thereof  filed  with  this  court  shall  be  deemed  sufficient 
proof  of  service. 

6.  Where  the  person  to  be  served  is  a  minor  under  the  age  of 
fourteen  years,  by  delivery  of  a  copy  to  such  minor,  and  also  to 
his  father,  mother  or  guardian,  or  if  they  be  not  within  the  city 
of  Troy  or  in  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  then  to  any  person 
having  the  care  or  control  of  said  minor,  or  with  whom  he  resides, 
or  in  whose  service  he  is. 

Y.  Where  the  summons  is  issued  against  a  person  judicially  de- 
clared to  be  of  unsound  mind,  or  incapable  of  conducting  his 
own  affairs  in  consequence  of  habitual  drunkenness,  or  for  any 
other  cause,  and  for  whom  a  committee  has  been  appointed,  by 
delivery  of  a  copy  to  such  committee  and  to  the  defendant  per- 
sonally. 

8.  In  all  other  cases  the  copy  of  the  summons  must  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  defendant  personally,  except  as  in  this  act  otherwise 
specially  provided. 

§  30.  Order  for  servioe  of  summonB;  when  defendant  not  found. 
An  order  for  the  service  of  a  summons  upon  a  defendant  resid- 
ing within  the  city  of  Troy  or  within  any  town  adjoining  thereto, 
may  be  made  by  the  court  after  an  alias  summons  has  been  duly 
issued,  upon  satisfactory  proof  by  the  affidavit  of  a  person  not  a 
party  to  the  action,  and  the  return  of  a  marshal,  that  proper  and 
diligent  effort  has  been  made  to  serve  the  summons  and  alias  sum- 
mons upon  the  defendant,  and  that  the  place  of  his  sojourn  can- 
not be  found,  or  if  he  is  within  the  city  of  Troy  or  within  any 
town  adjoining  thereto,  that  he  avoids  service  so  that  oersonal 
service  could  not  be  made. 
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§  31.  How  such  service  must  be  made.  The  order  must  direct 
that  the  service  of  the  summons  be  made,  by  leaving  a  copy 
thereof,  and  of  the  order,  at  the  residence  of  the  defendant,  with 
a  person  of  proper  age,  if,  upon  reasonable  application,  admit- 
tance can  be  obtained,  and  such  person  found  who  will  receive  it; 
or,  if  admittance  cannot  be  obtained,  nor  such  a  person  found, 
by  affixing  the  same  to  the  outer  or  other  door  of  the  defendant's 
residence,  and  by  depositing  another  copy  thereof,  properly  in- 
closed in  a  postpaid  wrapper,  addressed  to  him,  at  his  place  of 
residence,  in  a  postoffice  in  the  city  of  Troy ;  or  upon  proof  being 
made  by  affidavit  that  no  such  residence  can  be  found,  service  of 
the  summons  may  be  made  in  such  manner  as  the  court  may 
direct. 

§  32.  Papers  to  be  filed;  proof  of  service.  The  order,  and  the 
papers  upon  which  it  was  granted,  must  be  filed,  and  the  service 
must  be  made,  not  less  than  six  days  before  the  return  day  of  the 
summons ;  otherwise  the  order  becomes  inoperative.  On  filing  an 
affidavit  showing  service  according  to  the  order,  the  sunmions  is 
deemed  served  and  the  same  proceedings  may  be  taken  thereupon, 
as  if  personal  service  thereof  had  been  made  except  that  no  ex- 
acution  against  the  person  shall  issue  upon  a  judgment  obtained 
after  such  service.  The  summons,  when  returned  to  tlie  clerk's 
office,  shall  be  indorsed  with  the  residence  or  postoffice  address 
of  the  plaintiff,  and  also  the  name  and  postoffice  address  of  the 
attorney,  if  any. 

§  33.  Defendant  when  allowed  to  defend.  Where  the  summons 
is  served,  pursuant  to  an  order  made  as  herein  prescribed,  and 
the  defendant  so  served  does  not  appear,  he  or  his  representative 
must  upon  good  cause  shown  and  upon  just  terms  be  allowed  to 
defend  the  action  at  any  time  within  six  months  after  personal 
service  of  written  notice  thereof;  or  if  such  notice  has  not  been 
served,  within  two  years  after  the  entry  of  the  judgment.  If 
the  defense  is  successful,  and  the  judgment,  or  any  part  thereof, 
has  been  collected  or  otherwise  enforced,  such  restitution  may 
thereupon  be  compelled  as  the  court  directs,  but  the  title  to  prop- 
erty sold,  to  a  purchaser  in  good  faith  by  virtue  of  an  execution 
issued  upon  the  judgment,  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 

§  34.  Who  may  serve  summons,  et  cetera.  The  summons,  and 
in  a  proper  case  a  copy  of  the  complaint,  or  a  precept  in  summary 
proceedings,  may  be  served  by  a  marshal  or  by  any  person  not  a 
party  to  the  action,  who  is  over  the  age  of  eighteen  years.     Proof 
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of  service  by  sucli  person  other  than  a  marshal  must  be  made  by 
his  affidavit,  which  must  state  that  he  is  over  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  the  particular  place,  time,  and  manner  of  service,  and  that 
the  affiant  knew  the  person  so  served  to  be  the  person  mentioned 
and  described  in  the  summons  as  defendant  therein. 

§  35.  Eetum  day.  Except  as  prescribed  in  section  forty-six 
of  the  lien  law,  the  return  day  mentioned  in  the  summons  must  not 
be  more  than  twelve  days  from  its  date  and  except  in  the  case  pro- 
vided for  in  section  forty-six  of  the  lien  law  or  in  the  case  where 
an  order  of  arrest  had  been  issued,  must  be  served  at  least  six  days 
before  the  time  of  appearance. 

§  36.  Indorsement  upon  snmmonB.  In  an  action  to  recover  *a 
penalty  or  forfeiture  given  by  a  statute  or  ordinance  if  a  copy  of 
the  complaint  is  not  delivered  to  the  defendant  with  a  copy  of  the 
summons,  a  general  reference  to  the  statute  or  ordinance  must  be 
indorsed  upon  the  copy  of  the  sununons  so  delivered  in  the  follow- 
ing form:  "According  to  the  provisions  of,"  et  oetera;  adding 
such  a  description  of  the  statute  or  ordinance  as  will  identify  it 
with  convenient  certainty,  and  also  specifying  the  section  if  penal- 
ties or  forfeitures  are  given,  in  different  sections  thereof,  for  dif- 
ferent acts  or  omissions,  and  the  proof  of  service  of  such  summons 
must  show  that  the  copy  served  on  the  defendant  likewise  had  such 
indorsement  thereon. 

§  37.  Indorsement  upon  summons;  where  execntioB  against  the 
person  may  be  issued.  In  an  action  where  an  execution  may  issue 
against  the  person  upon  a  judgment  rendered  in  favor  of  the  plain- 
tiff, unless  a  verified  complaint  is  served  with  the  summons,  a  gen- 
eral reference  to  that  fact  must  bo  indorsed  by  the  derk  upon  the 
summons  and  upon  4he  copy  to  be  served  on  defendant  in  the  fol- 
lowing form :  "  Plaintiff  claims  defendant  is  liable  to  arrest  and 
imprisonment  in  this  case."  In  the  event  of  there  being  no  such 
indorsement,  no  execution  against  the  person  shall  issue,  and  the 
proof  of  service  of  such  summons  must  show  that  the  copy  served 
on  the  defendant  likewise  had  such  indorsement  upon  it. 

§  38.  Parties;  appearance  of.  A  party  to  an  action  or  special 
proceeding  in  the  city  court  of  Troy,  who  is  of  full  age,  may  appear 
and  prosecute  or  defend  the  same,  in  person  or  by  an  attorney,  at 
his  election,  unless  he  has  been  judicially  declared  to  be  incompe- 
tent to  manage  his  affairs ;  except  that  a  party  may  appear  for  the 
purpose  of  pleading  in  or  adjourning  a  cause  or  proceeding  by  his 
agent  duly  authorized  for  such  purpose.     The  statement  under 
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oath  before  the  court  of  such  agent  as  to  his  authority  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  thereof.    . 

§  39.  Onardian  ad  litem.  When  a  guardian  is  necessary  he 
must  be  appointed  by  the  court  as  follows : 

1.  If  the  infant  be  plaintiff  or  petitioner,  the  appointment  must 
be  made  before  the  summons  or  precept  is  issued,  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  the  infant,  if  he  be  of  the  age  of  fourteen  years  or  up' 
wards ;  if  under  that  age,  upon  the  application  of  some  relative  or 
friend.  The  consent  in  writing  of  the  guardian  to  be  appointed 
and  to  be  responsible  for  costs,  if  he  fail  in  the  action  or  proceed- 
ing, must  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  court. 

2.  After  the  service  and  return  of  a  summons  or  precept  against 
an  infant  defendant  or  respondent  no  other  proceedings  shall  be 
taken  in  the  action  or  proceeding,  until  a  person  has  been  appointed 
to  appear  as  his  guardian  for  the  purpose  of  the  action  or  proceed- 
ing. Upon  the.  nomination  of  the  defendant,  the  court  must  ap- 
point a  proper  person  for  that  purpose.  If  the  defendant  or  re- 
spondent does  not  appear  upon  the  return  of  the  summons  or  pre- 
cept, or  if  he  neglects  or  refuses  to  nominate,  the  court  nwiy,  on 
the  application  of  the  plaintiff  or  petitioner,  appoint  any  proper 
person  as  his  guardian.  The  written  consent  of  the  person  so  ap- 
pointed must  bo  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  before  his  appoint- 
ment.    The  guardian  so  appointed  is  not  responsible  for  any  costs. 

§  40.  Parties;  who  may  be  joined.  Parties  plaintiff  or  defend- 
ant may  be  joined  as  follows: 

1.  All  persons  having  an  interest  in  the  subject  of  the  action, 
and  in  obtaining  the  judgment  demanded,  may  be  joined  as  plain- 
tiffs, except  as  otherwise  expressly  prescribed  in  this  act. 

2.  Any  person  may  be  made  a  defendant  who  has  or  claims  an 
interest  in  the  controversy  adverse  to  the  plaintiff,  or  who  is  a  nec- 
essary party  defendant,  for  the  complete  determination  or  settle- 
ment of  a  question  involved  therein,  except  as  otherwise  expressly 
prescribed  in  this  act. 

3.  Every  action  must  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  real  party 
in  interest,  except  that  an  executor  or  administrator,  a  trustee  of 
an  express  trust,  or  a  person  expressly  authorized  by  statute,  may 
sue,  without  joining  with  him  the  person  for  whose  benefit  the 
action  is  prosecuted.  A  person  with  whom  or  in  whose  name  a 
contract  is  made  for  the  benefit  of  another  is  a  trustee  of  an  express 
trust,  within  the  meaning  of  this  section. 

4.  In  an  action  or  special  proceeding  a  married  woman  appears, 
prosecutes  or  defends  alone  or  joined  with  other  parties  as  if  she 
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was  single.  It  is  not  necessary  or  proper  to  join  her  hnsband  with 
her  as  a  party  in  any  action  or  special  proceeding  affecting  her 
separate  property.  The  husband  is  not  a  necessary  or  proper  party 
to  an  action  or  special  proceeding  to  recover  damages  to  the  person 
or  estate  of  his  wife,  and  all  sums  that  may  be  recovered  in  such 
actions  or  special  proceedings  shall  be  the  separate  property  of  the 
wife.  The  husband  is  not  a  necessary  or  proper  party  to  an  action 
or  special  proceeding  to  recover  damages  to  the  person  or  estate  of 
another  on  account  of  the  wrongful  acts  of  his  wife  committed 
without  his  instigation. 

5.  Two  or  more  persons  severally  liable  upon  the  same  written 
instrument,  including  the  parties  to  a  bill  of  exchange  or  a  prom- 
issory note,  whether  the  action  is  brought  upon  the  instrument,  or 
by  a  party  thereto  to  recover  against  other  parties  liable  over  to 
him,  may,  aD  or  any  of  them,  be  included  as  defendants  in  the 
same  action,  at  the  option  of  the  plaintiff,  and  the  joinder  of  a  per- 
son, as  defendant  in  an  action,  with  another  person  as  prescribed 
in  this  section,  does  not  affect  his  right,  to  any  order  or  other  relief, 
to  which  he  would  have  been  entitled,  if  he  had  been  separately 
sued  in  the  action. 

§  41.  Application  of  this  article  to  defendants  jointly  liable. 
The  last  section  does  not  affect  a  defense  or  other  objection  of  a 
defendant,  growing  out  of  the  failure  to  join  in  the  action  two  or 
more  persons,  jointly  liable;  and  as  regards  the  other  parties  to 
the  action,  persons  jointly  liable  are  regarded  as  one  party,  for 
every  purpose  contemplated  by  that  section.

§  55.  Process  to  be  served  by  marshal.  An  order  of  arrest^ 
warrant  of  attachment  or  requisition  to  replevy,  issued  by  or  out 
of  the  city  court  of  Troy,  shall  be  served  and  executed  by  a  marshal 
of  said  court 

§  56.  In  what  cases  order  of  arrest  to  be  granted.  An  order  to 
arrest  the  defendant  must  be  granted  upon  the  application  of  the 
plaintiff,  directed  to  any  marshal  of  said  court,  in  the  following 
cases,  but  no  female  can  be  arrested  except  for  a  wilful  injury 
to  person  or  property. 

1.  In  an  action  for  the  recovery  of  damages,  in  a  cause  of 
action  not  arising  on  contract,  when  the  defendant  is  not  a  resi- 
dent of  the  city  of  Troy  or  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  or  is 
about  to  remove  therefrom,  or  when  the  action  is  for  a  wilful 
injury  to  person  or  property. 

2.  In  an  action  for  a  fine  or  penalty,  or  for  money  or  property 
embezzled  or  wrongfully  misapplied  or  converted  to  his  own  use 
by  a  public  officer,  or  an  officer  of  a  corporation,  or  an  attorney, 
factor,  broker,  agent  or  clerk,  in  the  course  of  his  employment 
as  such,  or  by  any  other  person  acting  in  a  judiciary  capacity. 

8.  Where  the  defendant  has  been  guilty  of  a  fraud  in  contract- 
ing the  debt,  or  incurring  the  obligation  for  which  the  action  is 
brought,  or  in  concealing  or  disposing  of  the  property,  for  the 
taking,  detention,  or  conversion  of  which  the  action  is  brought, 
except  that  no  order  of  arrest  shall  be  granted  in  an  action  speci- 
fied in  this  subdivision  where  the  debt  contracted  or  the  obliga- 
tion incurred  over  all  payments  and  set-offs  or  the  property  taken, 
obtained  or  converted,  amounts  to,  or  is  valued  at  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  less. 
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4.  When  the  defendant  has  removed,  concealed,  or  disposed  of 
his  property,  or  is  about  to  do  so,  with  the  intent  to  defraud  his 
creditors,  except  that  no  order  shall  be  granted  in  such  an  action 
unless  the  plaintiff's  claim  or  demand  over  all  payments  and  set- 
offs exceeds  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  67.  Affidavit  and  undertaking  upon  granting.  Before  an 
order  of  arrest  shall  issue,  the  party  applying  must  prove  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  court,  by  the  affidavit  of  himself  or  some  other 
person,  the  facts  on  which  the  application  is  founded,  and  the 
amount  of  his  debt  or  claim  over  all  payments  and  set-offs.  The 
plaintiff  must  also  execute  and  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  court,  a 
written  undertaking,  to  the  effect  that  if  the  defendant  recover 
judgment  the  plaintiff  will  pay  to  him  all  costs  that  may  be 
awarded  to  the  defendant,  and  all  damages  which  he  may  sustain 
by  reason  of  the  arrest  not  exceeding  the  sum  specified  in  the 
undertaking,  which  must  be  double  the  amount  claimed.  But  the 
proof  and  security  required  by  this  section  shall  not  be  necessary 
where  the  order  of  arrest  is  issued  for  the  violation  of  a  by-law 
or  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Troy,  or  for  the  recovery  of  a  penalty 
or  a  forfeiture  under  the  statutes  of  this  state,  where  the  city  of 
Troy  or  any  department  of  the  government  of  said  city  authorized 
by  statute  to  maintain  an  action  or  the  people  of  the  state  of 
New  York  are  plaintiffs.

§  61.  ITudertaking  or  deposit  before  return.  The  defendant 
may  deliver  to  the  marshal  a  written  undertaking  to  the  plaintiff, 
in  the  snm  specified  in  the  order  of  arrest,  executed  by  one  or 
more  sureties,  to  the  effect  that  the  defendant  will  attend  in  per- 
son at  the  opening  of  the  court  on  the  next  day  thereafter  when  it 
is  there  in  session,  or  he  may  deposit  with  the  marshal  the  sum 
specified  in  the  order  of  arrest.  In  either  case  the  marshal  must 
forthwith  release  him  from  custody. 

§  62.  When  undertaking  or  deposit  may  be  furnished.  The 
defendant  may  give  the  undertaking,  or  make  the  deposit,  im- 
mediately upon  his  arrest,  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night;  and 
he  must  have  reasonable  opportunity  to  seek  for  and  procure  sure- 
ties to  the  undertaking  or  the  amount  of  deposit  required,  before 
being  committed  to  jail.  Where  a  deposit  is  made,  the  money  de- 
posited must,  before  the  expiration  of  the  next  day  thereafter,  not 
being  Sunday,  or  a  public  holiday,  be  paid  by  the  marshal  into 
court,  by  paying  the  same  directly  to  the  clerk  thereof,  which 
said  deposit  shall  be  regarded  as  an  undertaking,  and  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  and  no  other. 

§  63.  TTndertaking  or  deposit  after  return.  At  any  time  after 
the  return  of  the  marshal,  and  before  final  judgment,  the  court 
may  order  a  defendant  released  from  custody  upon  filing  an  under- 
taking or  making  a  deposit.

and  if  the  judgment  is  against  the  defendant,  until  the  return 
of  an  execution  against  property  issued  thereupon.

and  it  may  in  its  discretion  direct  him  to  be  brought  into  court 
at  any  other  time.

§  65.  Duty  of  marshal.  The  marshal  making  the  arrest,  or 
another  marshal  by  direction  of  the  court,  must  keep  the  defend- 
ant in  custody,  unless  he  shall  give  the  security  for  his  appearance, 
or  until  he  is  duly  discharged  by  order  of  the  court;  but  in  no 
case  can  such  detention  exceed  forty-eight  hours,  excluding  Sun- 
days and  legal  holidays,  from  the  time  of  his  first  being  brought 
before  the  court,  unless  within  that  time  the  trial  of  the  action 
be  commenced,  and  formally  proceeded  with,  and  resumed  with- 
out any  interruption  other  than  the  necessary  recess  of  the  court. 

§  66.  ITndertakiiLg  by  arrested  defendant  on  applyii^  for  ad- 
joTimment.  If  the  defendant  make  application  for  an  adjoum- 
mentj  or  demand  a  jury  trial  at  the  time  he  is  brought  before  the 
court,  before  it  can  be  granted  he  must,  unless  he  has  given  an 
undertaking  or  make  a  deposit,  execute  an  undertaking  or  make  a 
deposit  to  the  effect  that  he  will  appear  on  the  adjourned  day, 
and  not  depart  until  duly  discharged  according  to  law,  or  until 
after  the  trial  and  judgment,  and  that  he  will  surrender  himself 
into  custody  if  any  execution  be  issued  upon  the  judgment  when 
obtained  against  him  in  the  action. 

§  67.  Motion  to  discharge  from  arrest.  A  defendant,  arrested 
as  prescribed  in  this  article,  may,  without  notice,  upon  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  plaintiff  before  the  court,  or  at  any  time  after- 
ward before  judgment,  upon  two  days'  notice  given  personally  to 
the  plaintiff,  or  to  his  agent  or  attorney  who  appeared  for  him 
before  the  court,  apply  to  the  court  for  an  order  discharging  him 
from  arrest.

§  73.  Attachment^  when  may  be  granted.  A  warrant  of  attach- 
ment against  the  property  of  one  or  more  defendants  must  be 
granted,  upon  the  application  of  the  plaintiff,  as  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed, in  an  action  upon  one  or  more  of  the  following  causes 
of  action : 

1.  Upon  a  judgment. 

2.  Breach  of  a  contract,  express  or  implied.

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§  74.  What  must  be  shown  to  procure  warrant.  To  entitle  the 
plaintiff  to  such  a  warrant,  he  must  show,  by  affidavit,  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  court,  as  folloAvs: 

1.  That  a  sufficient  cause  of  action  exists  against  the  defendant 
to  recover  damages  for  one  or  more  causes  specified  in  the  last 
section.  If  the  action  is  upon  a  judgment,  or  to  recover  for 
breach  of  a  contract,  the  affidavit  must  show  that  the  plaintiff 
is  entitled  to  recover  a  sum  stated  therein,  over  and  above  all 
counterclaims  known  to  him. 

2.  That  the  defendant  is  either  a  foreign  corporation,  or  not  a

ing thereto,  where  he  last  resided,  to  a  place  outside  of  the  city 
of  Troy  and  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  with  intent  to  defraud 
his  creditors,  or  to  avoid  the  service  of  a  summons,  or  keeps  him- 
self concealed,  with  the  like  intent;  or  if  the  defendant  is  a 
natural  person,  or  a  domestic  corporation,  that  he  or  it  has  re- 
moved, or  is  about  to  remove  property  from  the  city  of  Troy  or 

•  from  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  where  the  defendant,  being  a 
natural  person,  last  resided,  or  being  a  corporation,  has  kept  its 
principal  office,  to  a  place  outside  of  the  city  of  Troy  and  any 
town  adjoining  thereto,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  or  its  cred- 
itors, or  has  assigned,  disposed  of,  or  secreted,  or  is  about  to 
assign,  dispose  of,  or  secrete  property,  with  the  like  intent;  or 
where  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  credit  or  the  extension  of 
credit  the  defendant  has  made  a  false  statement  in  writing,  under 
his  own  hand  and  signature,  or  under  the  hand  and  signature  of 
a  duly  authorized  agent,  made  with  his  knowledge  and  acquies- 
cence, as  to  his  financial  responsibility  or  standing.  Or  that 
the  defendant  being  a  natural  person  of  full  age,  and  a  resident 
of  the  city  of  Troy  or  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  has  been  con- 
tinuously without  the  United  States  for  the  space  of  six  months 
or  more,  immediately  before  the  application,  and  either  that  he 
has  not  made  a  designation  of  a  person  upon  whom  to  serve  a 
summons  in  his  behalf  as  prescribed  in  section  four  hundred 
and  thirty  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  or  that  service  upon 
the  person  so  designated  cannot  be  made,  with  due  diligence,  in 
the  city  of  Troy  or  any  town  adjoining  thereto.  The  affidavit 
must  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court. 
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§  75.  Ccmtcnts  of  waTrant.  The  warrant  must  be  granted  by 
the  court  at  the  time  when  the  summons  is  issued,  and  must  be 
issued  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  or  a  judge  thereof  and  it  must  be 
indorsed  upon  or  annexed  to  the  summons.  It  must  be  subscribed

§  77.  How  warrant  to  be  executed.  The  marshal  to  whom  the 
warrant  of  attachment  is  delivered  must  execute  it  at  least  six 
days  before  the  return  day  of  the  summons,  by  levying  upon 
30  much  of  the  property  of  the  defendant  hereinafter  mentioned, 
as  will  satisfy  the  plaintiff's  demand  with  costs  and  (expenses 
and  must  safely  keep  the  same  to  be  disposed  of  as  prescribed  in 
this  title  and  must  immediately  make  an  inventory  thereof  stat- 
ing therein  the  estimated  value  of  each  article  or  item.  Such 
levy  can  be  made  on  the  following  property : 

1.  Goods  and  chattels  of  the  defendant  found  in  the  city  of 
Troy  or  within  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  not  exempt  from 
levy  and  sale  by  virtue  of  an  execution,  including  money  and 
bank  notes.

privileges,  with  respect  thereto,  which  the  defendant  had,  when 
they  were  so  attached. 

8.  Causes  of  action  arising  upon  contract,  including  bonds, 
promissory  notes,  or  other  instruments  for  the  payment  of  money 
only,  negotiable  or  otherwise,  whether  past  due,  or  yet  to  become 
due,  executed  by  a  corporation,  or  by  a  private  person,  either 
within  or  without  the  state,  which  belong  to  the  defendant,  and 
are  found  within  the  city  of  Troy  or  any  town  adjoining  thereto, 
and  the  levy  of  the  attachment  thereupon  is  deemed  a  levy  upon, 
and  a  seizure  and  attachment  of,  the  debt  represented  thereby. 

§  78.  Attachment,'  how  levied.  A  levy  under  a  warrant  of 
attachment  upon  personal  property  capable  of  manual  delivery, 
including  a  bond,  a  promissory  note,  or  other  instrument  for  the 
payment  of  money,  must  be  made  by  taking  the  same  into  the 
marshaPs  actual  custody.  He  must  thereupon,  without  delay, 
deliver  to  the  person  from  whose  possession  the  property  is  taken, 
if  any,  a  copy  of  the  warrant,  undertaking,  and  of  the  affidavits 
upon  which  the  warrant  was  granted.  Upon  other  personal 
property,  it  must  be  made  by  leaving  a  copy  of  the  warrant,  un- 
dertaking, affidavits  and  a  notice  showing  the  property  attached, 
with  the  person  holding  the  same;  or  if  it  consists  of  a  demand, 
other  than  as  specified  in  this  section,  with  the  person  against 
whom  it  exists ;  or,  if  it  consists  of  rights  or  shares  in  the  stock  of 
an  association  or  corporation,  or  interests  or  profits  thereon,  witii 
the  president,  or  other  head  of  the  association  or  corporation,  or 
the  secretary,  cashier  or  managing  agent  thereof,  if  any  personal 
property  which  the  marshal  desires  to  levy  upon,  under  a  war- 
rant of  attachment,  is  secured  or  concealed  in  a  building  or  en- 
closure, the  marshal  must  publicly  demand  its  delivery.  If  it  is 
not  delivered  pursuant  to  the  demand  he  may  cause  the  building 
or  enclosure  to  be  broken  open  and  may  take  such  personal  prop- 
erty into  his  possession. 

§  79.  Certificate  of  defendant's  interest  to  be  furnished.  Upon 
the  application  of  a  marshal,  holding  a  warrant  of  attachment, 
the  president  or  other  head  of  an  association  or  corporation,  or 
the  secretary,  cashier  or  managing  agent  thereof,  or  a  debtor  of 
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the  defendant,  or  a  person  holding  property,  including  a  bond, 
promissory  note  or  other  instrument  for  the  payment  of  money, 
belonging  to  the  defendant,  must  furnish  to  the  marshal  a  certifi- 
cate, under  his  hand,  specifying  the  rights  or  number  of  shares 
of  the  defendant,  in  the  stock  of  the  association  <ft  corporation, 
with  all  dividends  declared,  or  encumbrances  thereon,  or  the 
amount,  nature  and  description  of  the  property  held  for  the 
benefit  of  the  defendant,  or  of  the  defendant's  interest  in  prop^ 
erty  so  held,  or  of  the  debt  or  demand  owing  to  the  defendant^ 
as  the  case  requires. 

§  80.  Person  refusing  oertiflcate  may  be  examined.  If  a  per- 
son to  whom  application  is  made,  as  prescribed  in  the  last  section, 
refuses  to  give  such  a  certificate;  or  if  it  is  made  to  appear  by 
affidavit,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  that  there  is  reason  to 
suspect  that  a  certificate  given  by  him  is  untrue,  or  that  it  fails 
fully  to  set  forth  the  facts  required  to  be  shown  thereby,  the 
court  may  make  an  order  directing  him  to  attend,  at  a  specified 
time,  at  the  court  and  submit  to  an  examination,  under  oath, 
concerning  the  same. 

§  81.  Marshal  may  maintain  action.  The  marshal  must,  sub- 
ject to  the  direction  of  the  court,  collect  and  receive  all  debts, 
effects  and  things  in  action  attached  by  hinu  He  may  maintain 
any  action  or  special  proceeding  in  his  own  name  or  in  the  name  of 
the  defendant,  which  is  necessary  for  that  purpose,  or  to  reduce  to 
his  actual  possession  an  article  of  personal  property,  capable  of 
manual  delivery,  but  of  which  he  has  been  unable  to  obtain  posses- 
sion, and  ho  may  discontinue  such  an  action  or  special  proceeding 
at  such  time  and  on  such  terms  as  the  court  directs. 

§  82.  When  attachment  discharged,  et  cetera,  property  to  be 
restored  to  defendant.  Where  a  warrant  of  attachment  or  a  writ 
of  replevin  is  vacated  or  annulled,  or  an  attachment  is  discharged, 
upon  the  application  of  the  defendant,  the  marshal  must,  except  in 
a  case  where  it  is  otherwise  expressly  prescribed  by  law,  upon  an 
order  made  by  the  court  to  that  effect,  deliver  over  to  the  defend- 
ant, or  to  the  person  entitled  thereto,  upon  reasonable  demand,  and 
upon  payment  of  all  costs,  charges  and  expenses  legally  chargeable 
by  the  marshal,  all  the  attached  personal  property  remaining  in 
his  hands,  or  that  portion  thereof  as  to  which  the  attachment  is 
discharged ;  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  if  it  has  been  sold  by  him. 

§  83.  Service  of  summons  and  warrant  on  defendant.  The 
marshal  must,  immediately  after  making  inventory,  and  at  least 
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SIX  days  before  the  return  day  of  the  summons,  serve  the  summons, 
together  with  the  warrant  of  attachment  and  inventory,  upon  the 
defendant^  by  delivering  to  him  personally  a  copy  of  each,  if  he 
can,  with  reasonable  diligence,  be  found  within  the  city  of  Troy 
or  in  any  to^  adjoining  thereto,  or  if  he  cannot  be  so  found,  by 
leaving  a  copy  of  each,  at  the  last  place  of  residence  of  the  defend- 
ant in  the  city  of  Troy  or  in  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  with  a 
person  of  suitable  age  and  discretion,  or  if  such  person  cannot  be 
found  there,  by  posting  them  on  the  outer  door,  and  also  deposit- 
ing another  copy  of  eadi  in  the  postoffice,  inclosed  in  a  sealed  post- 
paid wrapper,  directed  to  the  defendant  at  his  residence;  or  if 
the  defendant  has  no  place  of  residence  in  the  city  of  Troy  or  in 
any  town  adjoining  theroto,  by  delivering  them  to  the  person  in 
whose  possession  the  property  attached  is  found. 

§  84.  ITndertaking  by  defendant.  The  defendant,  or  his  at- 
tomey,  or  agent  in  his  behalf,  may,  at  any  time  l)efore  judgment 
is  rendered  in  the  action,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  marshal  an 
undertaking  to  the  plaintiff  in  a  sum  specified  therein,  at  least 
twice  the  value  of  the  property  attached,  as  stated  in  the  inventory, 
with  one  or  more  sureties,  approved  by  the  marshal  or  by  a  judge 
of  the  court,  and  to  the  effect,  that  if  the  judgment  is  rendered 
against  the  defendant  and  an  execution  is  issued  thereupon,  within 
six  months  after  the  giving  of  the  undertaking,  the  property  at- 
tached shall  be  produced  to  satisfy  the  execution.  Thereupon  the 
marshal  must  deliver  the  property  to  the  defendant. 

§  85.  Claim  by  third  person;  bond  and  delivery  thereupon.  If 
ft  person,  not  a  party  to  the  action,  claims  any  property  attached, 
which  is  not  reclaimed  by  the  defendant,  as  prescribed  in  the  last 
section,  he  may,  at  any  time  after  the  seizure  and  before  execution 
is  issued  upon  a  judgment  rendered  in  the  action,  execute  and 
deliver  to  the  marshal  an  undertaking  in  a  penalty  at  least  twice 
the  value  of  the  property  claimed,  and  conditioned  that,  in  an 
action  upon  the  undertaking,  to  be  conmienced  within  three  months 
thereafter,  the  claimant  will  establish  that  he  was  the  general 
owner  of  the  property  claimed  at  the  time  of  the  seizure ;  or  if  he 
fails  so  to  do,  that  he  will  pay  to  the  plaintiff  the  value  thereof, 
with  interest.  The  marshal  must  thereupon  deliver  the  property 
claimed  to  the  claims?  it. 

§  86.  Judgment  upon  nndertaking.  A  judgment  for  the  plain- 
tiff, in  an  action  upon  a  bond,  given  as  prescribed  in  the  last 
section,  must  award  to  him  the  value  of  the  property  seized  and 
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delivered  to  the  claimant,  with  interest  thereupon  from  the  time 
of  the  delivery.  If  the  amount  so  recovered  exceeds  the  amount 
which  the  plaintiff  recovers  in  the  action  in  which  the  warrant  of 
attachment  was  issued,  he  is  liable  to  the  defendant  in  that  action 
for  the  exoeos. 

§  87.  Action  upon  undertaking  where  warrant  i&  vacated.  If 
the  warrant  of  attachment  is  vacated  or  annulled,  the  defendant 
may  maintain  an  action,  upon  the  undertaking  specified  in  the 
last  two  sections,  in  his  own  name,  in  the  same  manner  and  with 
the  like  effect  as  the  plaintiff  might  have  done  if  the  warrant  had 
remained  in  full  force. 

§  88.  Ketnrn  by  marshal  attaching.  The  marshal  executing 
the  warrant  of  attachment  must,  at  the  time  when  and  the  place 
where  it  is  returnable,  make  a  return  thereto,  under  his  hand, 
stating  all  his  proceedings  thereupon.  He  must  deliver  to  the 
clerk,  with  the  return,  each  undertaking  delivered  to  him,  pur- 
suant to  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  article,  and  a  copy 
certified  by  him,  of  the  inventory  of  the  property  attached.  The 
return  must  state  the  manner  in  which  the  warrant  and  inventory 
were  served,  and,  if  they  were  served  otherwise  than  by  delivering 
a  copy  thereof  to  the  defendant  personally,  the  reason  therefor, 
and  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  copy  was  delivered, 
unless  his  name  is  unknown  to  the  marshal;  in  which  case  the 
return  must  describe  him  so  as  to  identify  him,  as  nearly  as 
maybe. 

§  89.  Application  to  vacate  or  modify  warrant  of  attachment. 
A.  defendant,  whose  property  has  been  attached,  may,  upon  the 
return  of  the  summons,  or  before  such  return  on  written  notice  of 
at  least  twenty-four  hours  to  the  plaintiff  or  his  attorney,  apply  to 
the  court  to  vacate  or  modify  it,  or  to  increase  the  plaintiff's  se- 
curitv.  Such  an  application  may  be  founded  upon  the  papers 
upon  which  the  warrant  was  granted ;  or  upon  proof,  by  affidavit, 
on  the  part  of  the  defendant,  or  upon  both.  If  it  is  founded  upon 
proof  on  the  part  of  the  defendant,  it  may  be  opposed  by  new 
proof,  by  affidavit,  upon  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  tending  to  sustain 
any  ground  for  the  attachment,  recited  in  the  warrant,  but  no 
other.  The  court  may,  upon  the  return  of  the  summons,  or  at  any 
other  time  to  which  the  action  is  adjourned,  vacate  the  warrant  of 
attachment  upon  its  own  motion,  if  it  deems  the  papers  upon 
which  it  was  granted  insufficient  to  authorize  it. 

§  90.  Effect  of  vacating  warrant.  Vacating  the  warrant  of 
attachment  does  not  affect  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  to  hear  and 
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determine  the  action,  where  the  defendant  has  appeared  generally 
in  the  action ;  op  where  the  summons  was  served  personally  upon 
him,  or  where  judgment  may  be  taken  against  him,  as  being  in- 
debted jointly  with  another  defendant,  who  has  been  thus  sum- 
moned or  has  thus  appeared.  In  every  other  case  the  judge  who 
vacates  a  warrant  of  attachment  against  the  property  of  a  de- 
fendant must  dismiss  the  action  as  to  hinou 

§  91.  Judgment  where  property  has  been  attached.  Where  the 
defendant  has  not  appeared,  and  the  sunmions  has  not  been  per- 
sonally served  upon  him,  and  property  of  the  defendant  has  been 
duly  attached  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  which  has  not  been  vacated, 
the  court  must  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  the  action ;  but  in  an 
action  subsequently  brought,  the  judgment  is  only  presumptive  evi- 
dence of  the  indebtedness,  and  the  defendant  is  not  barred  from 
any  counterclaim  against  the  plaintiff.  The  execution,  issued 
upon  a  judgment  so  rendered,  must  require  the  marshal  to  satisfy 
it  out  of  the  property  so  attached,  without  containing  a  direction 
to  satisfy  it  out  of  any  other  property.

§  95.  Action  to  recover  a  chattel.  An  action  to  recover  a 
chattel,  with  or  without  damages,  for  the  wrongful  taking,  with- 
holding, or  detention  thereof,  may  be-  brought  in  the  city  court 
of  Troy,  except: 

1.  Where  the  chattel  was  taken  by  virtue  of  a  warrant,  against 
the  plaintiff,  for  the  collection  of  a  tax,  assessment  or  fine,  issued 
in  pursuance  of  a  statute  of  the  state,  or  of  the  United  States; 
unless  the  taking  waa,  or  the  detention  is,  unlawful,  as  specified 
in  section  ninety-seven  of  this  act. 

2.  Where  it  was  seized  by  virtue  of  an  execution,  or  a  warrant 
of  attachment,  against  the  property  of  tiie  plaintiff,  unless  it  was 
legally  exempt  from  such  seizure,  or  is  unlawfully  detained,  as 
specified  in  section  ninety-seven  of  this  act 

8.  Where  it  was  seized  by  virtue  of  an  execution,  or  a  warrant 
of  attachment,  against  the  property  of  a  person  other  than  the 
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plaintiff,  and  at  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  the  action  the 
plaintiff  had  not  the  right  to  reduce  it  into  his  possession. 

§  96.  Affidavit  and  undertaking  by  plaintiff.  The  plaintiff 
may,  at  the  time  the  summons  is  issued,  but  not  afterward,  re- 
quire the  chattel  to  be  replevied  as  prescribed  in  this  act.  For 
that  purpose  he  must  deliver  to  the  court  an  affidavit  and  a 
written  undertaking  as  herein  prescribed,  which  must  be  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  the  court. 

§  97.  Affidavit  therefor,  commencement  of  action.  The  affi- 
davit prescribed  in  the  last  section,  must  particularly  describe 
the  chattel  to  be  replevied  and  must  contain  the  following  allega- 
tions : 

1.  That  the  plaintiff  is  the  owner  of  the  chattel,  or  is  entitled 
to  the  possession  thereof,  by  virtue  of  a  special  property  therein ; 
the  facts  with  respect  to  which  must  be  set  forth. 

2.  That  it  is  wrongfully  detained  by  the  defendant, 

3.  The  alleged  cause  of  the  detention  thereof,  according  to  the 
best  knowledge,  information,  and  belief  of  the  person  making 
the  affidavit 

4.  That  it  has  not  been  taken  by  virtue  of  a  warrant,  against 
the  plaintiff,  for  the  collection  of  a  tax,  assessment  or  fine,  issued 
in  pursuance  of  a  statute  of  the  state,  or  of  the  United  States; 
or,  if  it  has  been  taken  under  color  of  such  a  warrant,  either  that 

.  the  taking  was  unlawful,  by  reason  of  defects  in  tiie  process,  or 
other  causes  specified,  or  that  the  detention  is  unlawful  by  rea- 
son of  facts  specified  which  have  subsequently  occurred. 

5.  That  it  has  not  been  seized  by  virtue  of  an  execution  or 
warrant  of  attachment,  against  the  property  of  the  plaintiff,  or  of 
any  person  from  or  through  whom  the  plaintiff  has  derived  title 
to  the  chattel,  since  the  seizure  thereof;  or,  if  it  has  been  so 
seized,  that  it  was  exempt  from  the  seizure,  by  reason  of  facts 
specified,  or  that  its  detention  is  unlawful,  by  reason  of  facts 
specified  which  have  subsequently  occurred. 

6.  Its  actual  value. 

§  98.  Where  several  chattels  are  to  be  replevied.  Where  the 
affidavit  describes  two  or  more  chattels  of  the  same  kind,  it  must 
state  the  number  thereof,  and  where  it  describes  a  chattel  in  bulk, 
it  must  state  the  weight,  measurement  or  other  quantity.  When 
it  describes  two  or  more  chattels  to  be  replevied,  it  may,  at  the 
election  of  the  plaintiff,  state  the  aggregate  value  of  all,  or  sepa- 
rately the  value  of  any  chattel  or  of  any  class  of  chattels,  and  the 
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aggregate  value  of  the  remainder,  if  any.  Where  it  states  sepa- 
rately the  value  of  one  or  more  chattels  or  classes  of  chattels,  the 
defendant  may  require,  as  prescribed  in  the  following  provisions 
of  this  article,  the  return  of  any  or  all  of  the  chattels  or  classes 
of  chattels,  the  value  of  which  is  thus  stated,  or  of  the  portion 
thereof  which  has  been  replevied.  If  he  procure  such  a  return, 
the  remainder  must  be  delivered  to  the  plaintiff,  except  as  is 
otherwise  prescribed  in  this  article. 

§  99.  Plaintiff's  undertaking  for  replevin.  The  undertaking 
must  be  to  the  effect  that  the  sureties  are  bound  in  a  speciiied 
sum  not  less  than  twice  the  value  of  the  chattel,  as  stated  in  the 
affidavit,  for  the  prosecution  of  the  action,  for  the  return  of  the 
chattel  to  the  defendant,  if  possession  thereof  is  adjudged  to  him, 
or  if  the  action  abates,  or  is  discontinued,  before  the  chattel  is 
returned  to  the  defendant ;  and  for  the  payment  to  the  defendant 
of  any  sum,  which  the  judgment  awards  to  him  against  the 
plaintiff. 

§  100.  When  agent,  et  cetera,  may  make  affidavit  for  replevin 
or  return.  The  affidavit  to  be  delivered  to  the  court,  in  behalf 
of  the  plaintiff,  for  a  requisition  to  replevy  a  chattel,  may  be 
made  by  the  plaintiff's  agent  or  attorney,  if  the  material  facts  are 
within  his  personal  knowledge;  or  if  the  plaintiff  is  not  within 
the  city  of  Troy  or  in  any  town  adjoining  thereto  where  the 
attorney  resides  or  has  his  office,  or  is  not  capable  of  making  the 
affidavit.  The  affidavit  to  be  delivered  to  the  court,  either  in 
behalf  of  the  defendant,  with  a  notice  that  he  requires  the  return 
of  the  chattel,  or  in  behalf  of  a  person  not  a  party,  who  makes 
a  claim  as  prescribed  in  section  one  hundred  and  ten  of  this  act, 
may  be  made  by  an  agent  or  attorney,  if  the  material  facts  are 
wiliiin  his  personal  knowledge,  or  if  the  defendant  or  claimant  as 
the  case  may  be,  is  not  within  the  city  of  Troy  or  in  any  town 
adjoining  thereto,  and  capable  of  making  the  affidavit.  When 
the  affidavit  is  made  by  an  attorney  or  agent,  he  must  state  therein 
what  allegations,  if  any,  are  made  upon  his  information  and 
belief;  and  he  must  set  forth  therein  the  grounds  of  his  belief, 
as  to  all  matters  not  stated  upon  his  knowledge,  and  the  reason 
why  the  affidavit  is  not  made  by  the  party  or  the  claimant. 

§  101.  Eeqnisition.  Upon  receiving  the  affidavit  and  under- 
taking the  court  must  grant  a  written  requisition,  which  must  be 
issued  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  or  a  judge  thereof,  requiring 
the  marshal  to  whom  the  summons  is  delivered  to  replevy  the 
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property  described  in  the  affidavit,  on  or  before  a  day  specified  in 
the  requisition,  which  must  be  at  least  six  days  before  the  return 
day  of  the  summons.  The  requisition  and  copies  of  the  affidavit 
and  undertaking  must  be  delivered  to  the  marshal  with  the 
summons. 

§  102.  How  executed.  If  any  chattel  described  in  the  affidavit 
is  found  in  the  possession  of  the  defendant  or  of  his  agent,  the 
marshal  to  whom  the  summons,  copy  affidavit,  copy  undertaking 
and  original  requisition  are  delivered,  after  the  undertaking  has 
been  approved  by  the  court,  as  prescribed  in  this  chapter,  must 
forthwith  replevy  it  by  taking  it  into  his  possession.  He  must 
thereupon  without  delay  serve  upon  the  defendant  a  copy  of  the 
sunmions,  affidavit,  requisition  and  undertaking  by  delivering  the 
same  to  him  personally,  if  he  can  be  found  within  the  city  of 
Troy  or  within  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  or  if  he  cannot  be  so 
found,  to  the  person,  if  any,  from  whose  possession  the  chattel  is 
taken;  or  if  neither  can  be  found  within  the  city  of  Troy,  or 
within  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  by  leaving  a  copy  at  the  usual 
place  of  abode  of  either,  with  a  person  of  suitable  age  and  dis- 
cretion. In  case  neither  the  defendant  nor  the  person,  if  any, 
from  whose  possession  the  chattel  is  taken  has  any  place  of  abode 
within  said  city  or  town,  service  may  be  made  in  such  manner  as 
the  court  may  direct. 

§  103.  How  executed  if  property  concealed,  et  cetera.  If  any 
chattel,  described  in  the  affidavit,  is  secured  or  concealed  in  a 
building  or  inclosure,  the  marshal  must  publicly  demand  its  de- 
livery. If  it  is  not  delivered,  pursuant  to  the  demand,  he  must 
cause  the  building  or  inclosure  to  be  broken  open,  and  must  take 
the  chattel  into  his  possession. 

§  104.  Marshal  to  keep  in  possession;  when  and  how  to  deliver. 
A  marshal  who  has  replevied  a  chattel,  must  retain  it  in  his  pos- 
session, keeping  it  in  a  secure  place,  until  the  person  who  is 
entitled  to  the  possession  thereof,  is  ascertained,  as  prescribed  in 
this  title.  He  must  then  deliver  it  to  that  person  upon  request 
and  payment  of  his  lawful  fees,  and  necessary  expenses  for  takinp 
and  keeping  it. 

§  105.  Betum  to  requisition.  The  marshal  must,  on  or  before 
the  return  day  of  the  summons,  make  a  return  to  the  requisition, 
under  his  hand,  stating  all  his  proceedings  thereupon ;  and  file  it, 
with  the  requisition,  with  the  clerk.  The  return  must  state  the 
manner  in  which  the  summons,  affidavit,  requisition  and  under- 
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taking  were  served ;  and,  if  they  were  served  otherwise  than  by  de- 
livering the  requisite  copies  to  the  defendant  personally,  the 
reason  therefor,  and  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  copies 
were  delivered,  unless  his  name  is  unknown  to  the  marshal,  in 
which  case  the  return  must  describe  him  so  as  to  identify  him, 
as  nearly  as  may  be. 

§  106.  Defendant  when  to  except  to  sureties;  proceedings  there- 
upon. At  any  time  after  the  chattel  has  been  replevied,  and  at 
least  two  days  before  the  return  day  of  the  summons,  the  defend- 
ant, unless  he  requires  a  return  of  lie  chattel,  may  serve  upon  the 
plaintiff,  or  upon  the  marshal,  a  written  notice  that  he  excepts  to 
the  plaintiff's  sureties,  otherwise  he  is  deemed  to  have  waived  all 
objections  to  them.  If  such  a  notice  is  served,  the  sureties  must 
justify  upon  tlie  return  of  the  summons,  or  the  plaintiff  must  then 
give  new  undertaking  to  the  same  effect  as  the  original  undertak- 
ing, with  other  sureties,  who  must  then  appear  and  justify  before 
the  court. 

§  107.  Defendant  may  reclaim  chattel;  proceedings  thereupon. 
At  any  time  before  the  return  of  the  summons,  the  defendant  may, 
if  he  does  not  except  to  the  plaintiff's  sureties,  serve  upon  the 
clerk  a  notice  that  he  requires  the  return  of  the  chattel  replevied. 
With  a  notice  he  must  deliver  to  the  clerk  the  following  papers : 

1.  An  affidavit,  containing  an  allegation,  either  that  the  defend- 
ant is  the  owner  of  the  chattel,  or  that  he  is  lawfully  entitled  to 
the  possession  thereof,  by  virtue  of  a  special  property  therein,  the 
facts  with  respect  to  which  must  be  set  forth. 

2.  An  undertaking,  to  the  effect  that  the  sureties  are  bound,  in 
a  specified  sum,  not  less  than  twice  the  value  of  the  chattel,  as 
stated  in  the  affidavit  of  the  plaintiff,  for  delivery  thereof  to  the 
plaintiff,  if  delivery  thereof  is  adjudged,  and  for  tlie  payment  to 
him  of  any  sum,  which  the  judgment  awards  against  the  defendant. 
The  sureties  in  the  undertaking  must  justify  before  the  court, 
upon  the  return  of  the  summons. 

If  the  plaintiff  has  stated  separately  in  his  affidavit  the  value  of 
one  or  more  chattels,  or  classes  of  chattels,  as  prescribed  in  section 
ninety-eight  of  this  act,  the  defendant  may  require  a  delivery  of 
part  of  the  property  replevied,  as  prescribed  in  that  section. 

§  108.  When  and  to  whom  marshal  to  deliver  chattel.  If  the 
defendant  neither  excepts  to  the  plaintiff's  sureties,  nor  requires 
the  return  of  the  chattel,  within  the  time  prescribed  for  that  pur- 
pose, or  if  he  fails  to  procure  the  allowance  of  his  undertaking,  or 
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if  the  plaintiff,  after  the  defendant  has  excepted  to  his  suretiesy 
duly  procures  the  allowance  of  his  undertaking,  the  marshal  must, 
except  in  the  case  specified  in  section  one  hundred  and  ten  of  this 
act,  immediately  deliver  the  chattel  to  the  plaintiff.  If  the  plain- 
tiff, after  the  defendant  has  excepted  to  his  sureties,  fails  to  pro- 
cure the  allowance  of  his  undertaking,  or  if  the  defendant,  after 
he  has  required  the  return  of  the  chattel,  procures  the  allowance  of 
his  undertaking,  the  marshal  must  immediately  deliver  the  chattel 
to  the  defendant. 

§  109.  Penalty  for  wrong  delivery  by  marshal.  The  marshal 
who  delivers  to  either  party,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  a 
chattel  replevied  by  him,  except  as  prescribed  in  the  last  section, 
or  by  virtue  of  an  execution  issued  upon  a  judgment  in  the  action, 
forfeits  to  the  party  aggrieved  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and 
is  also  liable  to  him  for  all  damages  which  he  sustains  thereby. 

§  110.  Claim  of  title  by  third  person;  proceeding  therenpon. 
At  any  time  before  the  chattel  which  had  been  replevied  is  actually 
delivered  to  either  party,  if  a  person  not  a  party  to  the  action 
claims  as  against  the  defendant  a  right  to  the  possession  thereof, 
existing  at  the  time  when  it  was  replevied,  an  afiidavit  may  be 
made  and  delivered  to  the  marshal  who  executed  the  requisition, 
in  his  behalf,  stating  that  he  makes  such  claim,  specifying  the  chat- 
tel or  chattels  to  which  it  relates,  if  two  or  more  chattels  have  been 
replevied,  and  the  claim  relates  only  to  part  of  them,  and  setting 
forth  the  facts  upon  which  his  right  of  possession  depends.  In  that 
case,  the  marshal  may,  in  his  discretion,  before  he  delivers  the 
chattel  to  the  plaintiff,  serve  upon  the  plaintiff's  attorney  a  copy  of 
the  afiidavit  with  a  notice  that  he  requires  indemnity  against  the 
claim.  If  the  indemnity  is  not  furnished  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  the  plaintiff  becomes  entitled  to  the  delivery  of  the  chattel, 
the  marshal  may,  in  his  discretion,  deliver  it  to  the  claimant  with- 
out incurring  any  liability  to  the  plaintiff,  by  reason  of  so  doing. 

§  111.  Action  against  a  marshal  on  claim.  A  person  not  a 
party  to  the  action,  who  has  served  an  affidavit  as  prescribed  in  the 
last  section,  may  maintain  an  action,  against  the  marshal  who  has 
delivered  the  chattel  to  the  plaintiff,  to  recover  his  damages,  by 
reason  of  the  taking,  detention,  or  delivery  of  the  chattel.  But 
the  sunmions  in  such  an  action  must  be  issued  within  three  months 
after  the  delivery  of  the  chattel  to  the  plaintiff,  and  must  be  served 
within  three  months  after  it  is  issued.     An  action  cannot  be  main- 
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tained  againfit  a  marBhal  by  a  person  so  entitled  to  make  a  claim 
except  as  prescribed  in  this  section. 

§  112.  Indemnity  to  marshal  against  snoh  action.  The  indem- 
nity to  be  furnished  to  the  marshal  by  the  plaintiff,  as  prescribed 
in  the  last  section  but  one,  must  consist  of  a  written  undertaking 
to  him,  in  an  amount  at  least  double  the  actual  value  of  the  prop- 
erty claimed,  indemnifying  him  against  any  liability,  for  damages, 
costs  or  expenses,  to  be  incurred  in  an  action,  brought  against  him, 
by  reason  of  the  taking  or  detention  of  the  chattel,  or  its  delivery 
to  the  plaintiff.  Each  of  the  sureties  besides  possessing  the  other 
qualifications  required  by  law,  must  be  a  freeholder  or  householder 
in  the  city  of  Troy  or  in  any  town  adjoining  thereto.  The  mar- 
shal, before  delivering  the  diattel,  may  except  to  the  sufficiency 
of  the  sureties  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  of  this  act 

§  118.  Third  party  may  interplead  and  defend.  At  any  time 
before  a  chattel  or  chattels  which  have  been  replevied  are  actually 
delivered  to  either  party,  and  at  least  two  days  before  the  return 
day  of  the  summons,  a  person,  not  a  party  to  the  action,  who  claims 
a  right  to  the  possession  of  the  diattel  or  chattels  so  replevied,  or 
any  part  thereof,  which  right  is  claimed  to  have  existed  at  the  time 
when  the  said  chattel  or  chattels  were  replevied,  and  which  he  de- 
sires to  assert,  may  make  an  affidavit  and  deliver  the  same  to  the 
court,  stating  that  he  makes  such  claim,  and  does  so  without  collu- 
sion with  the  defendant.  The  party  shall  specify  in  such  affidavit, 
the  chattel  or  chattels  to  which  he  makes  claim  setting  forth  the 
facts  upon  which  his  right  depends,  and  praying  to  be  impleaded  as 
a  defendant  in  the  action.  The  court  may  thereupon  grant  leave 
to  said  party  to  appear  and  defend  and  the  provisions  of  this  act 
in  relation  to  the  defendant  or  defendants  originally  proceeded 
against,  so  far  as  applicable,  shall  apply  to  the  said  party,  and  the 
court  may,  in  its  discretion,  make  sudi  order,  or  direct  such  de- 
livery of  the  possession  of  the  property,  as  may  be  just,  and  there- 
upon the  entire  controversy  may  be  determined  in  the  action. 
Nothing  in  this  section,  however,  shall  be  construed  to  affect  the 
rights  of  the  parties  to  maintain  a  separate  action,  or  to  recover 
damages  for  lie  wrongful  taking  or  detention  of  a  chattel,  unless 
judgment  is  awarded  against  him,  as  herein  provided,  on  the 
merits.  In  that  case  the  court  may  grant  leave  to  said  party  to 
appear  and  defend,  and  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  relation  to  the 
defendant  or  defendants  originally  proceeded  against,  then  apply 
to  said  parly. 
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§  114.  Answer  of  title  in  third  person.  The  defendant  may, 
by  answer,  defend  on  the  ground  that  a  third  person  was  entitled 
to  the  chattel,  without  connecting  himself  with  the  latter's  title. 

§  115.  Defendant  may  demand  judgment  for  return  of  chattel. 
Where  a  chattel  has  been  replevied,  and  the  defendant  has  not  re- 
quired the  return  thereof,  pending  the  action,  as  prescribed  in  the 
forgoing  sections,  he  may,  in  his  answer,  demand  judgment  for 
the  return  thereof,  either  with  or  without  damages  for  the  taking, 
withholding,  or  detention. 

§  116.  For  delivery  of  property;  how  money  recovered  by  same 
judgment  may  be  collected.  An  execution  for  the  delivery  of  a 
chattel,  must  particularly  describe  the  property  and  designate  the 
party  to  whom  the  judgment  awards  possession  thereof.  It  must 
require  the  marshal  to  deliver  the  possession  of  tho  property  within 
the  city  of  Troy  or  within  any  town  adjoining  thereto  to  the  party 
entitled  thereto.  If  a  sum  of  money  is  awarded  by  the  same  judg- 
ment, it  may  be  collected  by  virtue  of  the  same  execution;  or  a 
separate  execution  may  be  issued  for  the  collection  thereof,  omit- 
ting the  direction  to  deliver  possession  of  the  property.  If  one 
execution  is  issued  for  both  purposes,  it  must  contain  with  respect 
to  the  money  to  be  collected,  the  same  directions  as  an  execution 
against  property,  or  against  the  person  as  the  case  requires. 

§  117.  Damages  when  chattel  injured,  et  cetera,  by  defendant. 
Where  the  plaintiff  recovers  a  chattel  which  was  injured,  or  other- 
wise depreciated  in  value,  while  it  was  in  the  possession  or  under 
the  control  of  the  defendant,  under  such  circumstances,  that  the 
plaintiff  might  recover  damages  for  the  injury  or  depreciation,  in 
an  action  brought  against  the  defendant  therefor,  he  may  recover 
the  same  damages,  in  an  action  brought  as  prescribed  in  this  article. 
In  that  case  he  must  set  forth  the  facts  in  his  complaint,  and 
demand  judgment  for  damages  accordingly. 

§  118.  Judgment  or  verdict;  what  to  state.  The  judgment, 
verdict,  or  decision,  must  fix  the  damages,  if  any,  of  the  prevailing 
party. 

1.  Where  it  awards  to  the  plaintiff  a  chattel,  which  has  not  been 
replevied,  or  where  it  awards  to  the  prevailing  party  a  chattel, 
which  has  been  replevied,  and  afterward  delivered  by  the  marshal 
to  the  unsuccessful  party,  or  to  a  person  not  a  party,  it  must  also 
fix  the  value  of  the  chattel,  at  the  time  of  the  trial. 

2.  In  a  case  where  the  unsuccessful  party  had  a  special  prop-

erty  therein,  Bot  equal  to  the  full  valuation  of  the  chattel  to  fix 
the  value  of  the  special  property. 

§  119.  Judgment  or  verdict,  et  cetera,  for  part  of  several  chat- 
tels. Where  the  action  is  brought  to  recover  two  or  more,  chattels, 
the  judgment,  verdict  or  decision,  may  award  to  one  party,  one 
or  more  distinct  chattels,  which  can  be  identified,  and  set  apart 
from  the  others,  and  the  residue  to  the  other  party,  and,  if  neces- 
sary, the  complaint  niust  be  amended  so  as  to  conform  thereto. 
The  final  judgment  rendered  thereupon,  must  award  to  each  party 
the  same  relief,  with  respect  to  the  finding  in  his  favor,  as  if 
separate  judgments  were  rendered,  except  that,  where  each  party 
is  entitled  to  an  absolute  award  of  a  sum  of  money,  against  the 
other,  the  smaller  sum  must  be  deducted  from  the  greater  and  the 
balance  only  must  be  awarded. 

§  120.  Damages;  how  ascertained  on  default.  Where  the  plain- 
tiff is  entitled  to  judgment  by  default,  for  want  of  an  appearance 
or  pleading,  the  court  to  which  he  applies  for  judgment  may  ascer- 
tain and  determine  the  damages  to  which  he  is  entitled  and  the 
value  of  the  chattel,  if  necessary. 

§  121.  Final  judgment,  ct  cetera.  Final  judgment  for  the 
plaintiff  must  award  to  him  possession  of  the  chattel  recovered 
by  him,  with  his  damages,  if  any.  If  a  chattel  recovered  was  not 
replevied,  or  if  after  it  was  replevied  it  was  delivered  to  the  de- 
fendant, or  to  a  person  not  a  party,  as  prescribed  in  this  act,  the 
final  judgment  must  also  award  to  the  plaintiff  the  sum  fixed  as 
the  value  thereof,  to  be  paid  by  the  defendant,  if  possession 
thereof  is  not  delivered  to  the  plaintiff.  If  the  defendant  has 
demanded  judgment  for  the  return  of  a  chattel,  which  was  re- 
plevied, and  afterward  delivered  to  the  plaintiff  or  to  a  person 
not  a  party,  as  prescribed  in  this  act,  final  judgment  in  his  favor 
therefor  must  award  to  him  possession  thereof,  with  his  damages, 
if  any,  and  it  must  also  award  to  him  the  sum  fixed  as  the  value 
thereof ;  to  be  paid  by  the  plaintiff,  if  possession  is  not  delivered 
to  the  defendant.  But  if  the  case  is  one  of  those  specified  in 
subdivision  two  of  section  one  hundred  and  eighteen  of  this  act, 
final  judgment  in  favor  of  the  defendant  must  award  to  him  the 
sum  fixed  as  therein  specified,  and  if  it  is  not  collected,  the  delivery 
of  the  chattel,  or,  if  the  chattel  has  not  been  replevied,  or  has  been 
returned  to  him  after  replevin,  that  he  is  entitled  to  the  possession 
thereof,  until  the  sum  so  awarded  is  collected,  or  otherwise  paid. 

§  122.  Execution;  contents  thereof.     An  execution  for  the  de-

livery  of  the  possession  of  a  chattel  and  to  satisfy  out  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  judgment  debtor  a  sum  of  money  contingently  awarded 
against  him,  must  contain,  in  addition  to  the  other  matters  pre- 
scribed by  law,  the  following  direction : 

1.  Where  the  judgment  awards  a  sum  of  money,  if  possession 
of  the  chattel  is  not  delivered  to  the  prevailing  party,  the  execution 
must  require  the  marshal  if  the  chattel  cannot  be  found  within  the 
city  of  Troy  or  within  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  to  satisfy 
the  sum  so  awarded  with  interest  and  his  fees,  out  of  the  property 
of  the  party  against  whom  the  judgment  is  rendered. 

A  direction  to  satisfy  a  sum  of  money  out  of  property,  as  pro- 
scribed in  this  section,  must  be  in  the  form  required  by  law  for 
a  like  direction,  where  an  execution  against  property  is  issued  upon 
a  judgment  for  a  sum  of  money. 

§  123.  Marshal's  power  to  take  chattel.  For  the  purpose  of 
taking  possession  of  a  chattel,  by  virtue  of  such  an  execution,  the 
powers  of  the  marshal  are  the  same  as  where  he  is  required  to 
replevy  a  chattel. 

§  124.  Action  on  undertaking;  when  maintainable.  A  plain- 
tiff who  has  recovered  a  final  judgment  cannot  maintain  an  action 
against  the  sureties  in  an  undertaking  given  in  behalf  of  the  de- 
fendant to  procure  a  return  of  the  chattel  or  to  release  from 
custody  a  defendant  who  has  been  arrested,  until  after  the  return, 
wholly  or  partly,  unsatisfied  or  unexecuted,  of  an  execution  in  his 
favor  for  the  delivery  of  the  possession  of  the  chattel,  or  to  satisfy 
a  sum  of  money  out  of  the  property  of  the  defendant,  or  for  both 
purposes,  as  the  case  requires.  A  defendant  who  has  recovered  a 
final  judgment  cannot  maintain  an  action  against  the  sureties  in 
the  plaintiff's  undertaking,  given  to  procure  a  replevin  until  after 
a  like  return  of  similar  execution  against  the  plaintiff. 

§  125.  Marshal's  return;  evidence  therein.  In  such  an  action 
against  the  sureties,  the  marshal's  return  to  the  execution  is  pre- 
sumptive evidence  of  a  failure  to  deliver  or  to  return  a  chattel, 
or  to  pay  a  sum  of  money,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  imder- 
taking. 

§  126.  Injury,  et  cetera,  no  defense.  It  is  not  a  defense  to 
such  an  action,  that  the  chattel  was  injured  or  destroyed,  after  it 
was  replevied,  unless  the  injury  or  destruction  was  affected  by 
the  act,  or  with  the  consent  of  the  plaintiff,  in  the  action,  or  oc- 
curred after  the  chattel  was  taken  by  virtue  of  the  execution. 

§  127.  Proceedings  where  summons  not  personally  served. 
Where  the  defendant  does  not  appear,  and  the  summons  has  not 
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been  personally  served  upon  him,  and  a  chattel,  or  a  part  of  a 
chattel,  to  recover  which  the  action  was  brought,  has  been  replevied, 
and  the  proceedings  thereupon  have  been  duly  taken,  as  prescribed 
in  this  act,  the  court  must  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  the 
action  with  respect  to  that  chattel,  or  part  of  a  chattel,  or,  if  the 
action  is  brought  to  recover  two  or  more  chattels,  with  respect  to 
those  which  have  been  replevied,  in  like  manner  and  with  the  like 
effect  as  if  the  summons  had  been  personally  served. 

§  128.  When  aetion  not  affected  by  failure  to  replevy.  Where 
the  summons  has  been  personally  served  upon  the  defendant,  or 
where  he  appears,  the  court  must  proceed  to  hear  and  determine 
the  action,  although  the  plaintiff  has  not  required  the  chattel  to 
be  replevied,  or  the  marshal  has  not  been  able  to  replevy  it. 

§  129.  Joinder  of  action  with  others.  Nothing  in  this  title  is 
to  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  plaintiff  from  uniting  in  the 
same  complaint  two  or  more  causes  of  action,  in  any  case  specified 
in  section  one  hundred  and  fortynsix  of  this  act.

§  132.  Requisites  of.  Where  a  provision  of  this  act  or  the 
court  by  order  requires  an  undertaking  to  be  given  by  or  on  behalf 
of  a  party  or  person,  the  party  or  person  need  not  join  with  the 
sureties  in  the  execution  thereof.  Such  undertaking  must  be 
executed  by  one  or  more  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  court  or  by 
a  fidelity  or  surety  company  specifically  authorized  by  law  to  act 
as  surety,  which  undertdcing  must  be  acknowledged  or  proved  and 
certified  in  like  manner  as  a  deed  to  be  recorded.  Where  it  is 
executed  by  two  or  more  persons  it  must  be  joint  and  several  in 
form  and  except  when  executed  by  a  fidelity  or  surety  company 
must  be  accompanied  with  the  affidavit  of  each  surety  subjoined 
thereto,  to  the  effect  that  he  is  resident  and  a  householder  or 
freeholder  within  the  city  of  Troy  or  a  town  adjoining 
thereto  and  is  worth  twice  the  sum  specified  in  the  undertaking 
over  all  the  debts  and  liabilities  which  he  owes  or  has  incurred  and 
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exclusive  of  property  exempt  by  law  from  levy  and  sale  under  an 
execution.  When  the  undertaking  is  executed  by  a  fidelity  or 
surety  company  all  the  provisions  of  sections  eight  hundred  and 
eleven  and  eight  hundred  and  twelve  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure 
shall  apply  thereto.  Undertakings  must  be  approved  by  the 
court  as  to  their  form  and  the  sufficiency  of  the  sureties,  which 
approval  must  be  indorsed  upon  such  undertakings. 

§  133.  Exceptions  to  sureties.  Except  as  otherwise  prescribed 
in  this  act  the  party  for  whose  benefit  an  undertaking  is  given  or 
his  attorney  may  within  three  days  after  service  of  such  undertak- 
ing or  notice  of  filing  thereof  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law, 
serve  upon  the  party  giving  such  undertaking  or  his  attorney  a 
written  notice  that  he  excepts  to  the  sureties  or  either  of  them 
who  executed  such  undertaking,  otherwise  he  is  deemed  to  have 
waived  all  objections  to  them.  Such  notice  must  specify  the  day 
and  hour  that  the  party  giving  it  requires  the  sureties  to  appear 
and  justify  before  the  court  which  must  be  within  three  days 
from  the  service  of  said  notice. 

§  134.  Jugtification  of  sureties.  For  the  purpose  of  justifica- 
tion the  sureties  excepted  to  must  attend  before  the  court  at  the 
time  specified  in  the  notice  of  exception  and  be  examined  under 
oath  touching  their  sufficiency  in  such  manner  as  the  court  in  its 
discretion  deems  proper.  The  court  may  adjourn  such  examina- 
tion until  it  is  completed.  The  examination  must  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  subscribed  by  the  person  examined.  Where  a  fidelity 
or  surety  company  is  excepted  to,  such  company  shall  justify  in 
the  manner  required  by  law  of  fidelity  and  surety  companies. 

§  135.  Allowance  of  undertaking.  If  the  court  finds  the  sure- 
ties excepted  to  sufficient,  it  must  endorse  the  undertaking,  as 
allowed,  and  cause  same  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk.  If  the  court 
finds  the  sureties  excepted  to  insufficient  it  shall  require  a  new 
undertaking  to  be  executed  and  filed,  with  other  sureties,  who  may 
be  excepted  to  in  the  some  manner  as  the  original  sureties,  and  if 
such  new  undertaking  is  not  executed,  filed  or  allowed,  the  court 
may  grant  such  relief  as  the  circumstances  in  its  judgment  may 
require. 

§  136.  Filing  of  undertaking.  An  undertaking  required  to  be 
given  by  this  act  must  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  court,  except 
where,  in  a  special  case,  a  diflFerent  disposition  thereof  is  directed 
by  the  court  or  prescribed  in  this  act.

§  138,  Warrant  in  action  for.  In  an  action  to  foreclose  a  lien 
upon  a  chattel,  if  the  plaintiff  is  not  in  possession  of  the  chattel, 
a  warrant,  commanding  the  marshal  to  seize  the  chattel,  and 
safely  keep  it  to  abide  the  judgment,  may  be  issued  in  like  man- 
ner, as  a  warrant  of  attachment  may  be  issued,  in  an  action 
founded  upon  a  contract,  and  the  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  a 
warrant  of  attachment,  issued  out  of  the  court,  apply  to  a  warrant 
issued  as  prescribed  in  this  act,  and  to  the  proceedings  to  procure 
it,  after  it  has  been  issued,  except  as  otherwise  specified  in  the 
judgment,  and,  if  any  chattel,  described  in  the  warrant,  is  secured 
or  concealed  in  a  building  or  inclosure,  the  marshal  must  publicly 
demand  its  delivery.  If  it  is  not  delivered,  pursuant  to  the  de- 
mand, he  must  cause  the  building  or  inclosure  to  be  broken  open^ 
and  must  take  the  chattel  into  his  possession. 

§  139.  Action  on  conditional  sale  agreement,  et  cetera;  how 
brought.  No  action  shall  be  maintained  in  this  court,  which 
arises  on  a  written  contract  of  conditional  sale  of  personal  prop- 
erty ;  a  hiring  of  personal  property,  where  title  is  not  to  vest  in  the 
person  hiring  until  payment  of  a  certain  sum ;  or  a  chattel  mort- 
gage made  to  secure  the  purchase  price  of  chattels ;  except,  an  ac- 
tion to  foreclose  the  lien,  as  provided  in  this  article.  For  the 
purpose  of  this  section  an  instrument  in  writing  as  above  stated 
shall  be  deemed  a  lien  upon  a  chattel.  Provided,  however,  that 
an  action  may  be  maintained  to  recover  a  sum  or  sums  due  and 
payable  for  instalment,  payment  or  hiring,  but  in  such  cases  no 
order  of  arrest  shall  issue. 

§  140.  Judgment;  order  of  arrest;  body  execution.  In  an 
action  of  foreclosure,  as  provided  in  the  last  section,  the  plaintiff 
may  all^e  that  the  defendant  wilfully  or  maliciously  disposed  of 
or  concealed  the  property  or  a  part  thereof,  covered  by  the  in- 
strument on  which  suit  is  instituted,  in  which  case  the  court  may 
67 
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grant  an  order  of  arrest  in  the  manner  provided  in  article  one 
of  this  title,  and  upon  such  allegation  being  proved  on  the  trial, 
execution  against  the  person  shall  issue,  if  the  provisions  of  this 
act  relating  to  indorsement  upon  the  summons  have  been  complied 
with,  unless  the  property  awarded  by  the  judgment  is  produced 
by  the  defendant  to  satisfy  the  execution  and  levy,  when  made  as 
provided  in  this  article.  Upon  judgment  being  rendered,  as 
prescribed  in  this  article  under  the  provisions  of  this  or  the  last 
preceding  section,  and  execution  issuing  thereon,  the  property 
subject  to  levy  must  be  produced  or  possession  made  readily  avail- 
able at  the  time  of  such  levy,  to  satisfy  the  execution  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  in  the  judgment,  and  on  failure  so  to  do  an  ex- 
ecution against  the  person  shall  issue,  provided  the  provisions 
of  this  act  relating  to  indorsement  upon  the  summons  have  been 
complied  with,  on  the  return  of  the  marshal  having  the  execution 
made  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  to  the  effect  that  such  property  is 
not  available  for  levy  and  execution. 

§  141.  Judgment,  et  cetera.  In  an  action  to  foreclose  a  lien, 
the  final  judgment  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  must  specify  Qie 
amount  of  the  lien,  and  direct  a  sale  of  the  chattel  to  satisfy  the 
same,  and  the  costs,  if  any,  by  a  marshal,  in  like  manner,  as 
where  a  marshal  sells  personal  property  by  virtue  of  an  execution, 
Hnd  the  application  by  him  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  less  his 
fees  and  expenses,  to  the  payment  of  the  amount  of  the  lien,  and 
the  costs  of  the  action.  It  must  also  provide  for  the  payment 
of  the  surplus  to  the  owner  of  the  chattel,  and  for  the  safe- 
keeping of  the  surplus,  if  necessary,  by  the  clerk  of  the  court, 
until  it  is  claimed  by  him.  If  a  defendant  upon  whom  the  sum- 
mons is  personally  served,  is  liable  for  the  amount  of  the  lien^  or 
for  any  part  thereof,  it  may  also  award  payment  accordingly. 

§  142.  How  execution  enforced  if  property  be  concealed,  et 
cetera.  For  the  purpose  of  levying  upon  a  chattel  by  virtue  of  an 
execution  that  the  chattel  may  be  sold  as  provided  for  in  and  by 
the  execution,  the  powers  of  the  marshal  are  the  same  as  whero 
he  is  required  to  seize  a  chattel  in  an  action  to  foreclose  a  lien 
upon  the  chattel,  and  if  any  chattel  described  in  the  execution  is 
secured  or  concealed  in  a  building  or  inclosure  the  marshal  must 
publicly  demand  its  delivery.  If  it  is  not  delivered  pursuant  to 
demand  he  must  cause  the  building  or  inclosure  to  be  broken  open 
and  must  take  the  chattel  into  his  possession  for  the  purpose  of 
selling  it  as  provided  for  in  and  by  the  execution* 
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§  143.  Application  of  this  article.  This  title  does  not  affect 
any  existing  right  or  remedy  to  foreclose  or  satisfy  a  lien  upon  a 
chattel,  without  action,  and  it  does  not  i^ply  to  a  case,  where 
another  mode  of  enforcing  a  lien  npon  a  chattel  is  specially  pre- 
scribed by  law.

§    145.     Pleading    on    joinder    of    lame.      Pleadings    in    the 
city  court  of  Troy  may  be  oral  or  written,  verified  or  unverified, . 
except  as  prescribed  in  section  forty-six  of  the  lien  law,  and  in- 
clude a  complaint,  answer  or  demurrer. 

1.  Where  the  action  is  commenced  by  the  service  of  a  summons 
only,  the  pleadings  may  be  oral,  and  the  substance  thereof  shall 
be  entered  in  the  docket  book  of  the  court.  Issue  must  be  joined 
on  the  return  day  of  summons,  except  as  otherwise  expressly  pre- 
scribed in  this  act.  The  court  may,  however,  in  its  discretion, 
order  a  written  bill  of  particulars,  with  or  without  verification,  to 
be  filed  by  the  plaintiff,  or  by  the  defendant  interposing  a 
counterclaim. 

2.  In  all  cases  where  a  written  complaint,  verified  or  unveri- 
fied, is  served  with  a  summons,  a  written  answer,  verified  if  the 
complaint  be  verified,  or  a  written  demurrer,  must  be  filed  and 
issue  joined  on  the  return  day,  except  as  otherwise  expressly 
prescribed  in  this  act,  unless  the  court  further  extends  the  time  to 
answer  or  demur,  except  further  where  a  defendant  appears  per- 
sonally and  states  under  oath  that  he  is  unable  to  employ  an  at- 
torney or  any  other  reason  satisfactory  to  the  court,  his  oral 
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answer  or  demurrer  may  be  taken  under  oath  and  recorded  upon 
the  minutes  of  the  court. 

3.  Where  a  demurrer  is  interposed  and  disallowed,  the  court 
musty  notwithstanding  the  return  day  has  passed,  grant  leave  to 
plead  as  if  no  demurrer  had  been  interposed,  with  or  without 
costs,  in  an  amount  within  the  Bum  allowed  as  costs  in  the 
action;  but  the  time  to  file  said  pleading  shall  not  be  extended 
longer  than  eight  days  from  the  time  the  decision  on  the  de- 
murrer is  rendered,  unless  on  the  consent  of  the  parties. 

4.  If  the  court  deems  the  demurrer  well  founded,  it  must  per 
mit  the  pleading  to  be  amended;  and  if  the  parly  fails  so  to 
amend,  the  defective  pleading  or  part  of  the  pleading  demurred 
to  must  be  disregarded ;  and  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  ex- 
tend the  time  for  pleading,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the 
preceding  subdivision. 

5.  Where,  on  the  return  day  of  a  summons,  a  person  appears 
specially  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  question  not  involving  the 
merits  of  the  action,  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  reserve  the 
decision  on  the  question  raised  and  extend  the  time  to  plead,  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  subdivision  three  of  this  section. 

6.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  court 
ordering  a  bill  of  particulars  in  a  proper  case,  whether  the  plead- 
ings be  written  or  oral. 

§  146.  What  causes  of  action  may  be  joined  in  the  same  com- 
phdnt.  The  plaintiff  may  unite  in  the  same  complaint,  two  or 
more  causes  of  action,  where  they  are  brought  to  recover  as 
follows : 

1.  Upon  contract,  express  or  implied. 

2.  For  personal  injuries,  and  injuries  to  property,  or  either. 

8.  Chattels,  with  or  without  damages,  for  the  taking  or  de^ 
tention  thereof. 

4.  Upon  claims  against  a  trustee,  by  virtue  of  a  contract,  or 
by  operation  of  law. 

5.  Upon  claims  arising  out  of  the  same  transaction  or  trans- 
actions connected  with  the  same  subject  of  action,  and  not  included 
without  one  of  the  foregoing  subdivisions  of  this  section. 

6.  For  penalties  incurred  under  a  statute  of  the  state,  or  an 
ordinance  of  the  city  of  Troy. 

It  must  appear,  however,  upon  the  face  of  the  complaint,  that 
all  the  causes  of  action,  so  united,  belong  to  one  of  the  foregoing 
subdivisions  of  this  section;  that  they  are  consistent  with  each 
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other;  that  they  require  the  same  judgment;  and  except  as  other- 
wise prescribed  by  law,  that  they  affect  all  the  parties.  Where  a 
cause  of  action  for  which  a  defendant  might  be  arrested  is  united 
with  a  cause  of  action  for  which  he  cannot  be  arrested,  an  execu- 
tion against  the  person  of  the  defendant  cannot  be  issued  upon 
the  judgment. 

§  147.  Plaintiff  to  prove  his  case;  exoeptions.  If  a  defendant 
fails  to  appear  and  answer,  the  plaintiff  cannot  recover  without 
proving  his  case,  except  in  a  case  specified  in  section  forty-«i^t 
of  the  lien  law,  and  except  that  where  the  action  is  on  a  contract, 
express  or  implied,  and  a  copy  of  a  verified  complaint  was  served 
on  defendant  at  the  time  of  the  service  of  the  summons,  judgment 
may  be  taken  as  demanded  without  further  proof. 

§  148.  Defendant  may  offer  to  allow  judgment  or  compromise. 
The  defendant  may,  upon  the  return  of  the  summons,  and  before 
answering,  file  with  the  court  a  written  offer  to  allow  judgment 
to  be  taken  against  him  for  a  sum  of  money,  or  for  property  therein 
specified,  with  costs.  If  there  are  two  or  more  defendants,  and 
the  action  can  be  severed,  a  like  offer  may  be  made  by  one  or  more 
of  the  defendants,  against  whom  a  separate  judgment  may  be 
taken.  If  the  plaintiff  thereupon,  before  taking  any  other  pro- 
ceeding in  the  action,  files  with  the  court  a  written  acceptance  of 
the  offer,  the  court  must  render  judgment  accordingly.  If  an  ac- 
ceptance is  not  filed,  the  offer  cannot  be  given  in  evidence  upon 
the  trial;  but  if  the  plaintiff  fails  to  obtain  a  more  favorable  judg- 
ment, he  cannot  recover  costs  from  the  time  of  the  offer  and  must 
pay  the  defendant's  costs  from  that  time.  But  a  defendant  may, 
instead  of  such  written  offer,  deposit  the  amount  of  his  offer,  if  a 
sum  of  money,  with  the  clerk  of  the  court,  with  like  effect. 

§  149.  Complaint.  The  complaint  must  state  in  a  plain  and 
direct  manner  the  facts  constituting  the  cause  of  action. 

§  150.  Answer;  what  to  contain.  The  answer  of  the  defendant 
must  contain : 

1.  A  general  or  specific  denial  of  each  material  allegation  of  the 
complaint  controverted  by  the  defendant,  or  of  any  knowledge  or 
information  thereof,  sufficient  to  form  a  belief. 

2.  A  statement  of  any  new  matter  constituting  a  defense  or 
counterclaim,  in  ordinary  and  concise  language,  without  repetition. 

§  151.  Counterclaim  defined.  The  counterclaim,  specified  in 
the  last  section,  must  tend,  in  some  way,  to  diminish  or  defeat  the 
plaintiff's  recovery,  and  must  be  one  of  the  following  causes  of 
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action  against  the  plaintiff,  or,  in  a  proper  case,  against  the  person 
whom  he  represents,  and  in  favor  of  the  defendant,  or  of  one  or 
more  defendants,  hetween  whom  and  the  plaintiff  a  separate  judg- 
ment may  he  had  in  the  action : 

1.  A  cause  of  action  arising  out  of  the  contract  or  transaction, 
set  forth  in  the  complaint  as  the  foundation  of  the  plaintiff's  claim, 
or  connected  with  the  subject  of  the  action. 

2.  In  an  action  on  contract,  any  other  cause  of  action  on  con- 
tract, existing  at  the  commencement  of  the  action. 

§  152.  Bules  respecting  the  allowance  of  connterclaim.  But 
the  counterclaim,  specified  in  subdivision  second  of  the  last  sec- 
tion, is  subject  to  tiie  following  rules: 

1.  If  the  action  is  founded  upon  a  contract,  which  has  been 
assigned  by  the  party  thereto,  other  than  a  negotiable  promissory 
note  or  bill  of  exchange,  a  demand  existing  against  the  party 
thereto,  or  an  assignee  of  the  contract,  at  the  time  of  the  assign- 
ment thereof,  and  belonging  to  the  defendant,  in  good  faith, 
before  notice  of  the  assignment,  must  be  allowed  as  a  counter- 
claim, to  the  amount  of  tiie  plaintiff's  demand,  if  it  might  have 
been  so  allowed  against  the  party,  or  the  assignee,  while  the  con- 
tract belonged  to  him. 

2.  If  the  action  is  upon  a  negotiable  promissory  note  or  bill  of 
exchange,  which  has  been  assigned  to  the  plaintiff  after  it  became 
due,  a  demand  existing  against  a  person  who  assigned  or  trans- 
ferred it,  after  it  became  due,  must  be  allowed  as  a  counterclaim, 
to  the  amount  of  the  plaintiff's  demand,  if  it  might  have  been  so 
allowed  against  the  assignor,  while  the  note  or  bill  belonged  to  him* 

3.  If  the  plaintiff  is  a  trustee  for  another  or  if  the  action  is 
in  the  name  of  the  plaintiff,  who  has  no  actual  interest  in  the 
contract  upon  which  it  is  founded,  a  demand  against  the  plaintiff 
shall  not  be  allowed  as  a  counterclaim ;  but  so  much  of  a  demand 
existing  against  the  person  whom  he  represents,  or  for  whose 
benefit  the  action  is  brought,  as  will  satisfy  the  plaintiff's  demand, 
must  be  allowed  as  a  counterclaim,  if  it  might  have  been  so 
allowed  in  an  action  brought  by  the  person  beneficially  interested. 

§  153.  Judgment  when  demand  or  counterclaim  are  equal  or 
unequal.  Where  a  counterclaim  is  established,  which  equals  the 
plaintiff's  demand  the  judgment  must  be  in  favor  of  the  defendant. 
Where  it  is  less  than  the  plaintiff's  demand,  the  plaintiff  must 
have  judgment  for  the  residue  only.  Where  it  exceeds  the  plain- 
tiff's demand,  the  defendant  must  have  judgment  for  the 
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or  80  much  thereof  as  is  due  from  the  plaintiff ;  the  judgment  does 
not  prejudice  the  defendant's  right  to  recover,  from  another  per- 
son, so  much  thereof  as  the  judgment  does  not  cancel. 

§  164.  For  affirmative  relief.  In  a  case  not  specified  in  the  last 
section  where  a  oounterclaim  is  established,  which  entitles  the 
defendant  to  an  affirmative  judgment,  demanded  in  the  answer, 
judgment  must  be  rendered  for  the  defendant  accordingly. 

§  155.  Counterolaim  when  defendant  is  sued  in  a  representative 
capacity.  In  an  action  against  an  executor  or  administrator,  or 
other  person  sued  in  a  representative  capacity,  the  defendant  may 
set  forth  as  a  counterclaim,  a  demand  belonging  to  the  decedent 
or  other  person  whom  he  represents,  where  the  person  so  repre- 
sented would  have  been  entitled  to  set  forth  the  same  in  an  action 
against  him. 

§  156.  When  plaintiff  is  an  executor  or  administrator.  In  an 
action  brought  by  an  executor  or  administrator,  in  his  representa- 
tive capacity,  a  demand  against  the  decedent,  belonging  at  the 
time  of  his  death  to  the  defendant,  may  be  set  forth  by  the  defend- 
ant as  a  counterclaim,  as  if  the  action  had  been  brought  by  the 
decedent  in  his  lifetime ;  and,  if  a  balance  is  f oimd  to  be  due  to 
the  defendant,  judgment  must  be  rendered  therefor  against  the 
plaintiff,  in  his  representative  capacity.  Execution  can  be  issued 
upon  such  a  judgment  only  in  a  case  where  it  could  be  issued  upon 
a  judgment  in  an  action  against  the  executor. 

§  157.  Counterclaim  where  amount  is  in  excess  of  court's  juris- 
diction. Where  defendant  has  a  counterclaim  which  is  in  excess 
of  the  amount  of  the  jurisdiction  of  this  court,  the  counterclaim 
may  be  interposed,  and  in  the  event  of  judgment  being  rendered 
in  defendant's  favor,  sustaining  said  counterclaim,  said  judgment 
shall  not  be  for  any  larger  sum  in  any  event  than  the  sum  of 
which  the  court  has  jurisdiction,  exclusive  of  costs,  but  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  estop  such  a  defendant  from 
bringing  an  action  against  the  plaintiff  for  the  difference  between 
the  sum  of  the  court's  jurisdiction,  and  the  sum  claimed  by  said 
defendant  to  be  due  unless  the  judgment  shall  state  that  the  sum 
awarded  by  the  jud^pment  is  the  whole  amount  found  to  be  due. 

§  158.  When  defendant  may  demur.  The  defendant  may 
demur  to  the  complaint,  where  one  or  more  of  the  following  objec- 
tions thereto,  appear  upon  the  face  thereof: 

1.  That  the  court  has  not  jurisdiction  of  the  person  of  the 
defendant 
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2.  That  the  court  has  not  jurisdiction  of  the  subject  of  the 
action. 

8.  That  the  plaintiff  has  not  legal  capacity  to  sue. 

4.  That  there  is  another  action  pending  between  the  same  par* 
ties^  for  the  same  cause. 

5.  That  there  is  a  misjoinder  of  parties  plaintiff. 

6.  That  there  is  a  defect  of  parties,  plaintiff  or  defendant 

7.  That  causes  of  action  have  been  improperly  united. 

8.  That  the  complaint  does  not  state  facts  sufficient  to  consti- 
tute a  cause  of  action. 

§  159.  Demurrer  to  complaint  must  specify  grounds  of  objeo- 
tion.  The  demurrer  must  distinctly  specify  the  objections  to  the 
complaint,  otherwise  it  may  be  disregarded.  An  objection,  taken 
under  subdivision  first,  second,  fourth  or  eighth  of  the  last  section 
may  be  stated  in  the  language  of  the  subdivision ;  and  an  objection 
taken  under  either  of  the  other  subdivisions,  must  point  out  speci- 
fically the  particular  defect  relied  upon. 

§  160.  Demurrer  to  all  or  part  of  the  complaint;  may  answer 
to  part.  The  defendant  may  demur  to  the  whole  of  the  complaint, 
or  to  one  or  more  separate  causes  of  action,  stated  therein.  In 
the  latter  case,  he  may  answer  the  cause  of  action  not  demurred  to. 

§  161.  Formal  reply  to  counterclaim  not  necessary;  demurrer. 
A  formal  reply  to  a  counterclaim  is  not  necessary.  The  counter^ 
claim  shall  be  deemed  denied  by  the  plaintiff  unless  specifically 
admitted  on  the  trial.  It  also  may  be  objected  to  on  motion,  or 
demurred  to  as  if  the  counterclaim  were  an  affirmative  cause  of 
action,  set  up  in  a  complaint. 

§  162.  When  plaintiff  may  demur  to  answer.  The  plaintiff 
may  demur  to  a  counterclaim  or  a  defense  consisting  of  new 
matter  contained  in  the  answer,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  insuffi- 
cient in  law  on  the  face  thereof. 

§  163.  Requirements  concerning  verified  pleadingni.  The  alle- 
gations or  denials  in  a  verified  pleading  must  in  form  be  stated  to 
be  made  by  the  party  pleading.  Unless  they  are  therein  stated  to 
be  made  on  the  information  and  belief  of  the  party,  they  must  be 
regarded,  for  all  purposes  as  having  been  on  the  knowledge  of 
the  person  verifying  the  pleading.  An  allegation  that  the  party 
has  not  sufficient  knowledge  or  information  to  form  a  belief  with 
respect  to  a  matter,  must,  for  the  same  purpose,  be  regarded  as  an 
allegation  that  the  person  verifying  the  pleading  has  not  such 
knowledge  or  information. 
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§  164.  Verification;  how  and  by  whom  made.  The  verification 
must  be  made  by  the  affidavit  of  the  party,  or,  if  there  are  two  or 
more  parties  united  in  interest,  and  pleading  together,  by  at  least 
one  of  them  who  is  acquainted  with  the  facts,  except  as  follows : 

1.  Where  the  party  is  a  domestic  corporation,  the  verification 
must  be  made  by  an  officer  thereof. 

2.  Where  the  people  of  the  state  are,  or  a  public  officer,  in 
their  behalf,  is  the  party,  the  verification  may  be  made  by  any 
person  acquainted  with  the  facts. 

3.  Where  the  party  is  a  foreign  corporation;  or  where  the 
party  is  neither  within  the  city  of  Troy  nor  within  the  county 
where  the  attorney  resides;  or,  if  there  are  two  or  more  parties 
united  in  interest  and  pleading  together,  where  neither  of  them, 
acquainted  with  the  facts,  is  within  such  city  or  county  and  ca- 
pable of  making  the  affidavit;  or  where  the  action  or  defense  is 
founded  on  a  written  instrument  for  the  payment  of  money  only, 
which  is  in  the  possession  of  the  agent  or  attorney ;  or  where  all 
the  material  allegations  of  the  pleading  are  within  the  personal 
knowledge  of  the  agent  or  attorney;  in  either  case  the  verifica- 
tion may  be  made  by  the  agent  of  or  the  attorney  for  the  party. 

§  165.  Exhibition  of  accoontB  at  instance  of  adverse  party  may 
be  ordered.  The  court  may  at  the  time  of  pleading,  or  at  any 
other  time  before  the  trial,  require  the  plaintiff  or  defendant  to 
exhibit  to  the  inspection  of  the  adverse  party,  with  liberty  to  copy 
the  same,  any  writing  or  account  declared  on  or  set  up  in  the 
way  of  offset  or  counterclaim,  or  if  not  so  exhibited,  may  prohibit 
its  afterward  being  given  in  evidence. 

§  166.  Amendment  of  pleadings.  The  court  must,  upon  appli- 
cation, allow  a  pleading  to  be  amended,  at  any  time,  if  substantial 
justice  will  be  promoted  thereby.  Where  a  party  amends  his 
pleading,  after  joinder  of  issue,  or  pleads  over  upon  the  decision 
of  a  demurrer,  and  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  court,  by  oath,  that  an  adjournment  is  necessary  to  the  adverse 
party,  in  consequence  of  the  amendment  or  pleading  over,  an 
adjournment  must  be  granted.  The  court  may  also,  in  its  discre- 
tion, require,  as  a  condition  of  allowing  an  amendment,  the  pay- 
ment of  costs  to  the  adverse  party. 

§  167.  Private  statute;  how  pleaded.  In  pleading  a  private 
statute,  or  a  right  derived  therefrom,  it  is  sufficient  to  designate 
the  statute  by  its  chapter,  year  of  passage  and  title,  or  in  some 
other  manner  with  convenient  certainty,  without  setting  forth  any 
of  the  contents  thereof. 
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§  168.  Judgments;  how  pleaded.  In  pleading  a  judgment,  or 
other  determination  of  a  court  or  officer  of  special  jurisdiction, 
it  is  not  necessary  to  state  the  facts  conferring  jurisdiction;  but 
the  judgment  or  determination  may  be  stated  to  have  been  duly 
given  or  made.  If  that  allegation  is  controverted  the  party  plead- 
ing must  on  the  trial  establish  the  facts  conferring  jurisdiction. 

§  169.  Conditions  precedent;  how  pleaded.  In  pleading  the 
performance  of  a  condition  precedent  in  a  contract  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  state  the  facts  constituting  performances;  but  the  party 
may  state  generally  that  he  or  the  person  whom  he  represents  duly 
performed  all  the  conditions  on  his  part  If  that  allegation  is 
controverted  he  must  on  the  trial  establish  performance. 

§  170.  Pleadings  to  be  liberally  construed.  The  allegations  of 
a  pleading  must  be  liberally  construed,  with  a  view  of  substantial 
justice  between  the  parties. 

§  171.  Immaterial  variance  in  pleading  to  be  disregarded.  A 
variance  between  an  allegation  and  the  proof,  must  be  disregarded 
as  immaterial  unless  the  court  is  satisfied  that  the  adverse  party 
has  been  misled  thereby,  to  his  prejudice. 

§  172.  Material  variances;  how  provided  for.  A  variance  be- 
tween an  allegation  in  a  pleading  and  the  proof  is  not  material 
unless  it  has  actually  misled  the  adverse  party  to  his  prejudice 
in  maintaining  his  action  or  defense  on  the  merits.  If  a  party 
insists  that  he  has  been  misled  that  fact  and  the  particulars  in 
which  he  has  been  misled  must  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  court.  Thereupon  the  court  may  in  its  discretion  order  the 
pleading  to  be  amended  on  such  terms  as  it  deems  just. 

§  173.  What  to  be  deemed  a  failure  of  proof.  Where,  however, 
the  allegations  to  which  the  proof  is  directed  is  unproved,  not  in 
some  particular  or  particulars  only,  but  in  its  entire  scope  and 
meaning,  it  is  not  a  case  of  variance  within  the  last  two  sections, 
but  a  failure  of  proof. 

§  174.  Partial  defenses.  A  partial  defense  may  be  set  forth, 
but  it  must  be  expressly  stated  to  be  a  partial  defense  to  the 
entire  complaint,  or  to  one  or  more  separate  causes  of  action 
therein  set  forth.  On  a  demurrer  thereto  the  question  is  whether 
it  is  sufficient  for  that  purpose.  Matter  tending  only  to  mitigate 
or  reduce  damages  in  an  action  to  recover  damages  for  a  per- 
sonal injury,  or  any  injury  to  properly,  is  a  partial  defense  within 
the  meaning  of  this  section. 
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§  175.  Complaint  in  actions  by  or  against  corporations.  In  an 
action  brought  by  or  against  a  corporation,  the  ocmiplaint  must 
aver  that  the  plaintiff,  or  the  defendant,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  a 
corporation;  must  state  whether  it  is  a  domestic  corporation  or  a 
foreign  corporation ;  and,  if  the  latter,  the  state,  country,  or  gov- 
ernment, by  or  under  whose  laws  it  was  created.  But  the  plain- 
tiff need  not  set  forth,  or  specially  refer  to,  any  act  or  proofing 
by  or  under  which  the  corporation  was  created. 

§  176.  When  proof  of  corporate  existence  unnecessary.  In  an 
action  brought  by  or  against  a  corporation,  the  plaintiff  need  not 
prove  upon  the  trial  the  existence  of  the  corporation  unless  the 
answer  is  verified  and  contains  an  affirmative  allegation  that  the 
plaintiff,  or  the  defendant,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  not  a  corporation. 

§  177,  Misnomer;  when  waived.  In  an  action  or  special  pro- 
ceeding brought  by  or  against  a  corporation,  the  defendant  is 
deemed  to  have  waived  any  mistake  in  the  corporate  name,  unless 
the  misnomer  is  pleaded  in  the  answer  or  other  pleading  in  the 
defendants  behalf. 

§  178.  Answer  of  title.  The  defendant  may,  either  with  or 
without  other  matter  of  defense,  set  forth  in  his  answer  facts  show- 
ing that  the  title  to  real  property  will  come  in  question.  Such  an 
answer  must  be  in  writing,  and  it  must  be  signed  by  the  defendant, 
or  his  attorney  or  agent,  and  delivered  to  the  court.  The  court 
must,  thereupon,  countersign  the  answer,  and  deliver  it  to  the 
plaintiff. 

§  179.  Procedure  when  answer  of  title  is  interposed.  In  the 
case  specified  in  the  last  section,  the  action  must  be  adjourned  for 
three  weeks  to  allow  the  plaintiff,  within  twenty  days,  to  deposit 
vnth  the  court  a  summons  and  complaint  in  a  new  action,  for  the 
same  cause,  to  be  brought  in  the  proper  court,  as  prescribed  in  the 
next  section,  with  the  understanding  that  the  defendant  will, 
within  twenty  days  after  the  deposit,  give  a  written  admission  of 
the  service  thereof. 

§  180.  New  action  to  be  brought  in  supreme  court  or  county 
court.  The  court,  in  which  a  new  action  is  to  be  brought,  as  pre- 
scribed in  the  last  section,  is  the  supreme  court  or  the  county  court 
of  Rensselaer  county,  at  the  plaintiff's  election. 

§  181.  Old  action;  thereupon  discontinued.  Upon  the  delivery 
to  the  court,  of  the  written  admission  of  service  on  the  part  of  the 
defendant,  the  action  is  discontinued,  and  each  party  must  pay 
his  ovm  costs.     11    the  plaintiff  fails  to  deposit  with  the  court  a 
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sanunons  and  complaint  in  a  new  action,  before  the  expiration  of 
twenly  days  after  the  joinder  of  issue,  the  defendant  may  main- 
tain an  action  against  the  plaintiff  to  recover  costs  before  the 
court. 

§  182.  Penalty  for  failure  to  make  and  deliver  to  the  oourt  ad- 
missioii  of  servioe.  If  the  written  admission  of  service  on  the 
part  of  the  defendant  is  not  delivered  to  the  court,  it  has  juris- 
diction of  the  action,  and  must  proceed  therein,  and  the  defendant 
is  precluded  in  his  defense,  from  drawing  the  title  in  question. 

§  183.  Title  appearing  from  plaintiff's  own  showii^^.  If,  how- 
ever, it  appears  upon  the  trial,  from  the  plaintiff^s  own  showing, 
that  the  title  to  real  property  is  in  question,  and  the  title  is  dis- 
puted by  the  defendant,  the  court  must  dismiss  the  complaint  with 
costs,  and  render  judgment  against  the  plaintiff  accordingly. 

§  184.  Same  cause  of  action,  and  defense  in  new  action.  In 
the  new  action,  to  be  brought  after  an  action  before  a  court  is  dis- 
continued, by  the  delivery  of  an  answer,  as  prescribed  in  the  last 
six  sections,  the  plaintiff  must  complain  for  the  same  cause  of 
action  only  upon  which  he  relied  before  the  court,  and  the  de- 
fendant's answer  must  set  up  the  same  defense  only  which  he  made 
before  the  court  If  the  action  is  to  recover  a  chattel  which  was 
replevied  in  the  city  court,  each  undertaking,  given  in  the  city 
court,  continues  to  be  valid  in,  and  is  applicable  to,  the  now  action. 

§  185.  Answer  to  title  interposed  as  to  only  one  or  more  of 
several  defenses;  proceedings  thereupon.  Where  in  an  action  be- 
fore the  court,  the  plaintiff  has  two  or  more  causes  of  action,  and 
the  defense  that  the  title  to  real  property  will  come  in  question, 
is  interposed  as  to  one  or  more,  but  not  as  to  all  of  them,  the  de- 
fendant may  deliver  an  answer  as  prescribed  in  this  article,  with 
respect  to  the  cause  or  causes  of  action  only  in  which  title  will  so 
come  in  question.  Whereupon  the  court  must  discontinue  the 
action  as  to  those  causes  of  action  only,  the  plaintiff  may  commence 
a  new  action  therefor  in  the  proper  court  and  the  original  action 
must  proceed  as  to  the  other  causes. 

§  186.  Interpleader  by  order  in  certain  cases.  A  defendant 
against  whom  an  action  to  recover  upon  a  contract,  or  an  action  to 
recover  a  chattel,  is  pending,  may,  at  any  time  before  answer, 
upon  proof,  by  affidavit,  that  a  person,  not  a  party  to  the  action, 
makee  a  demand  against  him  for  the  same  debt  or  property,  with- 
out collusion  with  him,  apply  to  the  court,  upon  notice  to  that 
person,  and  the  adverse  party,  for  an  order  to  substitute  that  per^ 
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son,  in  his  place,  and  to  discharge  him  from  liability  to  either,  on 
his  paying  into  court  the  amount  of  the  debt,  or  delivering  the 
possession  of  the  property,  or  its  value,  to  such  person  as  the  court 
directs ;  or  upon  it  appearing  that  the  defendant  disputes,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  the  liability  as  asserted  against  him  by  different 
claimants,  or  that  he  has  some  interest  in  the  subject  matter  of  the 
controversy  which  he  desires  to  assert,  his  application  may  be  for 
an  order  joining  the  other  claimant  or  claimants,  as  codefendants 
with  him  in  the  action.  The  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  make 
such  order,  upon  such  terms  as  to  costs  and  payments  into  court 
of  the  amount  of  the  debt,  or  part  thereof,  or  delivery  of  the 
possession  of  the  property,  or  its  value  or  part  thereof,  as  may  be 
just,  and  thereupon  the  entire  controversy  may  oe  determined  in 
the  action.

§  193.  Adjournments;  restoration  of  case  to  calendar  when  no 
appearance.  The  court  may  in  its  discretion  grant  one  or  more 
adjournments  of  the  trial  of  an  action  or  the  hearing  of  a  motion 
or  other  proceedings  for  such  periods  as  it  may  deem  just,  whether 
the  defendant  has  appeared  in  said  action  or  proceeding  or  not, 
unless  the  defendant  is  under  arrest,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be 
adjourned  to  exceed  forty-eight  hours,  except  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  the  defendant  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
sixty-six  of  this  act.  Except  that  an  adjournment  for  more  than 
forty-eight  hours  where  the  defendant  is  under  arrest,  may  be 
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granted  on  application  of  the  plaintiff  by  discharging  the  defend- 
ant from  custody  and  the  action  may  then  proceed  notwithstand- 
ing such  discharge;  and  the  defendant  shall  be  subject  to  arrest 
on  the  execution,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  had  not  been  dis- 
charged. Where  the  defendant  has  defaulted  either  in  appear- 
ance or  in  pleading,  adjournments  of  the  inquest  or  taking  of  judg- 
ment on  the  application  of  the  plaintiff  shall  not  exceed  ninety 
days  from  the  return  of  the  summons.  Where  on  the  call  of  the 
calendar  on  any  adjourned  day,  a  case  is  called  by  the  court  and 
the  parties  thereto  fail  to  appear  or  fail  to  answer  the  call  thereof, 
such  case  may  thereafter  be  restored  to  the  calendar  by  a  stipu- 
lation to  that  effect  signed  by  all  the  parties  or  their  attorneys. 

§  194.  Conditions  may  be  imposed.  The  court  may  impose 
upon  the  party  applying  for  an  adjournment  such  conditions  as 
to  it  may  seem  reasonable. 

§  195.  Attendance  of  witnesses.  A  subpoena  requiring  a  wit- 
ness to  appear  and  testify  on  the  trial  of  an  action,  on  the  demand 
of  either  party,  may  be  issued  out  of  this  court  by  the  clerk  or  any 
justice  thereof  or  by  an  attorney,  qualified  to  issue  a  summons 
under  this  act,  of  the  party  desiring  to  call  the  witness  named  in 
such  subpoena  and  when  signed  by  such  attorney  the  subpoena 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  signed  and  issued  by  the 
clerk  or  any  justice  of  the  court.  Such  subpoena  may  be  served 
at  any  place  within  the  county  of  Rensselaer  or  a  county  adjoining 
thereto,  including  the  counties  of  Albany  and  Saratoga.  The 
subpoena  may  require  the  witness,  except  as  otherwise  expressly 
prescribed  by  law,  to  bring  with  him  any  book  or  paper,  relating  to 
the  merits  of  the  action. 

§  196.  How  subpoena  served.  A  subpoena  may  be  served  by 
any  person  over  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  must  be  served 
by  delivering  a  copy  thereof  to  the  witness  personally,  and  by  pay- 
ing or  tendering  to  him  his  lawful  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  one 
day's  attendance  as  a  witness  and  also  paying  to  him  if  he  resides 
more  than  three  miles  from  the  place  of  attendance,  eight  cents 
for  each  mile,  going  to  the  place  of  attendance. 

§  197.  Warrant  of  attachment  against  defaulting  witness. 
Where  it  is  made  to  appear,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  by 
affidavit  or  other  proof,  that  a  person  duly  subpoenaed  to  attend 
before  it  in  an  action,  has  refused  or  neglected  to  attend  as  a 
witness  in  obedience  to  the  subpoena,  and  no  just  cause  for  the 
neglect  or  refusal  is  shown  to  exist,  and  the  person  is  not  privileged 
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from  attendance  under  any  statute  of  the  state,  and  the  party,  in 
whose  behalf  the  witness  was  subpoenaed,  or  his  attorney,  makes 
oath  that  the  testimony  of  the  witness  is  material,  the  court  must 
issue  a  warrant  of  attachment,  directed  generally  to  any  marshal, 
for  the  purpose  of  compelling  the  attendance  of  the  witness.

§  205.  Commission  to  take  testimony,  et  cetera.  Where  the 
defendant  has  neglected  to  appear  upon  the  return  of  a  summons, 
or  has  failed  to  answer  the  complaint,  or  where  an  issue  of  fact 
has  been  joined  in  an  action;  and  it  appears,  by  aflSdavit,  upon 
the  application  of  either  party,  that  a  witness,  not  within  the 
county  of  Rensselaer  or  a  county  adjoining  thereto,  including  the 
counties  of  Albany  and  Saratoga,  is  material  in  the  prosecution 
or  defense  of  the  action,  the  court  may  award  a  commission  to 
one  or  more  competent  persons,  authorizing  them,  or  any  of  them 
to  examine  the  witness  under  the  oath  upon  interrogatories  to  be 
settled  by  the  court  or  by  written  agreement  of  the  parties,  and

§  206.  Commission  on  consent;  deposition  upon  oral  ques- 
tions.

The  person  to  whom  a 
commission  is  directed,  or  before  whom  a  deposition  is  taken, 
unless  otherwise  expressly  directed  in  the  commission,  or  in  the 
order  for  taking  the  depositions,  must  execute  the  commission, 
or  the  order  as  follows : 

1.  He  must  publicly  administer  to  each  witness  examined,  an 
oath  or  afltonation  to  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  noth- 
ing but  the  truth,  as  to  the  matters  respecting  which  the  witness 
is  examined. 

2.  He  must  reduce  the  examination  of  each  witness  to  writing, 
or  cause  it  to  be  reduced  to  writing,  by  a  disinterested  person. 
After  it  has  been  carefully  read,  to  or  by  the  witness,  it  must 
be  subscribed  by  the  witness, 

3.  If  an  exhibit  is  produced  and  proved,  the  exhibit,  or,  if  the 
witness,  or  other  person  having  it  in  his  custody,  does  not  sur- 
render it,  a  copy  thereof,  must  be  annexed  to  the  deposition  to 
which  it  relates,  subscribed  by  the  witness  proving  it,  and  num- 
bered or  otherwise  identified,  in  writing  thereupon,  by  the  com- 
missioner or  other  person  taking  the  deposition,  who  must  sub- 
scribe his  name  thereto. 

4.  The  commissioner,  or  person  taking  the  deposition,  must 
subscribe  his  name  to  each  half  sheet  of  the  deposition,  and  he 
must  annex  all  the  depositions  and  exhibits  to  the  conoimission,  or 
to  a  certified  copy  of  the  order  for  taking  the  deposition,  with 
the  certificate  specified  in  the  next  section;  and  he  must  close 
them  up  under  his  seal,  and  address  the  packet  to  the  clerk  of 
the  court,  at  his  official  residence.

§  212.  When  deposition  may  be  suppressed.  Where  it  appears, 
by  affidavit,  that  a  deposition  has  been  improperly  or  irregularly 
taken  or  returned ;  or  that  the  personal  attendance  of  the  witness 
upon  the  trial,  could  have  been  procured,  with  due  diligence,  by 
a  subpoena,  or  that  the  attorney  for  either  party  has  practiced  any 
fraud,  or  unfair  or  over-reaching  conduct,  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
adverse  party,  in  the  course  of  the  proceedings;  an  order  for  the 
suppression  of  the  deposition  may  be  made  by  the  court,  upon  the 
application  of  the  party  aggrieved,  upon  notice  to  the  adverse  party. 
§  213.  Deposition,  et  cetera,  evidence.  A  deposition  taken  and 
returned  as  prescribed  in  this  article,  may,  unless  it  is  suppressed, 
as  prescribed  in  the  last  section,  be  read  in  evidence  by  either 
party.  It  has  the  same  efiPect,  and  no  other,  as  the  oral  testimony 
of  the  witness  would  have;  and  an  objection  to  the  competency  or 
credibility  of  the  witness,  or  to  the  relevancy,  or  substantial  com- 
petency, of  a  question  put  to  him,  or  of  an  answer  given  by  him, 
may  be  made,  as  if  the  witness  was  then  personally  examined,  and 
widiout  being  noted  upon  the  deposition. 

§  214.   Power  of  commissioners.    Where  the  commission  is  ex- 
ecuted within  the  state,  the  commissioner,  or  if  there  are  two  or 
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more,  a  majority  of  them,  have  the  same  power  to  issue  a  subpoena, 
to  swear  a  witness,  and  to  compel  his  attendance,  that  a  justice  of 
the  peace  has,  in  an  action  pending  before  him. 

§  215.  Beceipt  of  commission  by  clerk.  The  clerk  of  the  court 
must  on  receiving  the  package,  containing  the  commission,  trans- 
mitted to  him  by  mail  or  otherwise,  open  and  file  it,  indorsing 
thereupon  the  date  of  his  so  doing.  It  must  remain  on  file  with 
liim,  until  the  trial;  but  either  party  is  entitled  to  inspect  it  on 
file. 

§  216.  Deposition  to  take  testimony  conditionally.  Either  party 
to  an  action  pending  in  the  city  court  may  apply  for  an  order  to 
have  the  testimony  of  any  witness  who  is  about  to  depart  from  the 
county  of  Rensselaer  or  a  county  adjoining  thereto,  including  the 
counties  of  Albany  and  Saratoga,  and  will  probably  continue  ab- 
sent, when  the  testimony  is  required,  or  is  so  sick  or  infirm  as 
to  afford  reasonable  ground  to  believe  that  he  will  not  be  able  to 
attend  the  trial;  or  where  any  other  special  circumstances  exist 
which  render  it  proper  that  he  be  examined  as  prescribed  in  this 
article,  taken  conditionally  to  be  used  on  the  trial  of  such  action, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  articla 

§  217.  Affidavit  on  application;  requirements  of.  The  party 
desiring  to  take  a  deposition,  as  prescribed  in  the  last  section,  must 
present  to  the  court  an  affidavit  showing: 

1.  The  title  and  nature  of  the  action.  The  name  and  residence 
of  the  person  to  be  examined.  That  the  testimony  of  such  per- 
son is  material  and  necessary  for  the  party  making  such  applica- 
tion or  for  the  prosecution  or  defense  of  such  action. 

2.  That  the  person  to  be  examined  is  about  to  depart  from  the 
county  of  Eensselaer  or  a  county  adjoining  thereto,  including  the 
counties  of  Albany  and  Saratoga  as  the  case  may  be,  or  that  he  is 
so  sick  or  infirm  as  to  afford  reasonable  ground  to  believe  that  he 
will  not  be  able  to  attend  the  trial,  or  that  any  other  special  cir- 
cumstances exist  which  render  it  proper  that  he  should  be  exam- 
ined, as  prescribed  in  this  chapter;  but  this  subdivision  does  not 
apply  to  a  case  where  the  person  to  be  examined  is  a  party  to  the 
action,  except  in  the  case  of  sickness  or  infirmity. 

3.  If  the  party  sought  to  be  examined  is  a  corporation,  the  affi- 
davit shall  state  the  name  of  the  officers  or  directors  thereof,  or  any 
of  them  whose  testimony  is  necessary  and  material,  or  the  books 
and  papers  as  to  the  contents  of  which  an  examination  or  in- 
spection is  desired,  and  the  order  to  be  made  in  respect  thereto, 
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shall  direct  the  examination  of  such  persons  and  the  production  of 
such  books  and  papers. 

§  218.  Deporition  by  consent.  The  parties  to  an  action  may 
stipulate  in  writing  that  an  order  specified  in  section  two  hundred 
and  sixteen  of  this  act  may  be  granted,  in  which  case  an  affidavit, 
as  required  by  the  preceding  sections,  shall  not  be  necessary.  But 
this  section  does  not  apply  to  a  case  where  the  person  to  be  exam- 
ined is  confined  in  a  prison  or  jail  within  the  stare. 

§  219.  Order  for  examination.  Where  an  affidavit  is  presented 
as  provided  in  section  two  hundred  and  seventeen  of  this  act,  the 
court  may,  if  the  opposing  party  or  his  representative  is  not  pres- 
ent, require  that  a  reasonable  notice  of  the  application  be  given, 
or  may  act  on  the  application  at  the  time  of  such  presentation,  and 
must  grant  an  order  for  the  taking  of  the  deposition,  if  satisfied  of 
the  truth  of  the  matter  stated  in  the  affidavit,  and  may  in  his  dis- 
cretion designate  and  limit  the  particular  matters  on  which  the  ex- 
amination is  to  be  conducted.  The  order  may  require  that  the  ex- 
amination be  conducted  before  the  court,  at  the  time  fixed,  or  may 
permit  such  examination  to  be  conducted  at  the  place  where  the 
person  to  be  examined  is  at  the  time  fixed  for  said  examination. 
Where  the  deposition  is  not  taken  in  court,  the  order  may  permit 
the  examination  of  a  person  making  the  deposition  to  proceed  after 
having  been  sworn  before  an  officer  authorized  to  take  and  adminis- 
ter oaths. 

§  220.  Punishment  for  disobeying  order;  witness  fees.  Witr 
nesses'  fees,  as  provided  in  this  act,  for  attendance  upon  a  trial, 
must  be  paid  or  tendered  when  the  order  is  served  upon  the  party 
or  other  person  required  to  attend.  If  the  party  or  person  so 
served  fails  to  obey  the  order,  his  attendance  may  be  compelled, 
and  he  may  be  punished  in  like  manner,  and  the  proceedings 
thereon  are  the  same,  as  if  he  failed  to  obey  a  subpoena,  issued 
from  the  city  court. 

§  221.  Service  of  order.  A  copy  of  the  order  and  of  the  affi- 
davit upon  which  it  was  granted  must  be  served  at  least  two  days 
before  the  time  fixed  for  the  examination,  upon  the  attorney  for 
each  party  to  the  action,  in  like  manner  as  a  paper  in  the  action ; 
or  if  a  party  has  not  appeared  in  the  action  they  must  be  served 
upon  him  as  directed  by  the  order. 

§  222.  Adjournment  of  examination.  The  court  may  upon 
good  cause  shown  adjourn  the  time  for  taking  said  examination. 

Party  confined  la  prison.     Where  the  party  or  other 
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person  to  be  examined  is  confined  in  a  prison  or  jail  within  the 
state,  under  sentence  for  a  misdemeanor  or  felony,  that  fact  must 
be  stated  in  the  affidavit,  and  his  deposition  may  be  taken  as  pre- 
scribed in  the  foregoing  sections  as  if  he  was  not  so  confined,  ex- 
cept that  in  such  a  case  the  granting  or  refusing  the  order  is  always 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court  The  order  must  require  the  pro- 
duction of  the  prisoner  by  the  person  in  charge  of  the  prison  or 
jail,  at  the  prison  or  jail,  but  it  may  prescribe  such  regulations  and 
restrictions  with  respect  thereto  as  the  court  deems  proper. 

§  224.  Bules  for  examination;  manner  of  taking  and  returning 
deposition;  refusal  of  person  examined  to  answer.  The  deposition 
shall  be  in  the  form  of  question  and  answer,  and  when  completed 
must  be  carefully  read  to  and  subscribed  by  the  person  examined; 
and  within  three  days  thereafter,  unless  sooner  required  by  the 
order,  must  be  filed  in  the  ofiice  of  the  clerk,  together  with  the 
stipulation  or  the  affidavit  on  which  the  order  was  granted;  and 
proof  of  the  service  of  the  order  and  of  the  affidavit  If  upon  an 
examination  the  person  examined  refuses  to  answer,  that  fact  must 
be  reported  to  the  court,  which  must  determine  whether  the  ques- 
tion was  relevant  and  the  witness  bound  to  answer. 

§  225.  Deposition  may  be  read  in  evidence;  when.  The  deposi- 
tion may  be  read  in  evidence  by  either  party  at  the  trial  of  the 
action,  if  it  be  satisfactorily  proved  that  the  witness  is  dead  or  is 
unable  to  personally  attend  by  reason  of  his  insanity,  sickness  or 
other  infirmity,  or  that  he  is  confined  in  a  prison  or  jail,  or  that 
he  has  been  and  is  absent  from  the  county  of  Rensselaer  or  any 
county  adjoining  thereto;  including  the  counties  of  Albany  and 
Saratoga,  so  that  his  attendance  could  not,  with  reasonable  dili- 
gence, be  compelled  by  subpoena. 

§  226.  Effect  of  deposition.  The  deposition  so  read  in  evi- 
dence has  the  same  effect,  and  no  other,  as  the  oral  testimony  of 
the  witness  would  have;  and  an  objection  to  the  competency  or 
credibility  of  the  witness,  or  to  the  relevancy  or  substantial  com- 
petency of  a  question  put  to  him,  or  of  an  answer  given  by  him, 
may  be  made  as  if  the  witness  was  then  personally  examined  and 
without  being  noted  upon  the  deposition. 

§  227.  Examination  before  trial.  The  provisions  of  article 
one,  title  three,  chapter  nine  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  shall 
apply  to  actions  in  this  court  where  the  same  are  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act.

§  230.  Issue  of  fact  and  law;  juc^ent  within  what  time  to  be 
rendered.  Upon  an  issue  of  fact  joined,  if  a  jury  trial  be  not 
demanded,  as  required  by  this  act,  the  court  must  hear  the  evi- 
dence, and  decide  all  questions  of  fact  and  law,  and  render  judg- 
ment accordingly  within  fourteen  days  from  the  time  the  same  is 
submitted  for  that  purpose,  except  when  the  defendant  is  under 
arrest,  and  has  not  given  security  for  his  appearance ;  in  such  case 
the  court  shall  render  judgment  immediately  after  the  close  of  the 
trial,  except  where  further  time  is  given  by  the  consent  of  parties, 
or  their  attorneys.  All  issues  of  law  shall  be  heard  and  decided 
by  the  court,  without  a  jury. 

§  231.  Trial  by  jury;  drawing  the  jury.  At  any  time  when 
an  issue  of  fact  is  joined,  either  party  may  demand  a  trial  by  jury, 
and  unless  so  demanded  at  the  joining  of  issue,  a  jury  trial  is 
waived.  The  party  demanding  a  trial  by  jury  shall  forthwith 
pay  to  the  clerk  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  In  de- 
fault of  such  payment  the  court  shall  proceed  as  if  no  demand  for 
trial  by  jury  had  been  made.  The  moneys  so  received  shall  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  of  the  server  for  sum- 
moning jurors  and  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  to  each  juror  actually 
notified  to  attend  pursuant  to  the  venire.  The  balance  remain- 
ing, if  any,  shall  be  repaid  to  the  party  paying  the  same.  When 
a  jury  trial  is  demanded,  the  trial  of  the  case  may  be  adjourned 
until  the  time  fixed  for  the  attendance  of  a  jury.

out  of  which  number  six  of  the  persons  attending  shall  be  drawn  to 
try  the  cause,  provided  that,  number  appear.  The  common  council 
of  the  city  of  Troy  may  direct  that  a  sum,  not  exceeding  two  dol- 
lars in  addition  to  the  fees  of  the  jurors  prescribed  in  this  sec- 
tion, or  in  any  other  statutory  provisicJii,  be  allowed  to  each  trial 
juror  for  each  day's  attendance  in  serving  upon  the  trial  in  an 
action  or  proceeding  in  said  city  court.  The  amount  so  paid  must 
be  raised  in  the  same  manner  as  other  city  charges  are  raised. 

§  232.  Ii»t  of  jurors.  Whenever  a  list,  made  by  the  proper 
oflScer  or  oflScers,  of  the  persons  residing  in  the  city  of  Troy,  who 
are  required  to  serve  as  trial  jurors  of  a  court  of  record  in  the 
county  of  Eensselaer,  shall  be  filed  by  such  officer  or  officers  with 
the  city  clerk  of  the  city  of  Troy,  as  required  by  law,  such  clerk 
shall  immediately  make  and  file  one  of  the  copies  of  such  list  with 
the  clerk  of  the  city  court  of  Troy,  and  all  jurors  in  said  court 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  names  contained  in  such  copy  of  said  list 
last  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  court. 

§  233.  How  jury  summoned;  notice.  The  officer  or  the  person 
deputed  as  provided  in  section  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  this 
act,  upon  receipt  of  such  a  notice  as  is  mentioned  in  said  section, 
must  thereupon  immediately  summon  the  person  named  therein  by 
giving  the  same  to  him  personally,  or  by  leaving  it  at  his  place  of 
residence  or  business  with  some  person  of  suitable  age  and  discre- 
tion, and  by  giving  to  the  person  to  whom  said  notice  is  given  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  cents.

No  adjournments 
can  be  granted  after  the  return  of  the  jury  unless  the  party  re- 
quiring the  same  in  addition  to  the  other  conditions  imposed  upon 
him^  shall,  if  such  adjournment  renders  necessary  the  issuance  of 
.  another  venire,  deposit  with  the  clerk  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  and 
fifty  cents,  which  or  any  portion  of  which,  if  not  expended  for  that 
purpose,  shall  be  returned  to  the  party  paying  the  same ;  but  no 
jury  fee  or  sum  for  siunmoning  the  jurors  may  be  included  as 
part  of  the  costs  in  the  judgment,  other  than  the  sum  origin- 
ally paid. 

§  237.  Verdict;  requisites.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  act,  the  verdict  of  the  jury  must  be  general  for  the  plaintiff 
for  a  specific  sum,  or  for  the  defendant,  or  where  there  is  a  counter- 
claim or  set-off  proved  for  the  defendant  in  a  specified  sum,  but 
where  there  are  several  plaintiffs  or  defendants,  the  verdict  may 
be  for  or  against  one  or  more  of  them,  within  the  limitations  and 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  judgment  must  be  entered  thereon 
immediately  after  the  rendering  of  the  verdict. 

§  238.  Conduct  of  trial.  On  the  trial  of  all  causes  in  the  city 
court,  the  mode  of  conducting  the  trial,  the  rules  of  evidence,  the 
examination  and  swearing  of  the  jury,  shall  be  the  same  as  prevail 
in  courts  of  record  except  that  each  party  may  peremptorily  chal- 
lenge not  more  than  three  persons  drawn  as  jurors  for  a  trial. 

§  239.  Submission  of  a  controversy  upon  facts  admitted.  When 
an  action  or  summary  proceeding  has  been  commenced  according 
to  the  provisions  of  tiiis  act,  upon  its  being  reached  for  trial,  the 
parties  being  of  full  age,  may  agree  upon  a  statement  of  the  facts 
upon  which  the  controversy  depends  and  may  present  a  written 
submission  thereof  to  the  court  Such  statement  must  be  accom- 
panied with  the  affidavit  of  one  or  more  of  the  parties  to  the  effect 
that  the  controversy  is  real  and  that  the  submission  is  made  in 
good  faith,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  rights  of  the 
parties. 

§  240.  Papers  to  be  filed.  Such  statement,  submission  or 
affidavit  must  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court.

§  241.  Subsequent  proceedings  regulated.  An  order  of  arrest, 
warrant  of  attachment,  writ  of  replevin  or  execution  against  the 
person,  cannot  be  granted  in  such  an  action.

§  248.    Nonsuit;  when  authorized.    Judgment  of  nonsuit  shall 
be  rendered  in  the  following  cases :

§  253.  Court  may  open  default.  Where  a  default  or  dismissal 
is  taken  in  an  action  or  summary  proceeding,  the  court  may  at  any 
time  within  six  months  from  the  entry  of  such  judgment  or  order 
by  default,  upon  motion  made  and  on  such  notice  to  the  opposite 
party  as  the  court  may  direct,  open  such  default  or  dismissal  and 
set  aside,  vacate  or  modify  any  judgment  or  final  order  entered 
in  any  such  action  or  proceeding,  and  set  the  action  or  proceeding 
down  for  pleading,  hearing  or  trial,  as  the  case  may  require,  upon 
such  terms  as  the  court  may  deem  proper.  Where  a  default  or 
dismissal  is  taken  in  an  action  or  sunmiary  proceeding  in  which 
personal  service  of  the  summons  or  process  has  not  been  made, 
he  may  at  any  time  on  motion  made  upon  such  notice  as  the  court 
may  direct,  open  such  default  or  dismissal,  and  set  aside,  vacate 
or  modify  any  judgment  Or  final  order  entered  in  such  action  or 
proceeding,  and  set  the  action  or  proceeding  down  for  pleading, 
hearing  or  trial,  as  the  case  may  require,  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  court  may  deem  proper. 

§  254.  Xotion  to  set  aside  verdict  or  vacate  or  amend  judg- 
ment or  final  order.  A  motion  to  set  aside  the  verdict  of  a  jury, 
and  vacate,  amend  or  modify  a  judgment  or  final  order  rendered 
thereon,  or  to  vacate,  amend  or  modify  any  judgment  or  final 
order  rendered  upon  a  trial  by  the  court,  without  a  jury,  may  be 
made  upon  the  exceptions  taken  at  the  trial,  or  because  the  ver- 
dict is  for  excessive  or  insufficient  damages,  or  otherwise  contrary 
to  the  evidence,  or  contrary  to  law,  provided  said  motion  is  made 
at  the  dose  of  tibe  trial  or  within  five  days  from  the  time>the  judg- 
ment was  rendered  and  in  the  latter  case  at  least  two  days'  notice 
of  said  motion  is  given,  to  the  opposing  attorney,  or  party  if  there 
be  no  attorney  of  record.  The  judge  who  presided  at  the  trial 
may  make  an  order,  setting  aside  the  verdict  or  amending,  modi- 
fying or  vacating  the  judgment  or  final  order  and  awarding  a  new 
trial,  and  setting  the  cause  down  for  trial  for  a  time  to  be  specified 
in  the  order,  as  the  case  may  require. 

§  255.  New  trial;  fraud  or  newly  discovered  evidence.  The 
court  may  also  in  a  proper  case,  grant  or  deny  a  motion  for  a  new 
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trial  on  the  ground  of  fraud  or  newly  discovered  evidence,  and 
from  the  order  of  the  court  an  appeal  rfiall  lie  as  from  a  judgment 
in  said  court. 

§  256.  Court  may  impose  conditions,  et  cetera.  The  court  may 
award  such  costs,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  for  opening  any  de- 
fault, or  vacating,  amending,  modifying  or  setting  aside  any  judg* 
ment  or  final  order  against  any  party  to  the  action  or  proceeding 
as  in  its  discretion  shall  be  just  and  proper.  It  may  as  a  condi- 
tion for  opening  any  default^  or  vacating,  amending,  modifying 
or  setting  aside  any  judgment  or  final  order,  order  any  defendant 
or  respondent  in  default  to  deposit  the  amount  of  the  judgment  or 
final  order  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  or  give  an  undertaking  to 
the  effect  that  such  defendant  or  respondent  will  not  sell,  assign 
or  transfer  any  of  his  property  with  intent  to  hinder,  delay  or 
defraud  the  plaintiff  or  petitioner  in  the  collection  of  his  daim  or 
demand,  if  the  plaintiff  or  petitioner  shall  prevail  on  the  trial  of 
such  action  or  proceeding,  and  that  such  defendant  or  respondent 
or  his  sureties  will  pay  the  amount  of  any  judgment  or  final  order 
recovered  against  such  defendant  or  respondent  in  such  action. 

§  257.  Appeal  from  order.  An  appeal  shall  lie  from  an  order 
granting  or  denying  a  motion,  made  as  provided  in  the  last  four 
sections,  as  from  a  judgment;  except,  that  no  appeal  shall  lie  in 
the  first  instance  from  an  order  opening  a  default  and  vacating  a 
judgment  or  final  order  entered  thereon. 

§  268.  Stay  of  proceedings.  The  court  shall  have  power  to 
stay  further  proceedings  in  any  action  or  proceeding,  until  the 
costs  awarded  to  either  party  upon  any  motion  made  in  such  action 
or  proceeding  are  fully  paid  to  the  party  entitled  thereto.  And 
in  an  action  in  which  judgment  of  nonsuit  is  rendered  as  provided 
in  section  two  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  this  act,  the  court  may 
stay  the  prosecution  of  a  new  action  or  proceeding  until  the  costs 
awarded  are  fully  paid  to  the  party  entitled  thereto.

§  260.  How  issued.  An  execution  may  be  issued  on  a  judg- 
ment of  the  city  court,  at  the  option  of  the  judgment  creditor, 
either  by  the  county  clerk  directed  to  the  sheriff  as  prescribed  by 
law,  after  the  filing  of  a  transcript  of  judgment,  as  provided 
in  the  next  section,  or  by  the  clerk  of  the  city  court,  within  six 
years  thereafter,  directed  to  a  marshal.  But  no  execution  shaU 
issue  out  of  the  city  court  after  a  transcript  has  been  issued,  and 
no  transcript  shall  be  issued  while  an  execution  of  the  city  court 
remains  unretumed,  except  a  transcript  showing  that  a  judgment 
has  been  vacated,  set  aside  or  modified.  The  execution,  when 
issued  by  the  county  clerk  upon  a  judgment  in  an  action  to  fore- 
close a  mechanic's  lien,  shall  authorize  and  direct  the  sheriff  to 
sell  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  owner  in  the  premises,  upon 
which  the  lien  set  forth  in  the  complaint  existed  at  the  time  of 
filing  the  notice  of  lien. 

§  261.  Transcript,  how  to  issue;  jnc^ent  of  county  court, 
when  dooketed.  Where  a  judgment  is  rendered,  the  clerk  of  the 
city  court  must,  upon  application  of  the  party  in  whose  favor  the 
judgment  was  rendered  and  within  six  years  thereafter,  deliver 
to  him  a  transcript  of  the  judgment,  except  as  provided  in  the 
last  section.  In  an  action  brought  to  foreclose  a  mechanic's  lien, 
if  judgment  be  rendered  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  said  clerk  shall 
insert  in  said  transcript,  in  addition  to  the  matters  required  to  be 
inserted  in  other  transcripts,  a  statement  that  the  action  was 
brought  to  foreclose  a  mechanic!s  lien  and  that  said  lien  had  been 
duly  established  and  adjudged  against  the  interest  of  the  defend- 
ant in  the  property  described  in  the  complaint  at  the  time  of  the 
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filing  of  the  notice  of  lien^  a  copy  of  which  description  should  be 
set  forth  in  said  transcript  The  county  clerk  of  Rensselaer  county 
must^  upon  the  presentation  of  the  transcript  and  payment  of  the 
fees  therefor,  indorse  thereupon  the  date  of  its  receipt,  file  it  in 
his  office,  and  docket  the  judgment,  as  of  the  time  of  the  receipt 
of  the  transcript,  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  as 
prescribed  by  law,  and  if  the  judgment  be  one  which  is  rendered 
for  the  xecovery  of  a  chattel,  or  for  the  value  thereof,  or  for  the 
foreclosure  of  a  mechanic's  lien,  must  also  enter  in  the  docket  the 
particulars  of  the  judgment  as  stated  in  the  transcript.  Thence- 
forth the  judgment  is  deemed  a  judgment  of  the  county  court  and 
may  be  enforced  accordingly,  except  that  an  attorney  admitted 
to  practice  in  the  courts  of  record  of  the  state  of  New  York,  rep- 
resenting the  judgment  creditor,  may  issue  executions  upon  such 
judgment  in  tixe  manner  obtaining  for  the  issuance  of  executions 
upon  judgments  originally  rendered  in  the  county  court  and 
where  the  judgment  creditor  is  not  so  represented,  an  execution 
may  be  issued  thereupon  only  by  the  county  clerk.  But  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  city  court  from 
vacating,  setting  aside  or  modifying  a  judgment  as  hereinbefore 
provided.  In  case  an  order  is  made  by  the  said  court  vacating, 
setting  aside  or  modifying  a  judgment,  a  copy  of  such  order 
certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  may  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of 
any  county  in  whose  office  a  transcript  of  such  judgment  has  been 
docketed  and  upon  such  filing  the  county  clerk  shall  enter  in  the 
docket  opposite  the  entry  of  such  judgment  a  statement  that  such 
judgment  has  been  vacated,  set  aside  or  modified  as  the  case  may 
be. 

§  262.  When  satisfaction  of  juc^ent  presumed.  A  final  judg* 
ment  for  a  sum  of  money,  or  directing  the  payment  of  a  sum  of 
money,  heretofore  or  hereafter  rendered,  and  docketed  in  the  office 
of  a  county  clerk  as  prescribed  in  this  article,  is  presumed  to  be 
paid  and  satisfied  after  the  expiration  of  twenty  years  from  the 
time  when  the  party  recovering  it  was  first  entitled  to  a  mandate 
to  enforce  it  This  presumption  is  conclusive,  except  as  against 
a  person  who,  within  twenty  years  from  that  time,  makes  a  pay- 
ment or  acknowledges  an  indebtedness  of  some  part  of  the  amount 
recovered  by  the  judgment  or  decree,  or  his  heir  or  personal  repre- 
sentative, or  a  person  whom  he  otherwise  represents.  Such  an 
acknowledgment  must  be  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  person  to 
be  charged  thereby. 
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§  263.  Beal  property  bound  for  ten  years  by  a  Jndpnent  thns 
docketed.  Except  as  otherwise  specially  prescribed  by  law,  a 
judgment,  rendered  in  this  oourt,  a  transcript  of  which  is  filed  in 
the  county  clerk's  office,  as  prescribed  in  this  article  where  it  is 
for  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  or  more,  binds,  and  is  a  charge 
upon,  for  ten  years  after  filing  such  transcript,  and  no  longer,  the 
real  property  and  chattels  real,  in  that  county,  which  the  judgment 
debtor  has,  at  the  time  of  such  filing,  or  which  he  acquires  at  any 
time  afterward,  and  within  ten  years. 

§  264.  Judgment,  and  effect  of,  against  defendants  jointly  in* 
debted  when  all  are  not  served.  In  an  action,  wherein  the  com- 
plaint demands  judgment  for  a  sum  of  money  against  two  or  more 
defendants,  alleged  to  be  jointly  indebted  upon  contract,  if  the 
summons  is  served  upon  one  or  more,  but  not  all  of  the  defendants, 
the  plaintiff  may  proceed  against  the  defendant  or  defendants 
upon  whom  it  is  served  unless  the  court  otherwise  directs;  and, 
if  he  recovers  final  judgment,  it  may  be  taken  against  all  the 
defendants  thus  jointly  indebted.  Such  a  judgment  is  coudusive 
evidence  of  the  liability  of  each  defendant  upon  whom  the  sum- 
mons was  personally  served  or  who  appeared  in  the  action,  and  as 
against  a  defendant  not  summoned,  it  is  evidence  only  of  the 
extent  of  plaintiff's  demand,  after  the  liability  of  that  defendant 
has  been  established,  by  other  evidence. 

§  265.  Ezeention;  endorsement  thereupon.  An  execution  or 
a  transcript  issued  upon  a  judgment,  as  prescribed  in  the  fore- 
going section,  must  be  issued,  in  form,  against  all  the  defendants; 
and  the  clerk  of  the  city  court  must  endorse  thereupon  the  name 
of  each  defendant  who  was  not  summoned.  If  the  execution  be 
issued  to  the  sheriff  upon  a  judgment  docketed  in  the  office  of 
the  county  clerk  there  must  be  indorsed  thereupon  a  direction 
to  the  sheriff,  containing  the  name  of  each  defendant  who  was 
not  summoned,  and  restricting  the  enforcement  of  the  execution, 
as  prescribed  in  the  next  section. 

§  266.  How  collected.  An  execution  against  the  person,  issued 
upon  a  judgment,  as  prescribed  in  section  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
four  of  this  act,  shall  not  be  enforced  against  the  person  of  a 
defendant,  whose  name  is  indorsed  thereupon,  as  not  summoned, 
as  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  section.  An  execution  against 
property,  issued  upon  such  a  juds^nent,  shall  not  be  levied  upon 
the  sole  property  of  a  defendant  not  summoned;  but  it  may  be 
collected  out  of  personal  property,  owned  by  him,  jointly  with  the 
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other  defendants,  who  were  summoned,  or  with  any  of  them ;  and 
out  of  the  personal  property  of  the  latter,  or  any  of  them. 

§  267.  Judgment,  how  docketed;  effect  of  docketing.  Where 
a  judgment  has  been  taken,  as  prescribed  in  section  two  hundred 
and  sixty-four  of  this  act>  the  clerk  of  the  city  court  must  write 
upon  his  docket^  and  the  county  clerk  with  whom  a  transcript  is 
filed,  as  provided  in  this  act,  must  write  upon  his  docket,  opposite 
or  under  the  name  of  each  defendant,  upon  whom  the  summons 
was  not  served,  the  words  "  not  summoned."  The  judgment  does 
not,  by  virtue  of  its  being  docketed,  bind  any  real  property,  or 
chattel  real,  owned  by  such  a  defendant  But  this  section  does 
not  affect  the  plaintiff's  right  of  action,  to  charge  the  judgment 
upon  any  real  property. 

§  268.  Action  against  joint  debtors.  After  the  recovery  of  a 
judgment  against  joint  debtors,  as  prescribed  in  section  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-four  of  this  act,  an  action  may  be  maintained  by 
the  judgment  creditor,  against  one  or  more  of  the  defendants 
who  were  not  summoned  in  the  original  action,  to  procure  a  judg- 
ment charging  his  or  their  property  with  the  sum  remaining 
unpaid  upon  the  original  judgment. 

§  269.  Socketii^  judgment  in  another  county.  The  county 
clerk  with  whom  a  transcript  is  filed,  as  prescribed  in  this  act, 
must  furnish  to  any  person  applying  therefor,  and  paying  the 
fees  allowed  by  law,  one  or  more  transcripts  of  the  docket  of 
the  judgment,  attested  by  his  signature.  A  county  clerk  to  whom 
such  a  transcript  is  presented,  upon  payment  of  the  fees  therefor, 
immediately  file  it,  and  docket  the  judgment  in  the  appropriate 
docket-book  kept  in  his  office,  in  like  manner  as  the  judgment 
was  docketed  by  the  first  county  clerk.  The  judgment,  when 
docketed,  as  prescribed  in  this  section,  has  the  like  effect,  with 
respect  to  the  enforcement  thereof,  or  any  proceedings  there- 
under, or  by  virtue  thereof,  in  the  county  where  it  is  so  docketed, 
as  it  has  in  the  county  in  which  it  was  docketed  upon  the  tran- 
script from  the  city  court, 

§  270.  Judgment  against  marshal.  Whenever  any  judgment 
shall  be  ordered  against  any  city  marshal  or  his  sureties,  in  the 
city  court,  a  transcript  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the  county 
derk  of  Rensselaer  county  and  from  the  filing  of  such  transcript 
such  judgment  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  judgment  of  the  county 
court  and  shall  be  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  other  jud^ 
ments  of  that  court.  And  no  execution  on  such  judgment  shall 
68 
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issue  to  any  other  officer,  than  the  sheriff,  and  all  snch  execu- 
tions must  be  made  returnable  to  the  county  clerk. 

§  271.  Execution;  requisites.  The  execution,  when  issued  out 
of  the  city  court,  must  be  directed  to  a  marshal,  subscribed  by  the 
clerk  of  the  court,  and  must  bear  date  of  the  day  of  its  delivery 
to  the  officer  to  be  executed.  It  must  intelligibly  refer  to  the  judg- 
ment by  stating  the  names  of  the  parties,  the  time  when  rendered, 
and  the  amount  of  the  judgment,  and  if  less  than  the  whole  issue, 
the  true  amount  due  thereon ;  it  must  require  of  the  marshal  sub- 
stantially as  follows :  1.  If  it  be  a  case  where  the  defendant  can- 
not be  arrested,  it  must  direct  the  officer  to  collect  the  amount  of 
the  judgment,  or  the  amount  due  thereon,  out  of  the  personal  prop- 
erty of  the  debtor,  and  to  pay  the  same  to  the  party  entitled  thereto. 

2.  If  it  be  a  case  where  flie  defendant  may  be  arrested,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  foregoing,  it  may  direct  the  officer,  if  sufficient  property 
of  the  defendant  liable  to  execution  cannot  be  found  to  satisfy  the 
judgment,  that  he  arrest  the  defendant  and  commit  him  to  the  jail 
of  the  county  until  he  pay  the  judgment  or  be  discharged  according 
to  law. 

3.  It  must  further,  in  all  cases,  direct  the  officer  to  make  return 
of  the  execution  and  a  certificate  thereon  showing  the  manner  in 
which  he  had  executed  the  same,  in  sixty  days  from  the  time  of 
his  receipt  thereof,  to  the  court. 

§  272.  Arrest.  When  the  execution  directs  the  arrest  of  the 
defendant  for  want  of  sufficient  personal  property,  if  there  be  not 
sufficient  to  levy  known  to  the  officer,  or  if  upon  demand  by  the 
officer  of  the  defendant,  he  fail  to  produce  sufficient  property,  the 
officer  may,  without  further  delay,  arrest  the  defendant ;  when  ar- 
rested, the  defendant  must  be  conveyed  to  the  jail  of  the  county 
and  there  kept  in  custody  until  the  execution,  with  costs,  be  paid 
or  he  be  discharged  by  due  course  of  law. 

§  273.  Eenewal  of  execution.  An  execution  may,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  judgment  creditor  be  renewed  before  the  expiration  of 
tiie  sixty  days  by  the  word  "  renewal  "  being  written  thereon,  with 
the  date  thereon,  subscribed  by  the  clerk  of  the  court ;  such  renewal 
has  the  same  effect  as  an  original  issue,  and  may  be  repeated  as 
often  as  may  be  necessary.  If  an  execution  be  returned  unsatis- 
fied, others  may  be  issued  on  the  like  request  from  time  to  time 
until  the  judgment  be  satisfied. 

§  274.  Arrest  and  sale  of  property  limited.  A  defendant  can- 
not be  arrested  nor  his  property  sold  on  execution  after  sixty  days 
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from  its  issue  or  renewal,  but  property  levied  on  within  the  sixty 
days  may  be  sold  after  renewal. 

§  276.  Marshal;  when  liable  to  execution;  creditor.  A  marshal 
is  liable  to  a  party  in  whose  favor  an  execution  is  issued  to  him 
for  the  amount  thereof  in  the  following  cases: 

1.  Where  he  suffers  the  sixty  days  to  elapse  without  making  a 
true  return  thereof,  and  filing  tiie  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  court, 
and  paying  to  him  or  to  the  party  entitled  thereto,  the  money  col- 
lected thereon  by  him. 

2.  Where  he  wilfully  or  carelessly  omits  to  levy  on  property 
of  the  defendant,  or  if  defendant  is  liable  to  arrest,  to  arrest  and 
imprison  him  within  sixty  days,  or  having  arrested  the  defendant, 
fails  to  commit  him  to  the  county  jail  within  the  sixty  days. 

§  276.  Satisfaction  of  judgments.  Judgments  rendered  and 
docketed  in  this  court  may  be  satisfied  in  the  same  manner  as 
judgments  rendered  and  docketed  in  courts  of  record.

§  285.  How  appeal  may  be  taken.  An  appeal  from  a  judgment 
rendered  in  an  action,  or  a  final  order  made  in  summary  proceed- 
ings in  the  city  court  of  Troy,  or  from  orders  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  may  be  taken  to  the  county  court  of  Rensselaer  county. 
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The  appellate  court  may  reverse,  affirm  or  modify  the  judgment, 
order  or  final  order  appealed  from,  and  where  a  judgment,  order 
or  final  order  is  reversed,  may  order  a  new  trial,  in  the  city  court 

§  286.  When  and  how  taken.  An  appeal  must  be  taken  within 
twenty  days  after  the  entry  of  judgment,  order  or  final  order  in 
the  docket,  except  that  where  a  defendant  appeals  from  a  judg- 
ment rendered  in  an  action  wherein  he  did  not  appear  and  the 
summons  was  not  personally  served  upon  him,  the  appeal  may 
be  taken  within  twenty  days  after  personal  service  upon  him,  on 
the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  of  written  notice  of  the  entry  of  the  judg- 
ment An  appeal  is  taken  by  serving  upon  the  clerk  of  the  court, 
and  upon  the  respondent,  a  written  notice  of  appeal,  subscribed 
either  by  the  appellant  or  by  his  attorney  in  the  appellate  court, 
and  paying  at  the  same  time  the  costs  and  disbursements  of  the 
action  or  proceeding  to  such  clerk  who  shall  hold  the  same  to  abide 
the  final  determination  of  the  action  or  proceeding  and  the  further 
order  of  this  court.  The  city  of  Troy  or  any  board,  department 
or  official  thereof  appearing  by  the  corporation  counsel,  shall  not 
be  obliged  to  pay  such  costs  and  disbursements  until  the  final  de- 
termination of  the  action  or  proceeding.  The  service  and  filing 
of  a  notice  of  appeal  by  the  city  of  Troy  with  the  clerk  of  the  court 
as  aforesaid  shall  operate  as  a  stay. 

§  287.  Service  of  notice  of  appeal  upon  respondent.  Service 
of  the  notice  of  appeal  upon  the  respondent  may  be  made,  by 
delivering  it  in  any  part  of  the  state,  to  the  respondent  person- 
ally, or  in  one  of  the  following  methods : 

1.  Where  he  has  appeared  by  an  attorney  by  serving  same  upon 
such  attorney.  In  case  respondent  appears  in  person  without 
an  attorney  by  leaving  it  at  his  residence  with  a  person  of  suitable 
age  and  discretion. 

2.  If  service  within  the  city  of  Troy  or  any  town  adjoining 
thereto  cannot  be  made,  with  due  diligence,  upon  the  respondent 
personally,  or  in  the  method  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  sub- 
division, the  notice  of  appeal  may  be  served  upon  him,  by  deliver- 
ing it  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  addressed  to  the  respondent 

§  288.  Omission  to  serve  one,  how  supplied;  amendment  when 
allowed.  Where  the  appellant,  seasonably  and  in  good  faith, 
serves  the  notice  of  appeal,  upon  either  the  clerk  of  the  respondent 
or  his  attorney,  but  omits,  through  mistake,  inadvertence  or  ex- 
cusable neglect,  to  serve  it  upon  the  other,  or  to  do  any  other 
act  necessary  to  perfect  the  appeal,  the  appellate  court,  upon 
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proof  by  affidavit  of  the  facts,  may,  in  its  discretion,  permit  the 
omission  to  be  supplied,  or  an  amendment  to  be  made,  upon  such 
terms  as  justice  requires. 

§  289.  IJndertaMngr  to  stay  execution  upon  judgment.  If  the 
appellant  desires  a  stay  of  execution,  he  must  give  a  written 
undertaking  to  the  effect  that  if  the  appeal  is  dismissed,  or  if 
judgment  is  rendered  against  the  appellant  in  the  appellate  court, 
and  an  execution  issued  thereupon  is  returned  wholly  or  partly 
unsatisfied;  the  sureties  will  pay  the  amount  of  the  judgment, 
or  the  portion  thereof  remaining  unsatisfied,  not  exceeding  a 
sum  specified  in  the  undertaking,  which  must  be  at  least  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  not  less  than  twice  the  amount  of  the  jud^ 
ment,  or  if  the  judgment  of  the  court  is  for  the  recovery  of  a 
chattel,  that  the  sureties  will  pay  the  sum  fixed  by  the  judgment 
as  the  value  of  the  chattel,  together  with  the  damages,  if  any, 
awarded  for  the  taking,  withholding,  or  detention  thereof. 

§  290.  Proceedings;  how  stayed.  The  delivery  of  the  under- 
taking to  the  clerk  of  the  court  and  service  of  a  copy  thereof,  and 
of  the  notice  of  filing  thereof,  stays  the  issuing  of  an  execution 
upon  the  judgment.  If  the  execution  has  been  issued,  the  serv- 
ice of  a  copy  of  the  undertaking,  certified  by  the  clerk  or  accom- 
panied with  an  affidavit,  showing  that  it  is  a  copy,  and  that  the 
original  has  been  duly  filed,  upon  the  officer  holding  the  execu- 
tion, stays  further  proceedings  thereunder,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  next  preceding  section. 

§  291.  Eetum.  The  clerk  of  the  court  must  within  thirty  days 
from  the  service  of  the  notice  of  appeal  and  the  payment  of  the 
costs  and  fees  as  prescribed  in  section  two  hundred  and  eighty-six, 
make  a  return  to  the  appellate  court,  annex  thereto  the  notice 
of  appeal  and  the  undertaking,  if  any  has  been  delivered  to  him, 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  filed  with  the  appellate  court.  The  re- 
turn must  contain  all  the  proceedings,'  including  the  evidence  and 
the  judgment.  The  stenographic  minutes  of  the  evidence  must 
be  furnished  by  the  clerk  upon  the  payment  of  the  charge  allowed 
by  law  therefor,  within  twenty  days  after  demand  for  same  has 
been  made  and  such  sum  paid  for  said  minutes  may  be  included 
by  the  party  paying  therefor  in  his  bill  of  costs  as  a  disbursement 
and  the  same  shall  be  allowed  as  a  disbursement  in  the  action  or 
proceeding  in  case  the  said  party  is  successful  on  such  appeal. 

§  292.  Settlement  of  case  on  appeal.  Immediately  after  the 
preparation  of  the  minutes,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section. 
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the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  cause  notice  of  the  fact  to  be  sent  to 
the  attorney  for  the  appellant,  or  to  the  appellant  if  he  has  not 
appeared  by  attorney.  The  appellant  or  his  attorney  shall  then 
procure  the  case  to  be  settled  on  a  written  notice  of  at  least  three 
days,  served  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  serving  of  a  notice 
of  appeal,  and  made  returnable  before  the  judge  who  tried  the 
case.  Said  judge  shall  thereupon  within  five  days  settle  the  case 
or  exceptions  upon  it,  if  there  be  any,  and  indorse  the  return, 
as  provided  in  die  next  preceding  section.  After  a  judge  is  out 
of  office,  he  may  settle  the  case  or  exceptions  or  make  any  return 
of  proceedings  had  before  him  while  he  was  in  office,  and  may 
be  compelled  so  to  do  by  the  appellate  court  If  the  appellant  or 
his  attorney  does  not  move  for  the  settlement  of  the  case  as  herein 
provided  within  ten  days  after  the  clerk  has  given  notice  of  the 
preparation  of  the  stenographic  minutes,  then  the  respondent  or 
his  attorney  may  procure  the  settlement  of  said  case  in  like 
manner  as  the  appellant  or  his  attorney  could,  as  herein  provided. 

§  298.  When  judge  is  dead,  et  cetera.  If  the  judge  dies,  be- 
comes a  lunatic,  absconds,  removes  from  the  state,  or  otherwise 
becomes  unable  to  make  the  return,  the  appeUate  court  may  re- 
ceive affidavits,  or  examine  witnesses,  as  to  the  evidence  and 
other  proceedings  taken,  and  the  jud^nent  rendered,  before  the 
judge;  and  may  determine  the  appeal,  as  if  a  return  has  been 
duly  made  by  the  clerk. 

§  294.  Appeal  when  adverse  party  has  died.  When  the  adverse 
party  has  died,  since  the  making  of  the  order,  or  the  rendering 
of  the  judgment  appealed  from,  or  where  the  judgment  appealed 
from  was  rendered,  after  his  death,  in  a  case  prescribed  by  law, 
an  appeal  may  be  taken,  as  if  he  was  living;  but  it  cannot  be 
heard,  until  the  heir,  devisee,  executor  or  administrator,  as  the 
case  requires,  has  been  substituted  as  the  respondent  or  appellant 
In  such  a  case  an  undertaking  required  to  perfect  the  appeal,  or 
to  stay  the  execution  of  the  judgment  or  order  appealed  from, 
must  recite  the  fact  of  the  adverse  party's  death ;  and  the  under- 
taking inures,  after  substitution,  to  the  benefit  of  the  person 
substituted. 

§  295.  Proceedings  when  party  dies  pending  appeal.  Where 
either  party  to  an  appeal  dies  before  the  appeal  is  heard,  if  an 
order  substituting  another  person  in  his  place,  is  not  made  within 
three  months  after  his  death  the  court  in  which  the  appeal  is 
pending  may,  in  its  discretion,  make  an  order  requiring  all 
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persons  interested  in  the  decedent's  estate  to  show  cause  before  it 
why  the  judgment  or  order  appealed  from  should  not  be  reversed 
or  affirmed  or  the  appeal  dismissed,  as  the  case  requires;  the 
order  must  specify  a  day  when  cause  is  to  be  shown,  which  must 
not  be  less  than  six  months  after  making  the  order ;  and  it  must 
designate  the  mode  of  giving  notice  to  the  persons  interested* 
Upon  the  return  day  of  the  order,  or  at  a  subsequent  day,  ap- 
pointed by  the  court  if  the  proper  person  has  not  been  substituted, 
the  court,  upon  proof  by  affidavit,  that  notice  has  been  given, 
as  required  by  the  order,  may  reverse  or  affirm  the  judgment  or 
order  appealed  from,  or  dismiss  the  appeal,  or  make  such  further 
order  in  the  premises  as  the  case  requires. 

§  296.  Order  of  substitution.  Where  personal  service  of  notice 
of  application  for  an  order  has  been  made,  within  the  city,  or 
in  any  town  adjoining  thereto,  upon  the  proper  representative 
of  decedent,  an  order  of  substitution  may  be  made,  upon  the  ap- 
plication of  the  surviving  party. 

§  297.  Bestitntion  upon  reversal.  Where  the  judgment  or 
final  order  is  reversed  or  modified,  the  appellate  court  may  make 
or  compel  restitution  of  property  or  of  a  right,  lost  by  means  of 
the  erroneous  judgment  or  order ;  but  not  so  as  to  affect  the  title 
of  a  purchaser,  in  good  faith  and  for  value,  of  property  sold  by 
virtue  of  a  warrant  of  attachment  in  the  action,  or  an  execution 
issued  upon  the  judgment  In  that  case,  the  appellate  court  may 
compel  the  value,  or  the  purchase  price  to  be  restored,  or  de- 
posited to  abide  the  event  of  the  action,  as  justice  requires.  Six 
days'  notice  of  an  application  for  an  order  for  restitution  must  be 
given;  and,  if  the  application  is  granted  before  judgment,  the 
proper  direction  may  be  included  therein. 

§  298.  Setting  off  costs  and  recovery.  If,  upon  the  appeal,  a 
sum  of  money  is  awarded  to  one  party,  and  costs  are  awarded  to 
the  adverse  party,  the  appellate  court  must  set  off  the  one  against 
the  other  and  render  judgment  for  the  balance. 

§  299.  Hearing  on  appeal,  dismissal  thereof;  reversal  on  stipu- 
lation. Within  twenty  days  after  the  service  of  a  notice  of  appeal 
on  the  respondent,  he  may  serve  upon  the  appellant  or  his  attorney 
a  written  stipulation  that  the  judgment  appealed  from  may  be 
reversed  with  five  dollars  costs  and  disbursements  of  the  appeal, 
and  thereafter  no  further  steps  shall  be  taken  in  such  appeal,  ex- 
cept to  enter  judgment  in  pursuance  of  such  stipulation  for  the 
eciorcement  thereof;  in  case  such  stipulation  shall  not  be  served,

the  appeal  may  be  brought  on  to  a  hearing  in  the  appellate  court 
at  any  term  thereof,  at  which  such  an  appeal  can  be  heard,  held 
after  the  return  is  filed,  upon  a  notice  by  either  party,  of  not  leas 
than  eight  days.  If  neither  party  brings  it  to  a  hearing  before  the 
end  of  the  second  term  thereafter  at  which  it  might  be  noticed  for 
hearing  and  heard,  the  court  must  dismiss  the  appeal  unless  it 
directs  the  same  to  be  continued  for  cause  shown. 

§  300.  Judgment  or  final  order.  In  a  case  specified  in  this 
act,  the  appeal  must  be  heard  upon  the  original  papers,  or  a  cer- 
tified copy  thereof,  and  a  copy  or  copies  thereof  need  not  be  fur- 
nished for  the  use  of  the  court.  The  appellate  court  must  render 
judgment  according  to  the  justice  of  the  case,  without  regard  to 
technical  errors  or  defects  which  do  not  affect  the  merits.  It  may

§  301.  Certified  copy  of  judgment  to  be  filed.  Upon  the  ren- 
dering of  judgment  of  the  appellate  court,  affirming,  modifying 
or  reversing  a  judgment,  order  or  final  order  of  the  city  court,  a 
certified  copy  of  such  judgment  shall  be  filed  with  the  derk  of  the

§  310.  When  prevailing  party  to  recover  costs.  Except  as 
specifically  prescribed  by  law,  a  parly  who  recovers  judgment  or 
final  order  in  this  court  is  entitled  to  recover  as  costs  all  sums 
allowed  by  express  provision  of  law,  and  all  fees  and  disburse- 
ments prescribed  by  law  for  services  necessarily  rendered  in  an 
action  or  special  proceeding  at  the  request  of  the  prevailing  party, 
and  paid  by  him,  including  the  reasonable  compensation  of  com- 
missioners taking  depositions  in  said  action. 

§  811.  When  neither  party  to  recover  costs.  In  either  of  the 
following  cases,  costs  shall  not  be  awarded  to  either  par^^  but 
each  party  must  pay  his  own  costs. 

1.  Where  the  action  or  special  proceeding  is  dismissed  by  rea- 
son of  the  failure  of  both  parties  to  attend. 

2.  Where  the  defendant  interposes  an  answer  in  an  action  that 
title  to  real  property  will  come  in  question,  and  gives  his  admia- 
sion  of  service  as  prescribed  in  this  act. 

8.  Where  the  action  or  special  proceeding  is  discontinued  on  the 
ground  that  either  party  is  an  infant,  for  whom  a  guardian  ad 
litem  has  not  been  appointed. 

4.  Where  the  defendant  interposes  plea  of  bankruptcy  in  an 
action. 

§  812.  Costs;  sums  allowed.  In  all  actions  brought  in  this  court 
there  shall  be  allowed  to  the  prevailing  party,  in  case  he  shall  have 
appeared  by  an  attorney  of  the  supreme  court,  and  not  otherwise^ 
the  following  sums  as  costs: 

1.  For  all  proceedings  before  trial  including  judgment  for 
plaintiiF  upon  default,  in  case  the  amount  of  the  recovery  be  thirty 
dollars  or  less,  to  the  plaintiff  ten  per  centum  of  such  sum,  and  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court  a  further  sum  not  to  exceed  two  dollars. 
In  case  the  recovery  be  more  than  thirty  dollars  and  not  more  than 
fifty  dollars,  five  dollars;  in  case  the  recovery  be  more  than  fifty 
dollars  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  ten  dollars;  in 
case  the  recovery  be  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  fifteen  dollars. 

2.  If  judgment  be  for  the  plaintiff  otherwise  than  upon  de- 
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fault  besides  the  costs  allowed  by  subdivision  one  of  this  section 
an  additional  sum  not  in  excess  of  ten  per  centum  of  the  recovery 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  may  be  awarded  to  plaintiff  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court. 

3.  If  judgment  be  rendered  for  the  plaintiff  by  default,  to  the 
defendant  in  a  case  where  the  amount  demanded  in  the  complaint 
is  thirty  dollars  or  less,  ten  per  centum  of  such  amount  and  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court  a  further  sum  not  to  exceed  two  dollars ; 
in  a  case  where  the  amount  demanded  in  the  complaint  is  more 
than  thirty  dollars  and  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  five  dollars; 
in  a  case  where  the  amount  demanded  in  the  complaint  is  more 
than  fifty  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  ten 
dollars;  in  case  wKere  the  amount  demanded  in  the  complaint  is 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  fifteen  dollars;  and  where  there 
is  no  complaint,  three  dollars.  Where  the  summons  has  been  ir- 
regularly issued  or  proper  service  thereof  has  not  been  made  or 
where  the  summons  hasbbeen  issued  by  plaintiff's  attorney  as  pro- 
vided in  section  twenty-six  and  service  made,  but  no  proper  proof 
of  service  filed  as  required  by  such  section,  or  if  the  action  is 
dismissed  before  trial  for  want  of  jurisdiction,  three  dollars, 
whether  such  summons  be  accompanied  by  a  written  complaint 
or  not. 

4.  If  judgment  be  rendered  for  the  defendant  after  trial,  be- 
sides the  costs  allowed  by  subdivision  three  of  this  section  as  ad- 
ditional sum,  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  upon  the  amount 
claimed  in  the  complaint  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  may  be 
awarded  to  the  defendant  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

5.  A  defendant  who  recovers  judgment  upon  a  counterclaim 
for  a  sum  greater  than  that  claimed  by  the  plaintiff  shall  be  al- 
lowed in  the  discretion  of  the  court  ten  per  centum  on  the  amount 
so  recovered  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and  in  such  case  he  shall 
be  allowed  no  other  costs  except  his  disbursements. 

6.  If  the  judgment  be  rendered  in  favor  of  plaintiff  in  an  action 
brought  to  recover  one  or  more  chattels,  or  for  the  foreclosure  of 
a  Hen  against  personal  property,  or  to  enforce  a  mechanic's  lien 
against  real  property,  the  costs  allowed  therein  shall  be  estimated 
on  the  value  of  the  chattels  or  the  amount  of  the  liens,  as  fixed  by 
the  judgment.  In  case  the  judgment  in  such  an  action  be  ren- 
dered in  favor  of  the  defendant  the  sums  alleged  in  the  complaint 
as  the  value  of  such  chattels  or  the  amount  of  the  lien  alleged 
therein  to  be  due,  shall  be  the  basis  for  estimating  the  costs  herein 
allowed. 
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7.  1^0  costs  or  fees  dhall  be  allowed  and  recovered  in  an  action 
brought  upon  a  judgment  of  the  courts  unless  such  action  be 
brought  more  than  five  years  after  the  recovery  of  the  judgment 
sued  on. 

8.  OostSy  upon  a  motion  in  any  action  or  proceeding,  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  dollars  may  be  awarded  either  absolutely  or  to  abide 
the  event  of  the  action  or  proceeding,  to  any  party,  in  the  discra- 
tion of  the  court,  except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  act 

9.  Upon  settlement  of  case  after  service  of  summons,  and  before 
trial,  plaintiff  shall  be  entitled  to  oosts  at  the  rate  prescribed  in 
subdivision  one  of  this  section,  determined  by  the  amount  of  the 
settlement 

10.  Upon  settlement  of  case  after  commencement  of  trial  and 
before  entry  of  judgment  plaintiff  shall  be  entitled  to  costs  at 
the  rate  prescribed  in  subdivisions  one  and  two  of  this  section,  de- 
termined by  the  amount  of  the  settlement. 

11.  Upon  a  trial  of  an  issue  of  fact  in  summary  proceedings, 
costs  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  may  be  allowed  to  the  successful 
party  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

12.  Where  a  commission  is  issued  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff  or 
defendant,  costs  shall  be  allowed  to  the  successful  party  in  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars  in  addition  to  the  fees  or  disbursements  pro- 
vided for  by  section  thirty-three  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the 
code  of  civil  procedure. 

§  313.  Costs  on  demurrer.  Where  a  judgment  is  rendered  on 
the  trial  of  a  demurrer,  the  prevailing  party  shall  recover  the 
same  costs  as  if  the  judgment  had  been  in  his  favor,  upon  default 
in  the  same  action.  Otherwise  costs  shall  not  exceed  ten  dollars 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  as  a  condition  for  leave  to  plead  over. 

§  314.  Costs  on  amendment  of  pleading.  The  court  may,  in 
its  discretion,  as  a  condition  for  allowing  an  amendment  to  a  plead- 
ing, require  the  payment  of  a  sum  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  as 
costs  to  the  adverse  party. 

§  316.  Costs  on  adjournment.  When  a  trial  shall  be  adjourned 
on  cause  shown,  the  court  in  its  discretion,  may  impose  upon  the 
party  applying  for  the  adjournment  such  conditions  as  to  it  shall 
seem  reasonable,  and  may  also  impose  costs  to  the  amount  of  ten 
dollars,  besides  disbursements,  as  a  condition  of  adjournment. 

§  316.  Costs  after  discontinnanoei  upon  answer  of  title.  When 
an  action  brought  in  this  court  has  been  discontinued,  as  pre- 
scribed in  this  act,  upon  the  delivery  of  answer  showing:  that 
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title  to  real  property  will  come  in  question,  and  a  new  action  for 
the  same  cause  has  been  commenced  in  the  proper  court,  the  party 
in  whose  favor  final  judgment  is  rendered  in  the  new  action  is  en- 
titled to  costs;  except  that  where  final  judgment  is  rendered 
therein,  in  favor  of  the  defendant,  upon  the  trial  of  an  issue  of 
fact,  he  is  not  entitled  to  costs,  unless  it  is  certified  that  the  title 
to  real  property  came  in  question  on  the  trial. 

§  317.  Costs  where  title  to  real  property  in  question.  Where 
plaintiffs  complaint  is  dismissed,  pursuant  to  section  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty-three  of  this  act,  defendant  shall  be  entitled  to 
recover  the  costs  provided  in  section  three  hundred  and  twelve  of 
this  act  for  a  case  where  judgment  is  rendered  for  defendant  after 
trial. 

§  318.  Taxation  of  costs.  Where  judgment  has  been  rendered 
by  the  court  the  costs  must  be  taxed  by  the  clerk  and  inserted  in 
the  judgment  or  final  order.  Before  any  item  of  costs  other  than 
the  costs  fixed  by  express  provision  of  law  or  granted  by  the  court 
or  fees  paid  to  the  clerk  or  nmrshal  as  prescribed  by  law  in  the 
action  or  special  proceeding  are  allowed,  the  party  must  show  by 
his  aflSdavit,  or  that  of  his  attorney,  that  the  item  was  actually 
and  legally  paid  and  incurred.  All  items  of  cost  must  be  en- 
tered by  the  clerk  in  the  docket  book  kept  by  him. 

§  319.  Keview  of  taxation.  A  taxation  may  be  reviewed  by  the 
court  within  five  days  after  the  entry  of  judgment  or  final  order, 
upon  two  days'  notice.  The  order  made  upon  such  a  motion  must 
disallow  any  item  wrongfully  included  in  the  judgment  or  final 
order,  and  add  any  proper  item  omitted  therefrom,  and  direct  that 
any  such  sum  be  added  to  or  credited  upon  the  judgment  and  upon 
any  execution  or  other  mandate  issued  to  enforce  the  judgment 
or  final  order.  Unless  such  review  is  asked  for,  such  taxation 
shall  not  be  thereafter  questioned  on  appeaL 

§  320.  Costs;  dnty  of  clerk  on  taxation.  The  clerk  must  ex- 
amine all  items  presented  to  him  for  taxation;  must  satisfy  him- 
self that  all  the  items  allowed  by  him  are  correct  and  legal;  and 
must  strike  out  all  charges  for  fees,  where  it  does  not  appear  that 
the  services  for  which  they  are  charged  were  necessarily  performed. 

§  321.  Costs;  affidavit  respecting  disbursements.  A  charge  for 
the  attendance  of  a  witness  cannot  be  allowed  without  an  affidavit, 
stating  the  number  of  days  of  his  actual  attendance  and  the 
amount  of  mileage  paid.  A  charge,  for  a  copy  of  a  document 
or  paper,  cannot  be  allowed,  without  an  affidavit  stating  that  it 
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was  actually  and  necessarily  used,  or  was  necessarily  obtained 
for  use.  An  item  of  disbursement,  in  a  bill  of  costs,  cannot  be 
allowed  in  any  case,  unless  it  is  verified  by  affidavit,  and  appears 
to  have  been  necessarily  incurred  and  to  be  reasonable  in  amount, 
except  fees  paid  to  the  clerk  or  marshal. 

§  322.  Costs  upon  appeal;  to  whom.  .Upon  an  appeal  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  the  award  of  costs  is  r^ulated  as  follows : 

1.  If  the  appeal  is  dismissed  because  neither  party  brings  it 
to  a  hearing,  as  prescribed  by  law,  costs  shall  not  be  awarded  to 
either  party.

§  323.  Costs  upon  appeal;  amount.  Upon  an  appeal,  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  costs  when  awarded  must  be  as  follows,  be- 
sides disbursements: 

To  the  appellant  upon  reversal,  thirty  dollars. 

To  the  respondent  upon  affirmance,  twenty-five  dollars. 

§  324.  Courts  not  to  receive  fees  except  in  summary  proceed- 
ings. The  city  court  of  Troy  shall  not  nor  shall  any  judge  of 
said  court  take  or  be  allowed  any  costs  or  fees  for  any  services 
rendered  by  said  court  or  said  judge  or  either  of  them,  in  any 
civil  action  or  in  any  proceeding ;  except  that  the  said  court  shall 
charge  the  following  fees  in  a  summary  proceedings  to  recover 
the  possession  of  real  property,  for  filing  a  petition  and  issuing 
a  precept,  seventy-five  cents;  for  each  adjournment,  twenty-five 
cents;  for  entering  a  final  order,  twenty-five  cents;  for  the  issu- 
ance of  a  warrant,  twenty-five  cents.  Said  fees  shall  belong  to 
the  city  of  Troy  and  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  city  treasurer  of 
said  city  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  by  the  clerk  of  said 
court  who  shall  at  the  same  time  furnish  to  said  city  treasurer  a 
full,  true  and  correct  statement  in  writing,  duly  verified  on  oath, 
as  to  the  fees  received  by  him  during  the  preceding  month.  In 
case  a  trial  by  jury  be  demanded  by  either  party,  where  an  issue 
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of  fact  is  joined  in  such  a  proceeding,  the  party  demanding  the 
trial  hy  jury  shall  pay  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents, 
as  provided  in  section  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  ttiis  act 

§  325.  Juror's  fees.  Every  person  summoned  as  a  juror  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents,  to  be  paid  as  provided 
in  this  act. 

§  326.  Witnesses'  fees.  A  witness  in  an  action  or  summary 
proceeding,  pending  in  this  court,  or  before  a  commissioner  ap- 
pointed by  this  court,  or  before  a  judge  of  this  court,  taking  a 
deposition  to  be  used  in  a  court  not  of  record  of  another  state 
or  territory  of  the  United  States,  is  entitled,  except  where  an- 
other fee  is  specially  prescribed  by  law,  to  twenty-five  cents  for 
each  day's  attendance,  and  if  he  resides  more  than  three  miles 
0  from  the  place  of  attendance,  to  eight  cents  for  each  mile  going 

to  the  place  of  attendance. 

§  32Y.  Marshal's  fees.  Fees  shall  be  allowed  to  marshals  for 
services  rendered  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  follows: 
For  serving  a  summons^  fifty  cents^  and  when  a  smmnons  is 
served  without  the  city  of  Troy,  he  shall  be  allowed  in  addition 
thereto  for  each  mile  necessarily  traveled  going  and  returning  to 
serve  the  same,  the  distance  to  be  computed  from  the  limits  of 
said  city  to  the  place  where  it  is  served,  ten  cents ;  for  serving  a 
sunmions  and  executing  an  order  of  arrest,  one  dollar;  for  serv- 
ing a  summons  and  levying  a  warrant  of  attachment,  one  dollar;

in  an  action  to  recover  a  chattel,  one  dollar ;  for  a  copy  of  every 
attachment  and  of  the  inventory  of  the  property  attached,  fifty 
cents ;  for  receiving  an  execution  against  property,  entering  it  in 
his  books,  searching  for  property  and  returning  the  same,  twenty- 
five  cents;  for  every  levy  actually  made  by  virtue  of  an  execution, 
one  dollar ;  for  collecting  money  by  virtue  of  an  execution  or  for 
selling  under  an  attachment,  five  cents  for  every  dollar  collected 
to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  two  and  a  half  cents 
for  every  dollar  collected  over  one  hundred  dollars ;  for  notifying 
the  plaintiff  of  the  execution  of  an  order  of  arrest,  twenty-five 
cents;  for  serving  a  subpoena,  fifty  cents;  for  summoning  a  jury, 
two  dollars;  for  taking  charge  of  a  jury  during  their  delibera- 
tions, one  dollar ;  for  serving  a  precept  or  other  mandate  by  which 
a  special  proceeding  is  commenced,  fifty  cents ;  for  serving  a  war- 
rant in  summary  proceedings  to  recover  possession  of  real  prop- 
erty, one  dollar  and  fifty  cents ;  for  serving  a  warrant  in  any  case

where  a  fee  therefor  is  not  specially  prescribed  by  law,  fifty 
cents;  for  arresting  and  committing  any  person,  pursuant  to 
process  in  a  special  proceeding,  one  dollar;  and  said  marshals 
shall  also  be  allowed  such  further  fees  for  services  which  they 
are  legally  permitted  or  authorized  tx)  render,  as  a  sheriff  would 
be  allowed  for  like  services  pursuant  to  law,  where  no  express 
provision  is  made  herein  for  the  payment  of  such  services.  For 
serving  as  court  attendant,  a  marshal  shall  receive  such  compensa- 
tion as  shall  be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment  of  the  city  of  Troy. 

§  328.  Costs  on  order  to  prosecute  marshal's  bond.  Whenever 
an  order  shall  be  made  pursuant  to  law,  directing  that  the  bond

Where 
plaintiff  gives  a  surety  company  bond  the  amount  of  the  premium 
paid  therefor  shall  be  a  taxable  disbursement  and  included  in  the 
recovery  in  the  event  that  the  plaintiff  prevails.

§  340.  Election  and  term  of  judges.  There  shall  continue  to  be 
two  judges  of  said  court.  In  the  absence  or  inability  of  the 
police  justice  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  his  office,  either  of  the  city 
judges  shall  perform  the  duties  of  such  police  justice.

§  345.  Clerk.  Said  court  shall  have  a  clerk  to  be  appointed  by 
the  judges  of  the  court,  such  appointment  to  be  in  writing  and 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  of  Troy.  Said  clerk  shall,  before 
he  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  upon  Ihe  duties  of  his  office,  take 
the  usual  oath  of  office  and  file  the  same  with  the  county  derk  of 
Rensselaer  county,  and  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of 
said  judges,  and  shall  give  a  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties  in  such  form,  for  such  sum,  with  such  surety  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  said  judges,  and  file  the  same  with  tiie  treasurer 
of  said  city.  Said  clerk  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  may 
be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment of  said  city,  but  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum.

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the  first  of  January  of  each  year,  or  whenever  vacancies  occur 
in  the  office  of  marshal  of  the  city  court,  appoint  as  many  persons 
as  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding  five,  who  are  electors  of  the 
city,  to  act  as  marshals  of  the  city  court,  who  shall,  in  addition  to 
their  other  duties,  be  and  act  as  attendants  upon  the  court  during 
its  sessions.

No  marshal  shall  be  permitted 
to  enter  upon  his  duties  of  the  office  until  he  shall  execute  a  bond, 
with  two  sufficient  sureties,  who  shall  be  residents  of  and  shall 
own  real  estate  within  the  city  of  Troy,  to  the  amount  of  double 
the  penalty  of  the  bond,  to  the  city  of  Troy,  in  the  penal  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars,  jointly  and  severally  to  answer  the  city  of 
Troy,  and  any  parties  that  may  complain,  conditioned  that  such 
marshal  shall  well  and  faithfully  execute  the  duties  of  said  office 
of  marshal,  without  fraud,  deceit  or  oppression,  such  sureties  to 
justify  in  double  the  amount  of  such  bond.  The  said  bond  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  city  clerk  of  the  city  of  Troy,  who  shall  judge 
of  and  determine  the  competency  of  the  sureties;  and  should  he 
approve  of  the  same,  he  shall  note  his  approval  thereon,  and 
shall  cause  such  bond  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk, 
forthwith  after  having  been  approved  by  him,  and  he  shall  either 
approve  of  or  reject  such  bond  within  five  days  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  presented  to  him  for  that  purpose.

2.  That  such  transcript  of  judgment  has  been  filed  against  such 
marshal  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Rensselaer  county,  specifying 
the  time  when  such  transcript  was  filed  and  execution  issued,  and 
that  the  sheriff  of  that  county  has  returned  said  execution,  wholly 
or  partly  unsatisfied,  after  having  demanded  payment  thereof  of 
said  marshal ;  and  his  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the  same,  and  if 
any  payments  have  been  made  on  such  execution,  specifying  the 
amount  thereof,  but  where  such  marshal  shall  have  died  or  re- 
moved from  the  city  of  Troy,  a  demand  for  the  payment  of  the 
amount  of  such  execution  shall  not  be  necessary. 

3.  That  such  judgment  is  wholly  or  partly  unpaid,  specifying 
the  amount  uncollected  or  unpaid,  and  that  the  sureties  or  surety 
have  or  has  been  served  with  the  notice  and  papers  hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

§  359.  In  what  conrt  bond  may  be  prosecuted.  A  justice  re- 
ferred to  in  the  preceding  section  may  order  such  bond  to  be  prose- 
cuted in  the  city  court  of  Troy  or  in  the  county  court  of  Rensselaer 
county.  Either  of  said  courts  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  actions 
brought  on  such  bond,  upon  such  leave  being  granted,  and  the  said 
justice  upon  said  motion  may  award  the  aggrieved  party  his  rea- 
sonable costs  on  such  motion  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  ten  dollars, 
which  shall  be  included  in  the  judgment  obtained  upon  such  bond. 

§  360.  Judgment  against  marshal;  transcript  and  execution. 
Whenever  any  judgment  shall  be  rendered  against  any  marshal 
or  his  sureties  or  surety  in  said  city  court  as  provided  in  the  fore- 
going section,  a  transcript  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the  Rensselaer 
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county  clerk,  and  from  the  filing  of  such  transcript  the  provisions 
of  section  two  hundred  and  seventy  of  this  act  apply. 

§  361.  Entry  of  judgment  to  be  indorsed  on  bond;  how.  The 
clerk  of  the  county  wherein  said  judgment  is  entered  shall  issue 
a  transcript  upon  application  of  the  judgment  creditor,  stating 
the  amount  of  the  judgment  and  that  the  sum  is  a  charge  against 
the  bond  of  the  marshal.  The  transcript  msLj  be  filed  with  the 
city  clerk  in  the  office  wherein  the  bond  of  said  marshal  is  filed, 
and  the  city  clerk  shall  make  a  memorandum  on  the  official  bond 
of  every  marshal,  upon  the  filing  of  every  transcript,  of  a  judg- 
ment obtained  against  him  and  his  sureties,  and  of  the  time  when 
and  the  court  whereby  such  judgment  was  rendered,  and  the 
amount  thereof,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  there- 
for, which  the  court  rendering  the  judgment  shall  have  power  to 
include  in  such  judgment,  together  with  whatever  other  disburse- 
ments are  or  may  be  necessarily  incurred  in  said  action,  and  the 
said  bond  shall  be  canceled  to  the  amount  of  such  judgment. 

§  362.  Amount  collected  to  be  credited  on  bond.  Whenever 
any  action  shall  be  commenced  against  the  sureties  of  any  marshal, 
and  such  sureties  shall  pay  the  amount  for  which  such  suit  is 
brought,  and  the  costs  and  disbursements  incurred  therein,  or 
any  part  thereof,  the  party  or  parties  so  paying  shall  be  entitled 
to  have  such  sum  so  paid  credited  upon  such  bond,  upon  present- 
ing the  certificate  of  the  plaintiff  or  his  attorney  in  such  action, 
acknowledging  such  payments  to  such  clerk  aforesaid,  and  upon 
such  clerk  indorsing  such  payment  on  such  bond,  it  shall  be  can- 
celed to  the  amount  so  paid. 

§  363.  City  olerk  to  report  canceled  bonds  to  mayor;  renewal 
of  bond.  Whenever  a  judgment  shall  be  rendered  against  the 
official  bond  of  any  marshal,  sufficient  or  partly  sufficient  to  cancel 
the  same,  the  city  clerk  aforesaid  shall  report  to  the  mayor  the 
fact,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  compel  such  marshal 
to  renew  his  official  bond,  if  the  same  be  canceled  in  whole,  or  to 
furnish  an  additional  bond,  for  the  amount  of  the  cancellation  in 
the  penal  sum  of  double  such  amount,  if  said  bond  be  'Minoeled 
in  part,  and  should  said  marshal  neglect,  refuse  or  fail  so  to  do, 
within  ten  days  after  being  notified,  he  shall  be  removed  by  the 
mayor  aforesaid,  or  suspended  from  performing  the  duties  of  the 
office  until  such  time  as  he  shall  renew  the  same,  and  such  bond 
shall  be  renewed  in  the  same  manner  as  often  as  the  same  shall  be 
canceled. 
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§  364.  Appointment  deemed  waived  for  failure  to  file  bond. 
Every  marshal  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  his  appointment, 
enter  into  a  bond  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act,  or  he  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  waived  his  appointment  as  such  marshal,  and 
some  other  suitable  and  proper  person  shall  be  appointed  in  his 
place  and  stead  to  discharge  the  duties  appertaining  to  such  office 
of  marshal. 

§  365.  Prooess  to  be  served  by  marshals.  Every  summons,  pre- 
cept, order  of  arrest,  attachment,  writ  of  replevin  or  other  pro- 
oess issued  by  or  out  of  the  city  court,  shall  be  served  and  exe- 
cuted by  a  marshal,  except  as  prescribed  in  sections  thirty-four 
and  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  this  act;  no  person  other 
than  a  marshal  shall  be  entitled  to  any  fees  or  other  compensation 
therefor.  In  the  event  of  the  absence,  suspension,  removal  or 
death  of  a  marshal,  all  process  and  mandates  of  the  court  thereto- 
fore delivered  to  him  and  which  have  not  been  served  or  fully 
executed,  may,  upon  the  direction  of  the  judge  of  the  court,  be 
served  or  executed  by  any  other  marshal  of  the  court,  and  if  neces- 
sary, the  clerk  may  issue  diiplicates  of  such  process  or  mandates. 

§  366.  Xarshal  may  serve  prooess  within  city  limits  or  adjoin- 
ing town.  A  marshal  may,  and  is  empowered,  and  has  the  au- 
thority to  serve  or  execute  all  process  and  mandates  of  the  city 
court  in  any  part  of  the  city  of  Troy  or  in  any  town  adjoining 
thereto.  And  any  marshal  may  and  is  empowered  to  serve  a 
subpoena  and  serve  and  execute  a  warrant  of  attachment  against 
a  defaulting  witness  within  the  coimty  of  Rensselaer  or  any  county 
adjoining  thereto,  including  the  counties  of  Albany  and  Saratoga. 
Proof  of  the  service  of  execution  of  a  process  or  mandate  of  the 
court  by  a  marshal,  shall  except  as  otherwise  prescribed  by  law  be 
in  writing  under  his  hand,  stating  the  time  when,  place  where  and 
the  manner  in  which  the  process  or  mandate  was  served  or  executed 
by  him.  A  marshal  who  fails  seasonably  to  serve  or  execute  such 
process  or  mandate  delivered  to  him  shall  by  writing  under  his 
hand  state  the  reason  why  he  failed  to  serve  or  execute  the  same. 

§  367.  Certain  laws  in  relation  to  sheriff  made  applicable.  All 
provisions  of  law  in  relation  to  the  taking  and  restitution  of  prop- 
erty by  sheriflfs  of  counties  shall  apply  to  the  taking  and  restitu- 
tion of  property  by  the  said  marshals,  except  that  a  marshal  is 
authorized  to  act  only  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Troy  or  any 
town  adjoining  thereto. 

§  368.  Xarshal  to  keep  entry  book  and  indorse,  et  cetera. 
Every  marshal  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  he  shall  enter  imme- 
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diately  upon  the  receipt  thereof  of  all  process  and  mandates  of  the 
court  delivered  to  him  for  execution,  and  his  disposition  thereof, 
and  he  shall  also  indorse  upon  such  process  or  mandate  the  date 
and  the  hour  of  receiving  the  same. 

§  369.  Semoval  and  sxuipension  of  marshals.  The  mayor  may 
remove  any  marshal,  after  giving  him  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
upon  charges  in  writing  preferred  against  such  marshal,  and  filed 
with  the  mayor,  and  may,  in  his  discretion,  suspend  said  marshal 
from  the  performance  of  his  duties,  as  such,  pending  a  hearing 
upon  the  charges.  Upon  charges  being  preferred  against  a  mar- 
shal by  a  judge  of  the  city  court,  the  mayor  may  forthwith  cause 
notice  of  suspension  of  such  marshal  to  be  served  upon  him,  and 
such  marshal  shall  thereupon  remain  suspended  until  the  hearing 
and  determination  of  such  charges  by  the  mayor. 

§  370.  Payment  of  money  receivecl  by  marshals.  Whenever 
any  marshal  shall  collect  or  receive  any  money  upon  any  process 
of  the  city  court,  he  shall  pay  the  same  over  to  the  person  entitled 
thereto  less  his  lawful  fees  and  disbursements  within  five  days 
after  the  same  shall  have  been  received  by  him.  Upon  his  failure 
so  to  do  he  may  be  proceeded  against  as  for  a  contempt.

§  385.  Definitions.  Words  used  in  this  act  in  the  past  or  pres- 
ent tense  include  the  future  as  well  as  the  past  or  present;  words 
used  in  the  masculine  gender  include  the  feminine  and  neuter; 
the  singular  number  includes  the  plural  and  the  plural  the  singu- 
lar;, the  word  "person'^  includes  a  corporation,  jointrstock  com- 
pany, or  voluntary  association  as  well  as  a  natural  person ;  writing 
includes  printing,  printed  or  typewritten  matter ;  "  oath  "  includes 
affirmation  or  declaration ;  "  signature "  or  "  subscription  "  in- 
cludes '^  mark,''  when  the  person  cannot  write,  his  name  being 
written  near  it.    The  following  terms  also  named  in  this  act  have 
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the  signification  attached  to  them  in  this  section,  unless  otherwise 
apparent  from  the  context : 

1.  The  word  "  attorney  "  signifies  an  attorney  of  the  supreme 
court  of  this  state,  duly  licensed  to  practice  as  such. 

2.  The  word  "  corporation  "  includes  every  association  having 
any  corporate  rights,  whether  created  by  special  acts  of  the  legisla- 
ture or  under  general  laws. 

The  repeal  of  a  law  or  any  part  of  it 
specified  in  the  annexed  schedule  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any 
act  done  or  right  accruing,  accrued  or  acquired,  or  liability,  for- 
feiture or  penalty  incurred  prior  to  July  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  fifteen,  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  law  so  repealed,  but  the 
same  may  be  asserted,  enforced,  prosecuted  or  inflicted,  as  fully 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  law  had  not  been  repealed ;  nor 
shall  this  act  create  a  vacancy  in  any  ofiipe  or  employment.  All 
actions  and  proceedings  commenced  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  laws 
so  repealed  and  pending  on  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifteen,  may  be  prosecuted  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same 
effect  as  they  might  under  laws  then  existing,  unless  it  shall  be 
otherwise  specially  provided.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall 
be  construed  as  affecting  any  existing  provisions  of  law  so  far  as 
provisions  apply  to  any  portion  of  the  state,  other  than  the  city 
of  Troy. 

§  387.  Construction.  The  provisions  of  this  act,  so  far  as  they 
are  substantially  the  same  as  those  of  laws  existing  prior  to  July 
first^  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  shall  be  construed  as  a  con- 
tinuation of  such  laws,  modified  or  amended,  according  to  the  lan- 
guage employed  in  this  act,  and  not  as  a  new  enactment ;  a  refer- 
ence in  laws  not  repealed  to  provisions  of  law  incorporated  into 
this  act  and  repealed  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  the  pro- 
visions so  incorporated. 

§  388.  Sections  of  the  code  not  applicable.  The  provisions  of 
sections  thirty-two  hundred  and  seven  to  thirty-two  hundred  and 
fourteen,  inclusive,  and  sections  thirty-two  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  to  thirty-two  hundred  and  twenty-five,  inclusive,  of  the  code 
of  civil  procedure,  do  not  apply  to  actions  or  proceedings  in  this 
court,  except  as  specially  provided  in  this  act.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  labor  law,  in  relation  to  one  day  of  rest 

in  seven. 

Became  a  law  May  18,  1015,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  a^  follows: 

L.  iMi.  Section  1.  Section  eight-a  of  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  laws  of 

i  L.  aa  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  labor, 
1..  i»i«/  constituting  chapter  thirty-one  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  added 
a««nfied*by  by  chaptor  seven  hundred  and  forty  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hun- 
okape.  *as8,  drcd  aud  thirteen,  and  amended  by  chapters  three  hundred  and 
f*ffJ*Sr  eighty-eight  and  three  hundred  and  ninety-six  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,^  is  hereby  transferred  to  and  made 
a  part  of  article  two  of  such  chapter,  and  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows:^ 

§  8-a.  One  day  of  rest  in  seven.  1.  Every  employer  of  labor 
engaged  in  carrying  on  any  factory  or  mercantile  establishment  in 
this  state  shall  allow  every  person,  except  those  specified  in  sub- 
division two,  and  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  employed  in  such 
factory  or  mercantile  establishment  at  least  twenty-four  consecu- 
tive hours  of  rest  in  every  calendar  week.  No  employer  shall 
operate  any  factory  or  mercantile  establishment  on  iSunday  un- 
less he  shall  have  complied  with  subdivision  three.  Provided, 
however,  that  this  section  shall  not  authorize  any  work  on  Sun- 
day not  now  or  hereafter  authorized  by  law.

(c)  Employees  whose  duties  include  not  more  than  three  hours 
work  on  Sunday  in  (1)  setting  sponges  in  bakeries;  (2)  caring 
for  live  animals;  (3)  maintaining  fires;  (4)  necessary  repairs 
to  boilers  or  machinery; 

(d)  Superintendents  or  foremen  in  charge. 

(e)  Employees,  if  the  commissioner  of  labor  in  his  discretion 
approves,  engaged  in  the  work  of  any  industrial  or  manufacturing 
process  necessarily  continuous,  in  which  no  employee  is  permitted 
to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  calendar  day. 

(f )  Employees  in  dairies,  creameries,  milk  condensaries,  milk 
powder  factories,  milk  sugar  factories,  milk  shipping  stations, 
butter  and  cheese  factories,  ice  cream  manufacturing  plants  and 
milk  bottling  plants,  where  not  more  than  seven  persons  are 
employed. 

3.  Before  operating  on  Sunday,  every  employer  shall  post  in  a 
conspicuous  place  on  the  premises  a  schedule  containing  a  list 
of  his  employees  who  are  required  or  allowed  to  work  on  Sunday 
and  designating  the  day  of  rest  for  each,  and  shall  file  a  copy  of 
such  schedule  with  the  commissioner  of  labor.  The  employer  shall 
promptly  file  with  the  said  commissioner  a  copy  of  every  change 
in  such  schedule.  No  employee  shall  be  required  or  allowed  to 
work  on  the  day  of  rest  so  designated  for  him. 

4.  Every  employer  shall  keep  a  time  book  showing  the  names 
and  addresses  of  all  employees  and  the  hours  worked  by  each  of 
them  in  each  day,  and  such  time  book  shall  be  open  to  inspection 
by  the  commissioner  of  labor. 

5.  If  there  shall  be  practical  diflSculties  or  unnecessary  hardship 
in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  rules  or  regulations 
adopted  by  the  industrial  board  thereunder,  the  industrial  board 
shall  have  power  to  make  a  variation  from  the  requirements  of 
this  act,  or  any  rule  or  regulation  adopted  by  the  board  there- 
under, if  the  spirit  of  the  act  shall  be  observed  and  substantial 
justice  done.  If  the  board  shall  permit  such  variation  it  shall 
be  in  the  form  of  a  resolution  and  such  variation  shall  apply  to 
all  similar  conditions  where  the  facts  are  substantially  the  same 
as  those  under  which  such  variation  was  granted.  A  majority 
vote  shall  be  necessary  for  the  adoption  of  any  such  resolution. 
Such  resolution  shall  contain  a  description  of  the  conditions  under 
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which  such  variation  shall  be  permitted  and  shall  be  published  in 
the  manner  provided  for  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board.  A 
record  of  all  such  variations  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the 
industrial  board  and  shall  be  properly  indexed  and  shall  be  open 
to  public  inspection  during  business  hours.

chapter  thirty-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  enti-  f  i  "' 
tied,  "An  act  relating  to  labor  constituting  chapter  thirty-one  of  ftSoJjf  „ 
the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  S°?*m8, 
twenty-nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen  and  by  Si^u'iiii, 
chapter  five  hundred  and  twelve  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  Candid, 
and  fourteen,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Factory:  work  for  a  factory.    The  term  factory  when  used  in

But  as  an  alternative  to  providing 
water-closets  within  each  factory  as  aforesaid,  the  owner  may  pro- 
vide in  the  public  hallways  or  other  parts  of  the  premises  used  in 
common,  where  they  will  be  at  all  times  readily  and  conveniently 
accessible  to  all  persons  employed  on  the  premises  not  provided 
for  in  accordance  with  section  eighty-eightra,*  separate  water- 
closets  for  each  sex,  of  sufficient  numbers  to  accommodate  all  such 
persons.  Such  owner  shall  keep  all  water-closets  located  as  last 
specified,  at  all  times  provided  with  proper  fastenings,  and  prop- 
erly screened,  lighted,  ventilated,  clean,  sanitary  and  free  from 
all  obscene  writing  or  marking.  0,utdoor  water-closets  shall  only 
be  permitted  where  the  commissioner  of  labor  shall  decide  that 
they  are  necessary  or  preferable,  and  they  shall  then  be  provided 
in  all  respects  in  accordance  with  his  directions.  The  owner  of 
every  tenant-factory  shall  keep  the  entire  building  well  drained 
and  the  plumbing  thereof  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition ;  and 
shall  keep  the  cellar,  basement,  yards,  areaways,  vacant  rooms  and 
spaces,  and  all  parts  and  places  used  in  conunon  in  a  clean,  sani- 
tary and  safe  condition,  and  shall  keep  such  parts  thereof  as  may 
reasonably  be  required  by  the  commissioner  of  labor  properly 
lighted  at  all  hours  or  times  when  said  building  is  in  use  for  fac- 
tory purposes.  The  term  "  owner  "  as  used  in  this  article  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  freehold  of  the 
premises,  or  the  lessee  or  joint  lessees  of  the  whole  thereof,  or  his, 
her  or  their  agent  in  charge  of  the  property.  The  lessee  or  tenant 
of  any  part  of  a  tenant-factory  shall  permit  the  owner,  his  agents 
and  servants,  to  enter  and  remain  upon  the  demised  premises  when- 
ever and  so  long  as  may  be  necessary  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  law,  the  responsibility  for  which  is  by  this  section  placed  upon 
the  owner ;  and  his  failure  or  refusal  so  to  do  shall  be  a  cause  for 
dispossessing  said  tenant  by  sunmiary  proceedings  to  recover  pos- 
session of  real  property,  as  provided  in  the  code  of  civil  procedure.

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And  whenever  by  the  terms  of  a  lease  any  lessee  or  tenant  shall 
have  agreed  to  comply  with  or  carry  out  any  of  such  provisions, 
his  failure  or  refusal  so  to  do  shall  be  a  cause  for  dispossessing 
feaid  tenant  by  siumnary  proceedings  as  aforesaid.  Except  as  in 
this  article  otherwise  provided  the  person  or  persons,  company  or 
corporation  conducting  or  operating  a  factory  whether  as  owner 
or  lessee  of  the  whole  or  of  a  part  of  the  building  in  which  the 
same  is  situated  or  otherwise,  shall  be  responsible  for  the  observ- 
ance and  punishable  for  the  nonobservance  of  the  provisions  of 
this  article,  anything  in  any  lease  or  agreement  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  liquor  tax  law,  in  relation  to  places  in 
which  traffic  in  liquor  shall  not  be  permitted  and  to  penalties.^ 

Became  a  law  May  18,  1915,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

L.  19M,  Section  1.  Subdivision  nine  of  section  eight  of  chapter  thirty- 

\  8.  •  nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act 
added  ij^  in  relation  to  the  traffic  in  liquors  and  for  the  taxation  and  regula- 
ch.  m!  tion  of  the  same,  and  to  provide  for  local  option,  constituting 
l!^eiided  chapter  thirty-four  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  added  by  chapter 
S.^8?^*'  iour  hundred  and  ninety-four  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  ten  and  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-<5ight  of 
the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows:

duly  authorized  attorney  and  by  any  person  to  whom  such  certifi- 
cate may  have  been  transferred  or  assigned  as  collateral  security 
for  moneys  loaned  or  any  other  obligation  incurred ;  but  in  any 
case  such  notice  shall  be  null  and  void  unless  within  sixty  days

Became  a  law  May  19,  1915,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

Submitted  to  the  cities  of  Mount  Vernon  and  Yonkers  and  not  accepted  by 

same. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighteen  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  forty- 
six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  entitled  "An  act  to 
provide  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  a  sanitary  trunk 
sewer  and  sanitary  outlet  sewer  in  the  county  of  Westchester,  and 
to  provide  means  for  the  payment  therefor,"  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows:^ 

§  18.  The  sewers  contemplated  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
the  operation  thereof,  shall  hereafter  be  under  the  care  and  control 
of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  coimty  of  Westchester,  which 
shall  have  power  to  make  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  upon

tion thereto,  as  shall  be  imposed  upon  him  by  the  board  of  supervis-

Empire  Trust  Company,  as  trustee,  dated  January  fifth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  fourteen,  which  said  bonds  are  described  in  a 
report  made  by  the  chief  of  the  liquidation  bureau  of  the  insur- 
ance department  to  the  superintendent  of  insurance,  dated  March 
thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  superintendent  of  insurance  on  April  first,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  fifteen,  together  with  the  income  on  such  bonds  from 
date  of  issuance,  and  an  assignment  of  all  of  the  interest  of  said 
Bankers  Surety  Company  in  the  dividend  of  three  and  sixty-seven 
one-hundredths  per  centum  on  the  claim  of  twenty-nine  thousand 
one  hundred  forty-one  dollars  of  said  Bankers  Surety  Company 
against  said  Shanley-Morrissey,  Incorporated,  in  bankruptcy; 

All  in  compromise  and  satisfaction  of  the  claim  of  the  state  as  antis- 
against  said  Bankers  Surety  Company  by  reason  of  its  co-surety-  •ufu 
ship  with  the  United  Surety  Company  for  said  Shanley-Morrissey,  * 
Incorporated,  upon  bond  in  the  sum  of  fifty-eight  thousand  one 
hundred  eighty-two  dollars,  dated  on  or  about  July  ninth,  nineteen 
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hundred  and  fourteen,  and  conditioned  for  the  performance  by 
said  Shanley-Morrissey,  Incorporated,  of  its  contract  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  barge  canal  between  Herkimer  and  Oneida 
county  line  to  a  point  east  of  the  Oriskany  road,  and  known  as 
barge  canal  contract  number  forty-two. 

Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
authorize  the  surrender  or  relinquishment,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  by  law,  of  the  claim  of  the  state  under  the  said  bond 
against  the  United  Surety  Company  or  its  receivers,  or  against 
the  funds  of  said  United  Surety  Company  in  the  hands  of  such 
receivers. 

§  2.  That  such  collateral  trust  bonds,  and  income  therefrom, 
and  such  assignment,  if  accepted  by  the  canal  board  under  this 
act,  shall,  on  such  acceptance,  become  the  property  of  the  state 
and  be  by  that  board  delivered  to  the  comptroller  for  deposit  in 
the  barge  canal  fund  as  established  by  chapter  one  hundred  forty- 
seven  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  three.  With  the  ap- 
proval of  the  canal  board,  the  comptroller  may,  if  at  any  time  he 
shall  deem  it  to  the  best  interests  of  the  state,  sell  all  or  any  part 
of  such  bonds;  and  in  event  of  such  sale,  the  proceeds  of  the 
bonds  sold  shall  be  deposited  in  the  said  fund  in  lieu  of  such  bonds. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  conservation  law,  relative  to  river  regula- 
tion by  storage  reservoirs. 

Became  a  law  May  20,  1915,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Paaaed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  six  hundred  and  forty-seven  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the 
conservation  of  land,  forests,  waters,  parks,  hydraulic  power,  fish 
and  game,  constituting  chapter  sixty-five  of  the  consolidated  laws," 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  therein  after  article  seven  thereof 
a  new  article  to  be  known  as  article  seven-a,  and  to  read  as  follows : 
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ARTICLE  VII-A,

PART  I. 
Definition  and  Constbuction. 
§  430.   Definitions  and  constmction.    The  following  words  and 
phrases  used  in  this  article  are  defined  as  follows: 

1.  The  term  "  real  estate,"  when  used  in  this  article  without 
words  of  limitation,  includes  all  uplands,  lands  under  water,  the 
waters  of  any  lake,  pond  or  stream,  all  water  and  riparian  rights 
or  privileges,  all  water  powers,  water  plants,  and  all  dams,  races, 
sluiceways  and  machinery  connected  therewith,  and  any  and  all 
easements  and  incorporeal  hereditaments,  and  every  estate,  in- 
terest and  right,  legal  or  equitable,  in  land  or  water,  including 
terms  for  years,  and  liens,  legal  or  equitable,  on  real  estate,  as 
above  defined,  in  way  of  judgment,  mortgage  or  otherwise,  and  all 
real  estate  as  above  defined  acquired  or  used  for  railroad,  high- 
way, or  other  public  purposes. 

2.  The  term  "  regulating  reservoir,"  when  used  in  this  article, 
means  a  basin  for  impounding  water,  formed  or  enlarged  by  a 
dam,  constructed  or  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the 
flow  of  a  stream  or  river  and  shall  be  construed  to  include  the 
dams  and  dikes  or  other  structures  by  means  of  which  the  water  is 
or  is  to  be  impounded,  the  gate  houses,  including  controlling  gates, 
sluices,  screens,  racks  and  other  accessories  thereto;  spillways,  fish- 
ways,  log  or  ice  chutes,  or  barriers  and  all  accessories  thereto ;  all 
bridges  or  roadways  over  or  appurtenant  to  the  dams  and  dikes; 
all  other  structures,  devices,  or  appliances  connected  with  or  ap- 
purtenant to  any  of  the  structures  hereinbefore  enumerated,  in 
such  manner  that  they  cannot  be  removed  without  injury  to  such 
structures  or  without  impairing  the  usefulness  thereof  for  the 
purposes  for  which  they  are  intended ;  the  lands  under  the  water 
impounded,  or  to  be  impounded,  by  the  dam  or  dams,  and  such 
lands  surrounding  or  adjacent  to  the  dam,  or  the  water  impounded 
or  to  be  impounded  thereby,  and  such  other  real  estate  and  ap- 
pliances, including  roadways  and  telephone  lines,  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  construction,  maintenance,  or 
operation,  of  a  regulating  reservoir,  as  above  defined,  also  includ- 
ing such  land  surrounding  such  reservoir  as  may  be  necessary  to 
preserve  and  protect  such  reservoir  from  unsanitary  conditions, 
and  from  anv  encroachment  affecting  its  use  for  the  purpose  of

regulating  the  flow  of  the  stream  or  river  for  the  r^ulation  of 
which  it  may  be  constructed.  Such  term  is  not  intended  to  indnde 
a  reservoir  created  by  a  dam  constructed  or  maintained  for  power 
purposes,  but  is  intended  to  include  a  reservoir  at  or  by  reason  of 
which  there  may  be,  as  an  incident  to  the  construction,  mainte- 
nance and  operation  of  snch  regulating  reservoir,  the  possibility  of 
the  utilization  of  a  portion  of  the  water  stored  thereby  for  power 
purposes,  without  in  any  way  interfering  with  the  primary  pur^ 
pose  of  a  reservoir  constructed  under  the  provisions  of  this  article. 
8.  The  term  "  benefit  or  benefits,"  when  used  in  this  article, 
shall  be  interpreted  to  include  benefits  to  real  estate,  public  or 
private,  to  municipal  water  supply,  to  navigation,  to  agriculture, 
and  to  industrial  and  general  welfare  by  reason  of  the  maintenance 
and  operation  of  a  regulating  reservoir,  whether  such  benefit  shall 
inure  to  a  person,  a  public  corporation  as  hereinafter  defined,  or 
the  state.  In  the  event  that  any  regulating  reservoir  operates  to 
relieve  the  state  of  any  obligation  by  reason  of  diversion  of  the 
water  of  any  river  for  canal  purposes,  the  state,  to  the  extent  that 
the  maintenance  and  operation  of  such  reservoir  may  accomplish 
such  relief,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  received  benefit  therefrom. 

4.  The  term  '^  water  power  "  when  used  in  this  article  shall  be 
construed  to  mean  power  developed  from  falling  or  flowing  water, 
and  all  electrical  current  and  other  forms  of  energy  into  which 
such  power  may  be  transformed. 

5.  The  term  '^commission"  when  used  in  this  article  shall 
mean  a  commission  consisting  of  the  conservation  conmiissioner, 
or  a  deputy  designated  by  him,  the  attorney-general,  or  a  deputy 
designated  by  him,  and  the  state  engineer,  or  a  deputy  designated 
by  him.  The  word  "board"  shall  mean  the  river  regulating 
board  of  a  district  The  term  '^  state  engineer  "  when  used  in  this 
article  shall  mean  the  state  engineer  and  surveyor. 

6.  The  term  '^ preliminary  expenses"  when  used  in  this  ar- 
ticle shall  be  construed  to  mean  expenditures  made  or  incurred 
by  the  state  on  account  of  the  services  or  expenses  of  its  officers 
or  employees  in  making  studies,  investigations,  surveys,  plans, 
specifications  and  estimates ;  in  negotiating,  drafting,  and  letting 
contracts ;  in  supervising  and  directing  the  construction  of  works 
and  structures,  as  authorized  or  required  by  this  article;  and  the 
expenses  of  procuring  searches,  or  abstracts  of  title  of  real  estate 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

7.  The  term  "  person  "  when  used  in  this  article,  and  not  other- 
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wise  specified,  shall  be  interpreted  to  mean,  person,  firm,  co- 
partnership, association,  or  corporation,  other  than  a  county,  town, 
city,  village,  or  other  political  subdivision.  The  words  "  public 
corporations  "  shall  be  interpreted  to  mean  counties,  towns,  cities, 
villages,  corporations  created  under  this  article  and  all  other  gov- 
ernmental agencies  clothed  with  the  power  of  levying  general 
taxes. 

8.  The  word  "  regulation  "  when  used  in  this  article  shall  be 
interpreted  to  mean  only  such  regulation  as  can  be  had  through 
the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  regulating  reser- 
voirs, excepting  as  in  this  article  otherwise  expressly  provided. 

9.  The  words  "  average  flow  "  when  used  in  this  article  shall 
be  construed  to  mean  that  result  in  terms  of  cubic  feet  of  water 
per  second  derived  by  the  division  of  the  total  number  of  cubic 
feet  of  water  flowed  by  any  stream  or  river,  at  the  location  thereon 
where  the  measurement  is  taken,  in  one  year,  or  for  an  average 
of  years,  by  the  number  of  second§  in  a  year. 

10.  The  words  "  average  normal  flow  "  when  used  in  this  ar- 
ticle shall  be  construed  to  mean  that  result  in  terms  of  cubic  feet 
of  water  per  second  derived  by  the  division  of  the  total  number 
of  cubic  feet  of  water  flowed  by  any  stream  or  river,  at  the  loca- 
tion thereon  where  the  measurement  thereof  is  taken,  on  those 
days  in  a  year  during  which  such  flow  did  not  exceed  the  average 
flow,  by  the  number  of  seconds  in  the  total  number  of  such  days. 

11.  Whenever  the  term  "  publication  "  is  used  in  this  article 
and  no  manner  specified  therefor,  it  shall  be  taken  to  mean  pub- 
lication for  once  a  week  for  three  consecutive  weeks  in  each  of 
two  newspapers,  if  such  papers  there  be,  of  general  circulation  in 
the  county  or  counties  wholly  or  partly  within  a  river  regulating 
district.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  that  publication  shall  be  made 
on  the  same  day  of  the  week  in  each  of  the  three  weeks;  but  not 
less  than  fourteen  days  (including  the  day  of  the  first  publication) 
shall  intervene  between  the  first  publication  and  the  last  publi- 
cation, and  the  publication  shall  be  complete  on  the  date  of  the 
last  publication. 

12.  The  words  "  cost  of  construction  "  when  used  in  this  ar- 
ticle shall  be  construed  to  include  in  addition  to  the  cost  of  a 
regulating  reservoir,  all  preliminary  expenses,  all  expenses  of 
organization  of  the  district,  engineering  fees,  costs  of  surveys, 
plans,  advertising,  salaries,  compensation  and  expenses  of  the 
board,  together  with  all  legal  and  other  expenses,  incidental  to 
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the  construction  of  such  reservoirs  up  to  time  of  the  completion 
thereof. 

13.  The  words  "  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation "  when 
used  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  to  include  all  such  expenses 
for  repairs  and  upkeep  of  the  regulating  reservoir,  all  such  ex- 
penses necessary  to  the  proper  operation  of  such  reservoir  for  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  constructed  and  all  such  part  of  the 
compensation  and  expenses  of  the  board,  its  officers  and  employees 
after  the  completion  of  such  regulating  reservoir  as  are  in  the 
judgment  of  the  board  and  the  commission  properly  chargeable 
thereto. 

14.  The  words  "  high  flow  line  "  when  used  in  this  article  shall 
be  construed  to  mean  the  line  which  will  be  made  around  a  reser- 
voir by  the  water  therein  when  it  is  at  the  level  of  the  crest  of  the 
reservoir  spillway. 

15.  The  words  'Mow  flow  line"  when  used  in  this  article  shall 
be  construed  to  mean  the  line  made  by  the  water  of  a  reservoir 
when  it  is  at  the  lowest  level  which,  consistent  with  the  regula- 
tion of  the  flow  of  the  river  and  the  maintenance  of  sanitary  con- 
ditions, the  board  with  the  approval  of  the  commission  shall  fix 
and  determine. 

16.  The  words  '*  unsanitary  condition  or  conditions  "  when  used 
in  this  article  shall  be  construed  to  mean  such  condition  or  con- 
ditions as  are  a  menace  to  the  public  health. 

PART  II. 
Ceeation  of  Rtveb  Rbgulatino  Districts. 

§  431.  Biver  regulating  districts  to  be  public  corporations. 
Bodies  corporate,  which  shall  be  known  as  river  regulating 
districts,  with  all  the  powers  of  public  corporations,  having 
perpetual  existence  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  incur  debts, 
liabilities  and  obligations,  to  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain, 
and  of  taxation  and  assessment,  to  issue  bonds  and  to  do  all  acts 
and  exercise  all  powers  authorized  in  and  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  article,  may  be  created  as  in  this  article  provided.  Such 
river  r^ulating  districts  are  declared  to  be  public  corporations. 

Any  watershed  of  the  state  or  any  integral  part  of  any  such 
watershed  may  be  created  into  a  river  regulating  district  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

§  432.  Creation  of  district.  Any  person  or  public  corporation 
may  present  to  the  commission  a  petition  for  the  organization  of 
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a  river  regulating  district  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  arti- 
cle.    Any  such  petitioner  shall  be  a  resident  or  owner  of  real 
estate  within  the  proposed  district,  or  if  a  public  corporation,  one 
whose  boundaries  lie  wholly  or  partly  within  such  district. 
The  petition  shall  set  forth : 

1.  The  proposed  name  of  the  said  district,  as  the 

river  regulating  district, 

2.  The  necessity  for  the  organization  of  such  district,  the  pur- 
poses to  be  accomplished  thereby  and  the  benefits  to  inure  from  the 
exercise  of  its  powers. 

8.  A  general  description  of  the  territory  included  in  the  pro- 
posed district  Said  description  need  not  be  given  by  metes  and 
bounds,  or  by  political  subdivisions,  but  it  shall  be  sufficient  to 
state  that  the  territory  to  be  included  in  the  proposed  district  con- 
stitutes the  watershed  of  the  particular  river  in  reference  to  which 
the  petition  is  filed  stating  generally  the  extent  of  such  watershed. 
In  the  event  that  the  district  sought  to  be  organized  does  not 
include  the  whole  watershed  of  the  particular  river,  but  only  the 
watershed  of  a  tributary  of  the  river,  then,  the  petition  should  gen- 
erally set  forth  ihe  extent  of  such  watershed,  the  reason  why  the 
watershed  of  the  tributary  should  be  organized  as  a  separate  river 
regulating  district,  and  the  relation  of  the  regulation  of  the  flow 
of  such  tributary  to  and  effect  upon  the  flow  of  the  river  to  which 
it  is  tributary. 

4.  The  extent  of  the  regulation  possible  through  the  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  reservoirs. 

5.  Whether  state  or  private  lands,  or  both,  will  be  required, 
and  in  general  the  extent  thereof,  and  all  such  facts  as  would 
show  or  tend  to  show  the  public  necessity  for  the  regulation  of  the 
flow  of  the  river. 

§  433.  Action  upon  petition.  Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of 
such  petition,  the  conmiission  shall  cause  notice  by  publication  to 
be  given  of  the  pendency  of  the  petition,  and  of  the  time  and  place 
of  a  hearing  thereon,  and  may  appoint  times  and  places  for  fur- 
ther hearings  if  deemed  by  it  to  be  desirable. 

§  434.  Hearing  on  petition  for  creation  of  district.  Any  per- 
son or  public  corporation  to  be  affected  by  the  organization  of  the 
proposed  district,  may  on  or  before  the  day  set  for  such  hearing 
or  at  subsequent  hearings  if  any,  file  objections  to  and  state  rea- 
sons against  the  organization  of  such  district. 

TTpon  the  said  hearing  or  hearings,  if  it  should  appear  that  the 
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purposes  of  this  article  would  be  subserved  by  the  creation  of  the 
river  regulating  district  as  prayed  for,  the  commission  shall  there- 
upon, by  final  order,  so  determine  and  declare.  It  shall 
thereupon  prepare  and  file  a  map  of  such  district  with 
a  certificate  of  its  determination,  creating  such  district  and 
showing  the  name,  extent,  and  purpose  of  the  district,  with  the 
secretary  of  state  and  with  the  county  clerk  of  each  county 
wholly  or  partly  within  the  district,  and  shall  give  notice 
by  publication  of  such  determination,  order  and  filing.  Unless 
within  forty  days  after  such  filing  and  publication  of  notice 
thereof  proceedings  have  been  taken  by  a  person  who  is  a  free- 
holder within  such  proposed  district,  or  by  a  public  corporation 
therein  upon  notice  to  the  attorney-general  of  the  state,  or  by  the 
attorney-general  of  the  state,  to  review  the  determination  and  order 
of  the  commission  by  certiorari,  such  determination  and  order 
shall  be  final,  and  the  district  shall  thereupon  be  a  river  r^ulating 
district  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and  a  public  corporation  with 
all  rights  and  powers  granted  by  this  article.  No  such  review  shall 
be  had  excepting  at  the  instance  of  the  attorney-general  of  the 
state  unless  prior  to  the  application  for  the  writ  the  party  seeking 
the  review  of  the  determination  shall  file  a  bond  or  undertaking 
in  a  sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  supreme  court  or  a  justice  thereof  with 
good  and  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  court  or  a  justice 
thereof  agreeing  to  pay  all  costs  and  expenses  caused  by  such 
review  as  determined  by  the  court  in  the  proceeding  in  the  event 
of  failure  to  set  aside  or  modify  the  determination  and  order  of 
the  commission  creating  such  district. 

After  such  a  river  regulating  district  shall  have  been  created 
as  a  public  corporation  hereunder,  the  certificate  creating  the  same 
shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  all  the  public  corporations  and 
real  estate  within  the  district,  and  shall  finally  and  conclusively 
establish  the  r^ular  creation  and  organization  of  such  district 
The  organization  of  said  district  shall  not  be  directly  or  collat- 
erally questioned  in  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding  except  as 
herein  expressly  provided. 

§  435.  Becording  certificates  and  other  docnments.  Copies  of 
said  certificate  certified  by  the  secretary  of  the  commission  shall 
be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  and  in  the  office 
of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  partly  or  wholly  within  the 
district  and  in  the  event  of  a  review  any  order  or  judgment  of  the 
court  thereupon  shall  be  likewise  recorded  and  county  clerks  and 
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the  secretary  of  state  shall  receive  for  filing  and  recording  such 
copies  and  all  papers  to  be  filed  and  recorded  by  them  under  the 
provisions  of  lliis  article,  such  fees  as  are,  or  hereafter  may  be, 
provided  by  law  for  like  services  in  similar  cases,  and  such  fees 
shall  be  a  part  of  the  preliminary  expenses. 

PART  III. 
Oboanization  of  Distkict. 

§  436.  Appointment  of  board.  Within  thirty  days  after  the 
incorporation  of  a  river  regulating  district  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, the  governor  shall  appoint  three  persons,  two  at  least  of 
whom  shall  be  resident  freeholders  within  the  district,  as  a  board 

to  be  known  as  the  board  of river  regulating  district; 

one  for  a  term  of  three  years,  one  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  one 
for  a  term  of  five  years.  At  the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms 
of  office,  appointments  shall  be  made  for  terms  of  five  years.  The 
governor  shall  fill  any  vacancy  on  said  board  within  thirty  days 
after  it  occurs. 

§  437.  Compensation.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  each 
receive  as  compensation  for  their  services  the  sum  of  ten  dollars 
a  day  for  each  day's  service  performed  and  in  addition  all  nec- 
essary expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  Such 
compensation  and  expenses  for  any  member  shall  be  approved  by 
the  board  and  commission  before  being  paid. 

§  438.  Oi^faniaation  of  board.  Each  member  of  such  board, 
before  entering  upon  his  duties,  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  con- 
stitutional oath  of  office,  which  oath  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  state.  Upon  taking  the  oath,  the  board  shall  choose 
one  of  its  number  president,  and  shall  select  some  suitable  person 
or  persons  to  act  as  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  may  or  may  not 
be  a  member  of  the  board.  It  shall  adopt  a  seal^  and  shall  keep 
in  well  bound  books  a  record  of  all  its  meetings  and  proceedings, 
certificates,  contracts,  surety  bonds,  and  corporate  acts,  which 
shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  commission,  the  members 
thereof  and  all  owners  of  real  estate  in  the  district  and  all  other 
interested  parties. 

Each  member  of  the  board  and  the  secretary  and  treasurer, 
shall  before  entering  upon  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  such, 
execute  and  file  with  the  comptroller  a  bond  to  the  people  of 
the  state  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  with 
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sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  comptroller,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  that  he  will  account  for 
and  pay  over  pursuant  to  the  law  all  moneys  received  by  him  as 
such  officer. 

§  439.  ftuomm.  A  majority  of  such  board  shall  constitute 
a  quorum,  and  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  in  any  matter  shall  be 
sufficient  for  its  determination. 

§  440.  Duties  of  the  secretary.  The  secretary  shall  keep  and 
be  the  custodian  of  the  records  of  the  board,  and  of  its  corporate 
seal,  and  shall  assist  the  board  in  such  particulars  as  it  may 
direct  in  the  performance  of  its  duties.  He  shall  attest  under 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  district  all  certified  copies  of  the  office 
records  and  files  of  the  district  that  may  be  required  of  him  by 
the  provisions  of  this  article  or  by  any  person  ordering  the  same 
and  paying  the  reasonable  cost  of  transcription.  Any  portion 
of  the  records  so  certified  and  attested  shall  prima  facie  import 
verity.  The  secretary  shall  also  serve  as  treasurer  of  the  district 
unless  a  separate  treasurer  is  selected  by  the  board. 

§  441.  Other  employees.  The  board  may  with  the  approval 
of  the  commission  employ  such  attorneys,  engineers,  agents  and 
assistants  as  may  be  needful,  and  fix  their  compensation,  includ- 
ing the  compensation  of  its  secretary  and  treasurer. 

§  442.  (Jovemor  may  remove  members  of  board.  The  gov- 
ernor may  remove  a  member  of  such  board  for  inefficiency,  neg- 
lect of  duty  or  misconduct  in  office,  giving  to  him  a  copy  of  the 
charges  against  him  and  an  opportunity  of  being  publicly  heard 
in  person  or  by  counsel  in  his  own  defense  upon  not  less  than  ten 
days'  notice.  If  such  member  shall  be  removed  the  governor 
shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  a  complete  suite- 
ment  of  all  charges  made  against  such  member  and  his  findings 
thereon,  together  with  a  complete  record  of  the  proceedings. 

PART  IV. 

Duties  and  Powers  of  Boaed. 

§  443.  To  prepare  general  plan.  Upon  its  organization  the 
board  may  prepare  a  plan  for  the  regulation  of  the  flow  of  the 
river  or  rivers  in  its  district.  Such  plan  shall  show  the  avail- 
able and  feasible  reservoir  sites  on  such  river  or  rivers,  whether 
any  reservoir  now  existing  can  be  and  should  be  enlarged  and  to 
what  extent,  the  approximate  number  of  acres  of  land  flowed  or 
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to  be  flowed  by  each  reservoir^  whether  any  of  such  land  is  owned 
by  the  state  and  if  any,  how  many  acres,  the  number  oi  acres 
of  private  land  required,  together  with  the  estimated  value  of 
the  land,  and  how  many  acres,  if  any,  of  such  land  are  lands 
of  the  state  within  the  forest  preserve.  Such  acreage  shall  in- 
clude such  quantity  of  land  surrounding  the  reservoir  to  be 
created  or  enlarged  as  would  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  be 
required  for  the  protection,  maintenance  and  operation  of  such 
reservoir;  said  plan  shall  b«)  accompanied  by  such  maps,  profiles 
and  other  data  and  descriptions  as  may  be  necessary  to  set  forth 
properly  the  location  and  character  of  the  work  and  of  the  prop- 
erty to  be  taken  or  damaged,  and  by  estimates  of  cost  of  each 
such  reservoir.  In  case  maps,  plans  and  specifications,  for  any 
such  reservoir  at  or  near  the  site  thereof,  are  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  commission,  and  in  case  any  records  in  any  other  depart- 
ment of  the  state  government  would  be  an  aid  in  the  preparation 
of  such  plans,  these  shall  be  available  to  the  board  for  such  pur- 
pose. Upon  the  completion  of  such  plan  if  the  board  approve  of 
such  plan  it  shall  certify  it  to  the  commission  for  its  approval, 
and  tiie  commission  within  forty  days  thereafter  may  approve 
the  same,  or  modify  it  and  approve  it  as  so  modified.  As  so  ap- 
proved by  the  commission  it  shall  be  known  as  the  "  official  plan  " 
for  the  regulation  of  the  flow  of  the  river  or  rivers,  of  the  dis- 
trict Copies  thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  offices  of  the  board, 
the  commission,  and  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  wholly 
or  partly  within  the  district  Such  plan  in  like  manner  may  be 
altered  from  time  to  time  provided  such  alteration  shall  not 
affect  any  assessment  already  made. 

§  444.  May  enter  upon  lands.  The  board  and  its  authorized 
agents  may  enter  upon  any  lands  as  in  its  judgment  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  making  surveys  and  examinations 
to  accomplish  any  purpose  authorized  by  this  article,  being  liable 
for  actual  damacre  done. 

§  445.  General  powers.  The  board  on  behalf  of  such  district 
shall  have  and  may  exercise  all  the  powers  enumerated  in  section 
four  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  this  article  and  in  addition  thereto 
all  such  other  powers  as  are  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  into 
execution  the  powers  expressly  granted  to  it ;  it  shall  have  charge 
of  the  operation  of  all  reservoirs  now  in  existence,  or  hereafter 
constructed  for  the  regulation  of  the  flow  of  the  river  and  its 
tributaries  of  the  district  which  it  represents,  not  including,  how- 
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ever,  any  reservoirs  which  are  or  may  be  maintained  primarily 
to  provide  water  for  the  canal  system  of  the  state. 

Said  board,  on  behalf  of  such  district,  subject  to  the  limitations 
of  this  article,  shall  have  a  dominant  right  of  eminent  domain 
over  the  right  of  eminent  domain  of  public  corporations,  except 
cities.  In  the  exercise  of  this  right,  due  care  shall  be  taken  to 
do  no  unnecessary  damage  to  other  public  utilities,  and  in  case  of 
failure  to  agree  upon  the  mode  and  terms  of  interference,  not  to 
interfere  with  their  operation  and  usefulness  beyond  the  actual 
necessities  of  the  case,  due  regard  being  paid  to  the  other  public 
interests  involved. 

§  446.  Acquisition  of  real  estate.  Said  board  on  behalf  of 
such  district  shall,  subject  to  the  limitations  herein  contained, 
have  the  right  to  condemn  for  the  use  of  the  district  any  real 
estate  which,  in  its  judgment,  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article.  It  may 
acquire  title  to  such  real  estate  by  agreement  with  the  owner 
thereof  upon  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  such  owner. 
If  any  real  estate  belonging  to  any  county,  city,  town,  village  or 
school  district  is  required  for  the  purposes  of  this  article,  the 
board  of  supervisors  for  such  county,  the  mayor  and  common 
council  for  such  city,  the  town  board  for  such  town,  the  village 
board  for  such  village,  the  trustees  of  any  school  district  for 
such  district,  or  any  persons,  body  or  bodies,  having  a  like 
power,  acting  for  such  public  corporation  may  grant  or  sur- 
render such  real  estate  for  such  compensation  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  such  official  representatives  and  the  board.  The  com- 
pensation agreed  upon  as  thus  provided  shall  be  paid  to  the  fiscal 
officer  of  the  public  corporation  or  the  person  or  persons  from 
whom  such  real  estate  is  acquired. 

Title  to  any  such  real  estate  owned  by  any  infant  or  incom- 
petent person  may  be  acquired  on  behalf  of  the  board  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  by  law  with  respect  to  the  sale,  mort- 
gage or  lease  of  real  property  of  such  infant  or  incompetent  per- 
son upon  sudi  terms  as  the  supreme  court  or  the  county  court 
of  the  county  in  which  such  real  estate  is  situated  may  provide, 
and  for  such  purpose  jurisdiction  is  hereby  conferred  upon  said 
courts. 

If  the  board  cannot  aojree  with  the  owners  upon  the  compen- 
sation and  damages  to  be  paid  for  the  real  estate  so  taken,  it 
shall  iliereupon  serve  upon  such  owners  a  notice  that  the  real 
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estate  described  therein  has  been  appropriated  by  the  board  for 
the  purposes  of  this  article,  and  shall  proceed  to  acquire  title 
thereto  under  the  provisions  of  title  one,  chapter  twenty-three 
of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  known  as  the  condemnation  law. 

Title  to  all  real  estate  acquired  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  article  excepting  as  in  this  article  otherwise  expressly  pro- 
vided, shall  be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and 
when  so  taken  shall  be  deemed  to  be  taken  for  a  public  use. 

All  real  estate  acquired  or  taken  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  article  is  hereby  dedicated  to  the  use  and  purposes  for 
which  it  is  so  taken,  and  the  right,  title  and  interest  acquired  by 
the  state  therein  is  so  acquired  subject  to  such  use  and  purposes. 

§  447.  Cemeteries.  Whenever  for  the  purposes  of  this  article 
it  diall  be  necessary  to  appropriate  or  use  any  portion  of  any  lands 
or  premises  now  occupied  by  graves,  burial  places,  cemeteries, 
or  other  places  of  intermeja*  of  human  remains,  the  board  may 
acquire  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  other  real  estate  may 
be  acquired  by  it.  The  board  having  so  acquired  title  shall  cause 
to  be  published  in  two  newspapers  in  the  county  where  such 
burial  place  or  places  or  graves  are  situated,  which  shall  in  its 
judgment  be  best  calculated  to  notify  the  persons  or  parties  in- 
terested or  entitled  to  such  notice,  which  notice  shall  describe 
the  location  of  such  burial  place,  cemetery  or  grave  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  sufficiently  identify  the  same.  Such  publication  shall 
be  made  once  in  each  week  in  each  of  said  newspapers  for  the 
space  of  four  weeks,  and  such  notice  shall  also  contain  a  state- 
ment to  the  effect  that  any  person  or  persons  legally  entitled  to 
direct  as  to  the  disposition  of  any  such  remains  may  remove  the 
same  to  any  other  cemetery  or  burial  place  within  sixty  days 
after  the  last  publication  of  such  notice,  if  they  so  elect,  but  with- 
out expense  to  the  board  therefor.  From  and  after  said  period 
of  sixty  days  from  the  last  date  of  publication,  the  board  shall 
advertise  for  bids  for  the  removal  of  such  remains  by  contract, 
and  their  proper  reinterment  as  hereinafter  provided.  All  re- 
movals and  transportation  of  such  human  remains  shall  be  done 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  public  health  law  and 
the  local  rules  or  ordinances  of  any  town,  city  or  village  wherein 
such  cemetery,  burial  ground  or  graves  shall  be  located  or  wherein 
any  of  such  remains  may  be  reinterred.  The  board  may  acquire 
such  other  lands  ap  it  deems  necessary  within  the  county  where 
such  burial  place  or  places  or  graves  are  now  located  for  the 
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purpose  of  properly  reinterring  such  removed  remains,  which 
lands  shall  be  acquired  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  this 
article  for  the  acquisition  of  other  lands,  title  to  be  taken  in 
the  name  of  the  particular  river  r^ulating  district,  but  lands 
shall  not  be  acquired  within  the  corporate  limits  of  a  village 
or  city  except  within  the  bounds  of  an  existing  cemetery  unless 
by  consent  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  village  or  common 
council  of  the  city  or  other  authorities  within  such  village  or 
city  occupying  similar  positions  as  trustees  or  aldermen  respec- 
tively. The  lands  so  acquired  shall  be  suitably  and  properly 
fenced  or  inclosed,  and  in  such  manner  as  to  permit  of  proper 
ingress  and  egress  thereto  before  the  final  completion  and  pay- 
ment for  said  work,  and  the  expense  therefor  shall  be  included 
within  the  estimate  and  contract  for  such  removal.  All  the  bodies 
removed  by  such  contractor,  or  by  order  of  the  board  shall,  when 
distinguishable,  be  incased  each  in  a  separate  box  or  cof&n,  and 
each  monument,  headstone,  footstone,  slab,  board  or  other  desig- 
nation or  distinguishing  mark  shall  be  properly  removed  and 
reset  at  the  grave  of  each  body  at  the  time  of  such  reinterment 
Members  of  the  same  family  shall  be  interred  in  contiguous 
graves.  Whenever  any  person  or  persons  legally  entitled  to  di- 
rect as  to  the  disposition  of  any  remains  now  interred  in  such 
cemeteries,  burying  place  or  graves  shall  request  the  board,  in 
writing,  to  reinter  such  remains  in  any  other  cemetery  or  burial 
plot,  within  the  same  county  where  such  cemetery,  burial  place 
or  graves  sought  to  be  removed  are  located,  the  board  shall  cause 
such  remains  to  be  interred  where  requested  within  the  same 
county,  and  shall  carefully  and  properly  remove  such  remains 
to  such  burial  plot  and  properly  reinter  the  same,  but  no  payment 
shall  be  made  for  a  grave  or  graves  or  burial  plot  for  such  rein- 
terment other  than  that  acquired  by  the  board  as  hereinbefore 
provided.  Whenever  any  person  or  persona  legally  entitled  to 
direct  as  to  the  disposition  of  any  human  remains  exhumed  or 
to  be  exhumed  from  any  cemetery,  burial  place  or  graves  as 
herein  provided,  desire  to  remove  the  same  for  reinterment  to 
any  burial  plot  or  cemetery  not  within  the  same  county  from 
which  such  remains  were  exhumed  as  herein  provided,  such  per- 
son or  persons  so  entitled  to  designate  such  other  burial  place  or 
plot  shall  be  permitted  to  remove  such  exhumed  remains  from 
such  county,  subject  to  the  written  consent  of  the  board  and  the 
provisions   of   the  public  health   law,   and   the   local   rules   or 
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ordinances  of  any  town,  city  or  village  wherein  snch  cemetery, 
burial  ground  or  graves  shall  be  located,  or  wherein  suck  human 
remains  may  be  reinterred,  but  no  portion  of  the  expense  of  such 
transportation  or  burial  in  another  county  shall  be  borne  by  the 
board.  The  board  shall  pay  all  expenses  connected  with  such 
removal,  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  district  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  other  payments  are  made.  Whenever  any  lands  acquired 
by  the  board  for  the  purposes  of  reinterment  of  human  remains 
as  herein  provided,  and  all  the  remains  so  interred  have  been 
exhumed  from  a  cemetery,  burial  place  or  grave  belonging  to  a 
corporation  organized  under  the  religious  corporations  law,  the 
membership  corporations  law,  or  by  special  act,  or  belonging  to 
a  town  or  board  of  trustees  elected  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  town  law,  or  to  a  village  or  city,  the  board  shall  by  a  proper 
resolution,  after  completion  and  acceptance  thereof  and  final  pay- 
ment for  all  work  performed  as  provided  in  this  section,  execute 
and  deliver  in  the  name  of  the  district,  and  without  expense  to 
the  grantee  therefor,  to  the  trustees  or  other  governing  body  of 
such  corporation,  by  whatsoever  name  or  title  they  may  hold 
office,  or  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  a  town  burial  ground,  and  to 
their  successors  in  office,  a  quitclaim  deed  covering  the  lands  so 
acquired,  together  with  all  structures  erected  thereon ;  and  where 
such  lands  were  so  acquired  for  the  purpose  of  reinterment  of 
human  remains  exhumed  from  a  public  or  private  cemetery, 
burial  place  or  grave  which  shall  have  been  used  by  the  inhabit- 
ants of  any  town  in  this  state  as  a  cemetery  or  burial  ground  for 
the  space  of  fourteen  years  and  not  having  a  board  of  trustees 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  town  law,  the  board  shall  by 
proper  resolution  as  provided  by  this  article,  after  completion 
and  acceptance  thereof,  and  final  payment  for  all  work  as  by  this 
section  provided,  execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  the  board, 
and  without  expense  to  the  grantee  therefor,  a  quitclaim  deed  or 
other  proper  release  to  such  town  wherein  such  lands  so  acquired 
as  provided  by  this  section  may  be  situated,  and  such  cemetery 
or  burial  place  shall  from  and  after  the  execution  and  delivery 
thereof  be  deemed  to  be  vested  in  such  town,  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject in  the  same  manner  as  other  corporate  property  of  towns, 
to  the  government  and  direction  of  the  electors  in  town  meeting, 
excepting,  however,  that  where  such  lands  so  acquired  for  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  this  section  are  situated  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  a  viUage  or  city,  such  quitclaim  deed  oi  lease  herein 
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provided  for  shall  be  executed  and  delivered  to  such  village  or 
city  and  thereafter  be  and  become  the  property  of  such  village  or 
city  and  subject  to  the  laws  governing  such  village  or  city.  From 
and  after  the  date  of  the  execution  and  delivery  by  the  board,  as 
by  this  section  provided,  of  the  quitclaim  deed  or  release,  the 
board  shall  be  deemed  to  be  divested  of  all  right  and  title  to  said 
lands  so  quitclaimed  or  released  and  shall  not  thereafter  be  liable 
for  the  care,  custody,  maintenance  and  control  thereof.  This  sec- 
tion does  not  limit  any  existing  rights  of  burial,  or  removal  of 
remains  under  other  provisions  of  law  applicable  thereto. 

§  448.  Ueasure  flow  of  river.  The  board  shall  also  have  the 
right  to  establish  and  maintain  stream  gauges,  rain  gauges,  and 
may  make  such  surveys  and  examinations  of  rain  fall,  stream 
flow  and  flood  conditions,  and  of  other  scientific  and  engineering 
subjects  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  purposes  of  the 
district  and  shall  preserve  a  record  thereof. 

§  449.  Bules  and  regnlationB.  The  board  shall  have  power  to 
make  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  which  shall  be  effective 
when  approved  by  the  commission. 

PART  V. 

CONSTBUCTION  OF  RbSERVOTRS. 

§  450.  Preliminary  plans.  If  the  board  shall  determine  that 
as  a  part  of  the  official  plan  a  reservoir  should  be  constructed  for 
the  regulation  of  the' flow  of  the  river  or  rivers  of  the  district^ 
it  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  preliminary  plans  and  specifications 
of  such  reservoir  with  estimates  of  the  total  cost  thereof  together 
with  a  survey  of  the  lands  upon  which  the  same  is  to  be  con- 
structed, giving  the  location  thereof,  and  of  all  lands  to  be  taken, 
flowed  or  damaged,  with  a  description  by  survey  or  otherwise, 
showing  the  amount  of  lands  belonging  to  the  state  and  to  per- 
sons or  public  corporations  and  the  amount  of  lands  of  the  state 
in  the  forest  preserve  affected  thereby.  The  board  shall  also 
cause  a  map  to  be  made,  showing  all  such  lands,  the  number  of 
acres  in  each  separate  tract,  the  names  of  the  owners  and  occu- 
pants thereof,  so  far  as  the  board  can  ascertain  the  same.  Such 
maps  shall  also  show  the  high  flow  lines  of  the  proposed  reservoir 
It  shall  also  prepare  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  water  power,  if 
any,  which  consistent  with  the  proper  regulation  of  the  flow  of 
the  river  may  be  developed  at  or  by  reason  of  such  reservoir  by 
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the  withdrawal  of  water  for  power  purposes  directly  therefrom 
with  an  estimate  of  the  value  thereof.  The  board  shall  also  pre- 
pare a  statement  showing  the  public  corporations  and  persons, 
owners  of  real  estate  to  be  benefited  by  the  improvement  and  how 
and  whether  the  state  will  be  benefited  thereby  and  the  public 
necessity  for  the  improvement  and  showing  the  proportionate 
share  of  cost  which  should  be  borne  by  the  state,  by  public  corpo- 
rations, respectively,  and  by  persons  —  owners  of  real  estate  bene- 
fited collectively,  expressed  in  decimals.  In  the  event  that  any 
of  the  real  estate  required  for  such  reservoir  shall  belong  to  the 
state,  the  value  thereof  shall  be  determined  in  the  estimates,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  and  in  the  event  that  such  land  is  outside 
the  forest  preserve  and  the  state  is  chargeable  with  any  propor- 
tion of  the  expenses,  such  value  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount 
to  be  paid  by  it,  and  shall  be  chargeable  as  a  part  of  the  expenses 
of  the  improvement.  When  said  board  shall  have  completed  such 
preliminary  plans,  maps,  specifications,  estimates  and  statements, 
it  shall  certify  the  same  with  its  approval  thereof  to  the  commis- 
sion, which  shall  have  power  after  hearing  the  board,  to  modify 
such  maps,  plans,  specifications,  estimates  and  statements,  or 
any  of  them,  and  within  forty  days  after  the  receipt  thereof  shall 
approve  the  same  as  certified  to  or  modified  by  it,  and  shall  certify 
the  same  as  approved  by  it  to  the  board.  The  board  shall  there- 
upon cause  the  preliminary  plans,  maps,  specifications,  estimates 
and  statements  so  approved  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county 
derk  of  each  county  having  lands  within  said  district,  and  in  the 
office  of  the  state  engineer  and  of  the  commission. 

§  451.  Hearing.  Upon  the  completion  and  filing  of  such  pre- 
liminary plans,  maps,  specifications,  estimates  and  statements,  as 
aforesaid,  the  board  shall  forthwith  give  notice  by  publication  of 
the  filing  thereof,  and  of  the  time  when  and  place  where  it  will 
give  a  hearing  to  persons  and  public  corporations  interested 
therein,  which  hearing  shall  be  not  more  than  twenty  days  after 
such  publication.  At  such  hearing  any  person  or  public  corpora- 
tion interested,  or  any  state  officer,  may  appear  and  make  objec- 
tion to,  or  suggest  any  modification  in,  sudi  plans,  maps,  specifi- 
cations, estimates,  and  statements,  such  objections  or  suggestions 
to  be  in  writing  and  duly  verified.  Said  board  shall  have  power 
for  good  cause  to  adjourn  said  hearing  from  time  to  time  with- 
out republication.  Upon  the  completion  of  such  hearing  the  board 
shall  determine  whether  such  proposed  improvement  should  be 
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proceeded  with,  and  what,  if  any,  modifications  should  be  made  it 
such  plans,  maps,  specifications,  estimates  and  statements.  If 
said  board  shall  determine  that  said  maps  and  plans,  specifications, 
estimates  and  statements  should  be  modified  in  any  respect,  it 
shall  certify  its  proposed  modifications  to  the  commission,  which, 
after  hearing  the  board  shall  determine  what,  if  any,  modifica- 
tions should  be  made  therein,  and  as  modified  by  them  shall  ap- 
prove the  same  and  certify  the  same  with  their  approval  to  the 
board,  which  modified  plans,  maps,  specifications,  statements  and 
estimates  shall  be  filed  by  it  as  hereinbefore  provided  for  the 
filing  of  the  original  thereof.  If  said  board  shall  finally  deter- 
mine that  the  proposed  reservoir  shall  be  made,  it  shall  thereupon 
make  a  final  order  directing  the  same  to  be  made,  and  shall  cause 
such  final  order  or  certified  copies  thereof  to  be  filed  and  recorded 
in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  in  which  any  lands 
within  said  district  are  located,  and  in  the  offices  of  the  attorney- 
general,  state  engineer  and  the  commission,  and  forthwith  give 
notice  by  publication  of  the  making  and  filing  such  final  order. 

§  452.  Review  by  certiorari.  Any  person  or  public  corpora- 
tion affected  by  the  final  determination  of  the  board  may  review 
such  final  determination  by  certiorari,  upon  notice  to  the  attorney- 
general  of  the  state,  or  the  attorney-general  may  cause  the  same 
to  be  so  reviewed.  Unless  application  shall  be  made  for  a  writ 
of  certiorari  within  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  said  final  order, 
as  herein  provided,  the  said  plans,  maps,  specifications,  state- 
ments and  estimates  shall  be  the  established  and  final  plans,  maps, 
specifications,  statements  and  estimates  of  such  reservoir.  In  the 
event  that  upon  such  review  there  shall  be  any  modification  by 
the  court  of  said  final  order,  maps,  plans,  specifications,  state- 
ments and  estimates,  the  court  shall  direct  the  modification  thereof 
by  order,  and  the  board  shall  cause  such  order  to  be  filed  and  re- 
corded in  each  place  where  the  final  order  was  filed  and  recorded. 

No  review  of  the  final  determination  of  said  board,  shall  be  had 
unless  at  the  time  of  the  application  for  the  writ  of  certiorari  the 
person  or  public  corporation  seeking  the  review  shall  give  an 
undertaking  approved  by  the  supreme  court,  or  a  justice  thereof, 
as  to  form,  amount,  and  sufficiency  of  sureties  that  in  the  event  of 
failure  to  modify  said  final  determination,  he  or  it  will  pay  to  the 
board  all  such  costs  and  expenses  as  are  incurred  by  it  on  account 
of  the  certiorari  proceedings,  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  court. 

§  453.  Alterations  in  plans.     The  board  shall  have  power  tc»

make  such  minor  changes  in  the  said  final  map,  plans  and  order 
as  the  nature  of  the  work  may  require,  provided  that  such  changes 
shall  not  add  to  exceed  ten  per  centum  to  the  cost  of  executing 
the  plans  embraced  in  such  final  order;  and  provided  further, 
that  if  any  such  minor  changes  shall  add  more  than  ten  per  cen- 
tum to  the  cost  of  any  such  regulating  reservoir,  the  board  shall 
publish  such  fact  and  shall  give  a  hearing  thereon  as  in  the  first 
instance  with  special  reference  to  such  increased  cost  of  such 
reservoir. 

§  454.  Appropriation  for  state's  share  of  expense.  In  the 
event  that  in  any  such  plans,  estimates  and  statements,  a  charge 
is  made  against  the  state  for  any  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  pro- 
pt>3ed  reservoir,  not  including  therein  such  preliminary  expenses 
as  may  have  been  necessary,  no  such  reservoir  shall  be  made  under 
this  article  pursuant  to  any  such  final  order  until  the  legislature 
shall  make  appropriation  to  pay  the  state's  share  of  such  expenses. 
The  sum  so  appropriated  shall  be  paid  into  the  general  fund  of  tho 
river  regulating  district  for  which  it  is  appropriated. 

§  455.  Payment  for  real  estate.  When  any  such  final  order 
shall  have  been  made,  and  the  legislature  shall  have  made  appro- 
priation for  any  share  of  the  expense  payable  by  the  state,  if  any, 
the  board  shall  proceed  as  herein  provided  to  the  acquisition  of 
such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction,  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  such  reservoir. 

When  proceedings  are  taken  under  the  condemnation  law,  the 
board  shall  file  in  the  comptroller's  office  a  certified  copy  of  the 
final  order  provided  for  in  section  three  thousand  three  hundred 
seventy-one  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  and  a  certified  copy  of 
the  judgment  therein  rendered,  pursuant  to  section  three  thousand 
three  hundred  seventy-three  of  said  code,  together  with  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  attorney-general  that  no  appeal  from  such  final  order 
and  judgment  has  been  made,  or  will  be  taken  by  the  state,  or  if 
an  appeal  has  been  taken,  a  certified  copy  of  the  final  judgment 
of  the  appellate  court  Payments  of  the  amount  due  upon  such 
final  order  and  judgment  with  interest  from  the  date  of  the  judg- 
ment until  thirty  days  after  the  entry  of  such  final  order  and 
judgment,  and  payments  for  real  estate  taken  by  agreement,  shall 
be  made  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  district. 

§  456.  Contracts  for  work.  When  it  is  authorized  to  proceed 
with  such  work  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  board  shall  adver- 
tise for  bids  and  proposals  for  constructing  said  work  according 
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to  the  plans  and  specifications,  by  publishing  the  notice  stating 
the  time  when  and  place  where  such  bids  or  proposals  will  be 
received,  once  a  week  for  four  successive  weeks  in  two  newspapers 
published  in  the  city  of  New  York,  one  of  which  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  interests  of  engineering  and  contracting,  and  in  one 
newspaper  in  each  counly  wholly  or  partly  within  the  district 
The  advertisement  shall  be  limited  to  a  brief  description  of  the 
work  proposed  to  be  let  with  an  announcement  stating  where  the 
maps,  plans  and  specifications  are  on  exhibition  and  the  terms 
and  conditions  on  which  bids  will  be  received  and  such  other 
matters  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
articla    In  such  notice  the  board  shdl  reserve  the  right  to  reject 
any  or  all  bids  and  again  advertise  for  further  bids.     The  pro- 
posals received  pursuant  to  such  advertisements  shall  be  publicly 
opened  and  read  at  the  time  and  place  designated.     Every  pro- 
posal must  be  accompanied  by  a  deposit  in  the  form  of  a  certified 
check   upon   some    national    or    state   bank   or   trust    company 
within  the  state  in  good  credit  and  payable  to  the  board  for 
five  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  the  proposal.    In  case  the  pro- 
poser to  whom  such  contract  shall  be  awarded  shall  fail  or  refuse 
to  enter  into  such  contract  within  the  time  fixed  by  the  board,  said 
deposit  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  board  and  paid  by  it  into  and  >>e 
come  a  part  of  its  general  fund.    In  case  the  contract  be  made  such 
deposit  shall  be  returned  to  the  contractor.    Before  entering  into 
any  such  contract  a  bond  with  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved 
by  the  board  shall  be  required  conditioned  that  the  contractor  will 
perform  all  work  within  the  time  prescribed  in  and  in  accordance 
with  the  plans  and  specifications  and  will  pay  to  the  state,  the 
regulating  district  and  the  board  all  damages,  costs  and  expenses 
suffered  or  incurred  by  all  or  either  of  them  by  reason  of  the 
neglect  or  fault  of  such  contractor  or  his  employees  or  any  sub- 
contractor or  his  employees  in  the  performance  of  said  contract 
or  in  doing  such  work  thereunder.    Such  contract  may  provide  for 
partial  payments  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  upon  the  certificate 
of  the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  work  after  due  inspection  thereof 
for  an  amount  not  exceeding  ninety  per  centum  of  the  contract 
price  for  the  work  actually  done  as  shown  by  said  certificate.    Such 
certificate  must  state  the  amount  of  the  work  performed  and  its 
total  value,  at  the  price  fixed  by  said  contract,  but  in  all  cases 
not  less  than  ten  per  centum  of  the  estimate  thus  certified  must  be 
retained  until  the  contract  is  completed  and  approved  by  the 
engineer  in  charge  of  the  work  and  by  the  state  engineer. 
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The  board  may  divide  the  work  into  several  parts  and  let  sepa- 
rate contracts  therefor.  All  contracts  before  being  entered  into 
shall  be  approved  by  the  commission. 

No  reservoir  shall  be  constructed  until  provision  shall  have  been 
made  by  the  board  for  the  removal  from  the  reservoir  site  of  all 
timber  and  all  timber  growth  on  lands  within  the  high  flow  line 
thereof,  such  timber  and  timber  growth  to  be  removed  and  dis- 
posed of  by  the  board  by  contract  or  otherwise  and  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  thereof  shall  be  paid  into  the  general  fund  of  the  dis- 
trict The  board  shall  not  permit  to  remain  upon  a  reservoir  site 
above  the  low  flow  line  of  the  reservoir  any  stumps  which  shall 
extend  higher  than  four  inches  above  the  bed  of  the  reservoir 
adjacent  thereto.  In  the  preparation  of  the  reservoir  site  the  board 
shall  do  such  work  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  stagnant  pools 
above  the  low  flow  line  thereof. 

PAKT  VI. 

Assessments. 

§  458.  Apportionment  of  benefits.  As  soon  as  the  total  cost  of 
such  reservoir,  including  compensation  for  real  estate  and  all 
damages  suffered  by  reason  thereof,  and  all  expenses  necessarily 
incurred  or  to  be  incurred  in  connection  therewith,  less  the  amount 
thereof  chargeable  to  the  state,  can  be  estimated,  the  board  shall 
make  a  complete  and  verified  statement  thereof.  It  shall  appor- 
tion such  cost  between  the  public  corporations  and  owners  of  real 
estate  benefited  as  according  to  their  judgment  they  may  be  respec- 
tively benefited  by  said  improvement.  Such  apportionment  shall 
be  made  in  writing,  and  shall  specify  the  proportion  thereof  to  be 
paid  by  each  public  corporation  for  the  public  benefits,  if  any, 
which  each  as  a  whole  will  receive  therefrom,  and  it  shall  specify 
the  proportion  thereof  to  be  paid  by  each  owner  of  real  estate  for 
benefits  thereto.  The  board  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared, 
a  list  showing  each  parcel  of  real  estate  benefited,  together  with  the 
name  of  the  owner  thereof,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained. 
The  board  or  some  member  or  members  thereof  shall  view  the  prem- 
ises and  determine  the  proportion  of  benefit  received  by  each  par- 
cel. The  board  shall  thereupon  cause  to  be  prepared  a  statement  of 
their  determination,  showing  the  parcels  benefited,  with  the  propor- 
tion of  benefit  received  by  each.  The  board  shall  express  such  pro- 
portions of  benefits  in  decimals,  and  shall  determine  whether  the 
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assessments  made  in  accordance  with  the  same  shall  be  paid  by 
public  corporations  or  persons  in  one  assessment  or  in  annual 
assessments  not  exceeding  fifty  in  all.  Such  apportionment  and 
detennination  shall  be  presented  to  the  commission  for  its  ap- 
proval. Upon  the  completion  of  such  apportionment  and  deter- 
mination and  the  approval  thereof,  the  board  shall  cause  a  copy 
thereof  to  be  served  upon  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  each  county,  the  mayor  of  each  city,  the  supervisor  of  each 
town,  the  president  of  each  village,  named  in  said  apportionment, 
or  if  service  cannot  be  had  upon  such  chairman,  mayor,  super- 
visor or  president,  then  upon  a  supervisor  of  the  county,  an  alder- 
man of  the  city,  a  member  of  the  town  board  of  the  town,  or  a 
trustee  of  the  village,  by  delivering  the  same  openly  to  one  of  the 
members  thereof  while  in  session.  Such  apportionment  and  do- 
termination  shall  be  so  served  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  hear- 
ing hereinafter  provided  for.  A  copy  thereof  shall  also  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  wholly  or  partly 
within  the  district  and  notice  of  such  filing  and  that  such  appor- 
tionment may  be  there  inspected  and  of  a  time  when  and  place 
where  such  board  will  meet  to  hear  any  public  corporation  or  per- 
son interested  or  aggrieved  thereby  shall  be  given  by  publication. 
The  affidavit  of  the  person  serving  or  publishing  such  notice  shall 
be  evidence  of  such  service  or  publication.  The  board  shall  meet 
at  the  time  and  place  specified  and  hear  all  persons  and  public 
corporations  interested  in  or  aggrieved  by  such  apportionment. 
After  such  hearing,  the  board  may  with  the  approval  of  the  com- 
mission modify  or  alter  such  apportionment,  in  which  case  it  shall 
serve  and  file  a  copy  of  such  modified  apportionment  as  in  this 
section  provided  with  reference  to  serving  and  filing  the  original 
apportionment.  Any  public  corporation  or  any  person  deeming 
it  or  himself  aggrieved  may  upon  notice  to  the  attorney-general 
review  the  determination  of  the  board  in  the  same  manner  as  a 
review  is  had  of  the  determination  of  a  board  of  assessors  in  mak- 
ing an  assessment.  Such  apportionment  as  so  modified  and  as 
further  modified  by  any  final  judgment  or  order  made  in  proceed- 
ings to  review  the  same  as  herein  provided  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive and  the  amount  of  the  total  cost  and  expense  of  such 
reservoir  and  the  maintenance  and  operation  thereof  including  the 
amount  of  a  reasonable  return  to  the  state  as  herein  provided  for, 
which  each  said  public  corporation  and  each  said  parcel  of  real 
estate  is  to  pay  and  bear  shall  be  based  upon  the  proportion  of 
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benefit  inuring  to  them  respectively  as  specified  in  said  apportion- 
ment 

§  459.  Assessments;  how  levied  and  colleoted.  The  board  shall 
then  make  a  final  statement  of  the  cost  and  the  expense  of  such 
improvement)  and  of  the  apportionment  thereof,  and  file  the  same 
as  hereinafter  provided.  It  shall  state  the  total  amount  of  said 
cost  and  expenses,  and  the  public  corporations  benefited  thereby, 
together  with  the  proportion  of  benefit  received  by  each  thereof, 
expressed  in  decimals.  It  shall  also  contain  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  such  cost  and  expense  which  is  to  be  paid  by  the  real 
estate  benefited,  with  a  description  of  each  parcel  of  real  estate, 
the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners  so  far  as  known,  the  city,  town 
or  village  where  situated,  and  the  proportion  of  benefits  received 
by  each  expressed  in  decimals.  It  shall  also  contain  a  statement 
whether  the  amount  so  assessed  upon  public  corporations  or  real 
estate  is  to  be  paid  in  one  sum  or  annual  installments  as  herein- 
before provided,  and  the  amount  of  each  annual  installment  in 
case  the  same  is  to  be  so  paid.  A  copy  of  such  statement  duly 
verified  under  the  seal  of  the  board  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  each  county,  town,  village  or  city,  containing  any  real  estate 
therein  situated,  to  be  benefited.  The  clerk  of  each  such  county, 
city,  town  or  village  shall  make  and  deliver  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  such  county,  the  common  council  of  such  city,  the  board 
of  trustees  of  such  village,  and  the  assessors  of  such  town,  city  or 
village,  a  copy  of  such  statement  The  board  of  supervisors  of 
each  such  county  shall  levy  and  assess  upon  such  county  and  upon 
each  town  specified  in  such  statement  the  amount  of  such  cost  and 
expense  which  in  such  statement  is  certified  to  be  the  proportion 
thereof  which  should  be  borne  by  such  county  or  such  town  as  a 
whole,  and  the  common  council  of  each  city  and  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  village  shall  in  like  manner  levy  and  assess  upon 
such  city  and  village  respectively  the  amount  of  such  cost  and 
expense  which  in  such  statement  is  certified  to  be  the  proportion 
thereof  which  should  be  borne  by  each  of  such  city  and  village 
respectively.  The  assessors  of  each  town,  city  or  village,  contain- 
ing individual  real  estate  upon  which  a  portion  of  such  cost  is 
assessed  shall  enter  on  a  separate  page  of  their  asseesment^roll  a 
statement  of  the  total  amount  to  be  paid  by  such  individual  real 
estate,  a  description  of  each  parcel  and  of  the  property  rights 
defined  as  real  estate  herein  and  the  proportion  of  benefit  received, 
expressed  in  decimals,  as  contained  in  the  statement  filed.  And 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  wherein  such  property 
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or  land  is  situated  shall  levy  and  assess  against  each  such  parcel 
and  each  such  property  right  defined  as  real  estate  herein  so  much 
of  the  amount  to  be  raised  as  shall  correspond  with  the  amount  of 
benefit  received,  determined  by  the  decimal  set  down  after  the 
description  thereof  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  shall  by  their 
warrant  direct  the  collection  thereof  in  the  same  manner  and  by 
the  same  procedure  as  general  taxes  are  collected,  except  that  no 
personal  property  of  the  owner  of  the  parcel  shall  be  seized  or 
sold  to  pay  the  taxes  and  the  particular  tax  assessed  on  account 
of  such  improvement  shall  be  satisfied  only  by  a  sale  and  convey- 
ance of.  the  parcel  benefited,  and  in  case  it  is  determined  that  the 
amount  is  to  be  paid  in  annual  installments,  the  board  of  super- 
visors or  the  assessors  of  the  city,  town  or  village,  as  the  case  may 
be,  shall  annually  assess  the  annual  installment  to  be  paid  by  such 
county,  city,  town  or  village  or  person  in  the  manner  provided  by 
this  section  until  the  whole  amount  shall  be  paid.  Upon  the  assess- 
ment of  the  benefits  as  provided  in  this  section,  the  amounts  appor- 
tioned and  assessed  shall  be  and  remain  charges  against  the  several 
public  corporations  and  liens  upon  the  several  properties  charged 
therewith,  until  paid  or  otherwise  removed,  superior  in  force  and 
effect  to  all  other  liens  except  unpaid  general  taxes.  All  moneys 
collected  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  benefited  or 
the  county  in  which  the  town,  city,  village  or  real  estate  is  located, 
who  shall  pay  the  same  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each 
year  to  the  comptroller  of  the  state,  who  shall  deposit  the  same 
in  depository  banks  to  the  credit  of  the  several  funds  of  such 
district  as  herein  provided.  In  the  event  that  it  has  been  deter- 
mined that  amounts  to  be  paid  shall  be  paid  in  installments,  the 
balance  of  the  assessment  unpaid  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of 
five  per  centum  per  annum;  such  interest  shall  be  added  to  the 
amount  of  each  installment  as  it  falls  due  and  be  collected  in  the 
manner  provided  for  the  collection  of  the  principal  of  the  assess- 
ment. In  case  of  default  in  payment  of  assessments  or  any 
installment  thereof  levied  as  herein  provided,  the  same  penalties 
shall  be  collected  as  are  provided  in  the  case  of  failure  to  pay 
general  taxes  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law. 

§  460.  Operation  and  maintenance  charges.  The  board  shall 
make  an  estimate  of  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  expense  of 
the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  works  erected  hereunder, 
together  with  the  amount  of  a  reasonable  return  to  the  state  upon 
the  value  of  its  rights  and  property  used  and  services  of  the  state 
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rendered,  which  amount  shall  be  the  estimated  amount  required 
for  such  purposes  each  year,  and  when  fixed  and  determined  as 
herein  provided  shall  be  the  amount  thereof  for  a  period  of  ten 
years.  Said  amount  shall  be  readjustable  at  the  end  of  any  ten- 
year  term.  The  board  shall  certify  its  determination  in  this  regard 
to  the  commission,  and  upon  the  approval  thereof  by  the  latter, 
such  amount  less  any  part  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  state  shall 
be  the  amount  to  be  annually  collected  for  such  purposes,  shall  be 
apportioned  upon  the  public  corporations  and  real  estate  benefited 
according  to  the  benefits  derived  therefrom  respectively,  and  be 
levied,  assessed  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  cost  and 
expenses  of  the  reservoir  are  herein  provided  to  be  levied,  assessed 
and  collected. 

§  461.  lands  exempt  and  later  liable  to  assessment.  If  any 
lands  in  any  district  organized  under  this  article  are  not  liable 
for  assessment  at  the  time  of  the  creation  of  the  reservoir,  but 
afterwards  during  the  period  when  such  reservoir  is  being  paid  for 
become  liable  to  assessment  by  reason  of  some  change  in  condition 
or  ownership,  the  benefits  to  such  real  estate  shall  thereupon  be 
apportioned  and  the  amount  thereof  assessed  as  other  real  estate 
in  said  district  receiving  equal  benefits,  and  such  added  assess- 
ments shall  be  levied  and  collected  as  other  assessments  and  paid 
into  the  funds  of  the  district  for  the  uses  thereof. 

§  462.  Subsequent  assessments.  In  case  any  real  estate  within 
the  district  is  benefited,  which  for  any  reason  was  not  assessed,  or 
in  case  any  public  corporation  or  real  estate  of  any  person  shall 
receive  benefits  from  the  improvement  in  any  district  organized 
under  this  article  to  a  degree  not  considered  in  the  original  appor- 
tionment of  benefits  the  board  shall  make  a  reapportionment  of 
such  benefits,  or  in  case  the  board  find  it  necessary  subsequent  to 
the  time  when  the  first  assessments  are  made  to  take  or  damage 
any  additional  property,  the  board  shall  levy  and  assess  the  ex- 
pense thereof.  Proceedings  outlined  in  this  article  for  apportion- 
ment of  benefits  and  levy,  assessment  and  collection  of  the  cost  and 
expenses  of  the  improvement,  shall  in  all  matters  be  conformed 
with,  or  the  board  may  at  its  discretion  make  any  suitable  settle- 
ment for  such  benefit,  damage  or  property  taken. 

§  463.  Error  in  names.  No  error  in  the  names  of  the  owners 
of  real  estate,  or  in  the  descriptions  thereof,  shall  invalidate  said 
apportionment  or  the  levying  of  assessments  or  taxes  based  there- 
on if  sufiicient  description  is  given  to  identify  such  real  estate^ 
and  the  owners  thereof.

FiNANCINa. 

§  464.  Bonds.  The  board  may  from  time  to  time  issue  bonds 
to  pay  the  cost  of  improvements  made  by  it  under  this  article. 
Iso  issue  of  bonds  shall  exceed  the  aggregate  assessment  upon 
public  corporations  and  real  estate  benefited  made  for  the  improve- 
ment on  which  such  issue  of  bonds  is  made.  The  total  amount 
of  the  indebtedness  incurred  under  this  article,  or  of  the 
bonds  issued  as  provided  in  this  section,  shall  not  exceed  ten  per 
centum  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  estate  benefited  by 
the  improvement  herein  authorized  and  assessed  after  the  con- 
struction thereof.  Such  bonds  shall  show  upon  their  face  that  the 
payment  thereof  is  secured  by  an  assessment  for  an  improvement 
as  provided  in  this  article  and  the  proceeds  of  the  assessment  for 
the  improvement  for  which  such  bonds  are  issued  together  with 
all  revenues  derived  from  any  leases  of  water  or  water  power  made 
as  herein  provided  are  pledged  for  the  pajinent  of  such  bonds. 
Such  bonds  shall  not  be  construed  in  any  event  as  bonds  or  in- 
debtedness of  the  state,  and  the  state  shall  not  be  obligated  to  pay 
the  principal  or  interest  therefor.  They  shall  bear  interest  not 
exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum  payable  semi-annually. 
Such  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  amounts  to  be  fixed  as  herein  pro- 
vided. They  shall  become  due  and  payable  in  not  exceeding  fifty 
years  from  the  date  of  issue,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 
Before  issue  such  bonds  must  be  approved  as  to  amount,  term 
and  form  by  the  conmiission,  and  each  bond  shall  be  counter- 
signed by  the  comptroller.  They  shall  be  signed  by  the  president 
of  the  board,  attested  by  its  secretary,  and  have  the  seal  of  the 
regulating  district  affixed  thereto.  They  shall  be  sold  at  not  less 
than  par  and  accrued  interest.  The  comptroller  is  hereby  charged 
with  the  duty  of  selling  such  bonds  to  the  highest  bidder  after 
advertisement  for  a  period  of  twenty  consecutive  days,  Sunday 
excepted,  in  at  least  two  daily  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  one  in  the  city  of  Albany  and  two  within  the  dis- 
trict. Advertisements  shall  contain  a  provision  to  the  effect  that 
the  comptroller  in  his  discretion  may  reject  any  or  all  bids  made 
in  pursuance  of  such  advertisement  and  in  the  event  of  such  re- 
jection the  comptroller  is  authorized  to  readvertise  for  bids  in 
the  form  and  manner  above  described  as  many  times  as  in  hiB 
judgment  may  be  necessary  to  effect  a  sale.  Said  bonds  shall  be 
lawful  investments  for  trustees  and  savings  banks  of  the  state 
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and  for  any  of  the  funds  of  the  state  which  by  law  may  be  in- 
vested. 

§  466.  Funds  of  the  board.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  provision  of  this  article,  together 
with  all  other  revenues  of  tie  board  from  whatever  source 
derived,  shall  be  deposited  in  such  national  or  state  banks  or 
trust  companies  at  Albany  or  within  the  regulating  district  as 
are  approved  by  the  comptroller  and  the  board,  but  before  any 
such  deposit  is  made  the  comptroller  shall  require  from  such 
bank  or  trust  company  a  bond  as  security  for  repayment  of 
the  same  to  be  approved  by  him  as  to  form,  conditions  and  suffi- 
ciency of  sureties,  which  shall  provide  for  the  repayment  to  such 
board  or  the  comptroller  upon  demand  for  the  moneys  so  de- 
posited. All  moneys  received  by  the  board  under  the  provisions 
of  this  article  from  the  state,  from  the  sale  of  bonds  and  from 
assessments  levied  to  pay  the  expenses  of  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion and  for  a  reasonable  return  to  the  state,  and  from  all  other 
sources,  except  from  assessments  levied  to  pay  the  cost  of  con- 
struction, shall  constitute  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  ^^  general 
fund  "  of  the  district. 

All  moneys  received  from  assessments  levied  to  pay  the 
cost  of  construction,  together  with  such  part  of  any  surplus  in 
the  "  general  fund "  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  board 
and  the  commission  over  and  above  the  requirements  for  the 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  reservoir,  in- 
cluding the  amount  raised  for  a  reasonable  return  to  the 
state,  shall  constitute  a  separate  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
"bond  fund"  and  the  same  are  hereby  pledged  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  bonds  to  be  issued  as  in  this  article  provided 
and  the  interest  thereon.  The  comptroller  is  authorized  and 
directed  to  pay  therefrom  the  principal  and  interest  of  said 
bonds  as  same  mature  and  become  payable  by  the  terms  thereof. 
In  case  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  bonds  exceed  the  total  amount 
of  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  improvement  payable  by  install- 
ments or  in  case  there  are  funds  derived  from  assessments  or 
otherwise  in  excess  of  such  total,  such  excess  and  all  moneys  in 
said  bond  fund  shall  be  applied  by  the  comptroller  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  and  to  the  pur- 
chase of  the  same  in  the  open  market  when  possible  and  while 
awaiting  such  purchase  such  excess  shall  be  invested  or  kept  at 
interest  as  sinking  funds  of  the  state  of  like  nature  are  invested. 
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All  payments  from  the  general  fund  of  the  district  shall  be 
made  by  requisition  of  the  board  signed  by  the  board  or  by  the 
officer  or  officers  thereof  authorized  by  it  so  to  do  and  counter- 
signed by  the  comptroller. 

§  466.  Temporary  financing.  To  temporarily  provide  for  the 
expenditures  which  must  necessarily  be  made  before  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  bonds  herein  authorized  become  available^  the  board 
is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness,  bearing 
interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum  which  may  be 
used  only  for  the  payment  of  liabilities  incurred  under  this 
article  in  anticipation  of  the  sale  of  the  bonds  therefor.

3.  A  statement  of  the  several  petitions  received  by  the  board 
and  the  action  taken  thereon. 

4.  A  descriptive  statement  of  the  work  done  during  the  pre- 
vious year. 

6.  A  statement  of  the  condition  of  reservoirs  and  the  results 
secured  by  the  operation  thereof  in  each  case. 

In  addition  to  the  details  outlined  above  the  board  shall  report 
to  the  commission  such  other  matters  as  it  shall  deem  proper  or 
the  commission  shall  require. 
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§  468,  Automatic  control.  When  any  reservoir  constructed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  article  has  been  filled  with  water,  and 
the  waters  therein  shall  rise  above  the  high  flow  line  previously 
fixed  they  shall  be  immediately  lowered  to  such  elevation  as  will 
confine  such  waters  within  the  permitted  area.  At  the  controlling 
works,  dam,  spillway  or  other  suitable  point  or  points  in  each 
reservoir,  there  shall  be  fixed  at  least  two  independent  gauges,  so 
placed  and  arranged  as  to  permit  the  person  or  persons  responsible 
for  control  of  water  levels  in  such  reservoir  at  all  times  to  accu- 
rately determine  the  weight  of  water  therein ;  and,  so  far  as  practi- 
cable, one  of  said  gauges  shall  be  fitted  with  an  automatic  con- 
tinuously recording  device  which  shall  show  the  height  of  the 
water  in  such  reservoir,  said  apparatus  to  be  so  arranged  that  the 
water  level  for  any  given  hour  may  be  recorded  thereby,  and,  ex- 
cept for  absolutely  necessary  inspection  or  repairs,  no  reservoir 
shall  at  any  time  be  drawn  off  below  the  minimum  fiow  line,  or  to 
such  extent  as  to  expose  isolated  pools,  unless  due  provision  is 
made  for  draining  said  pools  into  lowest  water  level  of  such  reser- 
voir. Any  neglect  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  by  any  officer 
or  person  in  charge  of  any  reservoir  shall  be  a  misdemeanor  and 
shall  be  punishable  as  such. 

§  469.  Interference  with  reservoir  a  misdemeanor.  Any  per- 
son who  shall  open  or  close  or  cause  to  be  opened  or  closed  a  gate 
or  gates  in  any  dam  constructed  pursuant  to  the  provision  of  this 
article  without  the  consent  of  the  board  or  who  shall  in  any  way 
interfere  with  the  operation  of,  or  injure  a  regulating  reservoir, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  470.  Flow  of  river.  When  the  flow  of  a  river  at  any  water 
power-plant  thereon  falls  below  the  average  normal  flow  thereof, 
the  then  natural  flow  of  the  river  at  a  reservoir  dam  thereon  shall 
not  be  restricted  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  such  power- 
plant. 

§  471.  Maximum  size  of  reservoir.  No  regulating  reservoir 
shall  be  constructed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  article  of 
a  capacity  greater  than  is  required  to  maintain  the  average  flow. 

§  472.  Expense  of  maintenance  and  operation  of  existing  reser- 
voirs. The  expense  of  maintenance  and  operation  of  any  exist- 
ing reservoirs  shall  be  paid  as  now  provided  by  law  until  such 
reservoirs  are  taken  over  by  the  board  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  article,  and  thereafter  such  expense  shall  be  paid  as  herein 
provided  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  reservoirs  con- 
structed pursuant  to  this  artiVlo. 
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§  2.  Eenumbcring  sections  of  article  seven.  Sections  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty  to  four  hundred  and  sixty-seven  of  article  seven  of 
this  chapter  are  hereby  renumbered  respectively  and  consecutively 
as  four  hundred  and  six  to  four  hundred  and  twenty-three  thereof.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

di.«r*  Section  1.  Sections  seventy,  seventy-one  and  seventy-three  of 

H  TO,  Ti,  chapter  forty-nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  en- 
titled "An  act  in  relation  to  the  public  health,  constituting  chapter 
forty-five  of  the  consolidated  laws/'  as  amended  by  chapter  six 
hundred  and  ninety-five  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  70.  Eules  and  regulations  of  department.  The  state  depart- 
ment of  health  may  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  protection 
from  contamination  of  any  or  all  public  supplies  of  potable  waters 
and  their  sources  within  the  state,  and  the  commissioner  of  water 
supply,  gas  and  electricity  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  the  board 
of  water  supply  of  the  city  of  New  Yory  may  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  state  department  of 
health  for  the  protection  from  contamination  of  any  or  all  public 
supplies  of  potable  waters  and  their  sources  within  Uie  state  where 
the  same  constitute  a  part  of  the  source  of  the  public  water  supply 
of  said  city.    If  any  such  rule  or  regulation  relates  to  a  temporary 
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source  or  act  of  contamination,  any  person  violating  such  rule  or 
regulation  shall  be  liable  to  prosecution  for  misdemeanor  for  every 
such  violation,  and  on  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
one  year,  or  both.  If  any  such  rule  or  regulation  relates  to  a 
permanent  source  or  act  of  contamination,  said  department  may 
impose  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof  or  the  noncompliance 
therewith,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  viola- 
tion or  noncompliance.  Every  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  be 
published  at  least  once  in  each  week  for  six  consecutive  weeks,  in 
at  least  one  newspaper  of  the  county  where  the  waters  to  which  it 
relates  are  located.  The  cost  of  sudi  publication  shall  be  paid  by 
the  corporation  or  municipality  benefited  by  the  protection  of  the 
water  supply,  to  which  the  rule  or  r^ulation  published  relates. 
The  aflBdavit  of  the  printer,  publisher  or  proprietor  of  the  news- 
paper in  which  such  rule  or  regulation  is  published  may  be  filed 
with  the  rule  or  regulation  published,  in  the  county  clerk's  o£Bce 
of  such  county,  and  such  affidavit  and  rule  and  regulation  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  of  such  publication,  and  of  all  the  facts  therein 
stated  in  all  courts  and  places. 

§  71.  Inspection  of  water.  The  officer  or  board  having  by  law 
the  management  and  control  of  the  potable  water  supply  of  any 
municipality,  and  in  the  city  of  New  York,  the  commissioner  of 
water  supply,  gaa  and  electricity,  and  the  board  of  water  supply 
of  the  city  of  New  York,*  or  the  corporation  furnishing  such  sup- 
ply, may  make  such  inspection  of  the  sources  of  such  water  supply 
as  such  officer,  board  or  corporation  deems  advisable  and  to  ascer- 
tain whether  the  rules  or  regulations  of  the  state  department  and 
of  the  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  of  the 
city  of  New  York,  and  of  the  board  of  water  supply  of  the  city 
of  New  York,*  are  complied  with,  and  shall  make  such  regular  or 
special  inspections  as  the  state  commissioner  of  health,  or  the  com- 
missioner of  the  department  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  of 
the  city  of  New  York,  or  the  board  of  water  supply  of  the  city 
of  New  York,'  may  prescribe.

rule  or  regulation.  If  the  local  board  fails  to  enforce  such  order 
within  ten  days  after  its  receipt,  the  corporation  furnishing  such 
water  supply  or  the  municipality  deriving  its  water  supply  from 
the  waters  to  which  such  rule  or  regulation  relates,  or  the  state 
commissioner  of  health  or  the  local  board  of  health  of  the  munici- 
pality wherein  the  water  supply  protected  by  these  rules  is 
used,  or  any  person  interested  in  the  protection  of  the  purity  of 
the  water  supply,  may  maintain  an  action  in  a  court  of  record 
which  shall  be  tried  in  the  county  where  the  cause  of  action  arose 
against  such  person,  for  the  recovery  of  the  penalties  incurred 
by  such  violation,  and  for  an  injunction  restraining  him  from  the 
continued  violation  of  such  rule  or  regulation.  If  the  person 
served  does  not  comply  within  five  days  with  the  rule  or  regula- 
tion violated,  in  case  such  rule  or  regulation  relates  to  a  temporary 
or  permanent  source  or  act  of  contamination  affecting  the  potable 
water  supply  of  the  city  of  New  York,  the  commissioner  of  water 
supply,  gas  and  electricity  of  said  city,  or  the  board  of  water  sup- 
ply of  the  city  of  New  York,'  may  summarily  enforce  compliance 
with  such  rule  or  regulation,  and  may  summarily  abate  or  remove 
the  cause  of  the  violation  of  such  rule  or  regulation  or  the  nuisance 
so  created,  and  to  that  end  may  employ  such  force  as  may  be  neces- 
sary and  proper;  provided,  however,  that  no  building  or  improve- 
ments shall  be  removed,  disturbed  or  destroyed  by  the  said  com- 
missioner of  water  supply,  or  the  said  board  of  water  supply* 
until  he  or  they^  shall  cause  measurements  to  be  made  of  the  build- 
ings and  photc^aphs  of  the  exterior  views  thereof,  which  measure- 
ments and  photographs  shall  be  at  the  disposition  thereafter  of 
the  owners  or  their  attorneys,  and  failure  to  exercise  such  right

whether  incorporated  or  unincorporated,  or  the  execution  of  which 
will  require  the  providing  of  some  public  means  of  removal  or 
purification  of  sewage,  the  municipality  or  corporation  owning 
the  water  works  benefited  thereby  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  con- 
struct and  maintain  such  system  of  sewage,  or  change  thereof,  and 
provide  and  maintain  such  means  of  removal  and  purification  of 
sewage  and  such  works  or  means  of  sewage  disposal  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  state  department  of  health,  and  for  that  purpose 
said  municipality  or  corporation  may  acquire,  under  the  general 
condemnation  law,  the  necessary  real  estate  or  interest  therein 
whether  now  used  for  public  or  private  purposes.  When  the  exe- 
cution of  any  such  r^ulations  of  the  state  department  of  health, 
or  the  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  of  the 
city  of  New  York  or  the  board  of  water  supply  of  the  city  of  New 
York,®  will  occasion  or  require  the  removal  of  any  building  or 
buildings,  the  municipality  or  corporation  owning  the  water  works 
benefited  thereby  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  remove  such  buildings 
and  pay  to  the  owner  thereof  all  damages  occasioned  by  such  re- 
moval. When  the  execution  of  any  such  regulation  will  in- 
juriously affect  any  property  the  municipality  or  corporation 
owning  the  water  works  benefited  thereby  shall  make  just  and 
adequate  compensation  for  the  property  so  taken  or  injured  and 
for  all  injuries  caused  to  the  Intimate  use  or  operation  of  such 
property.     Until  such  construction  or  change  of  such  system  or 
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systems  of  sewerage,  and  the  providing  of  such  means  of  removal 
or  purification  of  sewage,  and  until  such  works  or  means  of  sewage 
disposal  and  the  removal  of  any  building  are  so  made  by  the 
municipality  or  corporation  owning  the  water  works  to  be  bene- 
fited thereby  at  its  own  expense,  and  until,  except  in  the  case  of  a 
municipality,  the  corporation  owning  the  water  works  benefited 
shall  make  just  and  adequate  payment  for  all  injuries  to  property 
and  for  all  injuries  caused  to  the  legitimate  use  or  operation  of 
such  property,  there  shall  be  no  action  or  proceeding  taken  by  any 
such  municipality,  officer,  board,  person  or  corporation  against 
any  person  or  corporation  for  the  violation  of  any  regulation  of 
the  state  department  of  health  under  this  article,  and  no  person 
or  corporation  shall  be  considered  to  have  violated  or  refused  to 
obey  any  such  rule  or  regulation.    The  owner  of  any  building  the 
removal  of  which  is  occasioned  or  required,  or  which  has  been 
removed  by  any  rule  or  regulation  of  the  state  department  of 
health,  or  the  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  of 
the  city  of  New  York,  or  the  board  of  water  supply  of  the  city  of 
New  York,®  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  and  all  per- 
sons whose  rights  of  property  are  injuriously  affected  by  the  en- 
forcement of  any  such  rule  or  regulation,  shall  have  a  cause  of 
action  against  the  municipality  or  corporation  owning  the  water 
works  benefited  by  the  enforcement  of  such  rule  or  regulation,  for 
all  damages  occasioned  or  sustained  by  such  removal  or  enforce- 
ment, including  all  injuries  caused  to  the  Intimate  use  or  opera- 
tion of  such  property,  and  an  action  therefor  may  be  brought 
against  such  municipality  or  corporation  in  any  court  of  record  in 
the  county  in  which  the  premises  or  property  affected  is  situated 
and  shall  be  tried  thereon ;  or  such  damage  may  be  determined  by 
a  special  proceeding  in  the  supreme  court  or  the  county  court  of 
the  county  in  which  the  property  is  situated.     Such  special  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  commenced  by  petition  and  notice  to  be  served 
by  such  owner  upon  the  municipality  or  corporation  in  the  same 
manner  as  for  the  commencement  of  condemnation  proceeding. 
Such  municipality  or  corporation  may  make  and  serve  an  answer 
to  such  petition  as  in  condemnation  proceedings.    The  petition  and 
answer  shall  set  forth  the  claims  of  the  res{fective  parties,  and  the 
provisions  of  the  condenmation  law  shall  be  applicable  to  the  sub- 
sequent proceedings  upon  the  petition  and  answer,  if  any.    Either 
party  may,  before  the  service  of  the  petition  or  answer  respeo- 
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tively,  offer  to  take  or  pay  a  certain  aimi,  and  no  costs  shall  be  - 
awarded  against  either  party  unless  the  judgment  is  more  un- 
favorable to  him  than  his  offer.    Provided,  however,  that  in  the 
case  of  a  summary  abatement  by  a  municipality  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  no  costs  shall  be  awarded  against  tiie  owner  of  the  prop- 
erty damaged,  and  the  commissioners  of  appraisal  in  their  report 
shall  recommend  such  additional  sum  as  may  in  their  judgment 
be  reasonable  as  compensation  for  witnesses  and  other  necessary 
expenses  of  claimant    Such  municipality  shall,  within  three  cal- 
endar months  after  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  appraisal,  pay  to  the  respective  owners  and  bodies 
politic  or  corporate,  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  said  report,  in 
whose  favor  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  shall  be  estimated  and 
reported  by  said  commissioners,  the  respective  sum  or  sums  so 
estimated  and  reported  in  their  favor  respectively,  with  lawful 
interest  thereon.     And  in  case  of  n^lect  or  default  in  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same  within  the  time  aforesaid,  the  respective  person 
or  persons  or  bodies  politic  or  corporate  in  whose  favor  the  same 
shall  be  so  reported,  his,  her,  or  their  executors,  administrators  or 
successors,  at  any  time  or  times,  after  application  first  made  by

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  seven  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate 
the  International  Bridge  Company,"  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
thereto  a  new  section  after  section  fifteen,  to  be  known  as  section 
fif teen-a,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

§  15-a.  A  roadway  for  vehicles  and  a  pathway  for  pedestrians 
shall  be  constructed  upon  the  draw  across  Black  Kock  harbor 
giving  a  passageway  over  said  draw  between  Squaw  Island  and 
the  mainland  of  New  York  state,  such  roadway  and  footpath  to 
be  completed  and  ready  for  use  by  January  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  sixteen,  and  in  case  of  the  failure  of  said  corporation  or  its 
successor  in  interest  so  to  complete  the  same  on  or  before  said  date, 
said  corporation  or  its  successor  in  interest  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  fifty  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  that  it  shall  be  in 
default.

pants, ten  cents;  for  every  automobile,  except  as  hereinafter  ex- 
pressly provided,  and  occupants,  ten  cents;  for  loaded  wagons 
and  loaded  automobile  trucks  for  commercial  purposes,  two  cents 
for  each  ton  of  material  carried,  and  no  charge  for  empty  wagons 
or  automobile  trucks  used  for  conamercial  purposes,  or  for  the 
drivers  thereof.

or  for  any  department  under  the  state  government,  or  in  connection 
with  the  prosecution  of  any  object  or  purpose,  which  does  not  in 
express  terms  include  the  purchase  of  an  automobile  or  auto- 
mobiles shall  not  be  held  to  authorize  the  comptroller  to  audit  any 
such  claim  or  account  or  draw  a  warrant  for  the  payment  thereof.

property^  constituting  chapter  fifty  of  the  consolidated  laws/'  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  61.  Accnmulations.  All  directions  for  the  accumulation  of 
the  rents  and  profits  of  real  property,  except  such  as  are  allowed 
by  statute,  shall  be  void.  An  accumulation  of  rents  and  profits 
of  real  property,  for  the  benefit  of  one  or  more  persons  may  bo 

s  Following  sentence  new. 
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directed  by  any  will  or  deed  sufficient  to  pass  real  property,  as 
follows : 

1.  If  such  accumulation  be  directed  to  commence  on  the  crea- 
tion of  the  estate  out  of  which  the  rents  and  profits  are  to  arise, 
it  must  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  one  or  more  minors  then  in 
being,  and  terminate  at  or  before  the  expiration  of  their  minority. 

2.  If  such  accumulation  be  directed  to  commence  at  any  time 
subsequent  to-  the  creation  of  the  estate  out  of  which  the  rents 
and  profits  are  to  arise,  it  must  conunence  within  the  time  per- 
mitted, by  the  provisions  of  this  article,  for  the  vesting  of  future 
estates,  and  during  the  minority  of  the  beneficiaries,  and  shall 
terminate  at  or  before  the  expiration  of  such  minority. 

3.  If  in  either  case,  hereinbefore  provided  for,  such  direction 
be  for  a  longer  term  than  during  the  minority  of  itxe  beneficiaries, 
it  shall  be  void  only  as  to  the  time  beyond  such  minority. 

Provided,  that  the  income  arising  from  any  real  property

the  time  of  such  assessment,  except  that  the  rate  shall  be  at  an 
advance  of  one-quarter  in  the  rate  over  the  amount  prescribed  by 
the  liquor  tax  law,  as  amended  and  in  force  on  October  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  except  that  the  whole  amount 
of  such  advance  leos  tb^  amount  allowed  for  collecting  the  same, 
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shall  during  such  year  be  paid  by  the  certificate  issuing  officer

Section  one  hundred  and  thirty  of  chapter  twenty-  l.  i9o», 
two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  f  ij^ « 
in  relation  to  the  elections,  constituting  chapter  seventeen  of  the  JT  mif  ^ 
consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  eight  hundred  andamen^ii. 
ninety-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  130.  Publication  of  nominations.  At  least  six  days  before 
an  election  to  fill  any  public  office  the  board  of  elections  of  each 
county,  except  those  counties  which  are  wholly  within  the  city 
of  New  York,  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  not  less  than  two  nor 
more  than  four  newspapers  within  such  county,  one  of  which 
shall  be  a  daily  newspaper,  if  a  daily  newspaper  is  published 
in  such  county,  and  in  any  county  having  one  hundred  thousand 
or  more  inhabitants,  adjoining  a  city  having  a  population  of  one 
million  or  more,  in  not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  ten  news- 
papers a  list  of  all  nominations  of  candidates  for  offices  other  than 
town  offices  to  be  filled  at  such  election,  certified  to  such  board 
by  the  secretary  of  state,  or  filed  with  such  board  or  certified  by 
';  such  board.  The  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York  shall, 
within  the  same  time  before  an  election  to  fill  any  public  office, 
cause  to  be  published  in  two  newspapers  published  in  each  borough 
within  such  city  a  list  of  the  nominations  of  candidates  for  office 
to  be  voted  for  at  such  election  in  such  boroughs  respectively, 
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.  which  were  certified  to  such  board  by  the  secretary  of  state,  or 
filed  in  the  office  of  such  board,  or  certified  by  such  board  and  in 
the  borough  of  Brooklyn  the  board  of  elections  shall  cause  such 
publication  to  be  made  in  the  newspapers  designated  as  corpora- 
tion newspapers  of  said*  borough  *and  in  one  daily  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  Jewish  language. 

Such  publication  shall  contain  the  name  and  residence,  and 
if  a  city,  the  street  number  of  the  residence  and  place  of  busi- 
ness, if  any,  and  the  party  or  other  designation  of  each  candidate, 
and  a  facsimile  of  the  emblems  or  devices  selected  and  designated 
as  prescribed  by  this  article,  to  represent  and  distinguish  the 
candidates  of  the  several  political  parties  or  independent  bodies. 
The  city  clerk  of  each  city  except  New  York,  and  the  board  of 
elections  of  the  city  of  New  York,  shall  at  least  six  days  before 
an  election  of  city  officers  thereof,  held  at  a  different  time  from  a 
general  election,  cause  like  publications  to  be  made  as  to  candi- 
dates for  offices  to  be  filled  at  such  city  election  in  a  like  number 
of  newspapers  published  in  such  city. 

One  of  such  publications  shall  be  made  in  a  newspaper  which 
advocates  the  principles  of  the  political  party  that  at  the  last 
preceding  election  for  governor  cast  the  largest  number  of  votes 
in  the  state  for  such  office ;  and  another  of  such  publications  shall 
be  made  in  a  newspaper  which  advocates  the  principles  of  the 
political  party  that  at  the  last  preceding  election  for  governor 
cast  the  next  largest  number  of  votes  in  the  state  for  such  office. 
The  officer  or  board,  in  selecting  the  papers  for  such  publications, 
shall  select  those  which,  according  to  the  best  information  he  can 
obtain,  have  a  large  circulation  within  such  county  or  city.  In 
making  additional  publications,  the  officer  or  board  shall  keep 
in  view  the  object  of  giving  information,  so  far  as  possible,  to  the 
voters  of  all  political  parties.

52-e.  Protection  of  employees. 

§  40.  Industrial  commission  created.  There  shall  be  a  depart- 
ment of  labor,  the  head  of  which  shall  be  the  industrial  commis- 
sion. The  commission  shall  consist  of  five  commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  by  the  governor  as 
chairman.  Upon  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to  the  chairman 
the  governor  shall  designate  such  successor  or  any  member  of 
the  commission  as  chairman  thereof.  The  term  of  office  of  each 
commissioner  shall  be  six  years,  except  that  the  term  of  the  com- 
missioners first  appointed  shall  expire,  one  on  January  first,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  seventeen,  one  on  January  first,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  eighteen,  one  on  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
nineteen,  one  on  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty  and 
one  on  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one.  Their 
successors  shall  be  appointed  for  full  terms  of  six  years  from  the 
expiration  of  the  terms  of  their  predecessors  in  office.  If  a  vacancy 
occurs  otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  a  term,  it  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  for  the  unexpired  term.  Each  commissioner  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  of  eight  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  devote 
his  entire  time  to  the  duties  of  his  office.  Not  more  than  three 
commissioners  shall  be  members  of  the  same  political  party. 

The  governor  may  remove  a  commissioner  for  inefficiency, 
neglect  of  duty  or  misconduct  in  office,  giving  him  a  copy  of  the 
charges  and  an  opportunity  of  being  publicly  heard  in  person  or 
by  counsel  on  not  less  than  ten  days'  notice.  If  the  commissioner 
be  removed,  the  governor  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  state  a  complete  record  of  his  proceedings  with  regard  to  such 
removal  and  his  findings  thereon. 

The  commission  may  adopt  a  seal  mi  require  that  it  be  used 
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for  the  authentication  of  the  commission's  orders  and  proceedings 
and  for  such  other  purposes  as  the  commission  may  prescribe. 
The  court  shall  take  judicial  notice  of  such  seal  and  of  the  signa- 
tures of  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  commission* 

§  40-a.*  Indnatrial  council.  (1)  To  advise  the  commission  there 
shall  be  an  industrial  council  composed  of  ten  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  governor.  Five  members  of  the  council  shall  be 
persons  faiown  to  represent  the  interests  of  employees  and  five 
shall  be  persons  known  to  represent  the  interests  of  employers. 
The  governor  may  remove  any  member  of  the  council  when  such 
member  ceases  to  represent  the  interests  in  whose  behalf  he  was 
appointed. 

(2)  The  coimcil  shall  organize  by  electing  as  chairman  any 
person  not  a  member  of  the  council.  The  chairman  shall  preside 
at  meetings  of  the  council  and  may  take  part  in  its  deliberations, 
but  shall  have  no  vote.  The  secretary  of  the  commission  shall  act 
as  secretary  to  the  council  and  the  commission  shall  detail  from 
time  to  time  to  the  assistance  of  the  council  such  employees  as  may 
be  necessary. 

(3)  No  compensation  or  expenses  shall  be  paid  from  the  treas- 
ury to  the  members  of  the  council. 

(4)  The  council  shall:  (a)  consider  all  matters  submitted  to 
it  by  the  industrial  commission  and  advise  the  commission  with 
respect  thereto;  (b)  co-operate  with  the  civil  service  commission 
in  conducting  examinations  and  in  preparing  lists  of  eligibles  for 
positions,  the  duties  of  which  require  special  knowledge  or  train- 
ing, and  advise  the  industrial  commission  in  the  selection  and  ap- 
pointment of  onployees  to  such  positions.  The  council  shall  adopt 
rules  and  regulations  to  govern  its  own  proceedings.  The  secre- 
tary shall  keep  a  complete  record  of  all  its  proceedings  which 
shall  show  the  names  of  the  members  present  at  each  meeting,  and 
every  matter  submitted  to  the  council  by  the  commission  and  the 
action  of  the  council  thereon.  The  record  shall  be  filed  in  the 
conmiission's  office.  All  records  and  other  documents  of  the  com- 
mission shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  the  members  of  the 
council. 

§  41.  Deputy  commiBsioners.  The  commission  shall  appoint  and 
may  remove  a  first  deputy  conMuissioner  who  shall  be  in  charge 
of  the  bureau  of  inspection ;  a  second  deputy  conounissioner  who 
shall  be  in  charge  of  the  workmen's  compensation  bureau ;  a  third

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deputy  commissioner  who  shall  bo  in  charge  of  the  bureau  of 
mediation  and  arbitration. 

The  annual  salaries  of  the  deputies  shall  be  as  follows:  first 
deputy,  six  thousand  dollars ;  second  deputy,  six  thousand  dollars ; 
third  deputy,  five  thousand  dollars. 

§  42.  Bureaus.  The  department  of  labor  shall  have  the  follow- 
ing bureaus :  inspection ;  statistics  and  information ;  mediation  and 
arbitration;  industries  and  immigration;  employment;  workmen's 
compensation;  and  such  other  bureaus  as  the  commission  may 
deem  necessary.  Each  bureau  and  division  of  the  department  and 
the  persons  in  charge  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision 
and  direction  of  the  conmiission  and  of  any  commissioner  duly  des- 
ignated to  supervise  the  work  of  such  bureau,  and  in  addition  to 
their  respective  duties  as  prescribed  by  this  chapter  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  them  by  the  commission. 

§  43.  Powers,  l.  The  commissioners,  deputy  commissioners, 
secretary  and  other  officers  and  assistants  of  the  commission  may 
administer  oaths  and  take  affidavits  in  matters  relating  to  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  conunission. 

2.  No  person  shall  interfere  with,  obstruct  or  hinder  by  force 
or  otherwise  the  conunissioners,  deputy  commissioners,  or  any  offi- 
cer, agent  or  employee  of  the  department  of  labor  while  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  or  refuse  to  properly  answer  questions 
asked  by  such  officers  or  employees  pertaining  to  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  or  refuse  them  admittance  to  any  place  which  is 
affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

3.  All  notices,  orders  and  directions  of  any  officer,  agent  or 
employee  of  the  department  of  labor  other  than  the  commission 
given  in  accordance  with  this  chapter  are  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  conmsiission  and  may  be  performed  or  given  by  and  in  the 
name  of  the  conmiission  and  by  any  officer  or  employee  of  the 
department  thereunto  duly  authorized  by  the  commission  in  its 
name. 

4.  The  commission  may  procure  and  cause  to  be  used  badges  for 
the  officers,  agents  and  employees  in  the  department  of  labor  while 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

§  44.   ExpenacB.    AH  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  the  com- 
mission in  the  discharge  of  its  duties  shall  be  paid  by  the  state 
treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller  issued  upon  proper 
•    vouchers  therefor.     The  reasonable  and  necessary  traveling  and 
other  expenses  of  the  deputy  conunissioners,  the  secretary  of  the 
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commission,  inspectors,  investigators  and  other  officers,  assistants^ 
agents  and  employees  of  the  commission  while  engaged  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  shall  be  paid  in  like  manner  npon  vouch- 
ers approved  by  the  commission  and  audited  by  the  comptroller. 

§  45.  Diitribution  of  retponiibility.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the 
conmiission  after  its  appointment,  and  at  least  once  in  each  year 
thereafter,  the  commission  shall  by  resolution  duly  approved,  ap- 
portion the  administrative  work  involved  in  the  performance  of  its 
duties  and  the  exercise  of  its  powers  under  this  chapter  and  under 
the  workmen's  compensation  law,  among  the  members  of  the 
commission  and  shall  designate  the  portion  of  such  work  which 
each  of  its  members,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  com- 
missioi!,  shall  supervise  and  be  responsible  for. 

The  commission  shall  submit  all  questions  of  general  policy 
arising  in  the  exercise  of  its  powers  or  the  performance  of  its 
duties  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  or  under  the  provisions 
of  the  workmen's  compensation  law  to  the  industrial  coimcil  or  its 
members  for  their  consideration  and  advice. 

§  46.  Ecportg.  The  commission  shall  report  annually  to  the 
legislature  and  shall  include  in  his  annual  report  or  make  sepa- 
rately in  each  year  a  report  of  the  operation  of  each  bureau  in  the 
department. 

§  47.  Old  records.  All  statistics  furnished  to  and  all  com- 
plaints, reports  and  other  documentary  matter  received  by  the 
commission  pursuant  to  this  chapter  or  any  act  repealed  or  super- 
seded thereby  may  be  destroyed  by  such  conmiission  after  the  ex- 
piration of  six  years  from  the  time  of  the  receipt  thereof. 

§  48.  Counsel.  The  commission  may  appoint  and  at  pleasure 
remove  as  counsel  to  the  commission  an  attorney  and  counsellor  at 
law  of  the  state  of  New  York  who  shall  represent  the  department 
of  labor  or  the  commission  and  take  charge  of  and  assist  in  the 
prosecution  of  actions  and  proceedings  brought  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  commission  or  the  department  and  who  shall  generally  act  as 
l^al  advisor  to  the  commission.  Such  counsel  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  six  thousand  dollars.  The  commission  may  ap- 
point and  at  pleasure  remove  not  exceeding  three  attorneys  and 
counsellors  at  law  to  assist  the  counsel  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties  and  may  fix  their  compensation  within  the  limits  of  the 
annual  appropriation  provided  therefor. 
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§  49.*  Secretary.  The  commission  shall  appoint  and  may  re- 
move a  secretary,  at  an  annual  salary  of  six  thousand  dollars. 
The  secretary  shall  perform  such  duties  in  connection  with  the 
meetings  of  the  commission  and  its  investigations^  hearings  and 
the  preparation  of  rules  and  regulations  under  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  as  the  commission  may  prescribe ;  and  shall  perform 
the  duties  of  secretary  of  the  workmen's  compensation  commission, 
as  prescribed  by  the  workmen's  compensation  law. 

§  49-a.®  Officers  and  employees.  The  commission  may  appoint 
such  additional  deputy  commissioners,  and  such  officer%  statis- 
ticians, actuaries,  accountants,  physicians,  experts  and  other 
assistants  and  employees  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  exercise  of 
its  powers  and  the  performance  of  its  duties  under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  and  of  the  workmen's  compensation  law,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  in  either  the  competitive  or  the  non-competitive 
class  of  the  classified  civil  service;  and  the  commission  shall  pre- 
scribe their  duties  and  fix  their  salaries  which  shall  not  exceed  in 
the  aggregate  the  amount  annually  appropriated  by  the  legislature 
for  that  purpose. 

§  50.  Meetings.  The  commission  shall  hold  stated  meetings,  at 
least  once  a  month  at  the  office  of  the  department  in  Albany  or  in 
New  York  city,  and  shall  hold  other  meetings  when  and  where 
called  by  the  chairman  or  two  members  of  the  commission.  All 
meetings  of  the  commission  shall  be  open  to  the  public.  The  com* 
mission  shall  keep  records  of  its  investigations  and  otiier  official 
actions,  and  minutes  of  its  proceedings  showing  the  vote  of  each 
member  upon  every  question. 

§  51.  Invegti|:ationB.  The  commission  shall  have  power  to  make 
investigations  concerning  and  report  upon  the  conditions  of  labor 
generally  and  upon  all  matters  relating  to  the  enforcement  and 
effect  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  of  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  commission.  Each  member  of  the  commission  and 
the  secretary  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  take  affi- 
davits and  to  make  personal  inspections  of  all  places  to  which  this 
chapter  applies.  The  commission  shall  have  power  to  subpoena 
and  require  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of 
books  and  papers  pertinent  to  the  investigations  and  inquiries 
hereby  authorized,  and  to  examine  them  in  relation  to  any  matter 
it  has  power  to  investigate,  and  to  issue  commissions  for  the  ex-

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amination  of  witnesses  who  are  out  of  the  state  or  unable  to  attend 
before  the  commission,  or  excused  from  attendance. 

§  51-a.^  Bnles  and  regulations.  (1)  The  commission  shall 
have  power  to  make,  amend  and  repeal  rules  and  r^ulations 
for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  applying 
such  provisions  to  specific  conditions  and  prescribing  means, 
methods  and  practices  to  effectuate  such  provisions. 

(2)  The  commission  shall  have  power  to  make,  amend  and  re- 
peal rules  and  regulations  for  proper  sanitation  in  all  places  to 
which  this  chapter  applies,  and  for  guarding  against  and  minimiz- 
ing fire  hazards,  personal  injuries  and  diseases  in  all  places  to 
which  this  chapter  applies,  with  respect  to 

a.  The  construction,  alteration,  equipment  and  maintenance  of 
all  such  places,  including  the  conversion  of  structures  into  fac- 
tories, factory  buildings  and  mercantile  establishments; 

b.  The  arrangement  and  guarding  of  machinery  and  the  stor- 
ing and  keeping  of  property  and  articles; 

c  The  places  where  and  the  methods  and  operation  by  which 
trades  and  occupations  may  be  conducted,  and  the  conduct  of  em- 
ployers, employes*  and  other  persons; 

It  being  the  policy  and  intent  of  this  chapter  that  all  places  to 
which  it  applies  shall  be  so  constructed,  equipped,  arranged,  oper- 
ated and  conducted  in  all  respects  as  to  provide  reasonable  and 
adequate  protection  to  the  lives,  health  and  safety  of  all  persons 
employed  therein,  and  frequenting  the  same,  and  that  the  commis- 
sion shall  from  time  to  time  make  such  rules  and  r^ulations  aa 
will  effectuate  such  policy  and  intent. 

(8)  Whenever  the  commission  finds  that  any  industry,  trade, 
occupation  or  process  involves  such  elements  of  danger  to  the  lives, 
health  or  safety  of  persons  employed  therein  as  to  require  special 
regulation  for  the  protection  of  such  persons,  the  conmaission  shall 
have  power  to  make  special  rules  and  regulations  to  guard  against 
such  elements  of  danger  by  establishing  requirements  as  to  tem- 
perature, humidity,  the  removal  of  dusts,  gases  or  fumes  and  re- 
quiring licenses  to  be  applied  for  and  issued  by  the  commission 
as  a  condition  of  carrying  on  any  such  industry,  trade,  occupa- 
tion or  process  and  requiring  medical  inspection  and  supervision 
of  persons  employed  and  applying  for  employment,  and  by  other 
appropriate  means.

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(4)  The  rules  and  regulations  may  be  limited  in  their  appli- 
cation to  certain  classes  of  establishments,  places  of  employment, 
machines,  apparatus,  articles,  processes,  industries,  trades  or  oc- 
cupations or  may  apply  only  to  those  to  be  constructed,  estab- 
lished, installed  or  provided  in  the  future. 

(5)  The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  commission  shall  have  the 
force  and  effect  of  law  and  shall  be  enforced  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

(6)  No  provision  of  this  chapter  specifically  conferring  power 
en  the  commission  to  make  rules  and  r^ulations  shall  limit  the 
power  conferred  by  this  section. 

§  52.  Industrial  code;  procedure.  The  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  commission  shall  constitute  the  industrial  code.  At  least 
three  affirmative  votes  shall  be  necessary  for  the  adoption,  amend- 
ment or  repeal  of  any  rule  or  regulation.  Before  any  rule  or 
regulation  is  adopted,  amended  or  repealed,  there  shall  be  a  pub- 
lic hearing  thereon,  notice  of  which  shall  be  published  at  least 
once,  not  less  than  ten  days  prior  thereto,  in  such  newspapers  as 
the  commission  may  prescribe,  and  in  the  City  Record  in  the  city 
of  New  York.  The  commission  may  appoint  committees  com- 
posed of  employers,  employees  and  experts  to  assist  it  in  framing 
rules  and  regulations  and  shall  submit  all  proposed  rules  and 
regulations  to  the  industrial  council  or  the  members  thereof  for 
their  consideration  and  advice.  Every  rule  and  regulation 
adopted,  every  amendment  or  repeal  thereof  and  every  act  of  the 
commission  shall  be  promptly  published  in  the  bulletins  of  the 
department  and  in  the  City  Record  in  the  city  of  New  York. 
The  rules  and  regulations  and  all  amendments  and  repeals  thereof 
shall,  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  the  commission,  take  effect 
twenty  days  after  the  first  publication  thereof,  and  every  rule 
and  regulation  and  every  amendment  or  repeal  thereof,  shall  be 
certified  by  the  secretary  of  the  commission  and  filed  with  the 
secretary  of  state. 

§  62-a.^  Eeview  by  commission,  l.  Any  person  in  interest  may 
petition  the  commission  for  a  review  of  the  validity  or  reason- 
ableness of  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  made  by  the  commission 
or  otherwise  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

2.  The  petition  shall  be  verified  and  filed  with  the  commission 
and  shall  state  in  full  detail:   (a)  The  rule,  regulation  or  order

The  commission  may  join  in  one  proceeding  all  petitioners  al- 
leging invalidity  or  unreasonableness  of  the  same  or  substantially 
similar  rules,  regulations  or  orders.  The  petitioner  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  waived  all  objections  to  any  irregularities  or  ille- 
galities in  the  rule,  regulation  or  order  upon  which  a  hearing  is 
sought  other  than  those  set  forth  in  the  petition. 

8.  Upon  receipt  of  the  petition,  the  commission  shall,  if  neces- 
sary to  determine  the  issues  raised,  order  a  hearing,  or  if  the  is- 
sues have  been  adequately  considered  in  a  prior  proceeding  under 
this  section  or  otherwise,  the  commission  may,  without  hearing, 
confirm  its  previous  determination.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  hearing,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  public,  shall  be  given  to  the 
petitioner  and  to  such  other  persons  as  the  conmiission  may  find 
directly  interested  in  the  issues  raised  by  the  petitioner. 

4.  If,  upon  such  hearing,  the  commission  finds  that  the  rule, 
regulation  or  order  complained  of  is  invalid  or  unreasonable  it 
shall  revoke  it  or  substitute  therefor  a  new  or  amended  one.  If 
the  substituted  rule,  r^ulation  or  order  involves  a  substantial 
amendment  of  the  original  one,  the  parties  may,  by  new  petition, 
bring  before  the  commission  all  objections  to  its  validity  and 
reasonableness  and  no  action  under  the  provisions  of  section  fifty- 
two-b  shall  meanwhile  be  entertained  by  the  court. 

6.  The  decision  of  the  commission  shall  be  final  unless  within 
thirty  days  after  its  issuance  one  of  the  parties  to  the  proceeding 
before  the  commission  appeals  from  its  decision  by  bringing  an 
action  as  provided  in  section  fifty-two-b. 

§  62-b.®  Ecvicw  by  court,  l.  Any  person  in  interest  may  bring 
an  action  in  the  supreme  court  against  the  commission  as  defend- 
ant, to  determine  the  validity  and  reasonableness  of  any  provision 
of  this  chapter  or  of  the  rules  and  regulations  made  in  pursuance 
thereof  or  of  any  order  directing  compliance  therewith,  provided 
that  no  such  action  to  determine  the  validity  or  reasonableness  of 
any  rule,  regulation  or  order  shall  be  brought,  except  as  an  appeal  ' 
from  the  determination  of  the  commission,  as  provided  in  section 
fifty-two-a. 

2.  If  the  action  is  an  appeal  from  a  determination  of  the  com-

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mission  the  commission  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  a 
certified  copy  of  the  record  of  its  hearing  in  the  matter,  and  if 
the  appeal  is  from  a  determination  of  the  commission  refusing  a 
hearing  on  the  ground  that  the  issues  have  been  determined  in  a 
prior  proceeding,  the  commission  shall  also  file  with  the  clerk  of 
the  court  a  certified  copy  of  the  records  of  its  hearings  in  the  prior 
proceedings. 

3.  Such  action  shall  have  precedence  over  other  actions  in  the 
same  court  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  subdivision  one  of 
section  seven  hundred  and  ninety-one  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure. 

4.  The  court  shall  thereafter  try  the  issues  and  render  its  de- 
cision based  upon  the  record  of  the  commission's  hearings  as  well 
as  the  evidence  submitted  in  the  action  before  it.  The  court  may 
refer  any  issue  arising  in  such  action  to  the  commission  for  further 
consideration.

If  any  such 
prosecution  or  action  is  commenced  against  a  defendant  who  has 
not  previously  been  served  with  an  order  to  comply  with  such  pro- 
vision, or  who  has  been  served  with  such  an  order  but  has  not  had

Section  1.  The  cemetery  known  as  the  Middleport  cemetery,  Burui  m 
Situate  on  the  east  side  of  Maple  avenue  and  on  the  soutii  side  prohibited. 
of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Middleport,  Niagara  county.  New  York,  known  as  the 
Middleport  cemetery,  consisting  of  about  four  acres  of  land,  hav- 
ing ceased  to  be  used  for  burial  purposes  and  all  the  funds  and 
property  heretofore  used  for  maintaining  and  caring  of  said  ceme- 
tery having  been  wholly  expended  and  having  become  dangerous 
♦o  public  health  by  reason  of  the  growth  of  said  village  and  the 
building  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  the  burial 
of  the  dead  in  said  cemetery  is  hereafter  prohibited. 

§  2.  Thomas  W.  Jackson,  Truman  Jennings,  Edgar  Knapp,  commis.

Section  1.  Section  ten  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  nineteen  l.  im». 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  §  io 
relation  to  transportation  corporations,  excepting  railroads,  con-* 
gtituting  chapter  sixty-three  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  10.  Formation  of  corporation.  Seven  or  more  persons  may 
become  a  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  building  for  their  own 
use,  equipping,  furnishing,  fitting,  purchasing,  chartering,  navi- 
gating or  owning  steam,  sail  or  other  boats,  ships,  vessels  or  other 
property  to  be  used  in  any  lawful  business,  trade,  commerce  or 
navigation  upon  the  ocean,  or  any  seas,  sounds,  lakes,  rivers, 
canals  or  other  waterways,  and  for  the  carriage,  transportation  or 
storing  or  lading,  freight,  mails,  property  or  passengers  thereon

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formed,  the  waters  to  be  navigated,  in  the  case  of  vessels  other 
than  ocean  steamers,'  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock,  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  five  thousand,  nor,  unless  the  corporation  is  formed 
for  ocean  navigation,^  more  than  four  million  dollars,  the  term  of 
its  existence,  *the  number  of  shares  of  which  the  capital  stock  shall 
consist,  the  number  of  directors  thereof,  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  thirteen,  the  names  of  the  directors  for  the  first  year,  and  the 
name  of  the  city,  village  or  town  and  county  in  which  its  principal 
office  is  to  be  situated,  the  number  of  shares  of  stock  which  each 
subscriber  of  the  certificate  agrees  to  take,  which  must  in  the  aggre- 
gate equal  ten  per  centum  of  the  capital  and  at  least  ten  per 
centum  of  which  must  be  paid  in  cash.

§  12.  Certification  and  secrecy  of  enrollment  where  registra- 
tion is  personal.  1.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  subdi- 
vision two  hereof,  at  the  close  of  the  last  meeting  for  registra- 
tion in  each  year  the  board  of  election  inspectors  shall  severally 
subscribe  and  verify  duplicate  declarations,  one  of  which  shall  be 
printed  in  or  attached  to  each  of  the  original  enrollment  books. 
Such  declarations  shall  be  to  the  effect  that  the  persons  shown  by 
such  enrollment  books  are  the  only  persons  who  registered  per- 
sonally as  voters  in  that  district  on  any  of  said  days  of  registra-

shall  be  publicly  opened.  The  envelope  sealed  at  the  close  of  the 
last  day  of  registration  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter, 
be  delivered  to  the  custodian  of  primary  records.

§  14.  Opening  of  enrollment  box  and  completion  of  enrollment. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  inspectors,  or  one  of  them, 
at  the  close  of  the  registration,  to  deliver  the  enrollment  box  to  the 
custodian  of  primary  records.  All  enrollment  envelopes  contained 
therein  shall  remain  in  such  box,  and  the  said  box  shallnot  be 
opened  nor  shall  any  of  the  envelopes  be  opened  or  removed  there- 
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from  until  the  Tuesday  following  the  day  of  general  election  in 
that  year.  Such  box  shall  then  be  opened  by  the  custodian  of

sentation, as  determined  by  the  last  preceding  enrollment,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  for  the  following  officers .  the  number  of 
signatures  need  in  no  case  exceed  the  following  fixed  limits : 

For  the  office  of  United  States  senator  or  for  any  office  to  be 
filled  by  all  the  voters  of  the  state,  three  thousand  signatures; 

For  the  office  of  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  judge  of  the  court 
of  general  sessions  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  judge  of  the  city 
court  of  the  city  of  New  York,  fifteen  hundred  signatures ; 

For  any  office  to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  of  a  city  containing 
more  than  a  million  inhabitants,  fifteen  hundred  signatures; 

For  any  office  to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  of  any  other  city  of 
the  first  class  or  of  any  county  or  borough  containing  more  than 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants,  according  to  the  last 
preceding  federal  or  state  enumeration,  one  thousand  signatures ; 

For  any  office  to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  of  any  county  or 
borough  containing  more  than  twenty-five  thousand  and  not  over 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  according  to  the  last 
preceding  federal  or  state  enumeration,  or  of  any  city  of  the  second 
class,  or  of  any  congressional  or  senatorial  district,  five  hundred 
signatures; 

For  any  office  to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  of  any  other  county 
or  of  any  city  of  the  third  class  or  of  any  assembly  district,  two 
hundred  and  fifty  signatures. 

All  papers  signed  and  verified  in  the  manner  and  form  above 
prescribed  for  the  purpose  of  designating  the  same  candidate  for 
nomination  for  the  same  public  office  or  the  same  party  position 
shall,  when  bound  together  and  offered  for  filing  as  provided  in 
this  chapter,  be  deemed  to  constitute  one  petition  with  respect  to 
said  candidate.

highest  numbered  election  district  shall  b©  a  primary  district  by 
itself.

The  custodian  of  primary  records  shall  assign  one 
of  the  polling  places  in  each  such  primary  district  to  the  party 
which,  at  the  last  election  of  governor,  cast  the  highest  number  of 
votes  for  governor,  and  at  the  other  polling  place  in  such  pri- 
mary district  there  shall  be  held  the  primary  elections  of  all  other 
parties.  In  all  other  villages  and  towns,  and  in  each  city  having 
over  one  million  inhabitants,  each  election  district  shall  constitute 
a  primary  district.  In  a  city,  town  or  village  in  which  each 
election  district  constitutes  a  primary  district  there  shall  be  for 
each  primary  district  primary  election  officers,  who  shall  con- 
sist of  the  election  inspectors,  poll  clerks  and  ballot  clerks  for 
the  election  district  comprising  such  primary  district  and  such 
inspectors  shall  be  the  board  of  primary  inspectors.  In  elec- 
tion districts  in  which  voting  machines  are  used  at  the  general 
election  the  ballot  clerks  to  serve  at  the  primary  election  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  board  of  election  inspectors  for  the  purposes  of 
such  primary  election  only.  In  a  city  or  village  having  more  than 
five  thousand  inhabitants,  except  a  city  having  over  one  million 
inhabitants,  there  shall  be  for  each  primary  district  two  groups 
of  primary  election  officers,  one  of  which  shall  consist  of  the 
election  inspectors,  poll  clerks  and  ballot  clerks  for  the  election 
district  or  districts  comprised  within  such  primary  district  who 
shall  at  the  time  represent  the  party  which  at  the  last  preceding 
election  of  a  governor  slinll  have  cast  the  largest  number  of  votes 
for  governor,  and  the  other  of  which  shall  consist  of  the  election 
inspectors,  poll  clerks  and  ballot  clerks  who  shall  represent  the 
party  which,  at  such  election,  shall  have  cast  the  second  largest 
number  of  votes  for  governor.     The  first  mentioned  officers  shall 
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conduct  the  primary  election  of  the  party  represented  by  them 
and  the  second  mentioned  officers  shall  conduct  the  primary  elec- 
tions of  all  other  parties  at  the  time  entitled  to  hold  primary 
elections.  The  election  inspectors  belonging  to  each  such  group 
of  primary  officers  shall  be  the  board  of  primary  inspectors.  In 
a  primary  district  having  two  boards  of  primary  election  in- 
spectors each  board  shall  elect  an  inspector  chairman  of  the  board 
before  the  opening  of  the  polls  at  a  primary  election.  In  a  pri- 
mary district  having  one  board  of  primary  election  inspectors  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  election  inspectors  for  the  election  dis- 
tricts shall,  if  present,  be  the  chairman  of  such  board  of  primary 
officers,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law.

The  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  apply  only  to  primary  districts  outside  of  a 
city  having  over  one  million  inhabitants.  Each  primary  poll-clerk 
at  each  polling  place  at  an  official  primary  election  shall  have  a 
poll-book  for  each  party  in  each  election  district  within  the 
primary  district  for  keeping  the  list  of  enrolled  voters  voting, 
or  offering  to  vote  thereat  at  the  primary  election.  Each  such 
book  shall  have  columns  headed  respectively  "  number  of  enrolled 
voter,"  "  name  of  enrolled  voter,"  "  residence  of  enrolled  voter," 
"  number  on  ballots  delivered  to  enrolled  voter,"  "  number  on  bal- 
lot voted,"  and  "  remarks." 

Upon  each  delivery  of  an  official  primary  ballot  by  the  primary 
ballot  clerk  to  an  enrolled  voter,  the  primary  poll-clerk  shall  enter 
upon  the  poll-book  of  the  election  district  in  which  the  enrolled 
voter  resides,  in  the  appropriate  column,  the  number  of  the  en-

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rolled  voter,  in  the  successive  order  of  the  delivery  of  the  ballots 
thereto,  the  name  of  the  enrolled  voter  in  the  alphabetical  order  of 
the  first  letter  of  his  surname,  his  residence  by  street  and  num- 
ber, or  if  he  have  no  street  number,  a  brief  description  of  the 
locality  thereof,  the  printed  number  upon  the  stub  of  the  ballots 
delivered  to  such  enrolled  voter,  and  the  number  of  the  ballot 
voted  by  him.  If  the  ballot  delivered  to  any  enrolled  voter  shall 
be  returned  by  him  to  the  primary  ballot  clerk,  and  he  shall 
obtain  a  new  ballot,  the  primary  poll-clerk  shall  write  opposite 
his  name  on  the  poll-book  in  the  proper  column,  the  printed 
number  of  the  stub  of  such  ballot.  Each  primary  poll-clerk  shall 
make  a  memorandum  upon  his  poll-book  opposite  the  name  of 
each  person  who  shall  have  been  challenged  and  taken  either  of 
the  oaths  prescribed  upon  such  challenge,  or  who  shall  have  re- 
ceived assistance  in  preparing  his  ballot  and  shall  also  enter  upon 
the  poll-book  opposite  the  name  of  such  person  the  names  of  the 
primary  officers  or  persons  who  render  such  assistance,  and  the 
cause  or  reason  assigned  for  such  assistance  by  the  elector  assisted. 

As  each  enrolled  voter  offers  the  ballot  which  he  intends  to  vote 
to  the  primary  inspector,  each  primary  poll-clerk  shall  report  to 
the  primary  officers  whether  the  number  entered  on  the  poll-book 
kept  by  him  as  the  number  on  the  ballot  last  delivered  to  such 
enrolled  voter  is  the  same  as  the  number  on  the  stub  of  the  ballot 
so  offered.  As  each  enrolled  voter  votes,  each  primary  poll-clerk 
shall  enter  in  the  proper  column  on  his  poll-book  the  number  on 
the  stub  of  the  ballot  voted.  Upon  the  close  of  the  polls  of  the 
primary  election,  the  primary  poll-clerks  and  all  primary  officers 
shall  compare  the  poll-books  with  the  enrollment  books  or  regis- 
ters and  correct  any  mistakes  found  therein.

Primary  poll  clerks  and  poll-books  in  cities  of  over  one 
million  inhabitants,  i.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply 
only  to  primary  districts  within  a  city  having  over  one  million 
inhabitants. 

2.  In  every  such  city  each  primary  poll-clerk  at  each  polling 
place  at  an  official  primary  election  shall  have  a  poll-book  for 
keeping  the  list  of  enrolled  voters  voting  or  offering  to  vote  thereat 
at  the  primary  election.  In  each  primary  district  of  such  city 
the  poll-book  shall  be  arranged  in  columns  as  provided  in  this 
section,  and  the  leaves  of  such  poll-book  shall  be  indexed  from 
A  to  Z.    Colunms  one  to  seven  inclusive  shall  be  arranged  upon 
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the  left  hand  pages  of  said  book,  and  the  remaining  columns  upon 
the  right  hand  pages.  The  first  column  of  the  poll-book  shall  be 
entitled  "number  of  voter  voting  at  the  primary,"  and  in  such 
column,  as  the  name  of  each  enrolled  voter  voting  at  sucli  primary 
is  recorded,  shall  be  entered  a  number  opposite  the  name,  begin- 
ning with  "one"  opposite  the  name  of  the  first  voter  voting  at 
the  primary  of  any  party  in  such  election  district  and  continuing 
in  numerical  order  to  and  including  the  last  voter  voting  at  such 
polling  place.  The  second  and  third  columns  shall  together  be 
entitled  "name  of  enrolled  voter,"  with  the  respective  sub-titles 
"  surname  "  and  "  given  name  or  names."  As  the  enrolled  voters 
in  the  respective  parties  present  themselves  to  vote  at  such  pri- 
mary the  surnames  of  such  voters  shall  be  entered  in  such  second 
column  in  the  alphabetical  order  of  the  first  letter  of  such  names 
on  the  pages  bearing  the  index  letters  of  such  surnames.  In  the 
third  column  shall  be  entered  the  christian  or  given  name  or 
names  of  such  voters  respectively.  The  fourth  column  shall  be 
entitled  "  residence  of  enrolled  voter,"  and  in  such  column  shall 
be  entered  the  residence  of  each  such  voter.  The  fifth  column 
shall  be  entitled  "  party  of  enrolled  voter,"  and  in  such  column 
shall  be  entered  the  name  of  the  party  in  which  each  such  voter 
is  enrolled  and  in  whose  primary  he  is  participating.  The  sixth 
column  shall  be  entitled  "  signature  of  enrolled  voter  (or  number 
of  identification  statement),"  and  above  each  horizontal  line  in 
said  column  shall  be  printed  the  words  "The  foregoing  entries 
are  true  and  correct,"  and  in  such  column,  below  such  words 
printed  above  the  line  on  which  his  name  is  entered,  each  voter 
participating  in  the  primary  shall  sign  his  name  by  his  own  hand 
and  without  assistance,  using  an  indelible  pencil  or  ink,  or  in 
default  of  such  signature  (in  case  only  of  inability  to  sign  as  here- 
inafter provided)  shall  be  entered  the  number  of  such  voter's 
identification  statement  The  seventh  column  shall  be  entitled 
"  signature  compared  by  inspector,"  and  before  the  voter  shall  re- 
ceive a  primary  ballot,  one  of  the  inspectors,  other  than  the  in- 
spector who  receives  the  primary  ballots  from  the  enrolled  voters, 
shall  compare  the  voter's  signature  then  and  there  made  in  such 
poll-book  with  the  same  voter's  signature  theretofore  made  in  the 
registration  book  on  registration  day,  and  such  inspector  shall 
then  and  there  sign  his  initials  in  said  seventh  column  in  evi- 
dence thereof.  The  eighth,  ninth  and  tenth  columns  shall  be 
grouped  together  under  the  title  "  number  of  primary  ballot  deliv- 
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ered  to  enrolled  voter"  with  the  respective  sub-titles  " first  ballot," 
**  second  ballot,"  'Hhird  ballot,"  and  in  such  column  or  columns, 
beginning  with  the  eighth,  shall  be  entered  the  number  on  the 
ballot  (or  successive  ballots)  delivered  to  such  voters  respectively. 
Then  shall  follow  as  many  columns  as  there  are  parties  holding  a 
primary  in  such  election  district,  grouped  together  under  the  title 
"  number  on  primary  ballot  voted,"  and  at  the  top  of  each  column 
shall  be  printed  the  name  of  one  of  such  parties,  the  party  names 
to  be  arranged  in  the  order  of  the  size  of  their  respective  vote  for 
governor  at  the  last  preceding  general  election,  the  party  casting 
the  highest  number  of  votes  for  governor  to  come  first,  and  so  on ; 
and  the  number  upon  the  ballot  voted  by  each  such  enrolled  voter 
shall  be  entered  in  the  column  bearing  the  name  of  the  party 
whose  ballot  he  casts.  The  last  column  in  such  poll-book  shall  be 
entitled  "remarks  regarding  challenges,  oaths,  and  other  facts 
required  to  be  recorded,"  and  in  such  column  shall  be  entered, 
opposite  the  name  of  each  voter,  such  record  of  challenges,  oaths, 
and  other  facts  relating  to  him  as  this  law  requires  to  be  entered 
in  the  poll-book  and  are  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

3.  The  procedure  with  respect  to  recording  in  each  such  poll- 
book  the  names  of  and  other  particulars  concerning  the  enrolled 
voters  presenting  themselves  to  vote  at  any  primary,  obtaining, 
comparing  and  certifying  to  their  signatures  prior  to  the  delivery 
of  ballots  to  them,  or  obtaining  identification  statements  in  lieu  of 
such  signatures,  recording  and  announcing  the  ballots  delivered 
and  voted,  making  and  recording  challenges,  and  all  other  pro- 
cedure with  respect  to  the  taking  of  the  vote  at  any  party  primary 
shall  be  the  same  as  that  prescribed  for  the  general  election,  and 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  article,  all  provisions  of  arti- 
cle ten  of  the  election  law  applying  to  the  taking  of  the  vote  at  a 
general  election  shall  apply  equally  to  each  party  primary. 

§  10.  Se<*tion  eighty-seven  of  such  chapter  as  renumbered  and 
amended  by  chapter  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one  of  the  laws 
S.  wi/"*'  0^  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  87.  Proclamation  and  statement  of  result.  Immediately 
upon  the  completion  of  such  canvass,  the  board  of  primary  in- 
spectors in  each  primary  district  shall  make  public  oral  proclama- 
tion of  the  result  thereof,  and  shall  make  upon  the  statement  of 
result  sheet  for  each  party  a  written  statement  of  such  result  for 
each  election  district  in  such  primary  district,  and  also  a  dupli- 
cate thereof,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  duplicate  statement- 
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Immediately  after  the  completion  of  such  statements,  such  board 
shall  file  the  originals  thereof  with  the  custodian  of  primary 
records,  and  shall  file  the  duplicate  statements  with  the  clerk  of 
the  city,  town  or  village. 

In  cities  having  more  than  one  million  inhabitants  the  board  of 
primary  inspectors  shall  also  make  and  sign  a  police  return  of 
the  vote  at  the  primary  similar  to  that  required  at  the  general 
election  by  section  three  hundred  and  seventy-two  of  this  chapter, 
and  such  return  and  its  contents  shall  be  treated  in  the  same  man- 
ner by  the  same  officers  as  is  provided  in  that  section  with  respect 
to  the  statement  of  the  result  of  the  canvass  of  votes  on  election 
day  to  be  delivered  to  the  police.

§  150.  Heetii^  for  registration,  l.  Except  as  otherwise 
herein  provided,  before  every  general  election,  the  board  of 
inspectors  for  each  election  district  in  every  city,  and  in  vil- 
lages having  five  thousand  inhabitants  or  more,  shall  hold  four 
meetings  for  the  registration  of  the  electors  thereof,  at  the  place 
designated  therefor,  to  be  known  respectively  as  the  first,  second, 
third  and  fourth  meetings  for  registration.  The  said  meetings 
shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Friday,  fourth  Saturday  and  the  third 
Friday  and  third  Saturday  before  such  election.  Each  meeting 
shall  begin  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  continue  until 
ten  o'clock  in  the  evening.  In  all  election  districts  other  than 
in  cities  or  villages  having  five  thousand  inhabitants  or  more, 
the  board  of  inspectors  of  election  for  each  such  election  district 
shall  hold  two  meetings  for  the  registration  of  voters  thereof,  at 
the  places  designated  therefor,  before  each  general  election, 
namely,  on  the  fourth  and  third  Saturdays  before  the  election, 
to  be  known  respectively  as  the  first  and  second  meetings  for 
registration,  which  meetings  shall  begin  at  seven  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  and  continue  until  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

2.  In  a  city  having  more  than  one  million  inhabitants,  the 
board  of  inspectors  for  each  election  district  shall  hold  six  meet- 
ings for  the  registration  of  the  electors  thereof  before  each  gen- 
eral election.  Such  meetings  shall  begin  on  Monday  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  beforfe  such  election  and  continue  on  each  day  of  the 
same  week  up  to  and  including  Saturday.     On  each  day  except 
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Saturday  the  meeting  shall  begin  at  half  past  five  o'clock  in  the 

evening,  and  on  Saturday  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning.     All 

such  meetings  shall  continue  until  half  past  ten  o'clock  in  the 

evening.

§  155.  Begister;  how  arranged.  Signature  law.  1.  This  sub- 
division shall  apply  to  election  districts  outside  of  a  city  having 
more  than  one  million  inhabitants.  In  all  such  election  districts 
the  register  shall  be  arranged  in  twenty-four  columns,  and  the 
leaves  thereof  shall  be  indexed  from  A  to  Z.  In  the  first  column 
of  such  register  there  shall  be  entered,  at  the  time  of  the  completion 
of  the  registration  on  the  last  day  for  registration,  a  number  oppo- 
site the  name  of  each  person  so  enrolled,  beginning  with  "^  one  " 
opposite  the  first  name  entered  in  the  page  indexed  A  and  con- 
tinuing in  numerical  order  to  and  including  the  last  name  entered 
upon  the  last  page  of  such  register.  On  each  day  of  registration 
there  shall  be  entered  in  the  second  column  thereof  the  surname  of 
such  persons  in  the  alphabetical  order  of  the  first  letter  thereof,  on 
the  page  bearing  the  index  letter  of  such  surname  and  in  the  third 
column  the  christian  name  or  names  of  such  persons  respectively. 
In  the  fourth  column  shall  be  entered  the  residence  number  or 
other  designation,  and  in  the  fifth  colunm  the  name  of  the  street 
or  avenue  of  such  residence  or  a  brief  description  of  the  locality 
thereof.  In  the  sixth  column  shall  be  entered  the  number  of  the 
floor  or  room  occupied  by  the  elector  at  the  residence  given  by 
him,  and  in  the  seventh  colunm  shall  be  entered  the  full  name 
of  the  householder,  tenant,  subtenant  or  apartment-lessee  with 
whom  the  elector  resides,  and  in  the  eighth  column  shall  be  en- 
tered his  age,  in  the  ninth,  tenth  and  eleventh  columns  shall  be 
entered  his  length  of  residence  by  years,  months  and  days  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  the  state,  county  and  election  district,  respectively ; 
and  in  the  twelfth  colunm  shall  be  entered  the  country  of  his 
nativity  which  shall  mean  the  country,  state  or  province  of  the 
elector's  birth,  irrespective  of  his  former  political  allegiance.  In 
the  thirteenth  column,  if  he  be  a  naturalized  citizen,  shall  be 
entered  the  date  of  the  naturalization  certificate  under  which  he 
claims  citizenship  and  in  the  fourteenth  colunm  shall  be  entered 
the  designation  of  the  court  issuing  such  naturalization  certificate. 
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In  the  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  columns 
shall  be  entered  respectively  the  name  of  the  state,  the  city  or 
town,  and  the  street  number  and  the  name  of  the  street  or  avenue 
of  the  residence  of  such  person  from  which  such  person  last  regis- 
tered or  voted,  and  the  year  in  which  he  last  registered  or  voted. 
In  the  nineteenth  column  shall  be  entered  the  date  of  the  regis- 
tration of  the  elector.  In  the  twentieth  colunm  shall  be  entered 
if  the  elector  is  in  business  for  himself  or  with  others  the  name 
under  which  he  is  so  in  business,  or,  if  the  elector  is  employed 
by  8ome  other  person,  the  name  of  his  present  employer.  If 
he  is  not  in  business  and  has  no  employment,  the  word  "  none  " 
shall  be  entered,  together  with  the  name  under  which  he  was 
last  in  business  or  the  name  of  his  last  employer,  if  any.  In 
the  twenty-first  column  shall  be  entered  the  street  and  number, 
or  if  it  has  no  street  number,  a  brief  description  of  the  location 
of  the  place,  if  any,  where  he  is  so  in  business  or  employed,  or, 
if  unemployed,  the  place,  if  any,  where  he  was  last  in  business 
or  employed.  The  information  required  to  be  stated  in  the  twen- 
tieth and  twenty-first  columns  shall  only  be  asked  in  the  event 
that  the  person  offering  to  register  shall  not  have  registered  in 
the  same  county  in  the  general  election  immediately  preceding. 
The  twenty-second  column  shall  be  reserved  for  the  signature  of 
any  elector  who  registers  personally  at  the  time  of  registration  or 
in  case  the  elector  alleges  his  inability  to  write,  for  entering 
therein  the  number  of  the  "  identification  statement  for  registra- 
tion day  "  made  by  such  elector  as  hereinafter  provided.  Above 
each  horizontal  line  in  the  said  twenty-second  column  shall  be 
printed  the  words  "  the  foregoing  statements  are  true  "  and  the 
elector  shall  at  the  time  of  personal  registration,  sign  his  name 
by  his  own  hand  and  without  assistance,  using  an  indelible  pencil 
or  ink,  below  such  words  on  the  horizontal  line  in  the  register 
of  electors,  which  register  shall  be  known  as  the  "  signature  copy." 
Said  signature  copy  shall  be  one  of  the  registers,  other  than  the 
public  copy,  which  signature  copy  shall  be  kept  by  an  inspector 
of  opposite  political  faith  from  the  chairman,  and  shall  be  used 
at  the  polls  on  election  day.  The  twenty-third  column  shall  be 
reserved  for  entering  the  consecutive  number  on  the  stub  of  the 
official  ballot  voted  by  the  elector  on  election  day.  In  the  twenty- 
fourth  column  shall  be  entered,  opposite  the  name  of  each  elector, 
under  the  heading  "  remarks  "  the  facts  regarding  challenges,  oaths 
and  other  facts  affecting  such  elector  required  to  be  recorded. 
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2.  This  subdivision  shall  apply  only  to  election  districts  within 
a  city  having  more  than  one  million  inhabitants.  In  all  election 
districts  in  any  such  city,  the  register  shall  be  arranged  in  twenty- 
nine  (at  the  general  election  preceding  a  presidential  primary, 
thirty)  columns,  and  the  leaves  thereof  shall  be  indexed  from  A 
to  Z.  The  first  column  of  the  register  shall  be  entitled  '^  Regis- 
tration Xo.  of  Voter,"  and  in  such  cohunn  shall  be  entered,  at  the 
time  of  the  completion  of  the  registration  on  the  last  day  for  regis- 
tration, a  number  opposite  the  name  of  each  person  so  registered, 
beginning  with  "  one  "  opposite  the  first  name  entered  in  the  page 
indexed  A  and  continuing  in  numerical  order  to  and  including  the 
last  name  entered  upon  the  last  page  of  such  register.  Columns 
two  to  twenty-four  inclusive  shall  be  filled  in  on  each  day  of  regis- 
tration as  each  voter  is  registered,  and  the  remaining  columns  at 
the  times  respectively  provided.  All  such  cohimns  shall  be  appro- 
priately entitled  to  indicate  their  purpose.  In  the  second  column 
shall  be  entered  the  date  of  the  registration  of  each  voter.  In  the 
third  column  shall  be  entered  the  surname  of  such  persons  in  the 
alphabetical  order  of  the  first  letter  thereof,  on  the  page  bearing 
the  index  letter  of  such  surname.  In  the  fourth  column  shall  be 
entered  the  christian  or  given  name  or  names  of  such  persons 
respectively.  In  the  fifth  and  sixth  colunms  shall  be  entered  the 
residence  number  or  other  designation,  and  the  name  of  the  street 
or  avenue  of  such  residence  or  a  brief  description  of  the  locality 
thereof.  In  the  seventh  column  shall  be  entered  the  number  of  the 
floor  or  room  occupied  by  the  elector  at  the  residence  given  by 
him.  In  the  eighth  column  shall  be  entered  the  full  name  of  the 
householder,  tenant,  subtenant  or  apartment  lessee  with  whom  the 
elector  resides.  In  the  ninth  column  shall  be  entered  the  elector's 
age.  In  the  tenth,  eleventh  and  twelfth  columns  shall  be  entered 
the  length  of  the  elector's  residence  by  years,  months  and  days  as 
the  case  may  be,  in  the  state,  county  and  election  district,  respec- 
tively. In  the  thirteenth  column  shall  be  entered  tlie  country  of 
his  nativity,  which  shall  mean  the  country,  state  or  province  of  the 
elector's  birth,  irrespective  of  his  former  political  allegiance.  In 
the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  columns,  if  the  voter  be  a  naturalized 
citizen,  shall  be  entered  the  date  of  the  naturalization  certificate 
under  which  he  claims  citizenship  and  the  court  issuing  such 
naturalization  certificate.  In  the  sixteenth,  seventeenth,  eigh- 
teenth and  nineteenth  columns  shall  be  entered  respectively  the 
name  of  the  state,  the  city  or  town,  the  street  number  and  the  name 
of  the  street  or  avenue  of  the  residence  of  such  person  from  which 
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such  person  last  registered  or  voted,  and  the  year  in  which  he  last 
r^stered  or  voted.  In  the  twentieth  column  shall  be  entered,  if 
the  elector  is  in  business  for  himself  or  with  others,  the  name 
under  which  he  is  so  in  business,  or,  if  the  elector  is  employed 
by  some  other  person,  the  name  of  his  present  employer.  If 
he  is  not  in  business  and  has  no  employment,  the  word  **  none " 
shall  be  entered,  together  with  the  name  under  which  he  was 
last  in  business  or  the  name  of  his  last  employer,  if  any.  In 
the  twenty-first  column  shall  be  entered  the  street  and  number, 
or  if  it  has  no  street  number,  a  brief  description  of  the  location 
of  the  place,  if  any,  where  he  is  so  in  business  or  employed,  or, 
if  unemployed,  the  place,  if  any,  where  he  was  last  in  busi- 
ness or  employed.  The  twenty-second  column  shall  be  reserved 
for  the  signature  of  any  elector  who  registers  personally,  at 
the  time  of  registration,  or,  in  case  the  elector  alleges  his 
inability  to  write,  for  entering  therein  the  number  of  tht 
^*  identification  statement  for  registration  day  '^  made  by  such 
elector  as  hereinafter  provided.  Above  each  horizontal  line  in  the 
said  twenty-second  column  shall  be  printed  the  words  "  the  fore- 
going statements  are  true"  and  the  elector  shall  at  the  time  of 
personal  registration,  sign  his  name  by  his  own  hand  and  without 
assistance,  using  an  indelible  pencil  or  pen  and  ink,  below  such 
words  on  the  horizontal  line  in  the  register  of  electors,  which 
register  shall  be  knowu  as  the  "  signature  copy."  Said  signature 
copy  shall  be  one  of  the  registers,  other  than  the  public  copy, 
which  signature  copy  shall  be  kept  by  an  inspector  of  opposite 
political  faith  from  the  chairman,  and  shall  be  used  at  the  polls 
on  election  day.  In  the  twenty-third  column  the  person  who  has 
personally  made  the  entries  aforesaid  in  registering  the  voter 
shall  sign  his  own  initials  in  evidence  thereof,  which  signature 
must  be  made  at  the  same  time  that  the  voter  is  registered.  In 
the  twenty-fourth  column  shall  be  entered  the  number  on  the  en- 
rollment blank  which  is  given  to  the  voter  to  enable  him  to  enroll 
in  a  party  as  provided  in  article  two  of  this  law.  The  twenty- 
fifth  column  shall  be  reserved  for  the  entry  of  the  name  of  the 
party,  if  any,  in  which  the  voter  enrolls,  or  other  statement,  as 
provided  in  said  article  two  of  this  law.  The  twenty-sixth  col- 
umn shall  be  entitled  "  No.  of  Stub,  Election  Day,"  and  shall  be 
reserved  for  entering  therein  the  consecutive  number  on  the  stub 
of  the  official  ballot  or  set  of  ballots  voted  by  such  voter  on  elec- 
tion day.     The  twenty-seventh  column  shall  be  entitled  "  No.  of 
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Stub,  Ist  Primary,"  and  shall  be  reserved  for  entering  therein 
the  consecutive  number  on  the  stub  of  the  official  ballot  cast  by 
such  voter  at  the  first  official  primary,  whether  spring  or  fall, 
following  the  general  election  for  which  such  registration  was 
made.  The  twenty-eighth  column  shall  be  entitled  '*  No.  of  Stub, 
2d  Primary,"  and  shall  be  reserved  for  entering  therein  the 
consecutive  number  on  the  stub  of  the  official  ballot  cast  by  such 
voter  at  the  next  succeeding  official  primary  held  prior  to  the 
next  enrollment,  or,  should  an  unofficial  primary  be  held,  for  the 
entry  of  the  word  "  Yes  "  to  indicate  that  such  voter  voted  at  such 
primary.  In  preparing  the  registers  for  the  general  election  next 
.  preceding  a  presidential  election  an  additional  column  (the 
twenty-ninth  in  such  case)  shall  be  included,  entitled  "No.  of 
Stub,  3rd  Primary,"  and  shall  be  reserved  for  use  at  a  third 
primary,  if  any,  as  above  provided  for  a  second  primary  in  other 
years.  The  last  column  in  the  register  shall  be  entitled  "Re- 
marks regarding  challenges,  oaths,  and  other  facts  required  to  be 
recorded,"  and  in  such  column  shall  be  entered,  opposite  the  name 
of  each  voter,  with  the  date  of  each  such  entry,  such  record  of 
challenges,  oaths,  and  other  facts  relating  to  him  as  this  law 
requires  to  be  entered  in  the  register  and  are  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for. 

3.  The  provisions  of  this  subdivision  shall  apply  to  all  election 
districts.  If  the  elector  alleges  his  inability  to  sign  as  provided 
in  either  of  the  foregoing  subdivisions,  one  of  the  inspectors, 
designated  by  the  chairman,  shall  read  to  the  elector  the  fol- 
lowing list  of  questions  from  a  book  to  be  furnished  said  in- 
spector and  to  be  known  as  "  identification  statements  for  regis- 
tration day,"  and  said  inspector  shall  write  down  in  said  book  the 
answers  of  the  elector  to  said  questions :  What  is  your  true  name  ? 
What  is  or  was  your  father's  full  name?  What  is  or  was  your 
mother's  full  name?  What  is  your  occupation?  What  is  the 
name  of  your  present  employer  ?  If  unemployed,  what  is  the  name 
of  your  last  employer?  Where  is  or  was  his  place  of  business? 
Are  you  married  or  single?  Where  did  you  actually  reside  im- 
mediately prior  to  taking  up  your  present  residence;  state  floor 
and  character  of  premises  ?  At  the  bottom  of  each  list  of  questions 
shall  be  printed  the  following  statement :  "  I  certify  that  I  have 
read  to  the  above  named  elector  each  of  the  foregoing  questions 
and  that  I  have  truly  recorded  his  answers  as  above  to  each  of  said 
questions,"  and  said  inspector  who  has  made  the  above  record  shall 
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forthwith  sign  his  name  to  said  certificate  and  date  the  same.  The 
above  questions  shall  be  printed  on  separate  sheets  of  paper  which 
shall  be  fumished  said  inspector  bound  together  in  book  form 
and  numbered  consecutively,  and  the  number  corresponding  to  the 
number  on  each  sheet  containing  said  list  of  questions  shall  be 
entered  when  the  questions  have  been  answered,  in  the  twenty- 
second  column,  in  the  register  of  electors  in  which  the  electors 
registering  have  signed  their  names.  Said  book  of  "  identification 
statements  for  registration  day  "  shall  be  kept  at  all  times  with  the 
register  in  which  the  electors  sign  their  names  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided. The  registration  books  as  provided  in  this  chapter,  together 
with  a  sufficient  number  of  identification  statements  for  registra- 
tion and  election  days,  bound  in  book  form,  and  the  poll-books  as 
herein  provided  in  subdivision  two  of  section  three  hundred  and 
fifty-five  shall  be  furnished  to  each  board  of  inspectors  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  registration  and  poll-books  are  now  furnished  to 
said  boards  of  inspectors,  except  that  the  lines  in  the  registers  and 
poll-books  provided  for  in  this  section  shall  be  one-half  inch  apart 
and  each  page  of  said  registers  and  poll-books  shall  in  each  case 
be  consecutively  numbered.

Such  list  shall  be  delivered  by  the  chairman 
of  the  board  of  inspectors  to  the  police  captain  of  the  precinct, 
if  any,  in  which  the  election  district  is  located,  or  an  officer  thereof, 
or  to  the  town  clerk,  who  shall  forthwith  deliver  the  same  to  the 
board  of  elections  in  the  county  in  which  such  election  district 
is  located.  The  board  of  elections  of  each  county  containing  a 
city  of  the  first  or  socond  class  and  the  board  of  elections  of  the 
city  of  New  York  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  delivery  of 
such  lists,  and  not  less  than  six  days  prior  to  the  day  of  election, 
print  in  pamphlet  form  for  each  ward  of  any  such  city  within 
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their  respective  counties,  or  for  each  assembly  district  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  not  less  than  twenty-five  times  as  many  copies  of 
said  registration  lists  as  there  are  election  districts  in  such  assem- 
bly district  or  ward,  so  that  each  assembly  district  or  ward  pam- 
phlet shall  contain  the  lists  of  the  several  election  districts  in 
such  assembly  district  or  ward.  Upon  the  written  application  of 
the  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  county  commaittee 
of  any  political  party  whose  candidates  are  entitled  to  a  place 
upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  voted  at  the  election  for  which  the 
registration  is  made,  the  board  of  elections  of  such  city  of  any  such 
county,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  respectively  deliver  to  such 
chairman  five  copies  of  each  assembly  district  or  ward  pamphlet 
for  each  election  district  within  such  city,  or,  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  within  each  assembly  district  of  the  county  which  such 
county  committee  represents.  Two  pamphlets  containing  the 
lists  of  the  registered  persons  in  the  election  districts  within  his 
precinct  shall  be  furnished  to  each  police  captain  in  all  such 
cities.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  police  captain  in  every  city 
of  the  state  to  forthwith  cause  an  investigation  of  each  name  regis- 
tered in  his  precinct  to  be  made  and  to  report  to  the  state  super- 
intendent of  election*  at  his  office  in  such  city  or  at  such 
other  office  as  they  may  in  writing  designate  any  case  of  false 
registration  there  found.  In  any  city  of  the  state  in  which  regis- 
tration lists  are  not  printed,  including  third  class  cities,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  elections  of  the  county  or  of  such  city 
to  afford  necessary  facilities,  including  clerical,  assistance,  to  every 
such  police  captain  in  transcribing  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
registration  lists  in  aid  of  the  duty  of  investigation  imposed  on 
him  under  the  provisions  of  this  section.  The  board  of  elections 
in  each  county  shall  furnish  to  the  state  superintendent  of 
elections  three  copies  of  each  pamphlet  printed  by  it.  The  re- 
maining pamphlet  so  printed  shall  be  distributed  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  said  boards  which  shall  have  respectively  the  power 
to  charge  for  each  pamphlet  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  cents  a  copy, 
and  any  moneys  resulting  from  the  sale  thereof  shall  be  paid 
to  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York  or  county  treasurer  of 
the  county  for  the  benefit  of  the  treasury  of  such  city  or  county. 
The  'boards  of  election  shall  contract  for  the  printing  of  such  lists 
of  registered  electors  with  whomsoever  it  may  seem  to  said  board

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to  be  most  advantageous  to  so  contract,  but  such  contract  shall 
only  be  awarded  after  proper  public  notice  and  to  the  lowest 
bidder.

3.  In  cities  containing  a  population  of  over  one  million,  a 
school-house  or  other  public  building  may  be  designated,  pro- 
vided that  the  board  of  education  consent  and  that  the  use  of 
the  same  as  a  registration  and  polling  place  shall  not  interfere 
with  their  customary  use.  The  expense,  if  any,  incidental  to 
their  use  under  such  designation  shall  be  paid  like  the  expense 
of  other  registration  and  polling  places.  Whenever  a  school  or 
other  public  building  is  located  in  an  election  district  and  the 
registration  and  polling  place  of  such  district  is  not  located 
in  a  school  or  other  public  building,  a  statement  of  the  reason 
for  not  designating  such  a  building  must  be  entered  by  the 
board  or  officer  charged  with  the  duty  of  making  such  designations 
in  the  minutes  or  other  record  making  the  designation.

Said  superintendent  shall  have  the 
power  to  require  said  list  to  be  made  by  the  owner  if  said  owner 
is  in  possession.  If  said  owner  is  not  in  possession  said  superin- 
tendent shall  have  the  power  to  require  said  owner  to  furnish  the 
name  of  the  lessee  and  lessees  of  said  building  and  said  superin- 
tendent shall  then  hav«  the  power  to  require  said  list  of  said  lessee 
and  lessees.  In  the  event  that  said  building  is  occupied  in  part 
by  said  owner  and  in  part  by  a  lessee  or  lessees  the  said  superin- 
tendent shall  then  have  the  power  to  compel  the  owner  to  furnish 
the  said  list  for  the  part  occupied  by  him,  and  the  names  of  the 
lessee  or  lessees  who  lease  the  remaining  part  of  said  building,  and 
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said  superintendent  may  require  said  lists  from  said  lessee  or 
lessee:).  la  the  event  of  the  neglect  of  the  owner  or  lessee  to  furnish 
said  list  when  demanded  by  said  superintendent  of  elections, 
said  owner  or  lessee  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  punishable 
by  a  fine  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars^  and  in  case  of  a  second 
conviction  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars 
and  imprisonment  If  the  owner  furnishes  to  said  superintend- 
ent a  list  which  states  that  a  male  person  has  resided  in  said 
premises  for  a  longer  period  than  he  has  actually  resided  therein, 
or  if  said  person  puts  upon  said  list  a  name  under  which  no  person 
has  resided  any  length  of  time  in  said  premises,  said  owner  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  felony  and  in  addition  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  which  said  penalty  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  house  and 
the  lot  upon  which  the  house  is  situated.  If  the  lessee  furnishes  a 
false  list  then  the  said  lessee  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  which  said  penalty,  in  addition  to  being  satisfied 
out  of  any  goods  or  chattels  of  the  lessee,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  tho 
leasehold,  and  shall  entitle  said  leasehold  to  be  sold  to  satisfy 
said  penalty  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  landlord.

7t^^un  to  acquire  title  to  lands  and  premises  required  for  any  streets,  high-

The  sum  of  ninety-seven  thousand  dollars  ($97,000), 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated 
from  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
payable  by  the  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  for 
the  state's  share  of  the  expense  of  maintaining  county  roads  pur- 
suant to  section  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  of  the  highway 
law. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Section  1.  Every  'citizen  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  qoaiuic*- 
shall  have  been  a  citizen  for  ninety  days,  and  an  inhabitant  of  vouia 
this  state  one  year  next  preceding  an  election,  and  for  the  last 
four  months  a  resident  of  the  county  and  for  the  last  thirty  days 
a  resident  of  the  election  district  in  which  he  or  she^  may  offer 
his  or  her*  vote,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election  in  the 
election  district  of  which  he  or  she^  shall  at  the  time  be  a  resident, 
and  not  elsewhere,  for  all  officers  that  now  are  or  hereafter  may 
be  elective  by  the  people,  and  upon  all  questions  which  may  be 
submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people,  provided  that  a  citizen  by 
marriage  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  United  States  for 
five  years;  and*  provided  that  in  time  of  war  no  elector  in  theBiaeton  to 
actual  military  service  of  the  state,  or  of  the  United  States,  in  HSJiST  not 
the  army  or  navy  thereof,  shall  be  deprived  of  his  or  her*  vote  prtT«d  oi 
by  reason  of  his  or  her*  absence  from  such  election  district ;  and  ^*

terest upon  debts  authorized  pursuant  to  said  section. 

Section  1.  Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur),  That  section 
four  of  article  seven  of  the  constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows : 

§  4.  Except  the  debts  specified  in  sections  two  and  three  of 
this  article,  no  debts  shall  be  hereafter  contracted  by  or  in  bdialf 
of  this  state,  unless  such  debts^  shall  be  authorized  by  law,  for  iome 
single  work  or  object,  to  be  distinctly  specified  therein ;  and  such 
law  shall  impose  and  provide  for  the  collection  of  a  direct  annual 
tax  to  pay,  and  sufficient  to  pay,  the  interest  on  such  debt  as  it 
falls  due,  and  also  to  pay  and  discharge  the  principal  of  such 
debt  within  fifty  years  from  the  time  of  the  contracting  thereof. 
No  such  law  shall  take  effect  until  it  shall,  at  a  general  election, 
have  been  submitted  to  the  people,  and  have  received  a  majority 
of  all  the  votes  cast  for  and  against  it  at  such  election.  On  the 
final  passage  of  such  bill  in  either  house  of  the  legislature,  the 
question  shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes,  to  be  duly  entered  on
